Europe^  and  more  immediately  fuch  Parts  of  the  Conti- 
nent, as  Ihall  withHand  or  reiill  the  formidable  Powers, 
which  are  confederated  for  the  Snbverfion,  or  Reduflion 
of  the  Houfe  of  Aufiria^  The  Apprehenfion  of  thefe 
Things  was  communicated  to  the  latl  Parliament  j  when 
both  Houfes  expreffed  their  great  Concern  for  the  Troubles, 
which  were  then  broke  oot  in  the  Auflrtan  Dominions  ; 
and  came  to  the  ftrongeft  Refolutions  in  favour  of  the 
Queen  of  Hungary^  for  the  Maintenance  of  the  Pragmatic

^  lcr*d  the  fevereft  Cenfures,  even  when  I  had  efpoufcd  them 
only   in   Compliance   with  Reafon,    without  che  infallible 
[Certainty  of  Experience. 

Of  Truth  it  has  been  always  obferved*  Sir,  that  ^v^ty 

[Day  adds  to  its  Eftablilhmcnt,  and  that  FalQioods^  however 

Ifpecious,  howevtir    fupported   by    Power,  or  ellabltfhed  by 

Confederacies,    are   unable   to  Hand    before  the   Stroke  of 

Time  :  Agiinil  the  ItkConveniencics  and  Vexations  of  long

This,  Sir,  is  the  Happi- 
nefs  which  I  now  enjoy,  and  for  which  thofe  who  never 
fhall  attain  it,  mufl  look  for  an  Equivalent  in  lucrative  Em- 
ployments, honorary  Titles,  pompous  Equipages,  and  (plen* 
did  Palaces. 

*  Thefe,  Sir,  are  the  Advantages  which  are  to  be  gained 
by  a  feafonable  Variation  of  Principles,  and  by  a  ready  Com- 
pliance with  the  prevailing  Fafhion  of  Opinions  ;  Advanta- 
ges which  I  indeed  cannot  envy  when  they  are  purchaiedat 
fo  high  a  Price,  but  of  which  Age  and  Obfervation  has  too 
frequently  fhown  me  the  unbounded  Influence  ;  and  ,  to 
which  r  cannot  deny  that  I  have  always  afcribed  the  Indabi- 
lity  of  Condudt,  and  Inconiidency  of  AiTertions  which  I  have 
discovered  in  many  Men,  whofe  Abilities  I  have  no  Reafoa 
to  depreciate,  and  of  whom  I  cannot  but  believe  they  would 
eafily  didinguiHi  Truth,  were  not  Falfhood  recommended  to 
them  by  the  glittering  Ornaments  of  Wealth  and  Power. 

*  If  there  are  in  this  new  Parliament  any  Men  devoted 
to  their  private  Interefl,  and  who  prefer  the  Gratification 
of  their  Paffions  to  the  Safety  and  Happinefs  of  their  Coun- 
try, who  can  fiol  without  Remorfe  in  the  Plunder  of  their 
ConlHtuents,  who  can  forget  the  Anguifh  of  Guilt  in  the 
Noiie  of  a  Feail,  the  Pomp  of  a  Drawing-room,  or  the 
Arms  of  a  Strumpet,  and  think  expenflve  Wickedniefs  and 
the  Gayeties  of  Folly  equivalent  to  the  fair  Fame  of  Fide-

We  have  (hewn  that  we  are  ftrong  indeed,  bat 
that  our  Force  is  made  ineffedual  by  our  Cowardice  ;  thet 
when  we  threaten  mod  loudly,  we  perform  Nothing  ;  tlMt 
we  draw  our  Swords  but  to  brandifh  them,  and  only  wait  en 
Opportunity  to  fheath  them  in  fuch  a  Manner,  as  not  plainly 
to  confefs  that  we  dare  not  flrike. 

*  Ifweconfider,  therefore,  what  EfFtdl  our  Thanks  for 
Conduct  like  this  mull  naturally  produce,  it  will  appear  that 
they  can  only  encourage  our  Enemies,  and  difpirit  our  Fd- 
low-Subjedls.  It  will  be  imagined  that  the  Spaniartls  are  a 
powerful  Nation,  which  it  was  the  higheft  Degree  of  Rafli- 
nefs  to  attack,  a  Nation  by  whom  it  is  Honour  fufficient  not 
to  be  overcome,  and  from  whom  we  cannot  be  defended 
without  the  moll  vigilant  Caution,  and  the  moil  extenfive 
Know  ledge  both  of  Politicks  and  War. 

'  It  will  readily  be  perceived  by  the  proud  Spanimrdt, 
that  it  is  only  necciTary  to  profecute  their  Views  a  little  lona- 
er,  to  intimidate  us  with  new  Demands,  and  amuie  us  wiOl 
new  Preparations ;  and  that  we,  who  are  already  (atisfied 
with  our  Succefs,  fhallfoon  be  weary  of  a  War  from  whicli 
it  is  plain  that  we  never  expected  any  Advantage,  and  these* 
fore  ihall  in  a  (horc  Time  willingly  receive  fuch  Terms  .as 
our  Conquerors  will  grant  us. 

'  It  is  always  to  be  remembered  how  much  all  human  Af« 
fairs  depend  upon  Opinion,  how  often  Reputation  fupplies 
the  Want  of  real  Power,  by  making  thofe  afraid  who  cannot 
be  hurt,  and  by  producing  Confidence  where  there  is  no  Sn* 
perioriiy.  The  Opinion  which  the  Parliament  ought  to  en- 
deavour to  promote,  is  a  Confidence  in  their  Steadinels,  Ho- 
Dcfly,  and  Wifdom,  a  Con£dence  which  will  not  be  mndi 
advanced  by  an  Addrefs  of  Thanks  for  the  Condud  of  the 
War  again  ft  Spain. 

'  How  juflly  may  it  be  asked,  when  this  Addrefs  is(j|»end 
over  the  World,  what  were  the  Views  with  which  the  Par- 
liament of  Great  Britain  petitioned  their  Sovereign  to  declare 
War  A  gain  ft  ."^pain  ? 

*  If  their  Deftgn  was,  as  they  then  aflerted,  to  procare 
Security  for  the  Commerce  of  the  ff'eft  Mies,  and  Reperar

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tioo  foTthc  Injuries  which  their  Merchants  }iad   received.  An,  15.  Geo  J  f," 
what  Fio^laatlon   of  Coonfels^  by  what  Prevalence  of         '74'* 
Eftew  Opinions  have  they  now  aba^idonM  it  ?    For  that  they 
liave rto  longer  the  fame  Intentions,  that   they  now  do  more 
cither  propofe  Security,  or  demand  Recompcnce,  is  evident, 
iocc  iho*  they  have  obtained  neither,  yet  are  they  thankful 
I  for  the  Condu^l  of  the  War, 

To  what  can  this  apparent  Inllability  be  imputed,  buc 
|ilD  the  Want  either  of  Wifdom  to  balance  their  own  Power 
vith  that  of  their  Enemies,  and  difcern  the  true  Ir^ereft  of

'  Such,  Sir,  muft  be  the  Remarks  of  our  Enemies  upon 
ID  Addrcfa  like  that  which  is  now  propofed  ;  Remarki 
vhich  we  and  our  Allies  muft  be  condemned  to  hear  without 
Ittcmpting  a  Reply,  For  what  can  be  urg*d  to  extenuate 
he  Ridicule  o\  returning  Thanks  where  we  ought  either  to 
itprefs  Refentmcnt,  offer  Confolaticns  and  propofe  the 
leans  of  better  Succefs,  or  cover  our  Grief  and  Shame  with 
erpetuai  Silence  ? 

When  it  {hall  be  told  in  Foreign  Nations,  that  the  Par- 
Ilia  mcnt  of  Great  Britain  had  returned   Thanks  for  the  Ef- 
ape  of  the, 6yflijf/^ri^/ from  ftrrol^    their  unint«rrupttd  Ex-

Ufliii  "^y"*  -^  Troops,  What  can  they  conclude  but  that  the  Parliament 
oi  Great  Btitain  is  a  Colledion  of  Madmen>  whom  Mad- 
Aien  have  deputed  to  tranfadl  the  publick  Affairs  ?  And 
what  mull  be  the  Influence  offuch  a  People  and  fuch  a  Par- 
liament, will  be  eafily  conceived. 

*  If  I  have  given  W;t}',  Sir,  in  thcfe  Obfervations,  to  any 
wanton  Hyperbole,  or  exaggerated  Aflertions,  they  will,  I 
hope,  be  pardon'd  by  thofe  who  (hall  refleil  upon  the  real 
Abfurdity  of  the  Propofal  which  I  am  endeavouring  to  ihew 
in  its  true  State,  and  by  all  who  ihall  confider  that  to  retain 
Thanks  for  the  Management  of  the  War,  is  to  return  Thankt 
for  the  Rot  of  Carthaj^ena^  for  the  Ruin  of  ourMerchantSt 
for  the  Lofs  of  our  Reputation,  and  for  the  Advancement  of 
the  Iloufe  of  Bcurhon. 

*  I  hope  no  Man  will  be  fo  unjufl,  or  can  be  fo  ignorant^ 
as  to  infinuate  or  believe,  that  I  impute  any  Part  of  oar 
Mifcarriages  to  the  Perional  Condudl  of  his  Majefty,  or 
that  I  think  his  Majeily's  Concern  for  the  Profperity  of  hit 
People  unworthy  of  the  warmell  and  fincerell  Gratitude.  If 
the  Addrefs  was  confin'd  to  the  Infpcdlion  of  our  Sovereign 
alone,  I  fliould  be  very  far  from  cenfuring  or  ridiculing  it;

*  Nor  am  I  convinced.  Sir,  even  tho'  it  fhould  be  allowed 
that  DO  Exaggeration  has  been  made  of  our  Mifcarriages, 
dvat  the  Impropriety  of  an  Addrefs  of  Thanks  to  hisMajcfty 
for  his  Royal  Care  m  the  Management  of  the  War,  is  grofs 
and  JUgrant.  For  if  it  be  allowed  that  his  Majeily  may  be 
innocent  of  2I]  the  Mifcondud  that  has  produced  our  Defeats; 
that  he  may  have  form*d  Schemed ifdy.  which  were  unfkil- 
fully  profecuted;  that  even  V^alour  and  Knowledge  concurring 
will  not  always  obtain  Succets ;  and  that  therefore  fome

*  With  regard  to  the  Addrefs  under  our  Confidcration, 
if  It  be  allowed  cither  that  we  have  not  been  unfuccefsful  in 
any  opprobrious  Degree,  or  that  ill  tSucccfs  does  not  neccfla- 
yily  imply  any  DefcS  in  the  Conduct  of  his  Majelty.  or  de- 
bar us  from  the  Right  of  acknowledging  his  Goodnefs  and 
lits  Wifdom  ;  I  think,  Sir,  no  ObjcCUon  can  be  made  to  the

'  He  is  too  well  acquainted  with  the  Opinion  of  many 
whom  the  Nation  hath  chofen  to  leprefcnt  them,  and  with 
the  univerfal  Clamours  of  the  People;  too  accurately  la- " 
formed  of  the  State  of  our  Enemies,  and  too  confcions  hbw  - 
much  his  fecret  Machinations  have  hinder^  our  Succeft,  to  ' 
expert  or  hope  that  we  fhould  meet  here  to  return  Thanki  ' 
for  the  Management  of  the  War ,  of  a  War  in  which  no- 
thine  has  been  attempted  by  his  Direction   that  was  IWitlf 
to  fucceedy  and  in   which  no   Advantage  has  been  gained, 
but  by  acting  without  Orders  and  againll  his  Hopes. 

*  That  I  do  not  charge  him.  Sir,  without  Reafon,  or  in- 
vent Accufations  only  to  obilruA  hisMeafures,  or  to  gratify' 
my  own  Refentment ;  that  I  do  not  eagerly  catch  flying  d- 
lumnies,  prolong  the  Date  of  cafual  Reproaches,  encourage 
the  Malignity  of  the  Envious,  or  adopt  the  Sufpicions  oft 
the  Melancholy ;  that  I  do  not  impofe  upon  myfelf  bf  «- 
warm  Imagination,  and  endeavour  to  communicate  to  others 
Jmpreffions  which  I  have  only  received  myfelf  from  Piejn^ 
dice,  will  be  proved  from  a  Review  of  his  Conduft  fitt^ 
the  Beginning  of  our  Difpute  with  Spain^  in  which  it  wiff 
be  found  that  he  has  been  guilty  not  only  of  Angle  Erron^- 
but  of  deliberate  Treachery  ;  that  he  has  always  co-operat- 
ed with  our  Enemies,  and  facrificed  to  bis  private  Intertft 
the  Happineis  and  the  Honour  of  the  Britijh  Nation.

'  But  their  Wit  was  not  more  fuccefsful  on  this  than  on 
other  Occailons^  their  Imaginations  werefaon  exhatiHed,  and 
they  founds  as  at  other  Times^  that  they  mail  have  re- 
courfc  to  new  Expedients.

procure  a  more  fpeedy  Determination.     Sometimes   Orders

'  In  the  mean  Time  our  Merchants  were  plundered,  and 
oar  Sailors  thrown  into  Dungeons,  our  Flac;  was  infalted^ 
and  our  Navigation  retrained,  by  Men  ading  under  the 
Commiffion  of  ihe  King  of  tipain ;  we  perceived  no  Effect  of 
our  Negociations  but  the  Expcnce,  and  our  Enemies  not  on- 
ly infilled  on  their  former  Claims,  but  profecuted  them  with 
the  utmoll  Rigour,  Infolence  and  Cruelty. 

^  It  mufl  indeed.  Sir,  be  urged  in  Favour  of  our  Miniilcr, ' 
that  he  did  not  refufe  any  A&  of  SubmiFion,  or  omit  any 
Method  of  Supplication  by  wh'ch  he  might  hope  to  fofcen  ' 
the  Spaniards;  he  iollicited  their  Favour  at  their  owa 
Court,  he  fent  Commiflaries  into  their  Country,  he  affiiled ' 
them  in  taking  PofTeflion  of  Dominions,  to  which  neither 
we  nor  they  have  proved  a  Right ;  and  he  employed  the  Na- 
tives of  Britain  to  tranfport  into  lialy  the  Prince  on  whom 
the  new  eroded  Kingdom  was  to  be  conferred. 

*  Well  might  he  expedl  that  the  Spaniards  would  be  foften* 
cd  by  fo  much  Kindnefs  and  Forbearance,  and  that  Grati- 
tude would  at  length  induce  them  to  fpare  thofe,  whom  no 
Injuries  or  Contempt  had  been  able  to  alienate  from  them  ;

•  At  length.  Sir,  the  NatiQH  was  too  much  injlamcd  to 
be  any  longer  amufcd  with  idJe  Negotiations,  or  trifling  Ex- 
pedients; the  Streets  echoed  with  (he  Cjamours  of  the  Fopu- 
lace,  and  this  Houfe  was  cro^vded  with  Petitions  from  the 
Merchants.  The  honourable  Pcrfon  with  all  his  Art  found 
hlmfelf  unable  any  longer  to  elude  a  Detennination  of  this 
AfEiir.  Thofe  whom  he  had  hitherto  pcrfuaded  that  he  had 
failed  merely  for  want  of  Abilities,  began  now  to  fqfpc^ 
tljat  he  had  no  Defire  of  better  Succefs  f  and  tbofe  who  had 
hitherto  chcarfully  merited  their  PcnHons  by  an  unfh^kcn 
Adherence  to  all  his  Meafures,  who  had  extolled  his  Wif- 
dom,  and  his  Integrity,  with  all  the  Confidence  of  Security, 
btrgan  now  to  be  Qiaken  by  the  Univerfality  of  the  Cenfure 
brought  upon  thcni.  They  were  afritid  any  longer  to  sfTert 
what  they  neither  believed  ihemfelves,  nor  could  perfuadc 
others  to  admit.  The  moR  Indolent  were  alarmed,  the 
moft  Obllinatc  convinced,  and  the  moE  Prolligitc  alhamed. 

*  What  now  could  be  done.  Sir,  to  gain  a  few  Months, 
to  ^cure  a  (hort  Interval  of  Qaiet  in  which  his  Agenttj  might 
be  employed  to  diflcminatc  fomt*  new  Pallhood,  bribe  to  his 
Party  fomc  new  Advocates,  or  lull  the  People  with  the  Opt- 
^it  of  another  Expedicf*t,  wkh  an  Account  of  Conccffions 
from  the  Court  of  Spart^  or  a  Congrefs  to  compute  the 
LoSes,  and  adjull  the  Claims  of  our  Merchants  ? 

*  Something  was  ncceflarily  to  be  attempted,  and  Orders 
ere  ihcrcfbrc  difpatched  by  our  Miniller  to  his  Agent  at 
e  Court  ot  Spain,  to  procure  fomc  Stipulations  that  might 

lave,  at  leall,  the  Appearance  of  a  Step  towardi  putting  an 

od  to  the  Difputes  between  the  t»vo  Nrtions,     His  Agent 

ibcy'd  him  with  his  ufual  Alacrity  and  Addrcfs,  and  in  1  imc 

font  him,  for  the  Satisfadion  of  the  People  of  Great  Briiaift, 

ibe  celebrated  Convnuion  *. 

•  That  Convention,  Sir,  has  been   (o  lately  dilcoflcd,  U 
particularly  remembered,  and  fo  univerfally  condemned, 

at  it  would  be  an  unjullifiable  Wallc  of  Time  to  expatiate 
pon  It.  There  were  but  few  in  the  lall  Parliament,  and  I 
ope  there  are  none  in  this*  who  did  not  fee  the  Meannefs  of 

fuffering  incontettable  Claims  to  be  dtfpuied  by  CummilTarics, 
'  e  Injufticc  of  the  Demand  which  was  made  on  the  Sout^- 
'iM  Company,  and  the   contemptuous  Infolcnce  of  amuiing 

us  with  the  Shadow  of  a  Stipulation,  which  was  to  vanlm 

into  nothing,  onlefs  we  purchaled  a  Kat.iication  of  ic,  by 

paying  what  we  did  not  owe. 

*  That 

•  S«e  the  Ilcbatc  on  the  Convention,  with  the  Names  of  the  M«in- 

fid  Pnoiitid  Con,  Anno  ta,  Gto.

^747.       fying,  that  it  only  exafperated  the  Nation,  and  took  from 
~        ^  our  Minifler  the  Power  of  a£Ung  any  longer  openly  In  Ft- 
▼our  of  the   "Spaniards  ;    of  whom    it    muft  be  confefled, 
that  their  Wifdom  was  over-power'd  hy  their  Pride;  and 
that,  for  the  Sake  of  (howing  all  the  Powers  of  Eur9^  the 
Dependance  in  which  they  held  the  Court  of  Great  Britah, 
they  took  from  their  Friends  the  Power  of  ferving  them  any 
longer. 

*  The  Spaniards  did  not  fufficiently  diftingaifh  between 
the  Nation  and  the  Miniftry  of  Great  Britain;  nor  fuipedcd 
that  their  Interefts,  Inclinations,  and  Opinions  were  diredly 
bppoiite,  and  that  thofe  who  were  careiTed,  feared,  and  re- 
verenced by  the  MiniHry,  were  by  the  People  hated,  de- 
fpifed,  and  ridiculed. 

*  By  enflaving  our  Miniflry,  they  weakly  imagined  that 
they  had  conquered  our  Nation  -,  nor,  perhaps.  Sir,  woold 
they  quickly  have  difcover'd  their  Miflake,  had  they  nfed 
their  Vidlory  with  greater  Moderation,  condefcended  to  go- 
vern their  new  Province  with  lefs  Vigour,  and  fent  as  Lnws 
in  any  other  Form  than  that  of  the  Convention. 

'  This  lad  Proof  of  their  Contempt  of  our  Sovereign  and 
our  Nation,  was  too  flagrant  to  be  palliated,  and  too  pub- 
lick  not  to  be  refented.  The  Cries  of  the  Nation  were  re- 
doubled, the  Solicitations  of  the  Merchants  renewed,  the 
Abfurdity  of  our  paft  Condudl  expofed,  the  Meannefs  of  oar 
Forbearance  reproached,  and  the  Neceilicy  of  more  vigoroos 
Meafures  evidently  proved. 

*  The  Friends  of  Spajn  difcovered.  Sir,  at  length,  that 
War  was  neceiTarily  to  be  proclaimed,  and  that  it  would  be 
no  longer  their  Intereft  to  adl  in  open  Oppoiition  to  Juftice 
and  Reafon,  to  the  Policy  of  all  Ages,  and  Remonftrancet 
of  the  whole  Nation. 

•  The  Minirter  therefore,  after  long  Delays,  after  having 
run  round  the  Circle  of  all  his  Artifices,  and  endeavouring 
to  intimidate  the  Nation  by  falfe  Reprefentations  of  the 
Power  of  our  Enemies,  and  the  Danger  of  an  Invafion  from 
them,  at  length  fufFered  War  to  be  proclaimed,  tho'  not  *till 
he  had  taken  all  Precautions  that  might  difappoint  ut  of 
Succefs. 

•  *  He  knew  that  the  State  of  the  Spanijh  Dominions  expo- 
fed  them,  in  a  particular  Manner,  to  fudden  Incurfions  by 
fmall  Parties  ;  and  that  in  former  Wars  againft  them,  oor 
chief  Advantages  had  been  gained  by  the  Boldnefs  and  Sob- 
tilty  of  private  Adventurers,  who  by  hovering  over  their 
Coafls  in  fmall  Vcffels,  withoot  raifing  the  Alarms  which 
the  Sight  of  a  Royal  Navy  neceilarily  produces,  had  difco- 
vered 
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Vered  Opportunities  of  landing  uncxpeftedly,  and  enterIngA11.15.Cc0.lt. 
their  Towns  by  SurpTize,  of  plundering  their  wealthy  Ships,  174' ■ 
tor  enriching  t hem fe Ives  by  Ranfoms  and  Com pofit ions  1  He 
imc\v  that  Inconfidcrable  Bodies  of  Men,  incited  by  private 
^Advantage,  feledlcd  with  Care  for  pariicular  Expeditions, 
Inftmdled  by  fecret  Intelligence,  and  conceaPd  by  the  Small- 
nefs  of  their  Numbers,  had  found  Means  to  march  up  into 
*the  Country  thro'  Ways  which  would  never  have  been  at- 
tempted by  regular  Forces,  and  have  brought  upon  the  5'^^- 
^mardi  more  Terror  and  Diftrefs  than  could  have  been  produ- 
'ted  by  a  powerful  Army,  however  carefully  difciplined,  or 
■Jktlfully  commanded. 

It  was  therefore,  Sir^  his  firft  Care  to  fecure  his  darling 
'Spaniards  from  the  pernicious  Defjgns  of  private  Adventur- 
ers ;  he  knew  not  but  fome  of  Queen  Ert^ah€th\  Heroes 
'might  unfortunately  revive,  and  terrify  with  an  unexpc^led 
'Invafion  the  remotell  Corners  of  the  5/««/y^  Colonies,  or 
appear  before  their  Ports,  and  bid  Defiance  to  their  Navies 
and  I  heir  Garrifons.  When  therefore  a  Bill  *  was  brought 
into  this  Houfe,  by  which  Encouragement  was  given  to  the 
Subjects  of  this  Kingdom  to  fit  out  Privateers,  and  by  which 
thofc  who  fliould  conquer  any  of  the  Colonies  of  the  Spani- 
*ards^  were  confirmed  in  the  PofTelTion  of  them  for  ever,  it 
cannot  be  forgotten  with  what  Zeal  he  oppfed^  and  with 
^v/hat  Steadinefs  he  reje<fted  it,  tho^  it  is  not  poflible  to  af- 
iign  any  Difadvantage  which  could  have  been  produced  by 
pafJing  it»  and  the  utmofl  that  could  be  urged  againll  it  was, 
that  it  was  unneceHary  and  ufelefs. 

"  Having  thus  difcouraged  that  Method  of  War  which 

S«ras  mof^  to  be  dreaded  by  our  Enemies,  and  left  them  lit- 

'tle  to  fear  but  from  National  Forces  and  publick  Prepara- 

^tions,  his  next  Care  was  to  fccure  them  from  any  deflruclivc 

Blow,  by  giving  them  Time   to  equip  their  Fleets,  colleft 

their  Forces,  repair  their  Fortifications,  garrifon  their  Towns, 

and  regulate  their  Trade  ;  for  this  Purpofe  he  delayed,  a» 

long   as  it  was  poflible,  the  Difpatcb  of  our  Navies,   cm- 

barrafled  our  Levies  of  Sailors  by  the  Violence  of  ImpreJTes ; 

'Violence  which    proper   Encouragement    and    Regulations 

^might  have  made  unneceflary  ;  and  fulFered  the  Privateers 

cf  the  Enemy,  to  plunder  our  Merchants  without  Controuf, 

under  Pretence  that  Ships  of  War  could  not  be  llationed, 

nor  Convoys  provided  for  their  Proteflion. 

*  At  length  feveral  Fleets  were  fitted  out,  f^ermon  wa«  feot 

to  the  Vf^ ell  India ^  and  H^ddptk  into  the  MedUerraman  i

*  The  Behaviour  of  the  two  Admirals  was  very  different; 
tho*  it  has  not  yet  appeared  but  that  their  Orders  were  the 
fame.  Vernon  with  fix  Ships  deftroy'd  ihofe  Fortifications, 
before  which  Hofiers  formerly  periftiM  in  Obedience  to  the 
Commands  of  our  Miniftry.  How  this  Succefs  was  received 
by  the  Minifter  and  his  Adherents,  how  mach  they  were 
offended  at  the  Exultations  of  the  Populace,  how  evidentlV 
they  appeared  to  confider  it  as  a  Breach  of  their  pacifies 
Scheme,  the  whole  Nation  will  tedify. 

*  Nor  is  it  to  be  forgotten.  Sir,  how  invidiouOy  the  Mi- 
nifler  himfelf  endeavour'd  to  extenuate  the  Honour  of  that 
A£lion,  by  attempting  in  the  Addrefs  which  was  on  that 
Occaiion  prefented  to  his  Mnjeily,  to  fupprefs  mentioning 
the  Number  of  Ships  with  which  that  gallant  Admiral  ait- 
chiev'd  it. 

*  In  the  mean  Time,  Sir,  the  Nation  expefled  Accoants 
of  the  fame  Kind  from  the  Mediterranean,  where  Haddock 
was  fbtioned  with  a  very  confiderable  Force ;  but  infteacl 
of  Relations  of  Ports  bombarded,  and  of  Navies  deftroyed, 
we  were  daily  informed  of  the  LofTes  of  our  Merchanb 
whofe  Ships  were  taken  almofl  within  Sight  of  his  Squa- 
drons. 

*  We  had  indeed  once  the  Satisfadlion  of  hearing  that 
the  Sfamjb  Fleet  was  confined  in  the  Port  of  Cadiz,  defH- 
tute  of  Provifions ;  and  it  was  even  reported  that  they 
would  either  be  dedroy'd  in  that  Harbour,  or  (hut  up, 
till  the  Want  of  NecefTaries  fhould  oblige  them  to  difband 
their  Crews. 

*  We  therefore.  Sir,  bore  with  Patience  the  daily  Havock 
of  our  Trade  in  Expeftation  of  the  entire  Deftrudlion  of  the 
Royal  Navy  of  Spain,  which  would  have  compell'd  them  to 
implore  a  Peace.  But  while  we  were  flattering  ourfelves 
with  thofe  pleafmg  Dreams,  we  were  wakened  with  an 
aftonifliing  Account  that  the  Spaniards  had  left  CadiZt 
and  without  any  Interruption  from  the  Britijh  Fleet,  were 
taking  in  Provifions  at  FerroL 

*  Even  this  Difappointment  did  not  deprive  us  of  Hope, 
we  know  that  the  moft  politic  are  fometimes  deceived,  and 
the  moll  vigilant  may  be  furpriz'd  j  we  did  not  expecfl  in 
our  Commanders  any  Exemption  from  human  Frailties,  and 
required  only  that  they  fhould  endeavour  to  corred  their 
Mfftakes  ;  and  therefore  waited  with  Patience,  in  Expec- 
tation that  what  was  neglcdted  at  Cadiz  would  be  efFcdted 
at  Fenv/. 

•  Bat 
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*  But  no  fooner.  Sir,  iiad  the  Spaniards  dored  their 
Fleet,  than  we  were  furprifed  with  a  Revolution  of  AfFairs 
yet  more  wondcrftiL  Haddock  inltead  of  remaining  before 
Firrol^  was  drawn  off  by  fome  chimerical  Alarm  to  protcdl 
J\ffiB&rc£if  and  the  Sfam'ardj  in  the  mean  Time  failed  away 
I  to  the  ^yi  Lidi'fj  in  Conjunftion  with  the  French  Squadron 
.that  had  been  for  fome  Time  ready  for  the  Voyage. 

•  If  we  confider  the  Abfurdity  of  this  Coiidud,  it  can* 
not  but  be  imagined  that  our  MinKler  mull  fend  HuddQck 
falfe  Intelligence  or  treacherous  Dire£iions^  on  Purpofc  that 

-the  Spanijh  Fleet  might  efcape  without  Interruption.  For 
Iiaw  can  it  Le  conceived  that  the  Spaniards  could  haire 
formed  any  real  Defign  of  befieging  Fort  MabonF  Was  it 
j)robable  that  they  would  have  fent  an  Army  in  defenccleCi 
Tranfports,  into  the  Jaws  of  the  Briti/h  Fleet  ?  and  it  was 
well  known  that  they  had  no  Ships  of  War  to  protcdl  them- 
Jt  was  not  conliftent  even  with  common  Policy  to  land  an 
Army  upon  an  I  Hand,  an  iJland  wholly  deltitute  of  Provi- 
iions  for  tlieir  Support,  while  an  hoUilc  N;ivy  was  io  Pof- 
feflion  of  the  Sea,  and  capable  of  fopplylpg  their  Troops 

twith  NeceiTaries,  and  their  Garrifon  with  new  Forces^ 
while  the  Spanijh  Army  would  be  iifelf  fliut  up  in  a  barren 
Ifland,  without  Provifions,  without  Recruits,  without  Hope 
of  Succour,  or  Pofllbility  of  Succcfs. 

•  But  fuch  was  the  SoJkitude  of  our  Admiral  for  the 
Frefcrvation   of  MiKorca,  that    he   abandoned    his  Station, 

tand  fuffercd  the  Spaniards  to  join  their  French  Confederates, 
and  profecute  their  Voyage  to  the  IVeJJ  Indies  unmoU^cA. 
,  '  In  the  Wefi  Indies  they  remained  for  fome  time  Mailers 
pf  the  Sea,  and  confined  VanQn  to  the  Ports ;  but  happily 
for  us.  Want  of  Provifions  obliging  the  French  to  rctyro» 
no  Invaiion  of  our  Colonies  was  attempted  which  we  had 
Xeafon  to  have  apprehended, 
*  Tht  Spaniards  however  gained  by  this  Expedient  Time 
to  repair  their  Fortifications,  (Irengihcn  their  Garrifons, 
;ind  difpofc  their  Forces  in  the  moll  advantageous  Manner  ; 
and  therefore,  tho'  they  were  not  enabled  to  attack  our 
Colonies,  had  at  Icall  an  Opportunity  of  fccuring  their 
own. 

*  At  length*  Sir,  lell  all  the  World  fliopld  be  convinced 
that  our  Miniilcr  was  in  Confederacy  widi  the  Spaniards^ 
it  was  determined,  that  their  Territories  in  the  //  r/?  Indits 
fhould   be   invaded,  but  Care  was   taken   to  disappoint  the 

^Succefs  of    the    Expedition  by    employing  raw  Troops,  and 
uncjcptficnc'd   Officeri.     That   by    incrcafing  the    Number 
of  OJHcers  on  the  EftubliJhnienr,  he  might  rcodcr  the  War 
1741  O  2  more 
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15.  Ceo.  11.  mote  banhenrome  to  the  People,  and  encreafe  the  Influence 
1741*        and  multiply  the  Dependants  in  the  Miniftry. 

■"V***^  •  But  not  content  with  favooring  the  Deiigns  of  the  Spa- 
niards^  by  the  Delay  whidi  the  htvy  of  new  Ttoopi  nc- 
cclTarily  produced,  and  encouraging  them  by  the  Probability 
of  an  eafy  Refinance  again  11  raw  Forces ;  the  Nation '  wai 
not,  in  the  Opinion  of  the  Minifler,  puniflied  fofficicntljr 
for  its  Rebellion  againft  him,  by  being  condemned  to  fop* 
port  a  double  Number  of  Troops.  Some  other  Methods 
were  to  be  ufed  for  protracting  the  War. 

*  The  Troops,  therefore.  Sir,  being  by  the  Accident  of 
a  hard  Winter  more  fpeedily  railed  than  it  was  rea(bnable 
to  expedt,  were  detained  in  this  Ifland  for  feveral  Months*  '^ 
Dpon  trivial  Pretences ;  and  were  at  length  fuffered  to  em* 
bark  at  a  Time  when  it  was  well  known  that  they  would 
have  much  more  formidable  Enemies  than  the  Spaniards  to 
encounter ;  when  the  unhealthy  Seafon  of  the  IVeft  Indian 
Climate, mart  neccfiarily  deflroy  them  by  Thoufands. 

*  Thefe  were  the  liardfhips  to  which  Part  of  our  Fel- 
low-Subjefls  have  been  expofed  by  the  Tyranny  of  the  Mi- 
nifler ;   Hardfhips  which  Caution  could  not  obviate,  nor 
Bravery  furmount ;  they  were  fent  to  combat  with  Nature,  -" 
and  to  make  War  againft  the  Elements. 

'  Fn  the  PafTage  the  General  *  died,  and  the  Command 
devolved  upon  a  Man  who  had  never  feen  an  Enemy,  and~ :' 
was  therefore  only  a  fpeculative  Warriour  ;  an  Accident.  ■: 
which  as  it  was  not  unlikely  to  happen,  would  have  been  r- 
provided  againft  by  any  Minifter  who  wifhed  for  Succefir.  1. 
The  melancholy  Event  of  this  Expedition,  I  need  nor  men*'  .- 
tion,  it  was  fuch  as  might  be  reafonably  expelled  ;  whcA 
our  Troops  were  fent  out  without  Difcipline,  without  Com*  ' 
manders,  into  a  Country  where  even  the  Dews  are  fatal^    * 
againft  Enemies  informed  of  their  Approach,  fecured  hy    ' 
Fortifications,  innred  to  the  Climate,  and  well  difciplin'd. 

'  In  the  mean  Time,  Sir,  it  is  not  to  be  forgotten  what 
Depredations  were  made  upon  our  trading  Vcffels,  witk 
what  Infolcnce  Ships  of  very  little  Force  approached  our 
Coafts,  and  feized  our  Merchants  iu  Sight  of  our  Fortifica-  .: 
tions ;  it  is  not  to  be  forgotten  that  the  Condudl  of  (bme  ^• 
of  thofe  who  owed  their  Revenues  and  Power  to  the  Mini-- . 
fter,  gave  yet  ftronger  Proofs  of  a  Combination. 

*  It  is  not  to  be  forgotten   wich  what   Effrontery  the    £ 
Loffcs  of  our  Merchants  were  ridiculed,    with  what  con-. 
temptuous  Triumph  of  Revenge  they  were  charged  with 
the  Guilt  of  this  fatal  War,  and  how  publickly  they  were 
condemned  to  fuffer  for  their  Folly.  "ti

Sir,  a  fufficicnt  Gratification  of  our  im- 
placable Mfniller,  that  the  Merchants  were  dirtrefled  for 
alarming  the  Nation,  it  was  thought  likcwife  ncceilary  to 
puniih  the  People  for  believing  too  calily  the  Reports  of  the 
Merchants,  and  to  warn  them  for  ever  againil daring  to  ima- 
gine themfetves  able  to  difcern  their  own  IntereJl,  or  to  pre- 
fcribe  other  Meafures  to  the  A4ini(lerF,  than  they  ihould  be

determined    by     their    united     Wifdom,     10    put    more 

jSbips    into    Commiflion,    to     aggravate    the   Terrors    of 
Ihe  Iroprefs  by  new  Seventy,  to  draw  the  Sailors  by  the  Pro- 
niie  of  large  Rewards  from  the  Service  of  the  Merchants,  to 
o!k£t  a  mighty  Fleet»  aud  to  difpatch  it  on  a  Jecret  Expc-

were  Jaid  before  us  as  the  Foundation  of  that  Demand* 
This  Praflice,  Sir,  muft  be  allowed  to  be  a  little  extraordi^ 
nary  ;  but  our  late  Pratlice,  with  regard  to  thofe  Papers 
that  arc  exprefsly  called  for,  has  been  much  more  furprifing  f 
for  after  the  Papers  called  for  have  been  bid  before  ua,  they 
have  been  ordered  to  He  upon  the  Tabic,  and  there  they 
have  generally  lain,  without  the  leaH  Examination,  as  if  we 
had  had  no  View  in  calling  for  them,  but  that  of  incrcafing 
the  Bulk  of  our  Votes  by  long  Lifts  of  Letters,  Inftru^ions 
and  Memorials.  Experience  has  ftiewn,  that  when  fiich 
Papers  arc  ordered  to  He  upon  the  Table  for  the  i'erufal 
of  the  Members,  they  arc  feldom  perufed  with  Attention  by 
any,  and  when  they  are  perufed  feperately  and  diftin£lly 
by  a  few  particular  Members,  none  of  them  have  ALjthority 
enough  to  prevail  with  the  Houfe  to  enter  into  a  Itrid  In- 
quiry, or  to  take  into  Confidcration  the  ErrarSj  Miftakes 
or  Blunders,  they  may  from  fuch  Papers  have  difcovercd.

^^  both  abroad  and  at  home  are  apparently  in  great  Dillrefs, 
Qnd  whcD  a  general  Sufpiclon  prevails  agaioil  the  Conduct 
of  our  Adminiftration  ;  this  Maxim  ought  not  only  to  be 
approved,  but  in  every  Inilance,  without  Hefitation,  pur- 
focdi  and  that  this  is  our  Cafe  at  prefent,  I  Hiall  endca- 
iNiur  to  demonllrate.  With  regard  to  our  Trade  and  Ma» 
so^ores,  they  have  been  upon  the  Decay  for  fcveral 
Vcars  :  Every  Man  \h  now  feniible  of  this  Decay,  and 
every  Man  b  now  convinced^  that  it  is  owing  to  the  Taxes 
we  have  upon  the  NecciTaries  and  Conveniencies  of  Life. 
By  theie  Taxes  xkit  Subhilence  of  poor  Labourers  and  Ma- 
iMil«^urers  is  tendered  more  expenfive  in  this  than  in  any 
lb«igo  Country,  which  of  courfe  renders  it  impolTible  for 
them  to  work  fo  chiv^p,  and  this  mull  neceiTarily  make  our

*  We  may  talk,  Sir,  againft  the  Fjcportation  of  oar  Wool, 
and  biify  oarfelves  in  forming  Schemes  for  preventing  it  s 
but  unlels  we  can,  by  aboliftiing  many  of  oor  Taxes*  enable 
our  Poor  to  work  as  cheap  as  the  Poor  in  other  Countries 
dop  it  will  be  impol^ible  for  us  to  prevent  it,  any  other  Way 
than  by  diminiOiiog  oar  Produce  ;  for  if  we  can  workup  none 
of  our  Wool,  bat  barely  what  i$  neceflary  for  home  Con* 
fumption  ;  and  if  a  greater  Quantity  be  produced  than  what 
is  neceflary  for  this  Demand,  the  Surplus  mull  be  exported, 
or  it  mull  rot  upon  the  Hands  of  the  Ownerii,  which  would 
render  it  impoflible  for  many  of  our  Farmers  to  pay  their 
Rents  ;  and  this  might,  in  a  little  Time,  make  the  Cry  as 
loud  for  the  Exportation  of  our  Wool,  as  it  is  now  againit  it. 

*  The  bad  Eflnsds  of  our  Taxes,  and  the  great  Decreafe 
in  the  Export  of  our  Manufatlurcs,  were  moll  fenfibly 
felt,  Sir,  before  the  breaking  out  of  our  prefent  War  with 

.  Spah  ;  but  they  then  began  to  be  more  fenfibly  felt  than 
ever,  becaufe  that  War  put  an  entire  Stop  to  our  Exporta- 
tion of  any  Manufaftares  to  S/uzin^  and  made  it  more  dan- 
gerous to  export  the  in  any  where  cJfe,  which  of  courfe 
inhanced  the  Price,  and,  ccnfequently,  dtmmifhed  the  Sale 
at  every  other  foreign  Market,  This  at  once  threw  Num- 
bers of  our  poor  Labourers  and  Manufafturers  out  of  their 
ufual  Way  of  fubfilting,  and  brought  them  and  their  Farai* 
lies  upon  their  refpedlive  Pariihes,  which  has,  in  many  Pa^ 
rilhe«,  raifed  the  Poors  Rates  to  a  Height  never  known 
before  in  this,  nor,  I  believe,  in  any  other  Kingdom. 

*  This,  Sir,  is  the  prefent  defperate  State  of  our  Trade> 
and  God  only  knows  when,  or  if  ever  we  (hall  recover  i 
but  this  is  far  from  being  the  only  dire  Eifefl  of  the  long 
Continuance  of  our  many  heavy  Taxes.  Our  People  bore 
with  Patience  the  Loads  they  groan  under,  as  long  as  they 
had  any  Hopes  of  feeing  our  Debts  paid  off,  and  our  Taxes 
abolifhed  ;  but  they  have  now  loft  all  Hopes,  and  this  cre- 
ates a  general  Uneafmefs,  which,  if  not  fpcedily  removed, 
muft  end  in  the  Subverfion  of  our  Liberties,  and,  perhaps,

It  is  fomething  furpriiing*  Sir,  but  it  is  what  the  whole 
Nation  is  now  convinced  of,  that  every  extraordinary  Article 
Df  Expence  we  have  put  ourfclves  to   for  twenty  Years  palf, 
Icvery  Negotiation  we  have  entered  into,  and  every  Treaty 
ivc  have  concluded,  has  contributed  to  embroil  more  and 
ciore  our  AiEtirs,  both  at  hom^and  abroad,  and  to  render 
be  Balance  of  Power  in  Europe  more  precarious  than  it  was 
efore.     By  this  Condudl,  Sir,  we  at  lall  found  ourfclves  10- 
Etoived  in  an  open  War  with  Spain,  and   threatned  and  die*

treated  the  King  of  Prujffia  for  feveral  Years  pail,  he  would 
certainly  have  refufed  to  give  us  any  Affiflance  ;  and  the 
Dutch  durfl  not  have  ventured  to  have  joined  us,  without  a 
powerful  Confederacy  in  Germany,  By  good  Conduct,  and' 
the  Aflillance  of  Providence,  we  might,  perhaps,  by  our- 
felves,  have  been  able  to  hai^  fupported  fuch  a  War,  efpeci- 
ally  if  we  had  by  our  former  Oeconomy  paid  oiF  oar  Debts, 
and  freed  our  publick  Revenue  from  Mortgage.  We  migh^ 
have  carried  it  on  with  Glory,  and  ended  it  with  Honour  ;. 
but  confidering  what  a  powerful  Navy  France  might  havfe

quiry  fatisfadlory  to  the  Nation.  'If  they  behave  otberwifer, 
it  will  add  Strength  to  the  Prefumptioii  againft  theiu/  and 
qonfequently,  ought,  to  make  us  more. zealous  in  performiDg 
our  Duty  to  our  Country.' 

*  Thus,  Sir,  if  at  all  Times,  it  ought  to  be  Iook*d  on  M  k 
Maxim,  tha^  all  fuch  Tapers  of  Moment  as  are  laid  before 
.this  Houfe,  ought  to  be  referred  to  a  Selcfl  Committee,'  this 
Maxim  ought,'  in  our  prefent  Circum dances,  to  be  ih^ft  r^-^ 
ligioufly  obferved,  and  therefore,  I  (hall  conclude  with  ni^ 
ving,     •  That  the  feveral  Papers  prefented  to  this  Hbofe  on 

*  Monday  laft,  and,  likewife,  the  leveral  Papers  prefented  to 

*  the  Houfe  Tefterday,  by.   Mr.  Ccmftrof/er,  he  referrtd  to 

*  a  Selefl  Committee  ;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  fame, 

*  and  report  to  the  Houfe,  what  they  find  material  iw  ihiktii.* 
Mr  H.  Pelham.      This  Motion  being  feconded^  Mr.  Henry  Felham  ftood 

up,  and  fpcke  as  follows :  , 

Mr,  Speaker, 

*  If  a  Parliamentary  Inquiry  into  our  paft  Condu^  could 
be  carried  on  without  any  Interruption  or  Prejudice  t6  bar 
future,  DO  Man  (hould  be  more  ready  than  I  to  agrie'tb  ttc 
No  Man  (hould  be  more  zealous  in  promotingit ;  becaiife  t 
am  convinced,  it  would  terminate  in  a  full  Juftificatkin  6f 
thofe  lately  concerned  in  our  Adminiflration,  againft-all  the 
Afperfions  and  Calumnies  that  have  been  caft  upon  their 
Condudl.  But  a  Parliamentary  Inquiry  into  the  Condudl  of 
Miniflers  always  has  been,  and  always  mod  be  attended  with 
great  Warmth  ;  for  the  moil  innocent  MinlHer  will  always 
have  a  Party  in  Parliament  zealous  to  condemn,  arid  the  mod 
guilty  will  generally  have  a  Party  zealous  to  acquit.  This 
of.courfe  raifcs  a  Warmth  within  Doors,  and  this  Warmth 
within  Doors  will  always  occafion  Heats  and  Animofitie^ 
without,  which  may  rife  to  fuch  a  Height' as  to  break  out  f« 

a  Civil  War.  Of  this  we  had  fuch  a  late  Inftance,  ^riiat  it 
can  efcape  the  Notice  of  no  Gentleman  in  this  Hoa(t;  f 
believe,  few  Genil:mcn  will  now  pretend  tojuftify  theC^iU 
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4a£l  of  tbofe,  who  were  our  Minifters  daring  the  lall  four  An.  15.  GeoJI. 
years  of  Queen  ///r^f ;  I  bcHey^»  mod  Gentlemen  are  now         ^74t* 
com^ioced,  they  were  guilty  of  very  high  Crimes  and  Mif- 
demtanors ;  and  yet,  we  all  know,  a  Parliamentary  Inqtairy 
iiwo  iheir  Condutl,  was  the  Occafion  of  a  Civil  War  in  the 
Kingdonpi,  which  might  have  been  fatal  to  us,  if  we  had  at 
%hu  Time  been  engaged  in  a  foreign  War,  or  if  Europe  had 
lie^n  in  fucha  Situtauon  as  it  is  in  at  prcfcnt.* 

*  I  had  then,  Sir,  the  Hohovir  to  be  a  Member  of  thit 
Hoaie^  and  1  was  zealous  for  the  Inqairy  then  fet  on  Foot, 
becanfe  I  thought  the  Miniilers  guilty,  and  becaufe  I  thought 
we  had   then  an  Opportunity  to  inquire  into  their  Condu^, 

I  without  expoftng  the   Nation  to  any  foreign  Danger.     But 
for  as  much  as  I  was  convinced  of  the  Mifcondud  of  thofe 
AliniAcrs,  if  the  Nation  had  been  at  that  Time  involved  in 
a  dangerous  foreign    War»  or  if  the  Liberties  of  Europe  had 
been  as  much  in  Danger  as  they  are  at  prcfent,  I  (hould  have 
been  for  fufpending  our  Refentment  againfl  the  Guilty,  till 
we  had  fiiJiy  provided  for  che  Safety  of  the  Innocent;  and 
the  Event   ihewed,  that  this  Sort  of  Condud  would  have 
been  the  moil  prudent/ 
*  Thii  ought  always,  in  my  Opinion,  to  be  a  Rule  for 
our  Conduft,  even  when  we  arc  convinced  that   Miniflcrs 
are  criminal,  or  have  been  guilty  of  fomc  Piece  of  Mifcon- 
du^  :  How  much  more  ought  it  to  be  a  Rule  for  our  Con- 
^  dtt^,  when  wc  are  convinced  of  their  Innocence,  or  have 
^k  |»uc  a  bare  Sufpicion  of  their  Guilt*     When  a  Parliamentary 
^^  Inquiry  is  fet  up.  Innocence    may  be  a  Safeguard,  but  it  is 
far  from  being  a  Safeguard  in  which  a  Minilkr  can  fecureJy 
d  quietly  put  his  Truft*     He  mail  not  fit  with  hts  Arms 
icrofs,  and  trult  to  the  Honelly  of  his  Pro  fee  u  tors  and  Im- 
rtiality  of  his   Judges,     He   mufl   be  watchful    that   no 
"aJfc   Evidence  (hall  be  brought  or  given  againft  him,  and 
iligent  and  expeditious  in  deleting  and  expoCng  it  when  it 
He   mull  take  Care  to  make  his  Innocence  appear  m 
ery  loflance  where  it  is  attacked,  and  for  this  Purpofe  he 
ay  veiy  probably  be  obliged  to  difcovcr  Secrets  which  may 
of  great  Prejudice  to  the  Nation.     At  the  fame  Time,  he 
aft  in  every  Step  be  watchful^  left  any  Point  fhould  be  car- 
ied  againft  him  by  a  fadlious  Cabal,  and  for  this  Purpofe  he 
uti  diligently   and  earneftly  follicit  the  Attendance  of  all 
i^  Frrcnds,     Thcfe  Con  fide  rations,  Sir,  muft  thew,  that  du- 
ng fuch  an   Inquiry,  no  Adminiftration  can  have  Lcifure 
mbd  the  publick  Bufmcfs  as  they  ought ;  and   befides, 
tf-  ^    -  (Tity  Miniilers  are  in  fuch  Cafes  reduced    to,  of  di- 
c  Secrets  of  Government,  rn   order  to  juftify  their 
gtiiluct,  m^y  be  of  inhnitc  and  irreparable  Prejudice  to  the 

Publick  ; 
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Md,  if  Oeo.ir.  Pttblick ;  therefore,  I  thinic,  we  ought  to  lay  it  dowo  as  a 
1741..    _  Rule  for  oor  Condu6t,  never  to  confent  to  a  FarlUmentary 
Inquiry  into  the  Conduft  of  a&  Adminiftration,  uplefs  we  be 
coQvinced,  that  foroe  of  thofe  concerned  have  been  guilty  of 
very  great  Crimes  or  Mifdemeanors.' 

*  A  common  Rumour,  or  a  bare  Sufoiclon,  however  ge- 
neraly  can  be  no  fufiicient  Ground  for  letting  up  fyich  an  Ifi- 
quiry ;  becaufe  fuch  Rumours  and  Sufpicions  are  {jpread  ar 
gaind  the  bed,  as  well  as  againfl  the  worll  Minifterc.  N^iy, 
a  good  Minider  is  more  liable  than  a  bad  one  to  fuch  RU7 
xnours  and  Sufpicions.  If  he  be  frugal  of  the  publick  Trea- 
fore,  and  cautious  in  granting  pubh'cK  Favours  :  If  he  prefers 
meritorious  Modefty  to  clamorous  Impudence,  he  mull  raife 
to  hmifclf  a  great  Number  of  £nemies ;  for  everv  Man  who 
is  refiifcd  any  Suit,  hovyever  jullly^  becomes  a  fecret  or  de* 
dared  Enemy  to  the  Minifler,  and  of  courfe  endeavours  to 
propagate  Calumnies  againfl  him ;  and  the  Misfortune  is« 
that  the  moH  Impudenc  and  Clamorous  are  generally  moft 
liftned  to  by  the  unthinking  Part  of  Mankind.  Tho'  this 
be  by  far  the  mofl  numerous  Part  of  Mankind,  yet,  I  hope, 
there  are  none  of  them  in  this  Houfe,  and  therefore,  what- 
ever Rumours  or  Sufpicions  may  be  fpread  without  Doors,  I 
]iope,  they  will  not  be  lidned  to  here,  unlefs  they  appear  to 
be  founded  upon  indifputable  Fa£is,  or  vtry  (Irong  Prcfua^p- 
tions.' 

.  '  As  to  Fa£ls,  Sir,  notwithflanding  the  many  Rumours 
that  are  fpread  without  Doors,  I  have  never  yet  heard  a 
Proof  offered  of  any  one  criminal  Fadl  againfl  thoTe  concern- 
ed in  our  Adminiflration ;  and  as  to  the  Prefumptions  that 
have  been  fuggefled,  I  do  not  think  there  is  the  leafl  Founda- 
tion for  any  one  of  them.  That  this  Nation  labours  upder 
great  Difficulties,  and  that  the  prefent  Poflure  of  Affairs, 
both  at  Home  or  Abroad,  is  far  from  being  agreeable,  I 
ihall  readily  grant ;  but  to  every  one  who,  with  Candour, 
examines  the  Hiilory  of  this  Nation,  and  of  Eurpfi,  for 
Twenty  Years  pilt,  it  muft  appear  evident,  that  neither  of 
thefe  Misfortunes  can  jullly  be  imputed  to  any  DcCgn  or 
Mifcondiidl  in  our  Miniilers.  Oar  Debts  were  all  contradled 
long  before  the  prefent  Adminiflration  had  a  Being.  At  Icaft, 
if  any  new  Debt  has  been  contrafttd,  a  much  greater  old 
one  has  been  paid  off;  for  when  our  prefent  Mmillers  iirfl 
came  into  Power,  the  National  Debt  was  larger  than  it  is 
at  prefent,  and  what  was  worfe,  our  publick  Credit,  by  ah 
ill  managed  Projedl,  was  f.lmoil  entirely  funk.  They,  by 
their  Wii'dom  and  good  Management,  foon  reflored  the  pu- 
blick Credit  of  the   Nition,  and   they   have  fiuce  paid  cS 

as 
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unacb  of  the  publick  Debt  as  it  was  poffible,  without  An.  15.  Cro.  II. 
adlng  the  People  with  fpmc  new  qr  addjtioiial  Taxei,  'M^' 

ir  we  had  kept  up  no  Army  i  if  we  hid  kept   up  00 
Javy  i  if  we  had  been  put  to  no  Exoence  by  the  ambitious 
frojc^S  of  foreign  Princes^  I  ftall  aduiit,  Slr^  that  a  much 
LTgcr  Share  of  our  publick  Debt  might  have  been  paid  off, 
na,  perhaps,  many   of  our  heavy  Taxes   aboiiilied.     But 
jfill  my  one  fay,  that  at  any  Time  for  this  Twenty   Years 
it  would  have  been  prudent   or  fefe  to  dij>band  our 
itipiy /f  Wi^J  any  one  fay,  that  we  ought  to  have  left  our 
Riiy  to  rot  and  fall  to  decay  :  Will  any  one  fay,  now  that 
^C  (0  fcnfibly  feel  a  Want  of  Seamen,  that  we  ought  not 
[flways  ro    keep  a  large  Number  of  Seamen  in  Pay  ?  Will 
Dy  One  fay,  that  when  we  were  threateuM  with  an  Attack, 
^e  ought  not   to  have  provided  for  our  Defence?  By  fo 
t)ing»  Sir,  we  have  always  prevented  the  Attack,  and  there- 
by  preferved  our  domeilick  Tranquility  for  thefe  Twenty- 
Years  pafl  ;  and  furely  it  will  be  allowed,  that  it  15   both 
ilfcrand  cheaper  to  prevent  than  to  repel  an  Invafion. 

Therefore,  SiTj  if  a  greater  Share  of  our  publick  Debt 
not  been  paid  ofT ;  if  none  of  our  heavy   Taxes  have 
I  been  aboliihed,  it  is  not  owing  to  any    Mifinanagcment  in 
our  MlniUers,  but  to  the  publick  NeceiTuics,  which  annual* 
ly  required  a  larger  Expence  than  had  been  forefeen.     If  our 
had  taken  upon  them  to  be  fole  Judges  of  thofc 
i,  there  might  have  been  fonie  Pretence  for  finding 
Lfaulc  wuh  their  Condu<^;  but  they  have  regularly  laid  thcfe 
tKcceflities  before  the  Parjiamentjand  have  never  put  the  Na- 
[ tioo  10  one  Shilling  Expence,  but  what  has  been  previoufi/ 
jiuthorifedj  or  afterwards  approved  of  by  a  Majority  in  both 
iHoufcs;  therefore  an  Inquiry  into  their  Condud  upon  this 
Hcad|  may  properly  be  called  an  Inquiry  into  the  Conda^ 
[of  Parliament,  and  if  you  fhould  giver  Sentence  againft  the 
I  former,  it  will  be   a   Condemnation  of  the   latter,  which^ 
Jt^ith  Regard  to  the  Refpeft  due  to  Parliament,  may  have  a 
irery  bad  Effeft  upon  all  Degrees  of  Men  in  this  Kingdom,    ^ 
*  Now,  Sir,  with  regard  to  the  prefent  Pofture  of  Affairir 
at  Home  and  Abroad.  I  Iha  11  grant,  it   is  a  Misfortiiije  tQ 
I  thU  Nation  to  be  involv'd  in    a   War  with  Sfain  :    1    fliall 
grant  it  is  a  Misfortune  to   Europe^  to  have  fo  many  of  its 
f  rinccf  united  for  deftroying  that  Balance  of  Power  upon 
which  their  own  Independency,  at  leatl  the  Independency  of 
al!  of  tliem  hut  one,  molt  sbfolutely  depends.     But  can  tithcf 
rtunes  be  imputed  to  any   Mifcondu^  in  our 
ar  being  invoIvM  in  a  VVar  with  Spain,  is  ow- 
ing :  ^;   but  ihe  Pride,  Haughtincfs,  and  Obllinacy 
Did  our  Miniiltrs  advifc   his  Majclly  to 
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nr  tgRintt  Bpain  without  a  Caufe  ?  Dif  tfiejTpi^f-' 
pitate  the  Nation   into  that  War,  without  having  firft  tried 
every  Method  for  Satisfadion  by  peaceable  Means  ? 

We  all  know  that  ckwardncfs  in  commencing  Hoili- 

lities  was  exclaimed  againii  by  many  in  this  Nation^  and  even 
by  thofe  who  now  endeavour  to  load  them  with  the  Misfortune 
of  our  being  involved  in  War»  Thus,  Sir,  if  Minifters  pur- 
fuc  pacifick  Meafares,  their  Condu£l  is  found  Fault  with,  and 
if  they  purfue  warlike  Meaftircs  their  Conduct  is  found  Fault 
with  ;  if  they  provide  for  our  Defence  at  Home,  and  thereby 
prevent  an  Attack,  their  Condu£l  is  found  Fault  with,  on  Ac- 
count of  the  Expencc  ;  and  If,  by  their  negleflingto  provide 
for  our  Defence^  the  Nation  fiiould  be  invaded,  their  Con- 
duft would  certainly,  and,!  am  furc,  with  more  Reafon,  be 
found  Fault  with.  This,  Sir,  makes  me  think,  it  isnotfo 
inuch  their  Condu£l,  as  their  continuing  to  be  our  Miniften, 
that  is  the  real  Ground  of  Complaint ;  and  this  will  be  a 
Ground  of  Complaint  againil  all  future,  as  well  as  agarnfl 
our  prefent  MintHerss  for  no  Man  that  fervcs  the  Crown 
will  give  up  his  Imploymcnt,  as  long  as  the  King  inclines 
he  fliould  keep  it,  and  deJires  nothing  of  him,  inconfiftent 
with  his  Honour,  or  the  Good  of  his  Country,  which,  it  is 
well  known,  his  prefent  Majefty  will  never  defire  of  any  Man 
that  fervcs  him  ;  and  this,  perhaps,  makes  Gentlemen  fo 
fond  of  getting  into  Imployment,  but  it  is,  in  my  Opinion, 
an  ungrateful  Return  in  Gentlemen,  to  endeavour  to  diftrcfs 
his  ft3ajclly's  AfBiirs,  in  order  to  force  t hem felves  into  ikis 
Service, 

*  Thus,  Sir,  I  think,  it  mufl  appear,  that  no  one  w!io 
has  the  Honour  of  having  a  Share  in  his  MajcOy's  Councils, 
can  be  blamed  for  the  Misfortune  of  our  being  involved  in  a 
War  with  Spain^  and  as  little  can  they  be  blamed  for  the  pre- 
fent unhappy  State  of  Affairs  in  Europe^  which  is  entirely 
owing  to  one  of  thefe  two  Caufea  :  Either  to  a  fatal,  I  ma/ 
(^y  frantick  Ambition  in  fomc  of  the  Princes  of  C^fm^;^', 
who,  rather  than  not  extend  their  Dominions,  fccm  refolved 
to  render  themrdves  dependent  upon  the  Crown  of  France; 
or  it  is  owing  to  an  unnccountable  Obllinacy  in  the  Court  of 
Vhnnay  who,  rather  than  do  Jullice  to  their  neighbouring 
Princes  in  Germany^  feem  refolved  to  bring  themfelves,  and 
the  whole  German  EmpirCi  into  a  Sort  of  Subjcdlion  to  his 
MoftChriflian  Majefty.  Which  of  thefe  twoCaufes  theprefent 
Misfortune  of  Eur&pe  is  owing  to,  I  flmll  not  pretend  to  de- 
termine ;  but  let  it  be  which  it  will,  our  Minifters  cannot 
be  blamed.  It  was  not,  it  cannot  be  fuppofed  to  have  been 
in  their  Power  to  govern  the  Ambition  of  the  Princes  of 
Germany f  or   to  overcome   the  Obflinacy  of  the  Court  of 
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Th'opfi,  t  liave  now    flic wn^  Sir,  that   neither  the  DiT  An. 1 5.  Gea.  H. 
tculucs  WB  labour  under,  nor  the  prefem  dangerous  Situati- 
Dfi  ol   Affairs,  can  afford  any  Prefumptlon   of  Mifcondud  in 
diofe,  who  for  fome  Time  paft>  have  had  the  Honour  of 
lemg  in  his  M^^jc^ly*s  Councils  ;  and  as  no  particular  Crime 
1  yet   been  charged  again fl  them,  nor  the  leaft   Proof  of- 
fered of  any  F*^,  if  there  are  any  Sufpicions  without  Doors, 
liofe   Sufpicions   can  have  no  folid   Foundation,  and  ought 
Dl  therefore  to  have  fuch  Weight  within  Doors,  as  to  lead 
into  a  Parliamentary   Inquiry,  which  is   always  trouble- 
ttc,  and,  at  this  Jun£lure,  would  be  extremely  dangerous. 
'  this  Nation  be  in  Diitrefs,  if  the  AfFairs  of  Eur  opt  be  i^ 
)iilreis,  as   they  certainly  are,  it  fhould  be  an  Argunfvcnt 
ith  us  to  avoid  all  perfonal  Altercations  and  Animofiticf, 
to   unite    heartily  among  ourfelves,    both  in   Council 
|nd  Action,  for  retrieving  Affairs  both  abroad  and  at  home. 
The  Cafe  of  this  Nation,  the   Cafe  of  Europe,  is   not  yet, 
banlcGod  !  fo  defpcrate,  but  that  both  may  be  rcHorcd,  if 
Proper  Remedies  be  fpeedily   applied.     Our  publick  Credit 
\  yet  in  ailounfhing  Condition :   We  may  yet  raife  large  Sums 
(for  the  Support  of  a  neceflary  War ;  and  if  the  Tranquility  of 
lurofe  be  reftored,  and  eilabliftied  upon  a  folid  Foundation, 
vc  may  foon  pay  off" old  Arrears,  as  well  as  what  we  may  be 
iliged  to  con  trad  for  that  falutary  Purpofe.     The  Confe- 
'  dcracy  formed  againil:  the  Queen  of  Hungary  Is  fo  unnatural, 
that  it  muil  of  itfelf  be  diiToIved,  unlefsche  Princes  of  Germaxj 
be  kept  firm  io France^  by  feeing  it  impoffibleor  dangerous  to 
break  from  her.     This  may  be  prevented,  if  we  immediate- 
ly unite  amongfl  ourfelves,  and  interpofe   with   the   whole 
i>Strength  of  the  Briti/b   Nation  ;  but   if,  like  ignorant  and 
conienlious  Phyficians,  we  fit  accufing  one  another  of  Mal- 
prafticc,  the  Patient  may  expire  in  the  Interim.* 
'  I  muft,  therefore,  conjure  Gentlemen  to  give  over  ^1 
''--  *  AnimofitieSp  and  think  of  nothing  but  giving   his 
Ijat  Advice,  and  thofc  Aids,  which  may  be  thought 
cr  and  necetTary  for  providing  againil  the  Calamity  that 
liens   us.     If  any  Thing  has  been  done  aniifs,  we  mvLj 
nd  a  proper  Time  tor  inquiring  into  it,  but  the  prc- 
far  from  being  fo  i    and  if  no  immediate  Inquiry  be 
Bcd,  we  have  no  Occafion  for  referring  any  Papers  to 
Jonfjdcration  of  a  Seled  Comiriittcc;  for  1  cannot  agree 
P%vith  my  honourable  Friend  in  thinking,  that  every  iaipor- 
hant  Paper,  or  Parcel  of  Papers,  that  arc»  or  may  be  bid  be- 
ibc  Houfti  (hould  be  referred  to  a  Sele^  Committee*  If 
this  Were  Tn'  ^  *inivn  as  a  Rule  for  our  Condii^  we  (lipoid  have 
rime  to  '  \,  but  to  hear  and  coiihdcr  the  Reports  from 

fach  Cqh* vv^..    It  wcnild  therefore  be  iiup'^nible  tp  Qb< 
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An.  is,Geo,  u.  fct^^  the  Ro\c,  'afld  ii  has  never  been  the  Pradice.  A^hen 
'74'*  Gentlcmens  Curiofuy  prompts  them  to  defire  a  Sight  of  any 
Papcp  of  Sta:e,  they  move  for  having  them  laid  before  the 
Houfe,  and  their  Mot*on  is  always  complied  wi[b,  when 
confiftent  with  the  publick  Safety.  Whtfn  the  Papers  thus 
called  for  are  laid  upon  the  Tnble,  thty  examine  them:  if 
they  find  nothing  material,  their  whole  Defign  is  anfwered  ; 
but  if  ihey  find  any  Thing  they  think  worth  the  Notice  of 
the  Houfe,  they  acquaint  the  Houfe  with  what  they  have 
obfcrved,  and  if  a  Msjority  be  of  the  fdme  Opinion,  the 
Houfe  either  enters  into  the  immediate  Confidetation  there* 
of,  which  they  may  eafily  do,  becaufe  Che  Papers  are  upon  the 
Table;  orref^^r  the  Whole  to  the  Confidcration  of  a  Com- 
mittee, perhaps  a Sele<^  CominitEee.'  ,,,; 

*  This,  Sir,  U  the  ufual  Method  of  proceeding  iiifuch 
Cafes,  and  as  no  Obfervations  have  been  made  upon  any  of  the 
Papers  referred  to  in  this  Motion,  nor  any  one  Fs^t\  men- 
tioned from  them  for  inducing  us  to  take  any  of  them  into 
our  Confideration,  I  mull  iuppofe»  that  ihofe  Gcnclemen 
who  have  perufed  them,  for  I  con fefa  1  have  not,  have  found 
nothing  in  them,  they  think  w^onh  the  Notice  of  the  Houfe  ; 
and  if  they  have  not,  I  can  fee  no  Reafon  why  we  ibottM 
^ivc  any  Committee  the  Trouble  to  pcruie  and  examioe 
ihcm.' 

•  B^t,  bcfidcs  feeing  no  Reafon  for  referring  thefc  Papers 
to  a  Sclc£t  Committee,  there  are,  I  think,  llrong  Reajbns 
againil  it.  If  this  Motion  fhould  be  complied  with,  it  will 
immedifitely  fpread  an  Opinion  abroad,  that  inllead  of  taking

his  Parliamt  nt,  which  will  of  courfe  difablc  us  from  giving 
our  Ffiendi?  abroad  any  Affiftn nee,  or  inteipoflng  any  Mao- 
ner  of  Way  in  the  Affairs  of  Europe ;  and  the  Confequence  of 
fuch  an  Opinion's  being  fpread  abroad,  may  be  moil  fatal. 
The  Princes  now  united  in  an  Alliance  with  France,  will 
then  fee  it  inipoffible  to  break  cif  from  that  Alliance:  The 
other  Princes  and  States  of  Europe  willfeeit  impolTjbletoform 
any  Confederacy,  capable  of  giving  a  Check  to  the  Defigns 
of  France:  The  Queen  of  Hungary^  defpah  ing  of  any  Re- 
lief or  AiTtflance,  will  immedititely  fubmit  to  fuqh  Terms 
as  Ft-ancf  (hall  pleafe  to  prcfcribc  ;  and  the  Court  of  France^ 
being  free  from  the  Fear  of  Controult  will  fet  no  Bounds  to 
their  Ambition.  Suf^pofe  their  prefenc  chief  Miniller  (hould 
be  moderate  in  his  Views  5  A^pfofc  he  hns  no  other  Imen- 
tion  than  to  reduce  the  Power  of  the  Houfe  nf  j^ftjirie,  with* 
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fuch  a  Calc*  it  would  be  impoilible  for  him  to  llcm  the 
^OTtcm  of  French  Ambicion,  or  to  govern  a  Court  where 
^harPafilon  has  always  To  niucK  prevailed/ 

*  The  fprcading  fuch  an  Opinion  abroad  ij,  therefore^ 
^ir,  what  we  ought  moil  carefully  to  prevent ;  but  if  this 
•Motion  (hould  be  ^igrced  to,  it  would  be  impoffible  to  prevent 
'^  moft  Jlriitl  Inquiry,  and  a  moil  violent  Prortrcucion'ii  being 
fet  on  Foot,  rhere  are  many  Gentlemen,  1  hope,  both 
,%ithin  Doors  and  without,  of  a  moderate  Difpofition,  and

On  the  contrary,  I  will  venture  to  sufiirm, 
from  the  whole  Tenor  of  our  Hiftory,  that  the  Preventing 
or  Oppoiing  of  a  Parliamentary  Inquiry  has  always  had  that 
EfFeft  ;  and  that  the  giving  Way  to  a  Parliamentary  Inquiry, 
when  the  Majority  of  the  Nation  call'd  for  it,  never  raifed 
any.  The  Rebellion  at  the  Beginning  of  the  late  Reign, 
^was  not  occafioned  by  the  Parliamentary  Inquiry  then  (tt 
*Vn  Foot,  but  by  a  Jacobite  Spirit  which  at  that  Time  but 
too  univcrfally  prevailed  in  the  Nation.  Whaiercr  Tjranf- 
greffions  the  former  Miniilers  had  been  guilty  of,  they  had 
found  Means  to  fet  themfelves  at  the  Head  of  a  very  nume- 
rous and  powerful  Party  in  the  Nation,  who  were  attached 
to  them,  not  by  Bribery  and  Corruption,  or  any  fclfifh  View, 
but  from  a  real,  tho'  very  wrong  Principle.  That  Party 
wanted  nothing  but  a  Hi?ad  for  flying  to  Arms,  and  the  In- 
quiry, indeed,  furnifhed  them  with  what  they  wanted.  Gut 
is  this  the  Cafe  at  prefent  ?  Can  it  be  faid,  that  our  prefent 
Minillersf  have  any  Party  attached  to  them  from  Principle  ? 
They  have  no  Party  but  fuch  as  are  attached  to  them  from 
Motives  of  Self-Interell,  "and  as  foon  as  you  take  from  them 
the  Diilribution  of  the  Loaves  and  Fi(hes,  their  Followers 
will  defer:    them  of  courfe.'

Shall  n  Mioifter  hy^  I  have  bc«n 
a  very  honeiland  faithful  Miniller,  and  tlierefore  I  ought  not 
to  be  pttt  to  the  Trouble  of  having  my  Conduft  inquired  in- 
to. Sir,  a  Steward  may  as  well  fay,  I  have  been  a  very  ho- 
ncAl  Man  and  a  good  Steward,  and  therefore  ought  not  to  be 
put  to  the  Troable  of  paffing  my  Accounts.  Every  Gentle- 
man knows,  that  the  proper,  and  indeed  the  only  Way  to 
keep  a  Steward  honeft,  is  to  make  him  freqQently  pafs  his 
Accounts.  A  good  Steward  will  defire  it,  and  fo  will  a  ^ood 
MJniller  ;  for  a  Minifter  is  but  a  Steward  for  the  Publick  ; 
and  therefore  when  J  find  a  Minilter  ufmg  all  his  Art  to  evade 
or  prevent  a  Parliamentary  Inquiry,  it  will  always  give  me  a 
Safpicion  of  his  Cornlud,  and  confequently  will  with  me  be 
a  prevailing  Argument  for  fetting  up  immediately  an  iropai- 
tial  and  iin^t  Inquiry.  This,  Sir^  was  the  Maxim  of  oar 
Anceltors  :  By  this  Maxim  they  have  handed  down  to  us  our 
Libert j«  and  Properties,  Without  this  Maxim  we  ihall 
hand  nothing  down  to  otir  Polleritj-,  but  Slavery  and  Po- 
verty. 

A  Civil  War,  J  (hall  grant,  Sir^  is  a  terrible  Misforttme  5 
but  it  is  far  from  being  the  moft  terrible  ;  for  I  had  rather 
fee  my  Country  engaged  for  twenty  Years  in  a  Civil  Wnr^ 
than  to  fee  it  tamely  fubmit  but  for  one  Year  to  minifterjal 
Bondage  ;  therefore,  if  this  Country  fhould  ever  be  reduced 
to  the  fatal  Dilemma  of  being  obliged  to  give  up  its  Libe^ 
tics,  or  engage  in  a  Civil  War,  I  hope  no  true  Bfilon  %vould 
balance  a  Moment  in  his  Choice.  Thank  God  I  this  is  not 
oar  Cafe  at  prefer t,  I  hope  the  Fate  of  this  Quettion  will 
Ihew  it  is  not  our  Cafe  ;  for  from  our  Inquiry  into  the  Con* 
duft  of  our  prcfent  Miniflers,  no  Civil  War,  I  am  fure,  can 
cnfue.  If  they  are  innocent,  an  impartial  Inquiry  willjufti- 
fy  their  Conduft.  To  fuppofe  otherwife,  would  be  offering 
the  higheft  Indignity  to  this  Houfe,  which  has  never  im- 
peached, nor  pafsM  any  Cenfurc  upon  a  Minifter  without  a 
juftihable  Ciule,  If  our  Miniilers  are  guilty,  they  ought  to 
be  ptinifli'd,  and  his  Majdly  has  too  much  Wifdom^  to

nce.    The  People  tvillnot>  but  his  Majcfly  may  foppofe,

._ite(3  to  ns;  we  ought  to  have  a  Biafs  in  Favour  i74i« 
which  appears  to  be  the  Opinion  of  the  Crown.  ' 
jr«  Sir,  may  perhaps,  by  f'ome  Gentlemen  be  called 
^  Dofirine  ;  but  it  is  fuch  as  will  be  followed  by 
fm  nave  a  greater  Inclination  to  ferve  thei'r  Country  in 
^(Mmc'i^^  thin  to  find  fault  with  the  Conduct  of  their 
or  the  Conduct  of  Minifters,  call  it  which  you 
do  not  know  how  to  diftinguifh,  unlefs  it  be, 
oght  to  impute  to  our  Sovereign  every  Thing  we 
_  ;  t,  and  to  his  Minifters  every  Thing  we  think 
ung.  With  regard  to  domeftick  Afiairs,  we  have  a 
Itli  greater  Latitude  ;  becaufe  we  may  more  freely  call 
all  Pijpers  relating  to  any  fuch  Affair,  and  have  greater 
tzton  m  fufped,  that  Minifters  will,  in  Aifeirs  of  this 
Dt}«  give  fuch  Advice  as  may  moft  conduce  to  their  own 
Rv4te  Advantage,  But  it  cannot  be  faid,  that  the  Papers 
bpofcd  to  be  referred  to  a  Seled  Committee,  have  the 
^  lidadon  to  any  Affair  of  this  Kind.  If  we  fhould 
i^f  fired  10  grant  Money  for  the  Affiftance  of  the  Queen 
\BungGry,  it  Will  then  be  Time  enough  to  confider  whe- 
pt  wc  ought' to  do  fo.  For  determining  this  Queftion,  I 
i^k  we  have  no  Occafion  to  examine  any  Papers  of  State, 
kr  cammon  News  Papers  muft  convince  us,  that  we  ought 
?S  comply  with  fach  a  Demand  ;  and  as  to  the  ^antum 
e(  thsti  Grant,  we  muft  be  convinced,  that  ftie  ftands  in 
Keed  of  more  than  this  Nation  can  afford  to  give. 

•  Sir,  we  can  have  no  Occafion  to  refer  the  Papers  men- 
tmned  in  this  Motion  to  a  Secret  Committee,  unlefs  we 
kive  a  Mind  to  make  that  Committee  a  Committee  of  In- 
quiry ji  and  to  enable  them  to  inquire  into  the  Condudl  of 
2^1  our  Publick  Affiirs  both  foreign  and  domeftick,  for  many 
Tt^n  pafl.  This  I  believe  to  be  the  real  Intention  of  the 
Motion,  and  for  this  Reafon  I  cannot  agree  to  it ;  becaufe 
the  eftablilhing  of  fuch  a  Committee  at  fuch  a  critical  Con- 
junAare,  would  be  of  the  moft  dangerous  Confequence  to 
Emr§pi  in  general,  as  well  as  to  this  Nation  in  particular. 
By  this  the  whole  Frame  of  our  Government  would  be  al- 
tered, and  would  continue  fo,  during  the  Continuance  of 
that  Committee.  It  would  be  an  eftabliftiing  Imperium 
*m  Imferic,  or  rather  a  Government  fet  up  by  this  Houfe, 
'SiSioA  from,  and  fupcrior  to  our  conftitutional  Govern- 
^ifient ;  for  this  Committee  muft  either  confift  of  fuch  as 
sre  PViends  to  the  King's  Minifters,  or  fuch  as  are  their 
declared  £nemies.  If  of  the  former,  it  would  give  no  Sa- 
tbfaAion  to  the  People,  and  if  of  the  latter,  they  would 
probably  in  a  ibort  Time  get  the  entire  Management  of

'  we  could  not  even  defend  ourfelves  :  Our  Plantations,  with 
our  Pofleflions  in  the  Mediterranean^  would  become  a  Prey 
to  the  Spaniards,  and  the  Nation  itfelf  would,  at  M,  be- 
come a  Province  to  the  French,  who  might  fend  the  Pretea* 
dcr  to  us  for  a  Vice- Roy. 

*  In  the  Year  1715,  Sir,  we  had  no  fatal  Conieqoences 
to  feat  from  the  Secret  Committee  then  appointed.     The 
Nation  was  not  engaged  in  any  War,  nor  was  the  Ballance 
of  Power  in  Danger.     The  Committee  was  not  to  iaquire 
into  the  Conduct  of  the  then  Adminiftration  :  They  were  - 
to  inquire  into  the  Conduft  of  a  Set  of  Minillers,  vyho  had- 
mod  juflly  been  difmifTed   by  his  late  Majefly,  wit&  the 
Contempt  they  deferved.     When  the  Propofition  was  made  . 
for  appointing  a  Secret  Committee,  it  was  evident  frt}«a*liif  .'

NecelTity  for  an  Inquiry.     I  am  one  of  thofe  who  thiblci/. 
there  is  not  the  leail  Occafion  for  it,  and  I  am  convinced  ^ 
there  are  many  fuch  in  the  Nation.     Sofpicions  have-  beea  ''- 
moft  artfully  propagated  againft  our  prefent  Admin irtraclo«i,  ^ 
as  there  will  be  againft  all;  and  if  I  thought  they  could:i. 
be  removed   by  an  impartial  Inquiry,  I  ftiould  be  for*ir:p-.i 
but,  I  am   fare,   they  cannot.

Then  received  fevcral  Eftimatcs  relating  to  the  Land  Forces,

•  I  never  trouble  yoa  long,  Sir,  on  any  OccaHon;  iMrPhiUps 
ihall  be  very  fhort  upon  this.  I  fnppofc,  it  is  underltood,  if 
we  go  now  into  a  Committee  of  Supply,  it  is  in  order  to 
vote  an  Army  j  and  I  beg  Leave  to  fubmit  it  to  Gcntlcrocns 
Judgments^  whether  Matters  are  yet  ripe  for  fuch  a  Vote, 
It  was  the  Cuilom  of  our  wife  Ancellors  firft  to  redreft 
Grievances,  and  then  to  grant  Supplies ;  and  if  their  Ex« 
ample  had  been  followed  in  fucceeding  Parliaments,  we 
(houtd  not  have  heard  of  the  Complaints  that  are  now  before 
us  from  our  Merchants  :  Let  us  therefore  now  revive  the 
long  deprefled  Spirit  of  true  Englijhmtn^  and  not  be  blindly 
led  to  make  Grants  before  we  make  Inquiries. 

'  The  Hon.  Gentleman  who  moved  you  Ycfterday  to  go  in- 
to a  Committee  of  Supply  *,  was  plcafcd  to  fay,  •  The  Bufi-  * 
ncfs  of  the  Nation  had  been  long  poilpon'd  ;'  I  beg  Leave  tt» 
afk  that  Honourable  Gentleman,  does  he  think  the  great 
Bufinefs  of  the  Nation  is  to  grant  Supplies  only  ?  Surely,  Sir, 
I  hope  we  are  met  here  for  other  Purpofes  too :  The 
granting  Supplies,  tho*  necefiary,  is  always  laying  a  Burthen 
upon  the  Nation  :  The  rcdrelTing  Grievances  is  always  fa!u- 
tary  and  plcaftr^.  Shall  we  grant  Men  and  Money,  at  a 
Time  Complaints  are  made  of  Mifapplications  of  Men  and 
Money,  without  firft  inquiring  into  the  Grounds  of  thofe

*  The  King  calls  to  us  for  Advice,  the  Miniitry  call  to  us 
for  Men  and  Money  :  Who  are  we  firft  to  anfwer  ?  Why  does 
the  King  call  to  as  for  Advice  ?  That  we  may  consider  the 
State  of  Affairs,  and  know  what  Men  and  what  Money  to 
grant.  Shall  we  then  implicitely  grant  Men  and  Money, 
without  firft  confidering  what  Men  and  what  Money  it  will 
be  proper  and  necefTary  to  grant  ?  Is  this  Parliamentary  ? 
Can  we  jodge  of  that  Neceffity,  till  we  confider  the  State 

'  '  of  the  Nation,  and  the  Situation  we  are  in  with  Regard  to 

Foreign  Affairs  ?  Surely  no.  I  am  as  much  for  granting 
the  necefTary  Supplies  of  the  Government  as  any  Gentleman 
Jn  this  Houfe ;  but  I  cannot  anfwer  it  to  my  Conftituents  to 
▼ote  for  them,  till  I  am  thoroughly  fatisfy*d  of  the  Necef- 
iity  of  them,  and  that  they  will  be  better  applied  than  the 
5,267,000  /.  granted  laft  Year. 

*  I  hope  therefore,  »Sir,  we  fhall  defer  the  Supply  till  we 
have  been  in  a  Committee  of  the  whole  Houfe,  to  confider 
of  the  State  of  the  Nation,  which  was  a  Meafure  propof* 
ed  by  an  Honourable  Gentleman  over-againft  me,  very  ear- 
ly in  the  Seffion  *,  and  will,  I  hope,  be  pufhed.

*.  We  have  heard  fo  often,  and  upon  fo  many  OccaiionSy 

•of  the  Cuflom  of  our  Anceftors,  that  I  muft  begin  with 
wifhing,  we  would  in  this  Age  obferve  the  Cuftom  of  our 
Anceftors,   in  all  our  Proceedings  in  this  Houfe.     They  ne- 
ver oppofed  a  juft  and  ^iit  Governjnent  in  any  of  its  Mca- 
»  fures,  nor  did  they  ever  talk  of  redreHing  Grievances^  but 

when  feme  fuch  really  exifted.  When  this  happened,  to 
be  the  Cafe,  they  did  not  leave  People  in  the  Dark»  or  the 
Government  to  guefs  what  they  meant :  They  explained  par- 
ticularly tvtxy  Grievance  they  thought  the  People  laboored 
under,  and  they  propofed  what  they  thought  the  moft  pro- 
per and  fpeedy  Remedies.  Under  a  wife  Government,  this 
could  never  interfere  with  the  granting  of  the  ncceiTary  Sup- 
plies, becaufe  fuch  a  Government  will  certainly,  if  they  can, 
i«edrefs  every  Grievance,  asfoon  as  they  are  properly  inform- 
ed of  it ;  and  if  they  cannot  without  a  new  Law,  they  will 
as  certainly  concur  in  the  pafTing  of  a  proper  Law  for  that 
Purpofe.  The  Redrcfs  of  Grievances  therefore  never  coold, 
nor  ever  was  with  our  Anceftors  a  Caufe  for  poftponing  the 
necefTary  Supplies,  but  under  an  unjuil  or  unwife  Govern- 
ment, that  wotild  neither  redrefs^  nor  concur  in  redreffing

Ihofc  Grievances!  which  were  particularly  explainM,  and  An.  15^  Geo.lL 
declarM  to  be  fuch  by  a  Majority  of  the  Rcprefentatives  of  J74i' 
the  People.  Nay^  our  Anccilors  were  upon  this  Head  fo 
moderate,  that  after  they  had  particularly  let  forth  the  Grie- 
vances of  the  People,  and  had  remonltrated  againll  them  in 
the  Itrongeft  Terms,  they  feldom  or  never,  in  the  fame  Sefli- 
on,  rcfufed  granting  the  Supplies  ncceffary  upon  that  Occa- 
fton  :  After  they  had  done  their  Duly  in  laying  before  the 
Government  the  Grievances  of  the  People,  they  trailed  to 
the  Government  for  redrelTing  thenij  at  leaft  till  next  Sef- 
fion ;  and  then  indeed,  if  they  found  the  Government  had 
made  no  Step  towards  that  End,  they  had  good  Reafon  in 
the  next  Scffion  to  infilt  upon  an  immediate  Redrefs  of  thofc 
GHcvancea  they  had  before  complained  of,  previous  to  their 
granting  any  Supplies. 

■  This,  Sir,   was  the  Cuflom  of  our  Anceflors,  the  uni- 
form Curtom  of  our  Anceftors,  I  believe,  from  the  firil  Ori- 
ginal of  our  Conllitution,  quite   down  to   the  Revolution. 
From  that  Time  indeed  we  have  had,  and  now  in  particular 
we  have   a   Party  amongll  us,  who   talk   every    Seflion  of 
Grievances,    and   of  redreiling  Grievances  before  granting 
Supplies,  without  ever  fo  much  as  once  explaining  to  us  any 
one  Grievance  theydeflre  to  be  redrelled.     For  ray  Part,  I 
do  not  know  any  one  Grievance  the  People  are  now  expofed 
to  ;  for  r  am  fure  no  honefl  and  loyal  Subjedl  will  ever  look 
upon  thofe  Taxes  as  a  Grievance,  which  are  neccflary  for  the 
Security  of  our  Government,  or   for  paying  off  the  Interell; 
and  Principal  of  thofe  Debts  which  were  contracted  for  de- 
fending us  again  ft    Popery  and  arbitrary    Power.      Thofe 
Taxes,  indeed,  afford  a  Handle  which   the  Difaffedled  have 
always  endeavoured  to  make  ufe  of,  for  rendering  the  People

I  -The  Oaths  we  have  taken  make  fuch  a  Suppofition  impoffi- 
'  ble,  or  at  fea(t  very  uncharitable  ;  but  I  am  afraid,  many 
'  Gentlemen,  both  within  Doors  and  without,  thro*  not  at- 
'  tending  to  the  Dangers  our  Government  has  fretjuently*  and 
from  Time  to  Time,  b^en  expofed  to,  have  aliuwcd  ihcm*

ittiiDuaeed  bf  this  Sort  of  People,  They  reprefent  all  ti^ 
Dangers  our  Governineiit  has  been  lately  cxpofed  to  as  ima* 
ginary  :  They,  indeed,  have  Rcafon  to  do  (o ;  becaufc  thofe 
Dangers  have  been  all  owing  to  their  Machinations*  either 
abroad  or  at  home  ;  and  from  thi$  falfe  Glofs  they  put  upon 
thofe  Dangers,  they  conclude,  that  our  Mlnillers  have  fug^ 
gelUd  them  with  no  other  View,  than  to  put  the  Publick 
to  an  extraordinary  Ex  pence,  that  they  nnight  have  an  Op- 
portunity to  enrich  themfclvcs  out  of  the  Spoils  of  the  Peo- 
Sle.  This  is  fpecious^  but  not  true  ;  yet  faUe  as  it  is,  k 
as,  i  fear,  Impofed  upon  many  well  meaning  Men  without 
Doors,  and  not  a  few  within.  The  fame  Sort  of  People 
reprefent  the  Power  of  the  Crown  as  exce/Tive,  and  by  mock 
too  great  to  be  condlient  with  the  Liberties  of  a  free  Peo- 
ple ;  tho\  in  reality^  it  is  no  greater  than  is  abfolutely 
fieceiTary  for  preferving  us  againlt  the  rebellious  or  feditious 
Pra£lices  of  tiiofc,  who,  (hould  they  fucceed  in  their  De- 
figns,  would  neither  leave  the  Face  of  Liberty,  nor  the  Face 
of  true  Religion  amongll  us.  This,  1  know,  has  likewife 
impofed  upon  many  well-meaning  Gentlemen,  and  has 
made  them  look  upon  fome  Parts  of  our  prefent  ConHItu- 
tion  as  Grievances^  which  are  abfolutely  necelTary  for  pre* 
ierving  us  againll  the  greateft  of  all  Grievances,  and  that 
which  would  be  the  Source  of  every  other  Grievance  a  ftee 
People  can  apprehend,  I  mean,  the  Overthrow  of  our  pre- 
fent happy  Etiablifhmenr. 

*  I  hope,  Gentlemen  will  confider  of  thefe  Things,  when 
they  hear  Grievances  thas  generally  talk'd  of  In  this  Houfc, 
before  they  refolve  to  poltpone  Supplies  till  we  have  re- 
drefled  Grievances  which  nobody  knows  of,  I  know  of  n^ 
thing  that  has  as  yet  been  declared  a  Grievance  by  a  Ma- 
jority of  this  Houfe.  Surely,  before  we  can  redrefs  any 
Grievance,  we  mull  know  what  it  is  we  arc  to  redrefs,  we 
muft  refolve  that  it  is  a  Grievance  which  ought  to  be  re- 
dreffed.  But  our  prefent  Grievances,  it  feems,  are  of  a  very 
extraordinary  Nature  :  They  are  fuch  as  cannot  be  difco- 
vercd  or  explained,  till  we  have  rcfolved  ourfeliTs  into  a

port. Neither  of  thcfc  can  be  done  without  Money,  nor 
can  it  be  done  at  all,  if  it  is  not  fpcedily  done.  Now,  Sir. 
fuppofe  franci  fhoold  fuccccd  in  ail  her  ambitious  Projcfe 
both  in  Germany  and  Itaij)  :  Snppofe  fhe  ftiould  eltablilh  htr 
Vice^Empcror  upon  the  Imperial  Throne,  reduce  the  Queen 
of  Hungary  to  her  Terms,  and  cflablifh  her  Son- in- Law, 
Don  F%i/ifi  of  Sfaift,  in  a  new-ere6^ed  Kingdom  in  lufy^ 
what  are  we  then  to  expe£t*  Sir  ?  Can  we  expeft  a  happy 
Iffue  of  our  War  with  Spaift  f  Mull  we  not  fubmit  to  any 
Terms  Frana  Ihall  plcafe  to  prcfcribc  ?  If  wc  do  not,  (he 
will,  by  her  Orders,  or  her  Infiuence,  bring  all  Europe  upon 
our  Backs  ;  and  after  the  bravefl,  the  mod  obdinate  Defence 
we  can  make,  we  mail  at  lafl  fubmit  to  what  Terms  our 
Enemies  Hialt  pleafe  to  propofe.  The  Freedom  of  aur 
Trade  and  Navigation  would  certainly  be  the  firtl  Sacrifice 
to  this  fatal  Event ;  and  our  Independency,  our  Religion,  our 
Liberties  and  Properties  would  as  certainly  be  the  laft  i  for 
25  to  our  Lives,  it  would  then  be  the  Intercil  of  France^ 
tho*  not  our  own,  to  preferve  them  as  much,  as  it  is  the 
Intercft  of  a  Mailer  to  preierve  the  Lives  of  his  Slaves. 
Thefe  are  Events  which  I  think  of  with  Horror,  and  there<- 
fore  I  cannot  agree  to  pollpone  any  Thing  that  may  prevent 
them.  I  hope  the  Houfe  will  be  of  my  Opinion,  and,  con* 
fcqucntly,  refufe  to  podpone  any  longer  granting  the  necef- 
fary  Supplies,  for  the  fake  of  rcdrefiing  Gnevances,  which 
arc  neither  felt  by  the  People,  declared  by  this  Houfe,  nor 
explained  or  particularly  let  fortJiby  thofe  that  talk  of  them.

per Bills  pafs'd  for  that  Purpofc,  before  they  granted  any 
Supplies ;  and  this  they  have  done  even  when  the  Nation 
I  was  in  the  utmoft  foreign  Danger.     The  memorable  Inilance 
in  the  Reien  of  Richard  the  lid  never  can,  never  ought  to 
be  forgot  oy  a  Briiijh  Houfe  of  Commons*     The  French 
had  then   prepared   for   a  moft   formidable  Invafion   upon 
England  :  They  had  a  great  Array  affembled  :   They  had 
Tranfports  ready  for  that  Army  :  They  had  a  naval  Force 
which  wc  could  not,  which  we  did  not,  pretend  to  oppofe 
at  Sea;  and  all  this  within  a  Day's  Sail  of  the  Mouth  of 
the  River  Thames.     In  this  Condition  we  were,  when  the 
Parliament  alTembled,  which  that  King  had  called  for  grant- 
ing him  the  Supplies  necelFary  for  maintaining  die  Army 
he  had  prepared,  and  that  Army  was  then,  for   want  of 
Money,  living  at  free  Quarters  round  the  City  of  London^ 
In  fuch  a  dangerous,  in  I'uch  a  terrible  Situation,  what  did 
the  Parliament  do  ?  Did  they  grant  the  neceilary  Supplies  I 
\  No,  Sir.     The  firft  Thing  they   did  was  to  prefent  an  Ad- 
\  drcis  to  his  Majefly,   to  remove  the  Lord  High  Treafurcr, 
I  and  the  Lord  High  Chancellor,  from  his  Councils  and  Pre* 
i  fence  ;  and  that  all  thofe  through  whole  Hancis  the  publick 
I  Money  had  palTed,  might  be  called  to  a  llrifl  Account. 
That  King*  by  the  Advice  of  thefe  guilty  Counfellors,  re- 
turned a  moft  haughty   Anfwer,  and  ordered  them,  in  ao 
Imperious  Stile,  to  grant  the  Supplies  he  demanded  ;   but 
this  had  a  quite  contrary  EfFefl :   It  made  the  other  Houfe 
I  join  with  this  in  a  MeiTage  to  the  King,  that  they  would 
1  |»roceed  to  no  Bufincfs,  till  his  Miniftcrs  were  punilhed  ac- 
cording to  their  Dcferts.     The  King  was  at  lall  forced  to 
comply  :  The  MiniHers  were  removed  and  punifhed  ;  and 
^  the  «wo  Houfcs  joined  in  appointing  fourteen  Ccmmiflionen 
10  examine  the  publick  Accounu,  and  to  take  Care  of  the 
1 7+1.  R  2  ^uVAkk 
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I  fhall  mention  another  Tnftance  of  a  much  frdher  Dite, 
Before  the  •  Revolution  it  had  been  fouoil  by  Expen*encd,that 
ihe  long  Continuance  of  one  and  the  fame  P«irliament  wa!  i 
Grievance  of  the  moft  dangerous  Confequence  to  our  Conlti-^ 
tution.  At  the  Time  of  the  Revolution  fufficient  Care  was 
not  taken  to  remove  this  Grievance  ;  and,  therefore,  the 
Parliament  very  foon  refolved  to  fupply  that  Defe€i,  So 
early  as  in  the  Year  f  1692,  the  famous  Triennial  Bill  waa 
brought  in,  and  pafied  both  Houfes,  but  K.  Wilitam,  tho* 
he  came  here  to  fecure  and  eftablifli  our  Liberties,  was  fo  ill 
advifed  as  to  rcfofe  it  the  Royal  AiTent,  This  made  the 
Commons  refolve,  a?  fnon  Jis  they  met  in  No^tmher  1694, 
to  have  this  Bill  paiTt'd  both  Houfes,  and  afTentcd  to  by  the 
Jiing,  before  ifiey  granted  any  Supplies  ,*  and,  accordirngiy, 
the  very  /irfl  Thing  ihey  did,  was  to  order  a  Bill  to  be 
brought  J  in  For  thefrfqvtnt  tntctlng  and  calitng  of  ParliO" 
tnetjts^  uhlch  was  accordingly  brought  in  the  2 2d  of  that 
Month,  arid  received  the  Royal  Aflcnt  the  2 2d  of  the  next* 
We  air  knovv,  Sir,  what  a  dangerous  Situation  Europiin  ge^ 
neraJ^  as  well  as  this  Nation  in  particular,  was  in  at  that 
Time.  We  were  engaged  hi  a  heavy  War,  upon  the  Sac- 
cefs  oi  which  the  IjScrties  of  Europe  depended  t  We  had  a 
vtry  fiumerousdifafftifled  Party  at  home,  who  Were  contina-^ 
ally  forinrng  Plots,  ai^d  encouraging  the  French  to  invade 
us  I  fo  that  our  Religion,  Liberties,  and  Independency,  in 
a  gre?it  Meafure,  depended  upon  the  Parliament'igranting  the 
necclFary  Supplies  for  carrying  on  the  War^  yet  in  theie 
Circumdanccs  this  Hoafe  ihfilted  upon  the  Triennial  Bill's 
being  previoo/Iy  pafTed  into  a  Law?  and  it  wa«  lucky  they 
did  lb,  for  if  they  had  not  taken  that  Opporttmity,  when' 
the  Dutch  were  in  fo  much  Danger,  we  Ihoald  pTobabf/ 
have  had  no  fuch  Bill  during  that  Reign,  nor  perhaps,  to 
this  very  Day.  It  would  have  been  lucky  fo  ft  he  N-itioo, 
had  the  Parliament  at  that  Time  infiUed  as  flrenuoufly  opon 
the  other  "Bill,  which  had  been  refufed  the  Royal  Afient  in 
the  preceding  Scilion,  T  mean  the  Bill  Touching  free  and  *»*'  , 
f  art iai  proceedings  in  Parliament  i  for  tho*  the  ^^ecef^^ty  of

to  mikt  afe  of  the  fame  Method  for  obtaining  it. 

*  Thus,  Sir,  if  we  follow  the  Steps  of  our  Anccftors,  no 
Banger,  no  Inconvenience,  will  ever  be  thought  a  prevailing 
Argument  for  our  granting  all  the  neceiTary  Supplies  before 
feting  any  one  public^  Grievance  red  re  iTed.  I  was  furprifeda 
Sir,  to  hear  the  Hon»  Gentleman  fay,  that  the  Party  who 
talk  of  rcdreffing  Grievances  before  granting  Supplies,  have 
never  yet  explained  any  one  Grievance  they  defire  to  be  re- 
dreflfed.  The  bad  Conduct  of  oar  Minillcrs^  and  their  Pro- 
fdion  of  publick  Money,  have  been  often  fet  in  a  clear 
Light  in  this  Hoafe,  and  arc  loudly  complained  of  by  all 
impartial  and  independent  Men  without  Doorj :  The  Septen- 
nial Aft  has  been  demonUrated  *  to  be  a  Grievance  of  the  moft 
dangerous  Con feqacnce  to  our  Conftitution  :  The  allowing 
of  Tuch  a  Number  of  Placemen,  or  any  private  Pcnfio- 
ners,  to  have  Seats  in  thh  Houfe,  has  been  demonftrated  to 
be  a  Grievance  of  the  fame  Nature  ;  and  I  could  mention 
fevcral  other  Grievances  that  have  been  fully  and  particular* 
}y  explained,  and  have  been  exclaimed  againll  not  only  by 
a  great  Party  in  this  Hpufe»  but  by  the  whole  Nation  with- 
out Doors*  I  (hall  grants  that  many  of  them  have  not  as 
y^  been  declared  to  be  Grievances  by  a  Majority  of  the 
People's  Reprefentatives  in  Parliament,  but  they  have  been 
declared  to  be  fuch  by  the  general  \'^oicc  of  the  Nation  ;  and 
the  Rcafon  why  the  People's  Reprefentatives  do  not  feem  to 
ht  oi  the  fame  Opinion  with  the  People,  is  of  all  others  the 
Grievance  mofl  fcnfibly  felt,  and  moft  loudly  complained  of. 

•  The  Reafon  of  this  moft  fyrprifing  Difference  in  Opini- 
on is  generally  fuppofed,  Sir,  to  proceed  from  the  Preva- 
lence of  Corruption,  both  at  Eiedtions  and  in  Parliamenf. 
The  Majority  In  Parliament  has  for  a  great  many  Year^, 
been  fuppofed  to  be  biaffed  in  their  Opinionf.  ordireflcd  in 
their  Declarations,  by  the  Polls,  Peolions,  or  Bribes,  they 
poiTciTed,  received,  or  expcfted  ;  and  this  is  look'd  upon 
ty  the  whole  Nation  as  the  grcatelt  Grievance,  and  as  the 
Source  of  all  our  other  Grievances  :  Nay,  it  has  been  of- 
ten declared  to  be  fo  by  a  Majority  of  this  Houfe.  Periion 
and  Place- Bills  have  often  palled  through  this  Houfe,  and, 
-conrequently,  we  muft  allow,  that  Corruption  has  been  de- 
clared to  be  »  Grievance  by  a  Majority  of  the  People's  Re- 
prefentatives in  Parliament ;  and  that  it  is  a  Grievance  that 
has  been  fe!t  and  ougH  to  be  removed,  or,  at  Icafl,  that  it 
IS  a  Grievance  which  may  be  felt  and  ought  to  be  prevented . 
Ai  this  Houfe,  or  at  leaft  the  Majority  of  us,  are  as  inde-

'  As  feme  farther  Demands  may  probably  be  made  upon 
us  at  the  prefent  Conjundure^  this  may,  perhaps,  be  a  Reafaa 
with  feme  Gentlemen  for  not  deferring  the  Supply  neceflary 
for  maintaining  our  Army.     They  may,  perhaps,  think  that 
we  fhall  hereafter  have  an  Opportunity  to  infiil  upon  a  Re- 
drefs  of  our  Grievances,  before  wc  grant  all  the  SuppJiea 
which  our  prefent  Circumllamccs  may  render  neccOary  ;  but 
bcfidcs  its  being  a  bad  Precedent,  I  do   not  really  fee,  Sir^ 
how  we  can  determine  what  Number  of  Troops  may  be  ne- 
ceiTary  for  the  Service  of  the  enfuing  Year,  till  we  have  con- 
iidered  the  State  of  the  Nation  in  a  Grand  Committee.  The 
Affairs  of  Europe  are,  wc   know,  in  a  very  con fu fed  and 
dangerous  Situation :  We  likewife  know,  chat  we  Itand  en* 
gaged  as  Guarantees  of  the  Pragmatick  Sanflion  ;  but  all 
the  Powers  now  confederated  againll  the  Queen  of  Hungary^ 
except  the  Duke  of  Bavaria  alone,  are  engaged  to  guaran* 
ty  that  Settlement  as  wcH  as  we,  and  if  we  do  not  perform 
that   Engagement,  we  cannot  be  accufed  of  any  Breach  of 
Faith,  becaufe  the  Breach  of  Faith  committed  by  the  other 
Parties   concerned,  has  made  the  Performance  on  our  Part 
impoilible,  at  Icait  that  Sort  of  Performance  which  coofifts 
in  fending  Troops  to  her  Affitiancc.     We  may  fend  her  Mo- 
ney, and  this  Method  of  aOifling  her  will,  perhaps,  be  the  be^ 
for  her,  and,  I  am  fure,  the  molt  convenient  for  us.     If  ihia 
Jhould  be  refolved  on,  and  thi.%  1  think,  is  the  only  Thing 
that  can  be  refolved  on,  unlefs  we  have  an  AiTurance  of  be* 
ing  join'd  by  fomc  of  the  moJl  confiderable  Powers  upon  the 
Continent,  we  ought  to  difband  a  great  Many  of  the  Troops 
we  have  now  on  Foot ;  for  i\xxt\y  our  War  with  Spah  does 
not  require  our  keeping  up  fuch  a  numerous  Land- Army  as 
we   have  at  prefent,  cfpecially  if  no  better  Ufc  (hould  be 
made  of  it  in  Time  to  come^  than  has  been  in  Time  paft. 
Therefore,  till  we  confider  the  State  of  the  Nation :  Till  we 
know  what  may  be  expelled  from  the   Buub^  and  other 
Powers  of  Europe^  equally,  if  not  more  ccnctrned  than  we 
are,  for  prefer ving  entire  the  Dominions    of  the   Houfe  of 
JuftrUj  it  is  Imp Hible  for  us  to  determine  what  Number  of 
Troops  ought  to  be  kept  up  for  the  enfuing  Year:  And  our 
dcterniinirg  this   QueJlion,  before  we  arc  duly  prepared   for 
that  Purpol'e,  will  have  a  very  bad  Effect  upon  the  Minds  of 
the  People,  becaiUe  ir  will  make  them  imagine^  that  this 
Parliatnetji  is  Lo  give  Credit  to.   and  to  a^  upon  the  bam 
AlTcrtionsof  Minifters,  as  implicitly  as  fomc  late  Parliaments 
have  done,  which  would  make  them  defj^air  of  ever  meeting 
with  any  JuiHce  or  Relief  from  Pailiamcr]t  ;  and  no  one  can 
tell  what  fataJ  Excels  the  Defpaii  of  a  brave  People  may 
produce.  •  I 
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I  am  very  much  furpHfcd,  Sir,  to  hear  Gendemeo  afk,  ^n. 
V/ky  did  you  not  go  fooner  into  a  Committee  upon  the  State 
of  the  Nation  ?  Why  was  it  not  moved  for  by  thofe  who 
think  it  neccilary  for  us  to  go  into  fuch  a  Committee  ?  Does 
not  every  ooe  know  how  much  our  Time  was  taken  up  with 
Eledionsof  very  great  Importance,  tfl[  the  very  Day  bcfgre 
our  Jalt  Adjournment?  If  no  fuch  Adjournmentj  which  was 
no  Way  expedcd,  had  happened*  the  QuetUon  would  pro- 
bably have  been  moved,  and  we  fhould  have  been  in  a  Com- 
mittee upon  that  AfEiir  before  this  Time.  Therefore,  thofc 
who  think  it  proper  we  lliould  confidcr  the  State  of  the  Na- 
tion, before  we  determine  what  ilanding  Army  is  neceflary 
to  keep  op  for  the  Service  of  the  Nation,  are  not  to  be  blam- 
ed for  not  having  made  any  fuch  Motion,  but  thofe  only 
who  were  ibe  Advilers  of  that  Adjournment ;  nor  can  I  fee 
any  Reafon  why  fuch  a  Motion  might  nut  be  made  by  fome 
of  thofe  who  are  our  Minillers,  as  well  as  by  thofc  who  are 
not  J  for,  in  my  Opinion^  if  we  had  a  due  Regard  to  the 
Dignity  of  oar  Proceedings,  we  ought,  in  tyery  Sellion,  to 
take  the  State  of  the  Nation  into  our  Confi deration,  before 
we  grant  any  Supply,  or,  at  leall,  before  we  make  any  par- 
ticular Grants  for  that  Purpofe*  According  to  our  late  Cuf- 
tom^  the  MiniHers  tell  us  what  Number  of  Men  they  think 
neceilary  for  the  Land  Service,  and  they  give  us  an  Ellimate 
of  the  Charge :  Upon  this  we  go  into  the  Committee  of 
Supply,  and  there  we  agree  to  the  Number,  without  inquir- 
ing whether  (0  great  a  Number  be  neccflary  or  no  i  we  ap* 
prove  of  the  Eltimate,  many  of  us,  I  believe,  without  look- 
ing upon  it»  and  we  grant  the  Sum  Total  at  the  End  of  it. 
Is  this  coniirtenc  with  the  Dignity  of  Parliament  ?  Does  it 
not  look  like  putting  an  implicit  Faith  in  the  Wifdom  and 
Intcgrky  of  our  Minifters,  who,  1  am  furc,  very  feldom 
deiierve  fo  much  Conhdencc  ?  Is  it  not  giving  away  the  Mo- 
ney of  our  ConlHtuents  without  knowing  why  or  wherefore, 
tho*  one  of  the  chief  Ends  of  fending  us  hither,  is  to  take 
Care,  that  no  more  of  their  Morcy  fhall  be  granted  for  the 
poblick  Service,  or  any  Branch  of  the  publick  Service,  than 
unmade  appear  to  be  abfolately  necefTary. 

*  I  therefore  think,  that  in  Regard  to  the  Dignity  of  our

1741.  moft  dangerous  State  ;  I  think,  it  is  in  a  moft  letrible  Si- 
tuation^ with  regard  to  Affairs  both  foreign  and  ddmeftick. 
In  the  lall  two  heavy  Wars  we  fpcnt  above  a  Hundred  Mil- 
J  ions  Sterling,  we  con  traced  above  Fifty  Millions  of  Debt, 
wc  loaded  our  People  and  our  Trade  with  many  heavy 
Tax«s,  in  order  to  cftablifh  a  Syftem  of  Affairs  in  Eurdpe^ 
by  which  the  Balance  of  Power  might  be  prefcrved  i  and 
now  after  a  Peace  of  thirty  Yearf,  with  no  one  Interruption 
hut  what  wc  brought  upon  ourfelves,  I  may  fay,  out  of 
mere  Wantonnefs,  we  find  the  Nation  loaded  with  very  near 
the  fame  Debt,  oar  People  flill  groaning  under  the  fame 
Taxes,  our  Trade  ruined  by  that  Debt  and  thofe  Taxe?, 
and  the  Syftem  of  Affairs  in  Europe  turned  topfy-turvy  ;  fo 
that  unlefs  God  Almighty  intcrpofes  by  fome  extraordinary 
Inllance  of  his  Providence,  we  muff  fubmit  to  fee  our  moll 
inveterate  Enemy  lording  it  over  the  Continent  of  Europe, 
and  at  laft  over  ourfelves  ;  or  we  m till  engage  in  a  new  War 
as  heavy,  as  dangerous,  and  perhaps,  as  tedious  as  the  laft  ; 
and  when  we  fertoufly  reflefl,  we  have  the  Mortification  to 
find,  that  all  this  has  been  chiefly  owing  to  our  own  Can- 
dudl.  This  is,  indeed,  a  moll  melancholy,  a  moll  dreadful 
Situation  :  We  have  been  brought  into  it  by  00 r  Parlia- 
ment's taking  every  Thing  upon  Trull  from  our  MiniftersT 
therefore,  I  hope,  we  fhall  do  fo  no  more.  I  hope  we  fhall 
now  confider  firll  the  State  of  the  Naiion  ;  becanfe  from 
thence  alone  we  can  determine  what  Number  of  Troops 
ought  to  be  kept  up  for  the  enfuing  Year  ;  for  if  there  is 
no  Appearance  of  our  being  able  to  form  a  proper  Confede- 
racy upon  the  Continent,  we  ought  to  difband  ft  great  Pare 
of  our  Troops  we  have  now  on  foot,  in  order  to  be  able  to 
encreafc  our  Naval  Force  ;  becaufc  it  is  upon  that  alone, 
after  the  Balance  of  Power  upon  the  Continent  is  dcftroyed, 
that  we  muft  depend  for  the  Continuance  of  our  futdrc  In- 
dependency.' 


This  Debate  being  over,  the  Houfe  refolvcd  itfclf  into  a 
Grand  Committee  on  the  Supply,  and  came  to  the  following 
Refolutipns;  'L'/z.

A  Petition  of  the  Mayor,  Ifc.  of  Taunton :  Alfo  of  the

•Numbers  of  his  Subjeds ;  but  by  our  happy  Cooftitntioii, 
the  Sovereign  of  thefe  Kingdoms  is  fecure  againft  thiaMif-' 
.fortune,  becaufe  by  Means  of  this  Houfe,  while  it.  remains 
•independent  of  MiniHers,  the  King  muft  hear  of,  aodimay 
in  Tioe  redrefs  the  Grievances  oi  his  People  ;  and  ifoay 
of  his  Minifters  have  been  guilty  of  Mifcondud,  it  will  be 
difcovered  by  a  fair  and  an  open  Inquiry. 

*  Thus,  Sir,  it  mull  appear,  that  in  Duty  tooor.&iag 
as  well  as  our  Country,  we  ought  to  enquire  often  into  the 
Condudb  of  his  Minivers.  This  is  our  Duty  at  all  Times, 
but  it  becomes  more  indifpenfably  (o,  when  the  People  ap- 
pear generally  difTatisfied  with  the  Adminilbration,  and  call 
aloud  fpr  an  Inquiry  into  the  Conduct  of  onr  pablick  Af- 
fairs. From  this  Introdudion,  Sir,  it  may  -be  prcfomed, 
that  I  am  to  conclude  what  I  have  to  fay,  with  a  Mocion 
for  an  Inquiry  ;  but  to  ihew,  that  this  Inquiry  ooght  tO'go 
as  far  back  as  I  defign  it  ihould,  I  mud  beg  Leave  to  make 
a  few  Remarks  upon  the  Condufl  of  our  Minifters  for 
twenty  Years  pal\ ;  and  in  order  to  obviate  the  conMBon 
Objection,  that  our  Meafures  have  been  all  approved  of:  by 
Parliament,  I  (hall  begin  with  obferving,  that  it  is,  fLuiiMy 
be  julUy  fufpeded,  that  during  the  Time  I  have  mentioned, 
our  Minillershave  taken  mod  unjuHifiable  Methods fotrgitn- 
ing  a  corrnpt  Influence,  both  at  Eledtions  and  in  ParHament. 
While  our  Conllitution  fubfills  in  its  full  Force,  it  is  certain, 
that  the  Parliament,  or  at  lealt  this  Houfe  of . 'FarUament, 
will  always  be  of  the  fame  Complexion  with  the  Generality 
of  the  People.  It  is  from  this  Houfe  his  Majefty  is  to 
know  the  Sentiments  as  well  as  the  Complaints  of  hb  Peo- 
ple ;  therefore,  when  Meafures  generally  difliked  bjr:.tiic 
People,  meet  with  an  Approbation  from  this  Houfe,  it  may 
be  juflly  fufpedled,  -that  fome  illegal  Methods  have -.beta 
uken  for  obtaining  that  Approbation  ;  and  if  upon  a  new 
Eledlion  a  Minifter,  who  by  his  Crimes  or  Imprudeoce  has 
rendered  himfelf  generally  obnoxious  to  the  People,  fhooJil 
Bcverthelefs  get  a  Majority  of  his  Friends,  or  rather  Crea- 
tures, returned  as  Members  of  this  Houfe,  we  muil  fuppoik^ 
that  fome  illegal  Methods  were  taken  for  obtaining  thoic 
Returns. 

*  This  Confideration  alone,  Sir,  without  any  other  Proofs, 
is  fufficicnt  to  convince  every  impartial  Man,  that  for  twenty 

•  .  i  {Years 
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Years  pad  an  illegal  Inflaeticc  has  prevailed  both  in  Parlia-  An,  15.  Geo.  H, 
tbtttt  and  at  El&Ebans ;  for  daring  chat  whole  Time  we  1741, 
have  been  governed  by  a  Miniiter,  who  as  loon  as  he  got 
iflto  fhe  Adminiftrcition,  rendered  himfelf  unpopular,  and 
who  has  every  Year,  fince  that  Time,  increafed  that  Unpo- 
pularity, by.  purfuing  Meafures  both  at  home  and  abroad^ 
which  were  inoonliltent  with  our  Conltitution,  or  with  the 
Honour  and  Incereft  of  the  Nation,  It  is  very  well  known» 
Sir,  what  a  Ferment  was  raifed  in  the  Nation  by  the  Exe* 
cation  of  the  ^cufh-Sea  Scheme  in  the  Year  1720:*  It  is 
known,  that  the  Ferment  then  raifed  was  far  from  being 
allayed  by  the  Meafures  taken,  the  Year  following,  for  pa- 
nifhing  the  Guiky  and  reitoring  publick  Credit.  The  -Dif- 
oomems  were  fo  great,  that  from  his  late  Majeily^s  own  Au- 
thority, in  his  Speech  at  the  Beginning  of  the  next  Parlia- 
ment^ I  can  fay,  they  gave  Hupes  to  die  Dtfafft^^ed  amongft 
us,  and  encouraged  them  to  enter  into  a  Confpiracy  for  over- 
turning our  prcfent  happy  Ellabliibment.  Tlic  Nation  be* 
ing  in  thefe  Ctrcumrtarices,  one  would  have  expe<5led,  from 
the  Nature  of  our  Conltitation,  that  the  new  Parliament, 
which  was  fummoned  in  the  Year  1722,  would  generally 
have  confided  of  fuch  a»  were  no  Friends  to  the  Admini- 
Uration  ;  but  when  the  Parliament  aiTenibled*  this  Houfe 
foon  appeared  to  be  of  a  minlllerial,  inllead  of  being  of  a 
fiopalar  Complexion  ;  from  whence  one  mult  naturally,  and, 
XcJiink,  neceffanly  conclude,  that  our  Miniftcrs  had  found 
Means  to  corrupt  a  Msjority  of  our  Elcdions ;  and  this  Con- 
cluiion  is  very  much  lirengthened  by  the  large  Sum?  granted 
for  paying  off  the  Debts  of  the  Civil  Liil  before,  and  foon 
after  the  chafing  of  that  Parliament ;  for  in  the  Year  1720, 
the  Sum  ||  of  300,000  /.  wa*  paid  for  this  Purpofe  by  the 
two  Infflrance  Companies;  in  the  Year  1721,  500,000  A 
more  was  granted  by  Parliament  f  for  the  fame  Porpole,  and 
in  the  Year  1725,'):  another  Sum  of  500,000/. 

*  Befidcs  thefe  large  Sums,  Sir,  which  were  granted  o- 
penlyand  exprefsly  for  paying  off  the  Debts  and  Incumbran- 
ces of  the  Civil  Lift ;  by  a  Claufe  artfully  dipt  into  an  Ad 
of  Parliament  in  the  Year  1 72 1 ,  an  annual  Sum  of  above 
56,000  /.  was  added  to  the  Civil  Liftj  by  ordering,  that  the 
dU  Peofions  and  Annuities  charged  upon  the  hereditary  Ke- 
tciuies  Ihould,  for  the  future,  be  paid  wirhout  being  deemed 
to  be  Part  of  the  700,000  /.  feujtd  upon  his  late  M.rjefly 
for  his  Life  j  and  in  the  Year  1725,  the  Sura  of  louJioo/,

^4»'  ^  *  TTius,  Sir,  it  appears,  that  in  the  laftfeven  YtBn  of  hi» 
late  Majefty^s  Reign,  there  was  no  Jefs  than  1,44.4,000  i.  ex- 
traordinary Grants  made  to  the  Civil  Lift,  befides  its  being 
fineed  from  the  Payment  of  36,000  /.  yearly,  which  it  was 
before  charged  with  ;  and  it  is  very  remarkable,  that  in  the 
Vear  1720,  the  fame  Minifter,  who  has  ever  fince,  I  xuay 
iky,  prefided  in  our  Councils,  forfook  being  a  Country^GleB- 
tleman  *,  as  he  had  before  profefled  himfelf,  and  npan  Iw* 
gun  to  be  a  MiniHer  of  State.  This,  I  fay,  very  inttch 
ftrengthens  the  Conclofion,  that  in  the  Year  1722,  when 
a  new  Parliament  was  chofen,  the  Minifter  had  found  Means 
to  corrupt  a  Majority  of  our  Eledions ;  and  this  will  anfwer 
for  that  Parliament's  having  made  fuch  extraordinary  additi*- 
onal  Grants  to  the  Civil  Lift,  without  having  ever  fo  nnich 
as  once  enquired,  in  a  proper  Manner,  into  the  Produce  of 
the  Cii^l  Lift  Revenue,  or  into  the  Management  of  thofe  Re«> 
venues :  It  will  likewife  anfwer  for  that  Parliament's  having 
approved  of  the  Treaty  of  Hanover,  without  appointing  a 
^cret  Committee  to  inquire  into  the  Truth  of  the  impro^ 
bable  Fadb  pretended  as  the  Caufe  of  that  Treaty  ;  alid  it 
wilt  anfwer  for  the  Minifter's  afking  from,  and  that  Parik* 
mant's  granting,  an  Addition  of  1 20,000  /.  per  Ann,  to  the 
Civil  Lift,  during  his  prefent  Majcfly's  Life. 

*  I  come  now.  Sir,  to  the  fecond  Parliament  which  ^s 
chofen  under  the  famb  Minifter's  Influence.  By  the  C6n« 
dn6l  of  our  Minifter,  and  the  Compliance  of  the  hft  Pkrfm- 
roent,  it  may  be  fuppofed,  the  Difcontents  of  ^e  People 
were  no  Way  allayed  :  It  is  certain  they  were  rather  ineteatf 
cd,  when  a  new  Parliament  came  neceftarily  to  be  chofen  in 
the  Year  1727.  His  prefent  Majcfty's  happy  and 'pcMfcable 
Acceffion  to  the  Throne  had,  'tis  true,  given  great  To)r' to  c- 
veiy  good  Subjedt ;  but  that  Joy  had  no  Sort  of  RdaxiOn  to 
the  Minifters  of  the  former  Reign  :  On  the  contrary,  it  was 
very  much  increafed  by  its  being  generally  prefuined,  that 
the  Minifters,  or  at  leaft  the  chief  Minifter  of  the  former 
Reign,  would  be  difmifted  and  called  to  a  ftrifl  Accotttit  r 
therefore  it  was  to  be  expected,  that  the  People  would -dioie 
fuch  Reprefentatives  as  were  well  afledled  to  his  Majdly, 
but  it  was  not  to  be  expefied,  if  they  were  left  to  a  free  and 
nucorrupted  Choice,  that  they  would  generally  chufc  fuch 
as  were  known  to  be  attached  to  the  former  Admmiftratieh-: 
Yet,  ncverthelefs,  it  foon  appeared,  that  fuch  Men  weregjc* 
nerally  chofen,  which  of  itfelf  is  a  ftrong  Argument  agaiaft 
this  Parliament's  being  freely  chofen,  and  this  Argument 
receives  additional  Strength  from  the  memorable  txtraordi-^

,^..,'  The  very  fame  Adminiftratioa  being  continued  by  his 
prefeoc  Majefty  (for  the  few  new  Members  added  have 
^V^ays  been  lookM  on  as  Cyphers )  and  (his  new  Par- 
liaiuent  being  likewit'e  of  a  miniAerial,  inllead  of  being  of 
^popular  Complexion,  the  Civil  Li  11,  by  this  Means,  got 
Co^^  new  Acqujfuions,  during  ibis  Parliament  j  the  vafl  Ex- 
peaces  the  Nation  was  put  to  in  paying  foreign  Troops,  for 
ieouring  us  againft  chimerical  Dangers,  were  approved  of; 
and  the  Treaty  of  ScqjUh^  by  which  a  Foundation  was  laid 
for  ruining  the  Hou(e  of  Aaflria^  without  gaining  any  one 
Advantage  to  this  Nation*  met  with  a  parliamentary  Ap- 
probation t  and  the  LoiTes  and  Complaints  of  our  Merchants, 
occaiioaed  by  the  S^ani/b  Depredations,  both  before  and  af- 
ter that  Treaty,  met  with  no  Regard  from  Parliament,  at 
lealt  none  but  what  was,  I  may  fay,  dilated  by  our  Mini- 
fters.  Thus  ihe  Behaviour  of  this  Parliament  became,  I 
think,  a  convincing  Proof  of  the  Methods  by  w^hich  it  w^as 
chpfen  ;  and  its  continual  Compliance  gav^  our  Minifter*  at 
Iflill,  the  Courage  co  bring  a  Scheme  into  Parliament,  which 
WQuld  at  once  have  abfoIuteJy  ruined  our  Conltitutlon,  by 
giving  all  future  Minifters  the  DireOion  of  moll  of  our  E!ec« 
tioos*  When  I  fay  this.  Sir,  I  believe,  every  Gentleman,

^ef  Supporters  in  this  Scheme,  were  burnt  in  Effigy  at 
iz^ny  Places  in  the  Kingdom  i  and  as  this  happened  in  the 
Summer  i733»  one  may  esfily  judge,  what  Temper  the 
People  were  in,  with  regard  to  our  Minifters^  the  Summer 
fojlowiog,  when  a  general  Elcdlion  for  a  new  Parliament 
came  neceHarily  on  ;  for  no  one  can  pretend,  they  had  in 
the  mean  Time  done  any  one  Thing,  either  at  Home  or  A- 
bmad,  for  reconciling  themlelvts  to  the  People,  but  on  the 
C4>ntrary,  forae  Officers  had  been  difmifled  for  no  other  Rea- 
ipo«  but  their  appearing  againft  the  Excife-Scheme  ;  and  fc- 
vcraJ  nece^fary  and  popular  Motion5  had  been  rejedcd  in  the 
lail  Scffioo  of  this  Parliament  by  the  Influence  of  our  Minillers*

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An.  i5.Geo,  11.  '  In  ^^^^^  Circaniftances,  Sir,  can  it  be  imagined,  that 
1741.  ..  the  People,  if  left  to  a  free  and  ancorrupted  Choice,  would 
return  a  Majority  of  thofe  who  were  the  profeflTed  Friends 
and  Supporters  of  our  Minifter  ?  Yet  a  Majority  of  fuch  were 
recnrned  as  Members  of  this  Houfe,  and  fome  of  them  were 
rechofen  at  the  very  Places  where  they  had,  but  the  Year 
b^oreyi^been  burnt  in  Effigy.  This  Parliament  accordingly 
behaved  as  the  former  two  had  done  :  They  agreed  to  every 
Thing  the  Minifter  propofed  :  They  approved  of  tvtry 
Thing  he  did.  Abroad  and  at  Home ;  and  they  rejected  e- 
very  Motion,  and  every  Bill,  which  he  but  feemed  to  diflike. 
They  furnifhed  Money  for  1«  leets  and  Armies  to  affift  the  Em- 
fgror,  and  they  alfo  approved  of  our  giving  him  no  Aififtance : 
They  made  a  coniiderable  Addition  to  the  Civil  Lilt,  onder 
Pretence  of  its  fufFering  by  the  Gin-Adl :  *  They  took  na 
Notice  of  the  delufivc  and  provoking  Treatment  our  Com- 
mifTaries  had  met  with  in  Spain,  becaufeour  Minifter  feemed 
refolved  to  put  up  with  any  Thing  rather  than  enter  into  a 
War :  And  to  ium  up  all,  they  approved  of  the  late  ConventioD. 

*  From  hence.  Sir,  I  think,  it  muft  be  prefumed,  that 
this  Parliament  was  chofen  by  the  fame  Sort  of  Influence  the 
two  former  had  been ;  and  upon  the  Choice  of  this  Pkrliar 
ment,  I  muft  make  one  Obfervation  which  ought  to  be  taken 
particular  Notice  of.  Some  of  the  noble  Lords  who  de- 
clared themfelves  openly  againft  the  Excife-Scheme,  and 
perfuaded  their  Friends  in  this  Houfe  *to  Vote  againft  it  1 
were  of  the  fixteen  Peers  for  Scotland.  And  it  is  vciy 
remarkable,  that  not  one  of  all  thofe  Peers  f  could  get 
himfelf  rechofen  at  the  next  Elef^ion,  tho'  they  were  of  as 
good  Families,  and  had  as  good  Characters  as  any  Lords 
in  the  Kingdom  ;  and  every  one  knows,  they  were  turned 
out  of  every  Office  or  Employment  they  held  at  the  Plea- 
fure  of  the  Crown. 

*  Whether  any  corrupt  Praflices  have  been  made  Ufe  of 
for  influencing  Gentlemen  in  their  Way  of  voting,  I  fiiall 
not  pretend  to  decide :  I  hope  every  Gentleman  would  dif- 
dain  being  fo  pradlifed  upon,  and  would  refent  the  Attempt 
in  a  Gentleman-like  Manner ;  but  from  what  I  have  faic^ 
I  hope,  there  will  appear  fomething  moft  than  a  Prefumption, 
that  fome  fuch  Practices  have  been  made  Ufe  of  at  ElcS^tions 
for  20  Years  paft  i  and  when  we  fee  Gentlemen  tum*d  oat

It  the  Pleafure  of  a  Prime  Mini/len     Therefore,  I  hope  it 
till  not  be  made  Ufe  of  as  an  Objedion  to  the  Motion  1  am 
I  make,  that  for  thefelalt  twenty  Years,  Accounts  have  been 
liegularly  laid  before,  and  all  our  Meafures   approved  of  by 
[Parliament.     On  the  contrary^  as  there  is  fo  much  Ground 
or  Sufpicion  of  corrupt  Practices  having  been  made  Ufe  of, 
Ignd  as  thofe  Fraftices  can  be  deteded  by  nothing  Icfs  than 
jhe  Power  and   Authority  of  Parliament,  this  very  Appro- 
'  ation  becomes  one  of  the  Ibongefl  Reafons  for  a  Parliamen- 
tary Inquiry. 

•  After  what  I  have  faid,  Sir,  I  think  it  unnecefTary  to 
enter  into  a  particular  Examination  of  the  many  Steps  in  the 
Conduft  of  our  publick  AfFdirs,  that  have  given  fo  great  Dif- 
gurt  to  the  Nation  ;  and  for  which  no  Reafou  could  ever  yet 
be  aflign'd  that  was  fatisfaftory^  or  fo  much  as  Teemed  fatif- 
faftory  to  thofe  who  neither  poflefled  nor  expeded  any  Place 
under  the  Government.  Some  I  have  cucforSly  mentioned, 
and  if,  upon  this  Occafion,  an  Attempt  fhould  be  made  to 
juftify  any  of  them,  I  hope,  the  Arguments  made  Ufe  of 

I  for  that  Furpofe  will  be  fully  anfwered  by  thofe  whofe  Sen- 
timents are  the  fame  with  mine.  An  impartial  and  Itrift 
Inquiry  into  the  Conduct  of  our  publick  Affairs  is  what  the 
whole  Nation  experts  from  this  new  Parliament ;  and  there- 
iforc  I  (hall  conclude  with  movinjr,  That  a  Committee  be 
appointed  to  inquire  into  the  Condud  of  our  AflPairs  at  Home 
and  Abroad t  during  the  laH  Twenty  Years.*

'  The  Inquiry  moved  for  by  the  Noble   Lord,  is  fo  ge- 
fficraJIy  and  fo  loudly  called  for  by  the  People  without  Dours, 
[and  it  is  what  we  have  in  former  Parliaments  been  fo  often 
'  provoked  to  by  thofe  within,  who  have  had  for  many  Years 
'  the  Dirc^ion  of  our  publick  Affairs,  that   I  can  fuggell  to 
myfclf  but  one  Reafon  for  its  being  now  oppofcd  by  thofe 
vtry    Men^  who  have  formerly  thrown  out  Delia nces,  and 
provoked  us  to  inquire  into  their  Condu»5l.     In  former  Par- 
liaments, when  they   threw  out   thofe  Defiance?,  they  were 
well  n flared  of  havmg  a  great  Majority  of  their  i'>iend&  in 
ihe  Houfe^  and  conlcquenily  of  having  fuch  Gentlemen  nam- 
Vot,  XIH  U  €d 
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An.  15- Geo.  II. c^  to  be  of  the  Secret  Conunittee,  as  would  follow  their 
S741.        Diredions  in  the  Inquiry  they  were  to  make  ;  and  from 
'  fuch  an  Inqairy  they  coold  fear  no  Dknger,  even  tho^  the 
Evidence  of  their  Guilt  had  been  as  clear  as  the  Suti  at 
Noon- Day. 

*  That  this,  Sir,  would  be  the  Confequence  they  ktt^  by 
Experience,  becaufe  they  had  had  a  Proof  of  it  in  the  AEur 
relating  to  the  Frauds  of  the  Cuftoms,  which  was  bftmght 
under  the  Confideracion  of  the  Houfe  by  the  famous  Ej^ofe- 
Scheme ;  for  the  Reafon  given  for  putting  that  infuffehkble 
Yoke  upon  the  Necks  of  the  People  was,  the  many  FfaVds 
committed  in  the  CuHoms.  Thefe  Frauds  our  Minifters  faid 
were  entirely  owing  to  the  Artifice  and  Cunnine  of  our  Mer- 
chants and  Shop  keepers ;  and  that  it  was  imporable  to  prevent 
or  put  a  Stop  to  them,  any  other  Way  than  by  taming  all 
the  coofiderable  Branches  of  our  CuHoms  into  an  Extife.  On 
the  other  Hand,  our  Merchants  infifted,  that  moft  of  the 
Frauds  in  our  Cuftoms  were  owing  to  the  Mifcondud,  Ne- 
gleft  or  Connivance  in  the  Officers,  and  that  they  might  be 
almoft  entirely  prevented  by  fome  proper  Regulations,  and 
by  having  a  watchful  Eye  over  the  Conduct  of  our  Cuflom- 
Houfe  Officers. 

*  This,  I  fay,  Sir,  our  Merchants  infifted  on.  They  not 
only  iniiiled  upon  it,  but  they  went  farther :  They  got  their 
Friends  in  the  Houfe  to  move  for  an  Inquiry  into  the  Frands 
of  the  Cudoms ;  and  our  Miniflers  having  fet  thofe  Frands 
in  fuch  a  hideous  Light,  could  not  avoid  confcntmg  to  fuch 
an  Inquiry  ;  but  what  was  the  Confequence  ?  As  they  had  a 
great  Majority  in  the  Houfe,  the  Commiffioners  of  the  Trea- 
ury,  *  and  a  few  more  of  their  own  particular  Friends, 
were  put  upon  this  feleft  Committee  of  Inquiry.  That  is 
to  fay,  the  Gentlemen  who  have  the  Nomination,  both  of 
the  Commiffioners  and  Officers  of  the  Cufloms,  arid  are, 
confequently,  anfwerable  for  their  Conduct,  were  appointed 
to  inquire  into  and  dctedl  their  Mifcondu6t,  without  any  Tn- 
demnifcation  to  thofe  Smugglers  that  fhould  come  to  give 
Evidence  againft  a  Commiffiuner  or  Officer,  or  to  any  infe- 
rior Officer  that  (hould  come  to  give  Evidence  againft  his  Su- 
perior. Upon  tlie  Appointment  of  fuch  a  Committee,  the 
Merchants  cefpaired  of  any  Succefs,  therefore  they  refolved 
to  give  thenifelves  no  Trouble  j  and  the  Inquiry  ended,  as 
every  one  expefted  it  would,  in  a  Juftification  of  all  the 
Commiffioners  and  Officers  of  our  Cufloms.

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*  This  wns  a  moft  certain  Proof  to  our  Minillers,  that 
tiicy  coald  never  be  in  any  Danger  from  an  Inquiry  into 
tiieir  Conduft,  as  long  as  they  had  fo  great  a  Majority 
in  Parliament ;  and  accordingly,  from  henceforth,  they 
began  to  be  more  frequent,  and  more  picfumptuous  in 
throwing  oat  their  Defiances  than  they  had  ever  been  before. 
But  the  Cafe  is  now  altered  :  The  Majority  of  this  Houfe

a  Rcaibn  for  their  endeavouring  now  to  prevent,  what  they 
have  fo  often  provokM  i  bat  if  they  do,  it  will  be  a  ftronger 
Argument  for  the  Motion,  than  any  I  can  think  of  in  its  Fa- 
vour, and  therefore  I  Ihall  add  no  more,  bat  conclude  with 
feconding  what  the  Noble  Lord  has  propoft^d.

*  The  Honourable  Gentleman  who  fpoke  lafl,  has  fuggef- 
tcd  fuch  a  Rcafon  for  oppofing  this  Motion,  as»  I  believe, 
he  thinks,  will  make  Gentlemen  alhamed  to  oppofe  it ;  and, 
indeed,  if  1  were  upon  this  Queilion  to  determine  myfelf  by 
the  Kegard  I  have  for  the  Adminillration,  and  without  any 
^Regard  co  my  Country,  or  to  the  Digniiy  of  this  Houfe,  I 
ihould  be  far  from  oppofmg  it :  On  the  contrary,  I  flioold,

L  would  put  an  End  to  all  ihofe  Calumnies,  which  by  fome

think  it  wojild  be  dangerous  ;  becaafe  an  nnneceflary  laqai- 
ty  I  take  to  be  inconfiftent  vnth  the  Dignity  of  thie  Hoofi% 
and  an  Inqniry,  at  fuch  a  critical  Conjanaure  as  the  pre-

his  Charader  ?  Suppofe  we  had  Reafon  t6  think  that  the 
Charge  againll  him  was  not  altogether  groundlefSy  would 
it  be  prudent  or  rig^ht  in  us  to  divert  onrfeives  with  an  in- 
quiry into  his  Condudl,  at  a  Time  when  the  very  Being  of 
the  Nation  was  at  Stake,  and  when  the  Preiervation  of  our 
Country  required  our  clofcft  Attention  ? 

*  Upon  both  chefe  Accounts,  Sir,  I  muft  be  againt  the 
Inquiry  propofcd.  I  do  not  think  there  is  the  leaft  Truth 
in  the  Stories  that  have  been  propagated,  nor  the  lead 'Foun- 
dation for  any  Charge  that  has  been  brought  againfi>''  the 
Admiiiiilration  in  general,  or  againft  any  particular  Man 
concerned  in  it.  They  are  all,  indeed,  without  any  Proof, 
or  they  are  of  fuch  a  Nature  as  I  *  cannot  think  crixmnal } 
becaufe  tbcy  relate  to  the  Meafures  purfued  by  the  Adinini'- 
ftration,  all  or  mod  of  which  I  have,  as  a  Member  of  -  this 
Houfe,  approved  of,  becaufe  at  the  Time  they  were  refpee^ 
tively  traniaded  I  thought  them  right.  And  if  any  of  them 
fhould  now  appear  to  have  been  wrong,  which  I  am  far 
from  being  convinced  of,  I  mud  impute  the  £n%ir totbe 
Weakncfs  of  human  Wifdom,  and  not  to  any  criminal'  In- 
tention in  thofe  that  advifed  or  purfued  them. 

*  This,  Sir,  is  my  Way  of  thinking,  and  while  I  think 
fo,  I  mud  look  upon  an  Inquiry  into  the  Conduct  of  t)ur 
publick  Affairs  as  abfolutely  unnecedhry,  and  confeqaendy  - 
inconfident  with  the  Dignity  of  this  Houfe.  But  iuppofil 
I  thought  otherwife  :  Suppofe  I  thought  Tome  of  onr  Mi* 
niders  had>  through  Weaknefs  or  Wickednefs,  mided  the 
Crown,  or  that  they  had  been  guilty  of  illegal  Pra6Hces  m  :

*  J  he  Power  of  this  Houfe  is,  'tis  true,  vaftty  extenfive : 
I  hope,  it  will  always  be  fupcrior  to  the  Power  of  any  Of- 
ieodtf  whatfocver  ;  but  great  ai  it  is,  wc  cannot  exert  it 
igainiV  OiFenders  in  high  Stations,  without  taking  up  a 
great  deal  of  our  Time,  and  raifing  a  mighty  Biiilk  in  the 
Nation,  the  Confequence  of  which,  with  regard  to  oar  do* 
mellick  Quiet,  no  Man  can  pretend  to  forcfee  or  determine. 
Therefore,  however  much  we  may  have  fuffered  by  the

Mr  Fbiili^s  fpokc  next  to  the  Effedt  as  follows  : 

*  I  am  furprifed  to  hear  the  Motion  made  by  the  noble 
Lord  oppofcd  by  any  Gentleman  in  this  Houfe :  A  Motion 
founded  in  JuAice,  I'apportcd  by  Precedent,  and  warranted 
by  Neccflity*  Not  only  Juilice  to  the  Nation,  but  JuiHce 
to  thofc  that  have  been  m  the  Adminillraiion,  calh  (qt  an 
Inquiry,  that  cvery^  Man's  Ad  ions  may  fpeak  for  him,  and 
that  Ccnfurc  may  be  confined  to  thole  only  that  have  de- 
ferved  it.

Treaty  after  Treaty,  Convention  ^after:  Con- 
vention, and  what  did  thefe  all  end  in  but  War  ?  How  htm 
that  War  been  condafted  ?  Why,  fhamefuUy,  feandaloofly, 
to  the  Encottrageraent  of  the  Enemy  and  the  Difliofiooc  of 
the  Nation  :  Large  Fleets  fitted  out  to  fight  the  Seas  only^ 
and  return  fhatcered  and  torn,  to  Spithead^  white  tb^  Sofia^r 
were  every  Day  feizing  our  Ships  for  want  of  Craicen  and 
Convoys,  and  neighbouring  Nations  taking  this  Advantage 
to  fupplant  us  in  Trade.  A  gallant  Admiral  was  indeed 
fent  to  the  Weft- Indies,  but  fent  too  late,  and  not  (apported 
when  there  :  Another  was  fent  to  the  Mtdittrrautmn,  but 
with  what  Intent  I  know  not,  nnlefs  it  was  to  C(wef  an 
Embarkation  of  Sfanijh  Troops  for  Italy,  .;  ■ 

'  Shall  a  Brittjh  Houfe  of  Commons  not  inquire  into  tht 
Caafes  of  thefe  Things  ?  They  muU :  They  will,  Sirw.^ 
forfeit  all  the  Reputation  they  have  hitherto  gained.  AxA 
if  Thefe  are  to  be  inquired  into,  what  better.  Method 
than  by  a  Seled  Ccmmiictee  to  be  chofen  by  BdUot  \  lich 
a  Parlianventary  Method  that  has  been  attended  with 
good  Confequences  to  the  Nation,  but  fatal  ooes^  indeed^ 
to  thofe  chat  have  made  an  Abufe  of  Power ;  and  ^tis  .unac- 
countable to  me,  that  any  others  butfuch,  or  thofe  that  have 
a  Mind  to  fcrcen  them,  fhould  make  an  Oppofition  Co  it^ 
For  my  own  Part,  if  it  was  the  Cafe  of  my  Brother,  if  he 
was  innocent,  J  (hould  think  this  the  propereH  Method  to 
make  chst  Innocence  appear ;  and  if  he  was  guilty,  I  (hookl 
think  it  the  greateil  Crime  in  me,  to  endeavour  to  fcreea 
him  from  National  Juilice,  therefore,  I  am  moil  heartily  iisur 
the  Queflion. 

M  Hen    F  ^^  Henry  Fox  *  fpoke  to  the  following  Purpofe  : 

^       *         .  Mr  speaker, 

*  When  I  confider  the  prefent  Circumftances.of  this  Nati- 
on and  of  Europe  :  When  I  reflect,  that  we  are  now  engaged 
in  open  War  with  one  of  the  moil  potent  Kingdoms  in 
Europe,  upon  the  Event  of  which  both  our  Trade  and  Na*- 
vigacion  depend  :  When  I  reflect  that  Eurcpe  is  now  engaged 

.  <i.  ;in 

*  Surveyor-General  of  his  Majefty's  Works. 
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in  a  War,  upon  the  Event  of  which  its  Liberty  depends,  and  An*  tsicno,  IL 
by  which  rt  will  probably  be  cnilavcd,  unlers  we  intcrpofe  '74i- 
with  the  Ucmoft  of  our  Strength,  I  cannot  but  be  of  Opinion, 
I  think  every  Man  mufl,  that  Union  amongll  ourfclvcs  waa 
iiever  more  ncceflkry  than  it  is  at  this  important  Cnfis:  And 
therefore,  I  am  not  a  little  farprifed  to  hear  a  Propofition 
fcrroufly  made,  and  vigoroufly  fupportcd  in  this  Houfe, 
which  mail  neceiTarily  not  only  revive  afl  our  former  Divi- 
sions, but  create  new  ones  amongft  us,  and  excite  more 
violent  Animofiiics  than  any  that  have  appeared  in  this  King- 
dom for  many  Years. 

*  That  this.  Sir,  would  be  the  Effe^  of  a  general  Inquiry 
Ittto  the  Gonduft  of  our  publick  Affairs  for  fo  many  Years 
pad,  we  mail  fuppofe  from  the  Experience  of  all  former  In* 
(jairies  j  and  as  the  Inquiry  now  propofcd  is  more  general, 
and  comprehends  a  longer  Time,  than  any  fuch  Inquiry  e- 
ter  did,  this  Effeft  will  not  only  be  the  more  certain  but  the 
more  fatal.  Nay  that  this  will  be  the  Efftfdt  mull  appear 
from  the  very  Nature  of  the  Charge  upon  which  the  Moti* 
on  is  founded  ;  for  the  Charge  confifts  chiefly,  not  in  Fads 
or  Pradices  that  muft  be  admitted  to  be  Crimes,  but  in  Al- 
legations that  the  Meafures  we  have  been  purfuing  were 
wrong,  notwithftanding  their  having  been  all  authorifcd  or 
approved  of  by  Parliament.  Mull  not  this  of  Courfe  revive 
all  our  former  Difputcs  about  the  Fitnefs  or  Unfitncfs  of 
thofc  Meafures  ?  And  when  the  Condemnation  or  Acquital  of 
Men  in  high  Stations  depends  upon  the  Fate  of  the  Queftion, 
muft  not  ibofe  Dirpuies  be  carried  on  with  greater  Animofi- 
ty,  I  may  fay  with  greater  Fury  than  ever  they  were  before  f 

*  Oite  Part  of  the  Charge,  indeed,  I  fliall  admit  to  be 
criminal.  To  apply  the  publick  Money  towards  corrupting 
the  Members  of  this  Houfe,  or  the  Voters  at  any  Elcdion, 
mull  by  all  Men  be  allowed  to  be  a  Crime  ;  but  it  is  pieafant 
to  obferve,  how  the  Advocates  for  this  Motion  attempt  to 
prove  this  Part  of  their  Charge.  With  regard  to  the  Mea- 
fures that  have  been  appovcd  of  by  Parliament,  they  iirft 
fuppofe  that  thofe  Meafures  were  apparently  wrong  j  and 
their  Inference  from  thence  is,  that  therefore  the  Members 
mud  have  been  under  a  corrupt  Influence,  otherwife  fuch 
Meafures  could  not  have  met  with  an  Approbation  in  Par- 
liament. Then  with  regard  to  Elc6licns,  they  iirlt  fuppofe 
that  the  Majority  of  the  Eledors  were  difratisfied  with  ihe 
Meafures  of  the  Adminiflration,  and  would  confequcntlf 
have  fcnt  up  diffatrshcd  Reprefentative*,  if  they  had  been 
left  to  a  free  and  uncorruptcd  Choice  $  but  as  they  did  not 
do  fo,  therefore  the  Eleftors  were  certainly  nndcr  a  corrupt 
iDfluence.     This  is  all  the  Proof  they  have  hitherto  offered. 
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1741*     .  confidered  by  this  Houfe  as  a  fuiBcient  Ground  for  an  Xa- 
quiry  ? 

•  Qtieftions  in  Politics,  Sir,  are  of  fuch  a  Nature  tbac 
they  feldom  or  never  admit  of  a  DemonflratioD  ;  and,  con- 
fequently,  in  Councries  where  the  People  are  allowed  to 
fpeak  their  Minds^  they  will  always  be  of  diiTerent  Senti- 
ments with  regard  to  thefe  fort  of  Quellions*  For  this  Rear 
fon,  Gentlemen  ihould  not  be  fo  unchanuible  as  to  fuppofe, 
that  every  Man  who  differs  from  them  in  Opinion  is  cor- 
rupt, or  that  he  forms  his  judgment  from  any  Thing 
but  the  Conviction  of  bis  ConfcieQce  i  and  therefore,  a  Par- 
liament's having  approved  of  any  Meafure  I  thought  wrong, 
fhalt  never  by  me  be  thought  a  Proof  of  its  being  under  any 
Sort  of  corrupt  Influence:  Confequently  what  they  have  of- 
fered, cannot  be  admitted  as  a  Proof,  even  by  thofc  who  arc 
convinced  that  the  Meafures  purfucd  by  the  Adminiflration 
were  apparently  wrong,  and  much  lefs  by  thofe  who  are  con- 
vinced that  thofe  Meafures  were  right. 

Now,  Sir,  with  regard  toEleflions:  They  fay,  our  Elec- 
tions mulVhave  been  under  a  corrupt  Influence,  bccaufe  the 
Reprefentativcs  were  not  of  the  fame  Complexion  with  the 
Majority  of  their  Conflituents.  Here  Hkcwife  the  Proof 
they  offer  is  a  downright  begging  the  Queftion.  That  thcrt 
have  been,  axe  now,  and  aUvays  will  be  fome  Men  withodt 
Doors,  as  well  as  within,  who  difapprove  of  the  Meafurca* 
parfued  by  ourGoverntnent,  I  do  not  in  the  leaft  qucflion  i 
but  that  a  Majority  of  the  better  Sort  of  People  arc  fo,  or 
have  lately  been  fo,  I  cannot  adniit.  Great  En^cavoun, 
great  Artifice,  and  great  Induilry,  have,  I  know,  been 
lately  ufed  to  impofe  upon  and  make  them  foj  and  thofc 
Endeavours  may  upon  feveraJ  Occafions  have  had  fome  Ef- 
fed  ^ipon  the  giddy  Mob  ;  but  our  Eledions,  thank  God  1 
do  not  depend  upon  fuch  People.  They  arc  generally  go- 
verned by  Men  of  Fortune  and  Undertlandliig  ;  and  of  fuch. 
our  Minillcrs,  for  this  twenty  Years  pafl,  have  been  fo  hap* 
py  as  to  have  a  Majority  in  their  Favour.  Therefore* 
when  we  talk  of  People  with  regard  to  Elcftions,  we  ought 
to  think  only  of  thofe  of  the  better  Sort,  without  compre- 
hending the  Mob  Of  mere  Dregs  of  the  People  j  for  an  Elec- 
tion may  be  free  and  un corrupted  tho*  thefe  appear  a- 
gainll  it,  but  would  be  very  far  from  being  free,  if  tne  Elc^ 
tors  were  intimidated  and  compelled  to  vote  as  dire£led  bv 
a  tumultuous  Mob  of  low  People ;  and  by  them  only  it  wa^* 
that  any  Member  of  this  Houfe  was  burnt  in  Efiigy  cm  Ac- 
count of  the  late  Excife- Scheme ;  confequently,  tho*  that 
Mcmjitr  was  rechofen  at  the  fame  Place  for  a  Dciv  Parliaoieitt, 
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live  are  not  to  concladc,  that  his  Ele^lon  proceeded  from  An.  15.  G<o.ir? 
Bribery  or  Corrtiption,  becaufe,  perhaps,  no  one  of  thofe  who        i74'» 
afniled  at  burning  him  in  Effigy  had  any  Vote,  Interclt,  or 
Concern  in  his  Ele^ion. 

•  Having  thus  Ihewn,  Sir,  that  the  Charge  upon  which 
this  Motion  is  founded,  coniifts  of  Allegaiiona  of  Fads  which 
are  not  admitted  to  be  criminal,  or  of  criminal  Fa£b  unfqp- 
ported  by  any  Proof,  I  mull  next  obfervc,  that,  I  believe^ 
you  cannot  find  upon  your  Journals  a  Precedent  for  entering 
into  a  Parliamentary  Inquiry,  unlefs  where  Meafurcs  had 
been  purfued  that  were  admitted  by  a  great  Majority  of  the 
Houfir,  as  well  as  the  Nation,  to  be  criminal,  or  unlefs  fomc 
criounal  Pradiccs  were  alledged  that  were  notorioufly  known 
to  ha\^  been  committed,  or  fuch  as  the  Member  who  mo- 
ved  for  the  Inquiry  undertook  to  prove.  The  general  In- 
4|uiry  that  was  fet  on  Foot  in  the  Year  r7i5,  was  founded 
upon  Meafares  that  were  apparently  criminal,  and  fuch  as 
were  thought  to  be  fo  by  a  great  Majority  of  that  Houfe 
of  Commons.  A  moft  glorious  War  had  been  put  an  End  to 
by  a  nioft  infamous  Peace :  Our  Allies  had  been  defcrtcd,  if 
not  betrayed  :  A  moil  deftrudivc  I'reaty  of  Commerce  had 
been  concluded  with  France;  and  when  we  might  huve  pre- 
icribed  Terms  to  our  Enemies,  our  Mmiffer%  from  fome  fel- 
£ih,  if  not  criminal  Views  of  thcrr  osvn,  fubmitted  to  receive 
Terms  from  them.  Thefe  were  fuch  Meafur'es  as  almoft 
every  Mm  condemned,  except  thofe  that  were  concerned  in 
adviiing  them,  or  carrying  them  on  ;  and  therefore  they 
furnifhcd  the  Parliament  withajufl  Foundation  for  an  In- 
quiry I  but  of  late  Years,  1  am  fare,  no  fuch  Meafares  have 
been  purfued,  nor  any  Meafares  that  can,  or,  I  believe, 
will  be  condemned  by  a  great  Majority  of  this  Houfe  of  Com- 
monf.  Therefore,  we  can  now  have  no  Pretence  for  fetting 
op  an  Inquiry,  unlefs  fome  particular  criminal  Fads  Ihoold 
be  alledged  and  offered  to  be  proved  ;  and  even  in  this  Cafe, 
we  could  have  no  Pretence  for  a  general  Inquiry  :  We  could 
inquire  only  into  the  particular  Fadls  complained  of,  which 
would  take  up  much  Ids  of  our  Time,  and  give  lefs  Dilliir- 
bance  to  the  Nation,  than  a  general  Inquiry  into  the  Con- 
dafl  of  our  publick  Affairs  for  twenty  Years  paft. 

*  Such  a  general  Inquiry,  with  fuch  a  long  Retrofpeft, 
if  Without  Precedent,  and  would  be  a  mod  dangerous  Prece- 
dent. If  fuch  an  Inquiry  fliould  be  agreed  to,  and  a  Com- 
_:..,,.  ippointed  for  that  Purpofe,  it  would  be  of  Cburfe  in- 

,  that  all  Papers  of  State,  even  thofe  of  the  moll 
iccrct  Waiure,  (hould  be  laid  before  them  j  and,  indeed,  they 
could  not  make  their  Inquiry  complcat  without  having  all 
Tttch  Papers.  Our  Committees  appointed  upon  fuch  Occafi- 
Vot,  XIII  X  <ku* 


Aft.  if  GAo-n.oft5*JC»  ^  ItrtOWi  Ciilled  Secret  Committees;  but  howju^jy, 
174.^  Experience  mafy  fbew  ;  for  few  impOTtaot  Secrets  have  long 

rtraain'd  io,  after  being  once  laid  before  foch  a  Committee  ; 
I 'and  the  Nature  of  the  Thing  fpcaks  itfelf,  for  when  a  Se- 
f  ccret  is  committed  to  a  great  Number  of  Perfon*,  every  one 
)  't>f  them  becomes  the  lefs  careful  of  concealing  it,  becanie 
when  it  is  difcovered,  it  is  not  cafy  to  fix  the  Difcovcry  op* 
on  any  one  of  them.     Therefore  iffuch  a  Precedent  were 
once  made,  we  could  never  hope   to  keep  any  Secret^  nor 
ivould  any  Foreign  State,  or  any  Foreigner  of  Confeqacflci^, 
ever  enter  into  any  fecret  Tranfaftion  with  our  Gorerninent ; 
bccaufc  he  could  not  know,  but  that  the  Secret  might,  twenty 
Years  afterwards,  be  difcovered  by  a  Parliamenuiry  Inquiry 
with  a  twenty  Years  Retrofpcft. 

•  But  befides  being  a  dangeroos  Precedent,  Sir,  the  fet- 
ting  up  fuch  an  Inquiry  at  this  Junfture  might,  nay,  prCh 
bably  would,  be  attended  with  the  moil  fatal  Confcquencet^ 
both  with  refpeft  to  oiir  War  againft  Spain^  and  with  re- 
fpeft  to  our  Negotiations  for  prefer ving  a  Balance  of  Power 
in  Europe.  As  we  have  for  fome  Time  been  carry mg  on  a 
War  againft  Spain^  it  is  not  to  be  doubted  but  our  MmJllers 
have  h:id  fomc  fecret  Intelligence  from  thence  1  Otrr  very 
News  Papers  tdl  us  that  the  Court  of  Spain  have  difcovered 
a  riot  for  delivering  the  Gnym  into  their  Hands ;  and  cho' 
that  Plot  has  been  difcovered,  yet  we  may  from  thence  pre- 
fume,  that  our  Miuillers  have  flill  a  fecret  Correfpondence  in 
Spain :  Would  it  no:  be  of  the  moft  fatal  Confcquence  to 
have  that  Intelligence,  or  that  Correfpondencc  difcovered  ? 
And  can  anyone  anfwcr  for  its  being  kept  concealed,  after 
being  expofed  to  a  Secret  Committee  of  this  Hopfe.  and 
M  the  Secretaries  and  Clerks  that  muft  ncccffirily  be  em- 
ployed by  them.  We  mail  likewife  fuppofe,  that  fevcral 
Schemes  have  been  laid  before  our  Minillcrs  for  attacking 
the  SpamarJs^  both  in  Eur  oft  and  Anurica^  and  fomc  of 
thofe  Schemes  may  probably  be  fuch  as  ought  to  be  carried 
imo  Execation  ;  would  it  be  prudent  in  us,  to  run  the  Riik 
X)f  having  all  or  any  of  thofe  Schemes  difcovered  to  the  E- 
ncmy  ?  And  yet  this  Rifk  we  mull  run,  if  the  prefent  Mo- 
tion fhould  be  agreed  to. 

*  Then,  Sir,  with  regard  to  our  Negotiations:  Ab  ihc 
Flames  of  War  have  been  above  a  Twelvemonth  fmce  kindled 
in  Germatiy  :  As  there  is  a  mofl powerful  Confederacy  formed 
agsinft  the  Hoofc  of  Aufiriay  we  mult  fuppofc,  that  oer 
Court  have  been  carrying  on  Negotiations  for  drawing  &^nt 
of  the  Powers  off  from  that  Confederacy,  and  for  forming 
»  Counter-Confederacy  in  Favour  of  the  Queen  cf  HuM^my* 
In  all  fach  Cafes,  as  every  Court  in  Euroft  has  its  own 
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particular  Views  and  IntcreAs,  the  Negotiations  miifl  be  of  Au 
a  rnqd  fecrct  Nature  :  Arguments  mull  be  made  ufe  o/t  and 
Memorial  delivered  at  one  Court,  which  it  would  be  raoll 
fatal  to  have  difcovered  to  another  ,•  and  as  all  thole  rranfadi- 
oas  are  ye:  in  Embrio,  can  we  dcfire,  that  hisMajelly  ftiould 
lay  the  VV^hole  before  a  Comitiittee  of  thx£  Houie  ?  Can  we 
fuppofe  it  to  be  confiftent  with  his  Honour  lo  do  To,  wiicn  we 
muH  fuppofe,  ihat  he  has,  at  JeaJl  with  iomeot  thofe  Courts, 
engaged  to  keep  the  ^'ranfai^tion  (o  fecrei  as  not  to  com- 
municate it  to  any  but  to  fome  of  his  chief  MiniHers  of 
State  ? 

•  Upon  the  Whole,  Sir*  I  can  fee  no  Occafion  we  have 
far  the  Inquiry  propoled  ;  and  if  I  did,  I  chink  ic  impo/Tible^ 
in  our  prefent  Circumllances,  to  carry  it  on  with  tJTe^. 
This  is  my  fincere  Opinion ;  and  as  1  can  fee  no  Danger  or 
Inconvenience  in  delaying  ic  for  a  Vear  or  two,  in  which 
Time  our  own  Trauquifiiy,  as  well  as  the  Tranquility  of 
Europt^  may,  perhaps,  be  re-eftabliOicd,  and  all  thofe  grand 
Affairs  which  are  now  in  Agitation  linalty  ended,  I  mufl 
therefore  bc*againll  the  Motion,  and  I  hope  the  noble  Lord^ 
when  he  conliders  thofe  Things^  will  agree  ro  have  ic  with- 
drawn. 

Mr  Vtlttrt  Carnewall  fpoke  next,  as  follows :  jvf  (.  ComewaQ, 

Sir, 

•  I  do  not  get  up,  as  prefuming  to  think  any  Thing  that 
I  flialJ  offer  can  inforce  a  Qaellion  of  this  Importance.  But 
as  this  Queftion  tends  to  an  Inquiry  into  thofe  Mcafures, 
which,  in  the  univerfal  Opinion  of  Mankind,  have  been 
thought  fo  deftrui^ivc  to  this  Nation,  an  Opinion  which, 
tho'  in  my  private  Sentiments  I  have  ever  joined  in,  yet,  as 
I  have  never  had  an  Opportunity  of  giving  my  publick  Te- 
iHmony  againJl  them,  I  cannot  now  refrain  from  expreiTmg 
my  Sati&faftion  at  feeing  the  Time  come,  when  they  will 
be  thoroughly  lifted  ;  and  it  is  with  Joy  I  look  on  myfelf 
&i  now  going  to  give  a  Pledge  to  the  Publick,  that  I  ftull 
tver  look  upon  bad  Meafures  witii  equal  Deteflation. 

•  The  People  of  England^  reduced  almoft  to  a  State  of 
Befpondcncy  from  the  ruinous  Condu£l  hitherto  purfued 
Ua  many  Years  pail,  have  placed  their  only  and  laft  Hopes 
iQ  the  Independence,  Jullice,  and  Firmnefs  of  this  Parlia- 
metic  :  It  is  from  this  Con6dence  that  every  honed  Man  in 
the  Kingdom  now  chcarfully  fubmits  to  the  Burden  we  are 
necefiitafed  to  impofe  on  ihcm  ^  as  they  expert  to  fee  Free- 
dom and  Happinefs  fccured  to  them  at  Home,  and  national 
Honour  retrieved  Abroad, —  But  as  thefe  Hopes  can  only 
be  anfvvcrcd  by  an  Alteration  of  thofe  Meafurcs  that  have 
orcifianed   their  DiUrefs  and  Complaint?,  how   bafiled  will 
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Ai|yi$*,^c«iiliMi«y  think  ihemfdved  In  their  fixpeftatioM^  (hould  the  Mown 
1741*  tion  ibat  has  b«en  naadc  to  yoMj  .be  T€jc£ted  in  ibis  HoofcM 
How  ill  an  Esu-neA  would  it  be,  that  wc  intended  an  Ali^h 
ration  of  Me*fgfe«>  fhould  we  <i<clin^  an  Inquiry  into  thofe 
that  have  been  fo  cried  odt  agaioft  I  Could  they  pofiibly 
fuppofe  it  to  be  from  any  other  Motive  than  an  Appr«h«ii-»« 
£on>  kit  we  might  lay  a  Foundation  for  condemning  onfD 
own  future  Condud,  by  countenancing  an  Inquiry  into  chaf ' 
of  others,  which  i»  p^ed  f  "   ' 

•  But>  Sir,  whether  the  unlverfal  Complaint  of  paft  MeiNo 
fares  be  the  Ef¥e6t  of  Artifice  and  Miireprereniatton  (as  migkiJ 
be   preteudtd)    on  a  weak  and  deluded  People,  or  fpringsit 
from  the  real  Grievances  of  an  itijujed  and  right-diiceming' 
one,  I  fay,  whichfoever  be   the  Cafe,  furely  it  is  a  Defe- 
rence, an  indulgence  at  leait,  which  in  Decency,  in  Daty^ 
k  becomes  this  Houfe  10  (hew  the  collcdlive  Body  of  the 
People  of  Great  Briiaif/,   by  giving   them  that  Sadsfa^oa 
which  a  thorough  Difquifition  into  theSubjedsof  Coraplabt, 
only  can,  and  only  ought  to  give  them. 

'  And  therefore,  for  God''s  Sake  f  let  every  Gemkman 
jeflc6l  on  the  Confeqaences  that  will  attend  yoar  Deternun: 
nation  in  the  AiFair  before  you.  Is  the  Screening  a  fe*r) 
publtck  tkrinquents  from  Inquiry^  to  be  put  in  fiaUnce 
with  the  giving  Rcpofe  to  the  dilturbed  Minds  of  the  wholes 
People  of  three  Kingdoms  ?  ^^-^ 

•  Inquiry  is  the  Criterion  of  publick  Virtue:  Tt  mzy^, 
like  Itljurhr%  Spear,  detcdl  a  Devil,  however  difgui fed  ib 
the  Shape  of  an  Angel,  but  can  never  obfcurc  the  Bright- 
nef?  of  Truth.  If  Meafures  have  been  right*  they  will 
lUnd  julHficd  by  it,  and  the  People  of  England  will  idk^ 
fatiiiied  :  If  they  have  been  iniquitous,  the  People  expc^ 
Juilice  on  whomfoever  the  Guilt  falls,  and  whetcfoevor  it 
may  extend  Itfelf.  It  is  not  a  narrow  pcrfonal  Inquiry  that 
is  aimed  at,  meanly  confined  to  this  or  that  Offender, 
but  an  Inquiry  into  Offences,  whcrcfocver  they  fliall  hfll 
found,  that  becomes  the  Dignity  of  this  Houfe.  .u 

•  I  fhall   not  take  up  your  Time  fo  unneceffarily,  as  to 
enter  into  a    particular  Difquifition   of  thofe  Meafures  that 
call  for  this  Inquiry,  which  have  been  fo  often  and  fo  weR' 
txpofed,  and    which   fpealc  more  flrongly  their  own  Guill^i 
thdo  the  mod  powerful  Eloquence  can  point  out.     Uiwxp<^  - 
rienced  as  lam  in  Matters  of  a  publick  Nature,  rQiould. 
think  it  no  difficult  Tafk,  to  run  through  a  Dcduftlon  of . 
our  publick  Mi fm a nagejBent,  both  at  Home  and  Abroad,  loo  i 
grofs  not  to  be  the  Objefls  of  common  Difcernment,  and 
iome  In  (lances  perhaps  that  have  not  come  within  the  Norr< 
tice  of  the  general  Complaint,    B^it  I  Jhould  think  fuch  a 
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mtoiice  DJrcuffion  not  onljr  unneceflftry  hut  improper,  a$  this  An*  45.  Geo,  II, 
Motion  16  moil  juAly  founded  00  the  gentra)  Face  of  Things,  1741* 
and  HOC  to  be  diverted  by  giving  room  for  a  Debate  on  Par* 
ticdars,  the  proper  Subje^  of  fature  Cojiilderation.  And, 
Srr^  was  it  only  from  what  you  heard  the  other  Day 
at  your  Bax^  and  the  Refolucions  this  Houfe  came  inco  in 
Confcqueoce  *of  it,  the  Expediency  of  the  prefent  Motion 
wuuld  be  fuiicientty  inforced. 

*  We  have  groaned  under  an  Admitiiftration  that  have  not 
only  taken  every  Step  to  deRroy  our  own  Liberties  at  Home, 
but  have  made  us  acceilary  in  fubverting,  at  leail  indanger- 
ing  ali  the  Liberties  of  Europe ;  «vho  have  made  the  Btitifi 
Name  the  Contempt  of  its  Enemies,  and  lofl  the  Confidence 
of  thofe,  whom  Parity  of  Interefl  fhould  make  us  coniider 
as  our  Friends :  An  Admiiiiilration  whofe  InHuence  has  dif- 
fufed  Neglc£t,  Abufe,  and  Corruption  into  every  the  mofl 
minute  Branch  of  our  domeilick  Oeconomy  \  for  there  is 
hardly  an  0£ice  in  the  Kingdom,  from  the  lowed  to  the 
higheil,  that  docs  not  calJ  aloud  for  Parliamentary  Inquiry  : 
An  Adminifiration  that,  when  it  durft  no  longer  withftand 
the  united  Voice  of  a  jullly  enraged  People,  clofed  itfelf,  in 
fome  Part,  with  the  higheft,  the  mod  provoking  Strains  of 
Infolcncc,  that  ever  were  dared  to  be  offered  to  any  Nation 
under  the  San  in  our  Circumftanccs,  by  making  the  moll  di* 
Ainguifh'd  Inltrumems  of  the  moft  detelled  Meafurcs  tri- 
umph, by  their  Exaltation  over  the  Injuries  and  Refcntmetit 
of  the  whole  ^r/z^/i^  Nation. 

*  Bur,  Sir,  it  is  the  future  good  Confequences  that  will  at- 
ttod  this  Inquiry,  and  the  Examples  arifing  from  it,  that 
prevail  with  me,  over  all  other  Coniiderations :  I  have  no 
doabc  of  feeing  a  Reformation  of  Mcafurcs  for  fome  Time  : 
Who,  that  looks  round  this  AJTembly,  can  doubt  it,  as  long 
as  it  fubilils  thus  conitituttd  ?  A  wife  and  boneit  Parliament 
will  always  make  thofe  in  the  Dire^ion  of  Affairs  fo  too. 
But  all  th^ic  Things  have  their  Periods,  whereas  Examples 
are  of  perpetual  Security. 

*  We  arc  now,  Sir,  in  a  Situation,  both  as  to  our  fbreigti 
and  domeilick  AiFairs,  which  points  out  Union  as  the  only 
Means  that  can  make  us  a  glorious  and  happy  People,  and 
found  the  Throne  of  this  Royal  Family,  which  every  Man 
of  common  Scnfe  and  Honefty  muft  wi(h  for,  on  that  never 
ta  be  fliakcn  Bafis,  the  undivided  Hcnrts  of  the  People, 
And,  Thanks  be  to  God  I  the  pleafing  Profpcfl  already  o- 
ptns  itfelf,  by  the  fubfiding  of  thofe  unfortunate  Diftindions 
that  have  been  artfully  fomtnted,  in  a  general  Zeal  for  pro- 
inotirg  the  true  Intercll  of  our  King,  and  the  Good  of  our 
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Lovers  of  both/  and  Mortiication  to  none  but  tbofe^  who 
are  wicked  enough  to  prollitutc  the  Nattie  of  tilts  Family  (o 
ferve  ihe  infamous  Views  of  their  own  fcttifh  Poiicy.  Na- 
tional Union  can  only  be  brought  about  by  giving  national 
Satisfadion  ;  and  1  Jook  upon  the  Step  we  are  now  taking  as 
pcrfe£lly  contributijry  to  that  End.  True  Union  can  only 
fubfifl  amongd  honeil  Men :  AU  other  Union  i^  amtifive»  and 
dellruflive  of  itfelf. 

'  The  Union  I  am  fpeaking  of  is  indiffoIuWe,  and  (hould 
the  Dregs  of  Fa^lion,  whom  the  falfely  aiTumed  DenomiiU^ 
tion  of  a  Paity  only  made  confiderabfe,  attempt  to  inier- 
f upt  it,  they  would  only  difcover  their  own  Inlignificancy^ 
and  add  to  the  Contempt  and  Deteilation  the  Publick  had  of 
them. 

*  As  for  the  Method  propofcd  by  this  Motion,  it  is  the 
I  only  one  by  which  a  publick  Inquiry  can  be  carried  on  pro- 
perly, or  with  Succcfs.  1  he  Impropriety  of  laying  all  Pa- 
pers before  the  Houfe,  has  been  often  allowed  on  all  Hands, 
and  every  Man  knows  how  cafy  it  is  to  obllru^t  or  perplex 
an  Inquiry  fo  extended  as  this  is»  if  carried  on  before  fo 
Dumerous  an  AJT^mbly.  But  this  is  fo  obvioui  to  any  Maa 
w\lo  means  getting  at  Truth,  that  I  need  only  fay,  that  I 
consider  all  Arguments  againfl  this  Method,  as  Ob]e^on$ 
taifed  only  becaufe  it  is  pradicable.  For  my  own  Part*  as  I 
confider  this  Queflion,  as  tending  to  reflore  Satisfa^ion  to  the 
Nution,  Credit  and  Popularity  to  the  Government  atHom^ 
and  Weight  and  Dignity  to  it  Abroad ;  and  as  it  tends  to 
the  Honour  of  this  Hoafc,  I  am  heartily  for  it.'  „

*  Jfhould  afl  a\^cry  inco nfi lien t  Part,  If  I  did  not  fupport 
the  Motion  now  under  your  Conriderationt  with  the  f^me 
Zeal  with  which  I  concurred  tn  that  made  fome  few  D^ys 
after  I  had  the  Honour  of  taking  my  Seat  in  this  Houfe. 
Nothing,  Sir,  has  happened,  nothing,  Sir,  can  happen  to  aU 
tcr  my  Opinion  in  this  Refped,  that  the  Publick  have  a 
Right,  that  is  a  Duty  incumbent  upon  us  to  inquire  ilri^Jy 
into  iheConduiEl  of  the  late  Adminillration. 

*  It  was  then  my  Opinion,  that  we  had  Grounds  fufScient 
to  induce  us  to  ihat  Inquiry  :  The  general  Voice  of  the  Na^ 
tion»  the  alnioU  defpcrate  Cot;dition  of  our  Aifairs,  botif 
Abroad  and  at  Home,  then  rendered  the  Inquiry  highJy 
»eceilary  ;  Th^  Presumption  was  itrong,  that  the  IntercTi  of 
|he  Nation  h.id  been  betrayed  ;  and  I  thought  I  ihould  have 
tbufcd  the  Confidence   repofcd  in  mt  by  my  Countrv^  i»I 
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hjad  tioi  cndi^Yoared  ta  difcoiftt  in  <;^hac  Manner,  m  what  An^t^itStd.  ]|i 
•^nftsDccj,  and  by  whom  it  was  betrayed.  ^4^- 

-'•  Batthefe  Rcafons  for  Inquiry  areiniinudy  ftrongcr  now 
CbMi  then  ;  we  had  Rcafon  to  inquire  then  from  the  Sufpi- 
cioDstif  the  Publtcls,  and  from  our  own  Sufpicions.  Thefc 
Reafoos  Hill  fubfifl  ;  and  to  thefe  arc  added  Che  Sufpicions 
of  the  King  himfelf :  To  thbfe  are  added  the  viiible  Opini- 
on of  our  Allies  Abroad. 

:  »  The  King  haa  at  length  difiniflcd  his  Minider,  and  he 
kki  dirmin:ed  him  without  any  Application  from  this  Houfe 
to  that  Porpofe. — He  has  done  it  of  his  own  Motion, — His 
Mfljefty  has  difmilTed  a  Minitler  who  had  ferved  him  many 
Years,  atid^  as  we  arc  well  convinced,  againll  the  Inclinati- 
on of  that  Minirtcr.  Had  his  Majcfly  believed,  that  he  had 
ferved  him  faithfully,  who  can  imagine,  that  he  would  have 
turned  him  oat  of  his  Service  ?  We  mart  th<?reforc  conclude, 
thit  his  Majcfty's  Opinion  has  concurred  with  the  Opinioo 
cf  the  Nation,  with  the  Opinion  of  thofe  in  this  Houfe,  who 
cstpreOed  Sufpiclons  of  his  Condufl. 

•  Our  Allies  abroad  have  vifibly  proved  by  their  late 
Meafiires,  that  they  entertained  the  fame  Sufpicions.  A  ge- 
neral Indolence  feemcd  to  have  feizcd  on  all  the  Powers  joined 
in  common  Intercll  with  us :  1  heir  RefoJutions  were  as 
languid,  their  Conduft  tqually  tame  and  defpicable,  in  the 
general  Danger  of  Europe,  as  the  Councils  of  this  Nation. 
We  were  lold,  that  this  Infatuation  abroad  was  the  Caufc 
of  our  weak  and  pufillanimous  iV!eafure&  at  home*  But  it  is 
now  difcovercd,  that  our  Condufl  was  not  influenced  by  their 
Mcafures,  but  that  their  Mcafnrcs  were  influenced  by  our 
Conduct.  The  Moment  that  this  Mtuiller  was  di veiled  of 
bis  Power,  the  Charm  was  at  once  difpellcd ;  The  Duich^ 
nocwlth  flan  ding  all  the  dilatory  Forms  of  that  Government, 
proceeded  to  a  vaft  Augmeniation  of  their  Forces.  The  King 
of  Sardinia  has  determined  to  take  Part  in  the  common 
Caufe  i  and  it  is  apparent,  that  from  the  Removal  of  this 
Mmillcr,  the  Spirit  of  the  Grand  Alliance  has  happily  re- 
eved, as  much  as  It  was  once  fatally  depreiTed  by  the  Re* 
ttioval  of  the  great  Duke  of  Marlborough. 

*  This  happy  Event  demands  our  Attention  ;  it  has  o- 
pened  a  Profpe^l  of  Prcfervatjon  to  the  BrJance  of  Power,  of 
which  wc  had  loU  all  View  before.  If  wc  do  not  fcize  this 
happy  Moment,  how  can  we  anfwcr  for  it  to  ourfclvcs,  to 
oftr  Country,  to  Pollerity  ?  But  unlcfs  we  engage  with 
Vigour  in  this  Inquiry,  how  can  we  hope  to  avail  ourfclvcs 
of  this  Event }  Does  any  Man  imagine,  that  it  is  a  Change 
•f  Men  that  has  given  this  new  Life  to  the  Counfcls  of  our 
Attk»f    Kq,  Sir,  it  the  CQn£deacc  tAat  a  Change  of  Mea- 
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An.  1 5.  Gc©.  II,  ^^^^  w^^^  ^  ^^*  Confcqucncc  of  a  Change  of  Men  :  And  fuch 
1741.         a  Coniidencc  muft  perifh  in  its  very  Birth,  if  an  Inquiry  in- 
to the  Errors  of  the  pail  Adminmration  fhould  be  lli£ed  in 
this  Houfe, 

*  Sir,  to  extricate  this  Nation,  or  to  extricate  Europe  oat 
of  that  Labyrinth  of  Dangers  in  which  we  arc  all  involved. 
It  is  neccfTary  that  the  prefent  Admidilration  fhould  be  fup* 
ported  by  the  Spirit  and  Inclinations  of  the  People.  The 
Confidence  which  is  necclTary  to  give  them  Weight  Abroad, 
is  equally  neceilary  to  enable  to  raife  the"Va(l  Supplies  at 
Home,  which  the  critical  Condition  of  our  Interefl  de- 
mands* This  Coniidence  in  them  can  never  be  attained, 
but  by  a  vigorous  Profccution  of  this  Inquiry,  The  Publick 
have  fome  Dlflrafl,  that  the  new  Adminiflration  are  flack 
and  tender  in  this  Refpe^  ;  In  my  own  fireafl  I  have  none  :  I 
am  happy  tn  this  Change,  which  has  fallen  in  favour  of  thofe 
for  whom  I  have  entertained  the  highell  Efteem,  and  for 
fome  of  whom  I  have  a  fingular  and  fincere  Friendship. 
But,  Sir,  we  muH  pay  fome  Regard  to  the  Opinions  of  the 
Fublick,  as  well  as  to  our  own,  and  they  will  never  be  con- 
vinced, that  the  new  Mini  tiers  mean  well,  if  this  Inquiry 
Ihould  be  defeated  here :  They  will  interpret  the  Coldnefs 
of  this  Houfe  to  a  Difpofition  in  the  Adminiftration  to  pro* 
teft  and  fcreen,  which  mufl  in  the  End  produce  the  worft 
Effefts,  both  to  the  Pubiick  and  to  them.  And  there/ore, 
as  a  Friend  to  ray  Country,  and  as  a  real  Friend  to  them,  I 
Ihall  follow  this  Inquiry  as  far  I  am  able  to  purfue  it. 

*  Sir,  I  fhall  trouble  the  Houfe  very  little  farther  at  thU 
Time,  but  I  rauftobrerve  with  great  Subraiffion,  that  I  think 
all  Arguments  that  are  ufed  to  prevent,  or  to  delay  the  pre- 
fent  Inquiry,  are  very  indecent  and  difrefpetlful  to  this 
Houfe  ;  for  they  bear  this  inevitable  Conltruftion,  that  this 
Houfe  is  a^uatcd  more  by  Paflion  and  Prejudice,  than  by 
Impartiality  and  JuHice.  No  Man  can  have  the  Confidence 
to  aiTert,  no  Man  can  mean,  that  if  the  late  Minifter  de- 
fer ves  the  Cenfure  of  Parliament,  he  (hould  not  receive 
It :  They  can  therefore  mean  nothing,  but  that  they  think 
him  innocent,  and  think,  that  if  we  enter  into  this  Inquiryp 
this  Hoiife  is  determined  to  pronounce  him  guilty,  whe«' 
ther  he  be  fo  or  no. 

*  In  private  Life,  what  Man  of  common  Senie  would 
diftnifs  a  Steward  after  a  Service  of  twenty  Years  (during 
which  his  Accounts  had  never  been  infpefted)  without  a  care- 
ful E.^amination,  before  he  gave  him  a  Difcharge  ?  The  Pu- 
blirk  Uand  in  the  fame  Light  with  regard  to  this  Minifter, 
nnd  the  Pablick  will  want  common  Senfe  in  this  Inftancc,  aj 
a  piivatc  Man  would  do   in  che  other,  if  they  fuifcr  this 
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immenfe   Wealth,  far  exceeding  what  the  jufl  and  known 
Pro£ts   of  his  pall  Employ  men  ts  would  have  furnifhed* 
Mr  Hinry  Fdbam  fpoke  to  this  Eficd : 

•  Ic  would  v^ty  much  ihorten  our  Debates,  upon  this  and 
every  other  Occaiion,  if  Gentlemen  would   coofidcr  atten* 
p       tively  the  Subject  of  the  Debate,  and  keep  clofc  to  the  Argu- 
L.-     ment,  without  running   out  into  Harangues  or    Flowers  of 
^H  Eloquence,  which  may  be  made  ufe  of  upon  any  other  Sub- 
^H  je£l,  as  well  as   that  which  happens  then  to  be  under  the 
^B  Confideration  of  the  Houfc,     That  we  have  a   Right  to  in- 
^V  quire  into  the  Condu^  of  our  publick  Affairs,  and  that  upon 
certain  Occafions  we  ought  to   inquire,  arc  Queftions  that 
Ijave  nothing  to  do  in  this  Debate »   becaafe  they  are  fuch 
aj    no  Gentleman   will  deny.     The    only    Queilions   now 
under  our  Confideration  mull  therefore  be,  whether  we  have 
now  any  Occafion  for  making  fuch  Inquiry,  and  if  we  have, 
whecher  we  ought  now,  or  in  this  Sefion  of  Parliament,  to 
enter  upon  that  Inquiry*     With  regard   to  the  iirfl  of  thefe 
two    Queilions,  I  hope  it  wilt  not  be  laid,  that  we  oughc 
every  SeiSon  of  Parliament,  or  once  in  every  certain  Num- 
ber or  Term  of  Years,  to  appoint  a  Secret  and  Sclcd  Com- 
mittee for  inquiring  into  the  Condudl  of  our  pubtick  Affairs 
Ifom  the  Time  of  the  lail  Parliamentary  Inquiry.

^fcrve  that  this  Sufpicion  ought  to  be  fuch  3  one  as  prevails  in

BBo  Cadk,  upon  any  fuch  Occafion,  of  the  Voice  of  the  People, 
er  die  Voice  of  the  Nation.  Sir,  the  Voice  of  this  Houfc  ia 
the  Voice  of  the  People,  the  Voice  of  the  Britifi  Nation,  it 
indl  always  be   underllood  to  be  fo  ;  for  there  is  no  other 
I      Way  of  determining  what  is  the  Voice  of  the  Nation*  If  we 
I  Vot.  XIIL  Y  were 
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Alu  15.  Geo.  II.  were  to  form  a  Judgment  oi  thU  from  what  we  heard  with- 
I  ;4x.  out  Doors,  every  Man's  Judgment  would  he  according  to 
the  Sort  of  Company  he  ul^ally  converfed  wit)i.  Jn  a  heo 
Country  the  Meafures  of  the  .Goveropieac  in  general,  and 
even  every  particular  Meafure,  will  be  canvaffed  by  the  Peo- 
ple without  Doors,  and  will  be  condemned  by  fome  and  ap- 
plauded by  others.  A  Gentleman  who  keeps  Company  >witb 
the  former  will  from  thence  judge,  that  the  Voice  of  the 
People  is  againft  the  Government  i  and  one  who  keep9  Com- 
pany with  the  latter  will,  for  the  fame  Reafon,  judge,  tliat  the 
Voice  of  the  People  is  in  Favour  of  the  Government  {  con- 
fequently  one  of  thofe  Gentlemen  would  be  for  an  loqiiiry, 
and  the  other  againil  it,  for  one  and  the  fame  Reafoo  ;  there- 
fore, when  fuch  a  QueHion  happens  to  be  ftl^rted  in  this 
Houfe,  no  Gentleman  ought,  to  confider  what  is  tl\Q  Voice 
of  the  People  without  Doors,  nor  ought  he  to  allow  .what  he 
has  heard  without  Doors,  in  the  leaft,  to  enter  hi$  ThOjOghti : 
If  he  does,  he  can  hardly  avoid  being  prejudiced  by  the 
Company  he  has  ktpt^  and  fuch  a  Man  can  never  be  %  -good 
Judge  in  fuch  a  QueiUon. 

*  What  then.  Sir,  are  we  to  do  ?  How  are  w©  CO  Judge 
ujpon  fuch  Occafions  ?  .  The  Anfwer  is  eafy  ;  Eveiy  Gemtk- 
man  ought  to  confider  by  himfelf  the  Mea lures  fwfued  by 
the  Government.  If  a  general  loquiry  be  movedibry,  he 
ought  to  ccnfider,  or,  perhaps,  reconfider  by  himielf,  all:the 
Meafures  that  have  been  purfued  by  the  Government  during 
the  Time  propoied  to  be  inquired  into  :  If  upon  fuch  an  Ex- 
amination he  Hnds  Reafon  to  conclude,  that  they  h&v^  bt*en 
generally  wrong,  he  ought  then  to  agree  co  the  Inquiry  pro- 
pcjfed :  But  if  he  finds  Reafon  to  conclude,  that  they  were 
generally  right,  he  ought  to  be  againii  it :  Nay,  ;ev«n  when 
he  finds  Reaibn  to  condemn  any  one  or  two  particular  Mea- 
fures, he  ought  to  be  againll  a.  general  Inquiry  3  becaofc  after 
that  Queilion  is  rejected,  he  may  himfcIf  propoAs-A  farti- 
cular  Inquuy  into  the;  AfFair  he  finds  Reafon  to  coodenpn  or 
at  lead  fufpedl,  and  that  Queilion  may  be  agreed  to  by  -the 
Koufe,  notwithilanding  our  having  rejedled  the  foroier.  Bat 
in  fuch  Cafes  I  muft  obferve,  that  accordiog  to  the  uiual 
CuHom  of  Parliament,  we  ought  firll  by  a  proper  QueAion 
to  condemn  the  Meafure,  before  we  put  any  Queftioo  ior 
inquiring  into  tl:e  Authors,  or  the  Condud  ot  the  Atttbon 
of  any  particular  Meafure.  *:  .  • 

*  Now,  Sir,  as  the  prefent , Queilion  is  for  a  general  la- 
quiry,  and  for  a  Idnger  Time,  I  believe,  than  ever  any 
former  Inquiry  was  propofed  to  extend  to,  it  will  appear  ffo» 
what  I  have  fuid,  that  every  particular  Gentleman  muft  en- 
ter into  the  Examination  of  all  the  Meafure»  purfued  iby  our 
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Government  dofiDg  that  lojig  Period;  and  thcrcfofe,  I  lidpe,  Aft.i5iOoo.n. 
it  VfiU  not  be  thought  impertinent  in  rae  to  enter  into  i74^« 
that  Examination,  or  to  endeavour  to  jallify  our  publick 
Meafures,  cfpeciaUy  fucb  of  them  as  have  been  particularly 
objected  to  in  this  Debate ;  and  here  I  mull  previoufly  oh- 
ferve,  that  in  all  fuch  Cafes  we  ought  not  to  form  our  Judg* 
mcnt  from  the  Light  in  which  any  paH  Measures  now  ap« 
pear  to  us,  but  from  the  Light  in  which  it  did  probably  ap- 
pear when  it  waa  at  firft  rcfolved  on  ;  for  cQnfidcririg  the 
narrow  Limits  of  human  Wifdom  or  Knowledge,  and  the 
Short ncfs  of  hum  in  Forelight,  future  Incidents  may  oftett 
make  a  publick  Meafure  appear  to  be  wrong,  tho*  according 
to  all  human  Appearance^  it  appeared  at  hril  to  be  right. 

♦  After  having  made  this  previous  Obfervation,  I  muft 
feyi  Sir,  I  am  furpnfed  to  hear  any  Fault  now  found  with 
the  Mcafurca  that  were  taken  for  puniOjing  the  Guilty,  and 
rettofiog  publick  Credit,  after  the  violent  Shock  it  received 
from  the  wicked  Execution  of  the  fatal  S<iuti?-Sea  Scheme  in 
ihe  Year  1720;  becaufe  future  Incidents  have  been  fo  far 
from  condemning  any  of  thofe  Meafures,  that  the  immediate 
fteirival  of  publick  Credit,  and  the  flourfhing  State  it  hss 
been  ID  ever  fince,  has  fully  demonllratcd,  that  thofe  Mea- 
furcs  were  wile  as  wcliasjull.  Aa  to  the  Guilty,  they 
were  all  punifhed.  They  were  not,  perhaps,  punifhed  fo 
fevcrcly  as  the  SufFerers  cxpcdlcd  and  dcfired  5  for  is  is  natu- 
ral for  Men  that  have  been  injured,  in  the  irrft  Violence  of 
their  Refenfment,  to  d^fire  a  Punifhment  more  fcvere  than 
common  Jullice  can  admit  of ;  but  they  were  all  punifhed  fo 
Severely,  that  when  the  6rrt  Violence  of  publick  Refentment 
was  over,  the  Punifhment  began  to  be  thought  too  fevere, 
^Ad  was  therefore,  by  Way  of  Ridicule,  called  Jaftice  hy 
ih*  Lump.

that  lUvenue,  If  there  was  any  Crime  in  this,  Sir,  1  mult 
reilly  think  it  lies  more  properly  at  our  own  Door,  than  at 
the  l>oor  of  any  Mjnillcr,  or  of  the  Adminiftnition  in  gene- 
ral ;  and  therefore,  before  we  agree  to  this  Queftion,  we 
oo^^jt,  I  think,  to  amend  it,  by  refolving,  That  a  Com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  Conduct  of  our  Af- 
fairs at   Home  and   Abroad,  and  into  the  Condudl  of  the 

Houfe  of  Commons,  during  the  latl  Twenty  Years.  But 
ai  none  of  fhofc  Grants  were  made,   without  having  proper

At.  15*  C«o«II.  tittjef  whh  oar  Mimfters  fot  a^tiDg,  or  witb  the  Hoofe  of 
1741.  Commons  for  granting  any  of  the  Sums  of  Money*  or  Ad- 
ditions chat  were  made  to  the  Civil  Liil.  And,  Meed,  if 
we  coniider^  that  there  are  many  accidental  Charges  which 
fall  upon  the  Civil  Lift  Revenue,  and  many  Articles  whidi 
rife  higher  than  that  at  which  they  were  firft  eftimated,  we 
cannot  be  furprifed,  that  in  the  late  King's  Time  it  became 
neceirary,  from  Time  to  Time,  to  grant  a  Sum  for  paying 
off  the  Debts  of  the  Civil  hii\,  or  that  his  prefent  Majerty^a 
Minilters  fhould  defire  to  have  an  Addition  made  to  it  at  bis 
Accefllon  to  the  Throne. 

*  The  Excife- Scheme  is  another  AflFair  of  a  Domeftick 
Nature,  that  feems  to  have  been  particularly  objeded  to  in 
this  Debate,  I  know.  Sir,  that  great  Art  and  Indoihy 
%vas  made  UCc  of  to  make  People  believe,  that  this  Scheme 
was  intended  as  an  Introduction  Co  a  general  Excife,  and  chat 
it  was  a  Prelimmary  to  a  formed  Defign  for  deftroyingoor 
Conftitution,  and  making  Slaves  of  us  all  But  as  I  had  at 
that  Time»  and  have  had  ever  fincc,  a  FriendOiip  and  In- 
timacy with  thofe  who  approved  of  that  Scheme,  and  in- 
Iroduc'd  rt  into  this  Houfe,  I  know  the  Fallhood  of  thofe 
InJinoations.  However  1  fball  not  defire  Gentlemcfi  lo  take 
my  Word  for  it.  I  Iball  only  defire  Gentlemen  to  have  a 
little  Charity*  and  to  judge  of  other  Men's  Aftions  and  In- 
tention*, as  they  would  defire  others  to  judge  of  their  owik 
If  they  do  thit,  they  will  not  afcribe  any  A^ion  to  a  wiclc- 
cd  Motive,  when  an  upright  one  can,  with  more  Probability, 
be  aiHgned  ;  and  this  is  evidently  the  Cafe  with  Regani  to 
the  Excife- Scheme,  I  hope  it  will  be  granted,  that  to  prei 
vent  Frauds  in  the  Collection  of  the  pubtick  Taxes;  and 
thereby  increafe  the  publick  Revenue,  is  as  upright,  and 
even  as  laudable  a  Defign  as  any  Man  can  entertain  ;  and,  i 
believe,  it  will  likewKe  be  granted,  that  the  Excife  Scheme, 
h^d  it  been  paiTed  into  a  Law,  would  have  had  this  EfiTeifli 
at  Icaft  it  mull  be  granted,  that  it  was  very  reafonable  10 
prcfume  it  would  have  had  this  Effedl,  from  the  Experience 
we  had  before  had  of  the  Effefl  of  raifing  the  Duty  upon 
Coffee,  Tea  and  Chocolate,  by  Way  of  Excife  upon  tbo 
Confumption,  inftead  of  raifing  them  by  the  Method  of  Co* 
Itoms  upon  the  Importation^  and  allowing  thofe  Cuiloms  to 
be  drawn  back  upon  the  Exportation.  This  then  was  one 
Motive  for  approving  of,  and  introducing  the  Excife- Scheme, 
which  miiil  be  allowed  to  have  been  an  upright  onei  but  on 
tht  other  Hand  it  is  faid,  that  this  Scheme  would  hav« 
overturned  our  Conllitution,  and  cftablifhed  arbitrary  P^jwcfi 
by  giving  Miniilers  an  uncontroulable  Influence  at  allElcAii* 
ona*     That  it  would  have  had  fuch  an  Me&.  I  lUJl  v^ry  much 
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an/  parallel  Caie,  they  could  not  therefore  be  fa  certain  of 
tills  B&€t  as  of  the  other  ;  Confcquenily  itisjnorc  probable, 
that  their  approving  of,  and  introduciog  that  Scheme  pro- 
ceeded froxa  a  good  Intention,  than  that  it  proceeded  front 
a  wicked  one ;  and  I  am  fure  it  is  much  more  charitable, 
and  more  like  a  Chriilian^  to  fuppofe  it  proceeded  from  the 
former,  than  to  fuppofe  it  proceeded  from  the  latter.  But 
kt  their  Defign  be  what  it  will,  their  throwing  it  up  fo  eafily 
a&  they  did.  was  fome  Sort  of  Atonement,  and  induced 
moft  People  to  pardon  the  Attempt,  which  was  the  true 
Caufe  of  the  next  general  Ele£lion*3  going  fo  much  in  their 
Favour ;  and  it  ought,  1  think,  to  be  a  Reafon  for  its  being 
oevcf  again  mentioned  in  this  Houfe,  efpecialJy  as  the  Nati- 
on no  Ways  fuHered  by  the  Attempt. 
•  *  Thcfe,  I  think,  Sir,  are  all  the  Meafarcs  of  a  Dom«- 
jlick  Nature  for  20  Years  pail,  that  have  been  objefted  to  in 
this  Debate,  and  if  Objedtions  could  have  been  raifed  againli 
any  other,  X  believe,  they  would  have  been  mentioned. 
Then  with  regiard  to  Affairs  of  a  Foreign  Nature,  the  Trea- 
ty of  Hanovir  is,  I  find,  by  thofe  Gentlemen  always  made 
(he  Burden  of  their  Song,  and  the  original  Ground  of  all 
iheir  Complaints ;  and  in  order  to  make  this  Treaty  liable  to 
m^  Objection,  they  who  cannot  know,  cxprefly  contradld 
what  iiis  late  MajeJly,  who  could,  and  certainly  did  know, 
afli/med,  in  his  Sptcch  *  the  next  Sefiion  of  Parliament, 
declaring  e:?pref&ly,  that  the  Negociations  and  Engagements, 
entered  into  by  fomt^  Foreign  Powers,  which  fecmcd  to  have 
kid  the  Found^ciou  cf  new  Troubles  and  Diiturbances  in 
Murop^^  and  to  thi eaten  his  Subjefts  with  the  Lofs  of  the 
moil  advantageous  Branches  of  their  Trade,  obliged  him, 
without  any  Lois  of  Time,  to  concbdc  that  Treaty.  It 
waa  then  well  known,  what  thofe  Engagements  were  :  They» 
m  Fart,  appeared  even  from  the  pubiick  Treaty :  The  ^S/a- 
«ctfiV/ were  refolvtd  to  wrcfl  Gihraltat'Z.nA  Minorca  from  us: 
The  Emperor  was  refolved  to  fupport  his  O/^rW  Company  in 
fpitc  of  us.  For  thefe  Purpofes  they  were  to  ailill  each 
other  i  and  the  King  of  Spain^  as  a  farther  Recom pence, 
grafted  the  Emperor's  Subje^  fuch  Liberties  and  Privileges 
in  both  the  Indies,  as  were  inconfiltent  with  our  Commerce, 
ftod  with  the  Treaties  fubfiiling  between  Spai/t  and  us, 
Tbeffs  were  their  EngagementSj  and  if  we  did  not  fubmit, 
the  Emperor  was  to  attack  his  Majcily'i  Foreign  Dominions, 
whikl '  &pain  was  to  make  a  Diversion  by  invading  thefe 
Kingdotni  in  Favour  of  the  Pretender.  The  Court  of  f7- 
mtm  wtnc  even  fo  i^^  as  to  threaten  his  late  Majdty  with 
,  ■.  both

ftimony  oJ  our  Ute  Sovrerdgn  5  I  am  Aire,  a  much  ftrcngcr 
7>iliniony  thaci  the  Averment  to  the  contrary  of  any  private 
Gentleman  :  And  thrf^  Fb^s  will  for  ever  juilify  the  Treaty 
of  HAnQfuer^  and  .>li  the  Meafures  we  tooI<  confequetJt  Co 
that  Treaty,  eipiTiatly  when  we  confider,  that  by  thofc 
Meafurcs  we  no:  only  prevented  the  Dangers  wherewith  we 
were  threatened »  but  obltged  the  Emperor  to  give  up  his 
Oft  end  Company,  and  Spain  to  confirm  our  Right  to  Gi- 
^ra/tamnd  Miiinrca^  and  to  recede  from  her  Engagements 
in  Favour  of  the  Emperor's  Subje^s  wirh  refpeft  to  J'rade  ; 
both  which  ilic  did  by  the  Treaty  of  Siviiie  i  and  therefore 
I  am  Turprifed  to  hear  that  Treaty  found  fnulc  with.  We 
did  not,  'tis  true^  by  that  Treaty,  obtain  immediate  Satif- 
fci^ion  or  Reparation  for  all  the  Damage  Ihe  had  done  our 
Trade,  becaufe  it  was  impoilible  to  compute  and  afcertain 
that  Damage  ;  but  we  obtained  a  Promife  for  imrf»ediat« 
Reparation  as  to  Tome  Part,  and  as  to  what  remained,  it  was 
to  be  fettled  and  adjulled  by  CommifTaries  mutually  to  be 
appointed,  who  were  to  finiih  their  Commiffian  within  the 
Space  of  three  Years,  If  Spain  afterwards  refufed  to^per- 
f£>rm  her  Ergaj;ements,  or  rather  delayed  the  Performance 
under  frivolous  Pretences,  for  Jhe  never  cxprefi^ly  refiifolrf 
it  was  what  our  Minillers  coald  not  forcfee  nor  provide  ngainftt 
for  without  truUing  to   fome  Promiles  to  be  performed  /i 

future^  it  is  impoQible  10  negotiate  or  conclude  any  TVeaty 
wharfocver. 

*  But,  Sir.  with  regard  to  Spain' %  Performance  of  thefe 
Promifes,  and  with  regard  to  the  Depred.Ttions  after\Vard» 
committed  by  the  SpAni/h  Guatda  Coftas^  out  Miniltcrs  Can- 
not juftly  be  accufed  of  anv  Negleft  ;  a§  may  appear  from 
the  many  Memorials,  Letters  and  Papers  relating  to  thofe 
Aflniirs,  wfiich  have,  from  Time  to  J  ime,  been  laid  upon 
our  Table :  They  never  ceafed  making  Application  t  the 
Spam/h  Miniders  never  ceafed  promifing.  It  our  Mintflers 
were  Ihv  of  beginning  HoUilities,  as  long  as  they  bad  any 
Hopes  of  obtaining  Reparation  by  fair  Means,  are  they  to 
blaitie  ?  Arc  the  MiniRers  of  a  trading  Nation  ever  10  b^amc 
in  <tich  a  Cafe?  Sir,  their  Shycefs  in  tlris  Refpcdl,  cfpecially 
with  regard  to  Sp&iny  ooght  to  be  the  Ground  of  Applaufe 
father  than  inquiry  :  And  in  future  Ages,  when  Time  has 
put  an  End  to  Knvy,  which,  iliank  God  f  is  not  fo  long^ 
fiv'd  as  Truth,  it  will  appear  to  be  fo. 

*  I  now  come,  Sir,  to  confidcr  our  Behaviour  when  the 
War  broke  out  bctv^een  frmu  and  the  Emperor  in  che  YtA9 
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1 7J3. ;  lathat  War  we  had  i-crtainly  no  Concero  or  Intertft,  An.  15.  Ceo.  IL 
any  farther  than  as  it  might  affeft  the  Balance  of  Powder  in 
Eur(rp4i  and  with  regard  to  the  Guaranty  of  the  Fragma- 
li^  Sai>i^ion>  vve  were  iet  free  from  that  Engagement,  by 
ll^Ea;ip«ror*s  hawing  brought  the  War  up^n  himfelf:  We 
had  therefore  no  Coticern,  nor  iii\y  Obligncion  to  enter,  ei- 
ther as  Principals  or  Auxiliaries,  into  timt  War  ;  but  as, 
by  its  Event,  it  might  affciil:  the  Baliince  of  Power,  we 
WBie  therefore  in  Prudence  oliligcd  to  auijinenc  our  Forcci, 
both  by  Sea  and  Land,  in  order  to  be  ready  to  put  a  Stop  to 
the  Arm*  of  the  viiitoriou*  Side,  in  Cafe  their  Ambition 
ihouJJ  lead  them  to  pufh  their  Couquefls  farther  than  was 
confilknt  with  the  Balance  of  Power  in  Europe.  If  we  had 
delayed  our  Preparations  till  thi^  Event  had  adunlly  happeo- 
€d»  we  (hould  then  have  been  t.>o  late :  The  Vanquilhed 
would  have  been  obliged  to  iubmit,  before  we  could  have 
come  to  their  Relief.  ThereforCj  I  ilill  think,  it  was  the 
moil  prudent  l^arc  we  could  aft,  to  Hand  neuter  at  the  Be- 
ginning of  that  War,  but  to  prepare  for  the  worft  j  and  our 
Allies  the  Dutch ^  whofe  Wifdom  fomc  Gentlemen  take  all 
Occaiioiis  to  extol,  held  the  very  fame  Conduct :  Nay,  they 
went  farther ;  they  a^ually  agreed  to  a  Treaty  of  Neutra- 
lity, and  yet  notwiihllanding  chat  Agreement,  they  aug- 
mented their  Forces,  in  order  to  be  ready  at  all  Events.  By 
thif  Conduct  we  put  ourfelves  but  to  a  very  fmail  Expcnce, 
and  yet  that  Expccce  had  as  good  an  Eff*edl.  as  if  we  had 
put  ourfelves  to  as  much  greater  and  brought  ourfclves  m- 
to  much  greater  Danger,  by  engaging  as  Parties  in  the  War* 
The  Parliament  wat  therefore  in  the  right  to  approve  of 
thofe  Meafuresf  their  having  done  fo  can  be  no  Argument 
of  their  having  been  chofen  or  governed  by  a  corropt  Influ- 
ence i  nor  can  thofe  Meafures,  or  the  Approbntion  they 
then  met  with,  now  alFord  any  reafonable  Ground  for  a  Pat- 
liamentary  Inquiry. 

^  The  only  remaining  Meafure  that  has  been  objedlcd  to 
in  this  I>eb:ite,  and  therefore  the  lait  I  fhall  take  Notice  of,^ 
is  the  Convention  with  Spain^  which  waa  founded  npon  a 
Maxim  I  muft  ilill  approve  of,  becaufe  it  is  fuch  a  one*  as  I 
hope,  will  always  be  held  facred  by  thofe  who  have  the  Ad- 
lainidration  of  our  publick  Affairs^  I  mean  that  of  ntver  enga- 
ging US  in  a  War,  cfpecially  with  Spata,  as  long  as  therein  the 
Icift  Beafon  to  hope  for  obtaining  Redrefs  by  peaceable  Means, 
By  that  Treaty  the  King  of  ^pahi  acknowledged  the  Inju- 
ries that  had  been  done  u$,  and  promifed  to  make  Satisfaifli- 
on»  by  paying  a  certain  Sum  heie  at  Londom  in  the  Space  of 
lour  Months :  This  was  fuch  a  Proof  of  that  Couk's  being 
^£arii€i!i«  and  ftrmly  refglvcd  to  do  us  Juftice»  that  our 
"  |_   .  Minifters 
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An.  i5*G«).  Ih  Mtiiifte«,  upen  the  Maxim  1  have  mentioned,  could 

1741*         agree  to  it ;  and  as  we  were  neither  to  promife  nor  give  up 
any  Thing  by  that  Treaty ,  they  had  the  more  Reafon  to  tc- 
^fcpt  what  the  Court    of  Sj^ain  offered.     If  the  Court   of 
pain  delayed  performing  that   Engagement,  as   they   had 
Idone  their  former*  our  agreeing  to  this  Treaty  could  occafi- 
>n  no  Delay  in  beginning  Hoftilities,  bat  what  would  have 
been  otherways  occafioned  by  the  Seafon  of  the  Year  i  and 
fthcir  Failing  in  the  Performance  of  fuch  a  folcmn  and  expli- 
cit Stipulation,  would  of  courfe  render  them  blameable  in 
l|hc  Eyes  of  all  Europe-,  which,  confidering  the  Intricacy  of 
(the  other  Difputes  between  the  two  Nations*  was  a  Point  our 
fldinillcrs  were  in  the  right  to  aim  at,  and  has,  perhaps*  been 
Lthe  principal  Caufe  of  Spain's  remaining  hitherto  unafillled 
[%  any  Power  in  Eurt^pe.     This  Mcafure,  therefore,  or  the 
1  Approbation  it  met  with  in  Parliament,  can  as  little  affbrd  a 
||ull  Caufe  for  an  Inquiry,  as  any  other  that  has  been  men- 
itioned  in  this  Debate  ;  and  thence,  I  hope,  it  will  appear,  that 
Jkvc  have  at  prcfcnt  no  folid  Ground  for  an  Inquiry,  from  the 
[  fappofed  Weaknefs  or  Wickednefs  of  any  of  our  late  Mea- 
[  fures* 

'  If  a  Miniller,  or  an  Ad  mi  nitration,  are  to  be  compared 
to  the  Steward  of  an  Ellate,  we  Ihall   from  ihenoe   find  as 
[little    Reafon  for  an  Inquiry  ;  nay,  upon  this  Principle,  it 
i1;vou[d  be  unjuft  in  us  to  call  them  now  to  a  general  Account. 
I  If  the   Steward  of  an  Rilate  pafTes  his  Accounts  regularly, 
[and  delivers  up  his  Vouchers  every  Year,  and  accordingly 
'  receives  an  annual  Dilcharge  or   Releafe,  it  would  be  moft 
unjuil  in  his  Lord  to  expetl  or  defire,  that  after  twenty  Years 
Service  he  Should  be  brought  to  a  general  Account,  as  if  do 
fuch  annual  Account  had  ever  been  delivered  or  approved  of. 
This  is  cxadly  the  Cafe  of  our  Adminiftration  ;  they  have 
regularly  every  Year  delivered  in  their  Accounts  f  ihofe  Ac* 
counts  have  been  annually  palled    in  Parliament,  and  every 
Article  approved  of;  would  it  not  then  be  unjuil  in  ui  now 
after  twenty   Years  to  tell  them,  we  will  now  overhalc  all 
your  Accounts  ?     The  Accounts  you  have  delivered  in,  the 
Approbation  you  have  met  with,  the   Releafes  you  have  re* 
cerved,  Ihall   pafs  for  nothing:  You  {hall  now  deliver  in  a 
general  Account  from  your  hrft  Entry  into  our   Service : 
We  will  examine  it  Ibi^tJy,  and  will  admit  of  no  Article  but 
what  you  can  fully  prove   to  have  been  ufefully  laid  out  or 
expended   for  our  Service.     Such  a  Proceeding  would  be  fo 
unjurt,  that  I  cannot  think,  it  needs  any  farther  Explanation. 
•  But   now.    Sir,    with  regard   to    the   other  Quefticn, 
Whether  it  be  now  a  proper  1  ime  for  us  to  enter  into  an  In- 
quiry I     Suppofe  we  had  ]\x&  Ground  to  fufpcd  the  Upright- 
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ncfs  or  the  Wiftiom  of  our  late  Meafurcs :  Suppofe  them  to  An.  ij.  Ceo.tt, 
be  thought  weak  or  wicked  by  a  great  Majority  of  this  '74T' 
Hoafe,  is  this  a  proper  Time  for  us  to  employ  ourfelvesa- 
bouc  inquiring  into  and  puniG^tng  pad  Meafures ?  Whea 
Ettrofi  is  in  fuchDanger  :  When  we  ourfelves  are  in  fuch  Dan- 
ger, are  wc  to  confider  only  how  we  came  upon  the  Brink, 
inftead  of  confidering  how  to  get  oiF?  It  was  fa  id  of  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  ibat  impeached  the  Earl  of  Portiand  and 
Lord  Somen  in  the  Year  1701,  that  they  proceeded  in  a 
Manner  •  which  fcemed  more  to  aiteft  our  Peace  at  Home, 
than  to  prepare  for  War  abroad,  I  am  fare,  this  might  be 
morcjullly  faid  of  us,  fliould  we  no\v  relolv^e  upon  an  In- 
quiry into  the  late  Conduft  of  our  publick  Affairs,  htt  us 
now  think  how  to  get  rid  of  the  prefent  Danger,  and  of  that 
alone.  It  defer ves,  it  requires  our  Attention.  When  we 
have  fecurcd  our  own  Liberties^  and  the  Liberties  of  Europe, 
againft  the  ambitious  Proje6ls  of  France:  When  we  have  fe- 
cured  the  Freedom  of  our  Navigation  and  Commerce  again ll 
the  InfultB  and  Injullice  oi  Spain,  we  {hall  then  have  an  Op- 
porCunity^  we  {hall  then  have  Leifure,  to  inquire  into  and 
punifh  alt  publick  Offenders,  and  we  may  then  do  it  with 
Safety,  Both  thefe  deiirable  Ends  we  fhall,  I  hope,  attain, 
if  we  apply  to  this^  and  this  only :  We  may,  perhaps,  be 
able  to  acompHCh  both  before  the  Beginning  of  next  SeHlon 
of  Parliament  i  and  fu rely  no  one  will  fay,  we  can  fuffcr  in 
the  mean  Time  by  the  Delay  of  Juitice,  For  this  Reafon, 
Sir,  if  I  thought  we  had  juft  Caufe  for  an  Inquiry  :  If  I  con- 
demned, in  my  own  Mind,  the  whole  Courfe  of  our  Con- 
duft  for  the  laH  twenty  Years,  as  much  as  1  do  really  ap- 
prove it,  I  (hould  neverthelefs  hs  again ll  our  entering  into 
an  Inquiry,  during  this  SeHlon  of  Parliament;  and  there- 
fore, I  mull  give  my  Negative  to  the  Queflion, 

To  this  Mr  WiUiam  Pitt  reply 'd  :  Mr  Will  Pitt. 

Sir, 

*  What  the  Gentlemen  of  the  other  Side  mean  by  Ha- 
rangues or  Flowers  of  Rbetorick,  I  ihall  not  pretend  to  guefs; 
but  if  they  make  ufe  of  nothing  of  that  Kind,  it  is  no  very 
good  Argument  for  their  Sincerity  ;  for  a  Man  who  fpeaka 
from  his  Heart,  and  \%  fincerely  afFedcd  with  the  Subjcft  he 
Tpeaks  on,  a?  every  honell  Man  mult  be  when  he  fpeaks  in 
chc  Caufc  of  his  Country  :  Such  a  Man,  I  fay,  falls  natu- 
rally into  Sentiments  and  Expreffiona  which  may  be  called 
Flowers  of  Rbciorick,  and  therefore  defcrvcs  as  little  to  be 
taxed  with  Afredlation,as  the  moft  ilupid  Seijcant  at  Law  that 
txtx  fpoke  at  the  Common  Pleas  Bar  /or  a  Half  Guinea  Fee.

What  has  been  faid,  iodeed,  upon  the  other  Sidi 
of  the  Qaeflion,  efp^^cially  the  long  Jufliiication  that  haa 
been  made  of  oar  Ute  Mearurea,  1  canoot  think  (o  proper 
upoo  this  Occafion,  bccaufe  this  Motion  is  founded  upoa 
the  prefcnt  melancholy  Situation  of  Affairs,  and  upon  the 
general  Clamour  withoat  Doors  againil  the  late  Conduct 
of  our  publick  Affairs,  and  either  of  ihefe,  with  me,  fliaU 
always  be  a  faifictent  Reafon  for  agreeing  to  an  immediate 
Parliamcntar/  Inquiry  ;  for  without  iiich  an  Inquiry  I  can- 
not, even  in  my  own  Mind  enter  into  the  Difquifition, 
whether  our  publick  Meafures  have  been  right  or  no,  bccaufe 
I  cannot  otherwife  be  ftuniflied  with  the  neccilkry  Lights  for 
that  Piirpofe. 

•  But  the  Hon.  Gentlemen  who  oppofc  this  Motlpi^ 
fccm  to  miilake,  I  fhall  not  fay  wilfully,  the  Difference  fce* 
tween  a  Motion  for  an  Impeachment,  and  a  Motion  for  an 
Intjuiry,  If  any  Mcn^ber  of  this  Houfe  were  to  Hand  up  m 
his  Place,  and  move  for  impeaching  a  Miniiler,  he  would 
be  obliged  to  charge  him  with  fome  particular  Crimes  or 
Mifdcraeanors,  and  lo  produce  fome  Proof,  or  to  dedatc 
that  he  was  ready  to  prove  the  Fa^ :  But  any  Gentlemati 
may  move  for  an  Inquiry,  without  any  particular  Alkg^ti,- 
on,  and  without  oftering  any  Proof,  or  declaring  thac  he  ii 
ready  to  prove,  b^caufc  the  very  Defign  of  an  Inquiry  is  to 
find  out  particular  Fads  and  particalar  Proofs.  Th<5  ge^ 
neral  Circumftances  of  Things,  or  general  Rumours  without 
Doors,  are  a  fulficient  Foundation  for  fuch  a  Motion,  and 
for  the  Houfe's  agreeing  to  it  when  it  is  made.  This,  Sir, 
has  always  been  the  Practice,  and  has  been  the  Foundacipa 
of  Rlmoll  all  the  Inquiries  that  were  ever  fet  on  Foot  in  tliis 
Houfe,  cipecialty  tliofe  that  have  been  carried  on  by  Secret 
and  Seled  Comnnttees.  What  other  Foundation  was  there 
for  the  Secret  Committee  appointed  in  the  Year  1694,  (to 
go  no  farther  back)  to  inquire  into  and  itifpeft  the  Books  and 
Accounts  of  the  Eafl  India  ♦  Company  and  Chamber  of  Lsn- 
dQR?  Nothing  but  a  general  Rumour  that  fome  corrupt  Prac- 
tices had  been  made  ufe  of.  What  was  the  Foundation  of  the 
Inquiry  in  the  Year  1715  ?  Did  the  Hon.  Gentleman  who 
nioved  for  appointing  that  Secret  Committee^  charge  the  for- 
mer Adm  so  iltrai  ion  with  any  particular  Crimes?  Did  he 
offer  any  Proofs,  or  declare  that  he  was  rc^dy  to  prove  any 
Thbg  ?  It  is  faid,  the  Meafures  purfued  by  that  Admini- 
llratlon  were  condemned  by  a  great  Majority  of  that  Houf«

Could  any  Gentlematt  be  fo  on-  174'- 
jail  as  to  pafs  Sentence,  even  in  his  own  Mind,  upon  a  Mea- 
fare,  before  he  had  inqaired  hto  it?  He  mfght  perhapi 
diflikc  the  Treaty  of  Utricht\  b ire  upon  Tnqoir/,  it  might 
appear  to  be  the  beft  that  coiild  be  obtained  ;  and  tt  Has  fincc 
b^en  fo  farjuilified>  that  it  fa  at  Icalt  as  good,  if  not  better 
ih^n  any  Treaty  we  have  made  /itice  that  Time. 

♦  Sir,  it  was  not  the  Treaty  tfUirecbt,  nor  any  Mcafort 
that  AdminiHration  had  openly  purfued,  that  was  the  Foun- 
dation Or  the  Caafe  of  an  Inquiry  into  their  Conduct,  If 
was  the  loud  Complaints  of  a  great  Party  in  the  Niition  a- 
gainft  them,  and  the  general  Sufpicion  of  their  having  carried 
on  treafonablc  Negotiations  in  Favour  of  the  Pretender,  and 
for  defeating  the  Proteltant  Succeffion  j  and  the  Inquiry  was 
fet  on  Foot,  in  order  to  detet^  thofe  Pradiccs,  if  there  were 
any  fach,  and  to  find  proper  Evidence  for  convitting  the  Of- 
fenders, The  fame  Arg\i men t  holds  with  regard  to  the  In- 
qniry  into  the  Management  of  the  Directors  of  the  South- 
Sea  Cbnipany  in  the  Year  lyzo.  When  that  Affair  was  firft 
moved  in  the  Houfe  by  Mr  Nevi/le  *,  he  did  not,  he  could 
not  tharge  thofe  Direftors,  or  any  one  of  them,  with  any 
particular  Crimes ;  nor  did  he  attempt  to  offer,  or  fay  that 
ie  was  ready  to  offer  any  particnlar  Proofs :  His  Motion, 
which  was.  That  the  Diredors  of  the  South  Sea  Company 
fhOnld  forthwith  hy  before  the  Houfe  an  Account  of  their 
Froceedings,  was  founded  upon  the  general  Circumftances  of 
Thirigs,  the  Diflrefs  brought  upon  che  publick  Credit  of  the 
Nation,  and  the  general  and  loud  Complaints  without  Doors. 
This  Motion,  indeed,  rcafonable  as  it  was,  we  know,  was 
oppofed  by  our  Courtiers  at  that  Time,  and  in  particular,  by 
two  doughty  Brothers,  %vho  have  been  Courtiers  ever  fmce  ; 
bat  their  Oppoiition  raifed  fuch  a  Warmth  in  the  Houfe, 
that  they  were  glad  to  give  it  up,  and  never  afterwards  durft 
direfMy  oppofc  that  Inquiry.  I  widi,  I  could  now  fee  the 
f  i.ii^  Zcal/or  publick  Juftlce.  I  am  fure,  the  Circumftance.^ 
s  defcrvc  it.  Our  publick  Credit  was  then,  indeed, 
ui.  ..^,.;  into  Dfilrefa;  but  now,  the  Nation  itfelf,  Nay, 
not  only  this  Nation,  but  all  our  Friends  apon  the  Conti* 
neutp  are  brought  into  the  moll  imminent  Danger. 
'  *  This,  Sir,  is  admitted  even  by  thofe  who  oppofc  this 
V  *  and  if  they  have  ever  lately  convcrfed  with  thofe 
c  f|^ak  their  Minds,  they  mull  admit,  that  the  Mur- 
murs qt  the  People  againll  theCondu^  of  the  Adminiftiation 
ate  now  as  general,  and  as  loud,  as  ever  they  were  upon 
p.i/i7  t.r   f  jr  2  any

74>»  are  ifi  Ofike,  fddom  converfe  with  any  bat  fach  as  afc  in 
Office,  or  want  10  be  in  OfTice,  and  fuch  Men;  let  them 
think  what  tbey  win,  will  always  applaud  the  Coodudt  o£ 
their  Superiors  ;  confequently,  Gtn demen  who  are  in  the 
Adminillration,  or  in  any  OfHcc  under  it*  can  rarely  know 
what  is  the  Voice  of  the  People.  The  Voice  of  this  Houfe 
was  formerly,  I  ihall  grant,  and  always  ought  to  be  the 
Voice  of  the  People  :  If  new  Parliaments  were  more  fre- 
quenti  and  few  Phcemen,  and  no  Penfioners  adniitted,  it 
would  be  fu  Rilt ;  but,  if  long  Parliaments  be  contintzed« 
and  a  corrupt  Influence  fhould  prevail,  not  only  ac  Ele^iions^ 
but  in  this  fioufe,  the  Voice  of  this  Houfe  will  generally 
be  very  diiFcrtnc  from,  nay  often  dlreOly  contrary  to  xht 
Voice  of  the  People.  However,  as  this  js  not*  1  believe, 
the  Cafe  at  prefcnt,  I  hope,  that  there  is  a  Majority  of  ns 
who  know  what  is  the  Voice  of  the  People ;  and  if  it  be 
admitted  by  all,  that  the  Nation  is  ac  prefent  in  the  atmoit 
Diilrefs  and  Danger,  and  admitted  by  a  Majority,  that  the 
Voice  of  the  People  is  loud  againit  the  late  Conduft  of  our 
Adminiflnition,  this  Motion  niuJl  be  agreed  10,  bccaulV,  I 
have  Ihewn,  that  ihefe  two  Cir  cum  Ranees,  without  any  par- 
ticular Charge,  have  been  the  Foundation  of  ahnoil  all  Par* 
iiamentary  Inquiries. 

*  I  fliall  readily  admit.  Sir,  that  we  fhould  have  very 
little  to  do  with  the  Character  or  Reputation  of  a  Mtnifter, 
if  it  no  way  aicded  his  Mailer  i  but  as  it  does,  and^^klwffjpi 
mull  aJFetft  our  Sovereign,  as  the  People  may  become  di£*- 
aft'ti<^cd  as  well  as  difcontented,  when  they  find  the  King 
continues  obftinately  to  etnploy  a  Miniller  who,  they  thinl^ 
oppreHes  them  at  Home,  and  betrays  them  Abroad,  «e  arb- 
thrreforc,  in  Duty  to  our  Sovereign,  obliged  to  inquire  into 
the  Condadt  of  a  Minillcr,  when  it  becomes  generally  fu^ 
ipeded  by  the  People  ;  in  order  that  we  may  vindicate  bii 
Chara^er,  if  he  appears  innocent,  as  to  every  Thing  lakl 
to  his  Charge,  or  that  wc  may  get  him  removed  frotn  the 
Councils  of  our  Sovereign,  and  condignly  punished,  if  be 
appears  guilty, 

♦  After  having  faid  thus  much.  Sir,  I  have  no  great  Oc- 
cafion  to  anfwcr  what  has  been  faid,  that  no  Parliamentary 
Inquiry  ought  ever  to  be  fet  up,  unlefs  we  are  convinced  iliac 
fometiiing  has  been  done  amifs.     Sir,  the  very  Name  givian  f 
to  this   Houfe  of  Parliament  Ihews  the  contrary.     We  ate' 
called  the  Grand  InqucH  of  the  Nation,  and  as  fuch  Itia  oasr. 
Duty  10  inquire  into  tvtry  Step  of  nublick  Management,  ci*. 
ther  Abroad  or  at  Home,  in  order  to  fee  tiijic  nothing  hai- 
been  done  amifs,     It  is  not  cecell^iry   upon  every  QooifiGm^ 

to 
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a  Secret  Committee :  This  h  never  necdlkiy, 
le  i\ (Fairs  to  be  brought  before  them,  or  fome  of 
thofe  AiFairs,  are  iuppofed  to  be  of  fuch  a  Nature  as  ought 
to  be  kept  fecreC ,'  bat  as  Experience  has  {bewn,  that  nothing 
btit  a  fuperiicial  Inquiry  is  ever  made  by  a  general  Com- 
tniuee,  or  a  Committee  of  the  whole  Houle,  I  wi{b»  that 
all  Elli mates  and  Accounts,  and  many  other  AiFairs,  were 
refpe^vely  referred  to  Sele£l  Committees.  Their  Inquiries 
would  be  more  exad,  and  the  receiving  of  their  Reports 
would  not  take  up  fo  much  of  otir  Time  as  is  reprefented  ; 
but  if  it  did,  as  it  b  our  Duty  to  make  (Irid  Inquiries  into 
every  Thing  relating  to  the  Publick,  as  we  alTemble  here 
for  chat  Parpofe^  we  ought  to  do  our  Duty  before  we  break 
up  i  and  I  am  (ore,  his  prefent  Majefly  would  never  put  an 
End  to  any  Seflion^  till  both  Hoales  had  fully  performed 
their  Duty  to  their  Country. 

'  It  is  (aid,  by  fome  Gentlemen,  that  by  this  Inquiry  we 
ihaU  be  in  Danger  of  difcovering  the  Secrets  of  our  Govern- 
ment to  our  Enemies.  This  Argument,  Sir,  by  proving  too 
much  proves  nothing  at  alK  If  it  were  admitted,  it  would 
always  have  beei?,  and  for  ever  will  be,  an  Argument  a- 
gainil  our  inquiring  into  any  Affair  in  which  our  Govern* 
menfc  can  be  fuppofed  to  have  a  Concern.  Our  Inquiries 
would  then  be  confined  to  the  Condudt  of  our  little  Com* 
panies,  or  of  Inferior  Cu (lorn  Ho ufe  Officers  or  Excifemen  ; 
for  if  iVe  (hould  be  fo  bold  as  to  offer  to  inquire  into  the 
Conduct  of  CommiiTioners  or  great  Companies^  it  would  be 
faJd,  the  Government  had  a  Concern  in  their  Conduct,  and 
the  Secrets  of  Government  mull  not  be  divulged.  Every 
Gentleman  mud  fee,  that  this  would  be  the  Confequence  of 
admitting  fuch  an  Argument;  but  besides,  it  is  falfe  in  Fa^g 
and  contrary  to  Experience.  We  have  had  many  Parlia- 
mentary Inquiries  into  the  Condu£l  of  MiniUers  of  State, 
and  yet  I  4tfy  any  one  to  fhew,  that  any  State  Affair  wa$ 
thereby  difcovcred  which  ought  to  have  been  concealed,  or 
that  our  publick  Affairs,  either  Abroad  or  at  Home,  ever 
\  fttl&rcd  by  any  fuch  Difcovery.  There  are  Methods,  Sir^ 
^  for  preventing  Papers  of  a  very  fecret  Nature  from  coming 
into  the  Hands  of  the  Servants  attending,  or  even  of  all  the 
Membcrt  of  our  Secret  Committee.  If  his  Majefty  (hould 
by  MeHage  acquaint  us  that  fome  of  the  Papers  f^wJed  up  and 
laid  before  us  required  the  utmoft  Secrecy,  we  might  refer 
:  them  to  our  Committee,  with  an  Inlirudion  for  them  to  or- 
I  dcr  only  two  or  three  of  the  Number  to  Infped  fuch  Papers, 
^  and  to  report  from  them  nothirg  but  what  they  thought 
I  might  be  fafcly  communicated  to  their  whole  Number.  By 
iJiis  Method^  I  hope,  the  Danger  of  a  Difcovery  would  b<i 
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GeoJ^.  tfc6tuzUy  removed ;  ther€|bre  this  Danger  c^anqt  Jx  a  goo4 
h         ^gumencagainft  a  Parlumentary  In^uify*  ' '' 

•  The  ouijer  ObJeftioDj  Sir,  is  really  furprlfing,  becaafc 
it  IS  faunded  upon  a  Circutnitatice  which^  in  all  forraer  Times, 
has  heea  44initte(]  as  a  iVrong  Argument  fpr  an  immedintt 
Inquiry.  The  Hon.  Genckm^n  are  (o  ingenuous  as  to  con- 
fer, that  our  Affairs  hoth  Abroad  and  at  Home,  are  at  prcfent 
in  the  utiDoil  Pillrefs ;  but  (Ay  they,  you  ought  to  fieeyour* 
fclves  frqiu  ihh  Dlftrefs,  b^^^^^^e  you  mquire  how  or  by  what 
^eaD3  you  wa^  brought  into  it.  Sir,  according  to  this  Way 
of  argaizig,  a  Miniflcr  that  has  plundered  and  betrayed  hh 
Country,  and  fears  being  cal Led  to  an  Account  in  Parfiament, 
has  nothing  to  do  bui  to  involve  his  Country  into  a  dange- 
rous W^,  or  fome  other  great  Diflrefs,  in  order  to  prevent 
£111  Inquiry  into  hb  Condu^,  faecaufe  he  may  be  deid  before 
thiit  War  is  at  an  End,  or  that  Diftrefs  got  over.  Thus, 
like  the  tmfk  villainous  of  all  Thieves,  after  he  had  plunder- 
ed the  Houfe,  he  has  nothing  to  do  but  to  fet  it  iti  a  Flame, 
that  he  may  efcapc  ia  the  Confofinn*  It  is  reaHy  aftonifhtng 
to  hear  fuch  an  Argument  rerlaufly  urged  in  this  Houfe,  But 
fay  thefe  Gentlemen,  if  you  found  yourfelf  upon  aPrcdpfcc, 
would  you  ftaod  to  inquire  bow  you  was  led  there,  before 
you  confidered  how  to  get  oiFf  No,  Sir;  but  if  a  Guide 
had  led  me  there,  I  fbould  very  probabfy  be  provoked  to 
throw  him  over,  before  I  thought  o*  any  Thing  elfc ;  at  Icaft, 
1  am  fure,  I  ihould  not  troll  to  the  fame  Guide  for  bringing 
me  ofF»  and  this,  Sir,  b  tlie  llrongell  Argument  that  can  be 
urged  for  afi  immediate  Inquiry. 

*  Wc  have  been  for  thefe  twenty  Years  under  the  Guid- 
ance, I  may  truly  fay,  of  one  Man,  one  finglfe  Mini  fieri 
We  now  at  lall:  find  ourfelvea  upon  a  dangerous  Precipice  : 
Ought  not  we  then  immediately  to  inquire,  whether  we  have 
been  led  upon  this  Precipice  by  his  Ignorance  or  Wicked- 
Tiefs  ?  And  if  by  cither,  to  take  Care  not  to  trnft  t6  his 
Guidance  fur  leading  us  ofT?  This  is  an  addltlonat,  and  a 
stronger  Argumetit  for  this  Inquiry  than  ever  was  for  any 
fprmeri  for  if  we  do  not  inquire,  we  ihall  probably  re m-'^iR 
under  his  Guidance;  becaul'e,  tho*  he  be  removed  from  thl^ 
Treafury  Board,  he  is  n^t  from  the  King's  Clofet,  nor  pi^o- 
bably  will,  unlcfs  it  be  by  our  Advice,  or  by  our  fencing 
him  to  a  Lodging  at  the  other  End  of  the  Town,  where  he 
cannot  dofo  much  Harm  to  his  Country.  Sir,  the  Diilrcf: 
we  arc  in  at  Home  is  evidently  owing  to  b:Ld  Oecon omy,  an-^ 
IQ  our  having  been  led  into  many  neeJlefs  Expences 
JJiArefs  and  the  Danger  we  arc  in  Abroad,  are  cv 
owing  to  the  Mifcondndt  of  oar  War  with  Spain, 
little  Confidence  put  in  our  Counfds  by  our  na:  i 
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planaiioDp  ifan  Hon,  Gentleman  on  the  other  Side  had  not 
entered  into  a  particular  JuAlficatian  of  moft  of  oar  late  Mea* 
furcs»  both  Abroad  and  at  Home ;  but  as  he  has  done  fo, 
iho'  not,  in  mjr  Opinion,  quite  to  the  Purpofe  of  the  pre- 
ient  Debate,  yet,  I  hope,  I  fhall  be  excufed  making  fome 
Remarks  upon  what  he  has  faid  on  that  Subjed,  beginning, 
as  he  did,  with  the  Meafures  taken  for  pmnilhing  the  Souti- 
Sfa  Dirc£lors,  and  reHoringpublick  Credit,  after  the  terrible 
Shock  it  met  with  in  the  Year  1720. 
.  *  As  thofc  Meafures,  Sir,  were  among  the  firfl  Eirploits 
ot  our  late,  and  I  fear  i!ill  otir  Prime  Miniftcr,  at  Icaft  his 
firH  fince  he  came  lad  into  the  Adminiflration  ;  and  as  the 
Committee  propofed,  if  agreed  to,  will  probably  confift  of 
one  and  twenty,  I  wifh  the  Motion  had  been  for  one  Year 
farther  back,  that  the  Number  of  Years  might  have  been 
equal  to  the  Number  of  Inquirers,  and  that  it  might  have 
comprehended  the  firft  of  thofe  Meafures  j  for  as  it  itands,  it 
will  not  comprehend  the  Methods  taken  for  punifhing  the 
Direftors,  nor  the  firll  Regulations  made  for  reftoring  publsck 
Credit ;  and  with  regard  to  both,  fome  Pradices  might  per* 
haps  be  difcovercd,  that  would  defer ve  a  much  feverer  Fa- 
nifiimcnt  than  any  of  thofe  Direilors  met  with-  Confider* 
ing  the  many  Tricks  and  Frauds  made  ufe  of  by  thofe  Di- 
rcdlors  and  their  Agenrs,  for  drawing  People  into  their  Ruin, 
I  am  not  a  little  furprifed  to  hear  it  now  faid,  that  their 
Piinifliment  was  ever  thought  too  fcverc,  Jullfce  ,by  the 
tump  was  an  Epithet  given  it,  not  becaufe  it  was  thought 
tog  (cvere^  but  becaufe  it  was  a  Piece  of  Cunning  made  afe 
of  for  fcrcening  the  mol^  heinous  Ojfenders,  who,  if  they  did 
not  deferve  to  be  hanged,  defcrved  at  leail  to  have  that  total 
Ruin  brought  upon  them,  which  they  had  brought  Dpon 
many  unthinking  Men,  and  therefore  they  very  ill  deferved 
ibofc  Allowances  that  were  made  them  by  Parliament. 

Then,  Sir,  as  to  the  rcfloring  of  publick  Credit,  rti 
fpccdy  Redoration  was  founded  upon  the  Credit  of  the  Na- 
tion, and  not  upon  the  Wifdom  or  Juftice  of  the  Meafures 
lak^  Co  reiiore  it.  Was  it  a  wife  Method  to  remit  to  the 
S^tbtia  Company  the  whole  Seven  MilHonSj  or  thereabout, 
which  they  had  folemnly  engaged  to  pay  to  the  Publick  ? 
It  might  as  well  be  faid,  that  a  private  Man^s  giving  away 
a  great  Part  of  his  Eftate  to  thofe  that  no  Way  deferved  it, 
fMould  be  a  wife  Method  for  reviving  or  cilab!ifl\ing  his  Cre- 
dit. If  thofe  Seven  Miliions  hud  been  diflributed  among  the 
i  poorer  Sort  of  Annuitants^  it  would  have  been  both  gene* 
roui  and  charitablje  j  but  to  givg  i(  among  the  Proprietors 


them  deferved  no  Favour  /roni  the  Publick :  For  as  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Dircdors  were  authorircd  by  General 
Courts,  thofe  who  were  then  the  Proprietors  were  in  fomc 
Meafure  acceflary  to  the  Frauds  of  the  Direflors,  and  there- 
fore deferved  to  have  been  j3unifhed»  rather  than  rewarded, 
as  they  really  were  ;  becaufc  cveiy  one  of  them  who  coa- 
tinued  to  hold  Stock  in  that  Company  got,  by  the  Regula- 
tions then  made,  near  50  ptr  CtnL  added  to  his  Capital  i 
cioft  Part  of  which  arofe  from  the  high  Price  the  Annui- 
tants were  by  A£l  of  Parliament  obliged  to  take  Stock  at> 
and  was  therefore  a  moft  flagrant  Piece  of  Injuilice  done  to 
the  Annuitants.  But  we  need  not  be  at  a  Lofs  for  the  true 
Caufe  of  this  Afl  of  InjuClice,  when  we  confider^  that  a 
certain  Gentleman  had  a  great  many  Friends  among  the 
old  Stockholders,  and  few  or  none  among  the  Annuitants, 

'  Another  Aft  of  Injuilice  which,  I  believe,  we  may 
afcribe  to  the  fame  Caufe,  relates  to  thofe  who  were  en- 
gaged in  heavy  Contrads  for  Stock  or  Subfcriptions,  many 
of  whom  groan  under  the  Load  to  this  very  Day  ;  for 
after  we  had  by  A£t  of  Parliament  quite  altered  the  Nature^ 
though  not  the  Name  of  the  Stock  they  had  bought,  and 
made  it  much  lefs  valuable,  than  it  was  when  they  engaged 
to  pay  a  high  Price  for  it,  I  muft  think,  it  was  an  A£l  of 
publick  InjuilJce,  to  leave  them  liable  to  be  profccotcd  at 
Law  for  the  whole  Money  they  had  engaged  to  pay  i  and 
I  am  fure,  it  was  not  a  Method  for  reftoring  private  Credit, 
upon  which  our  Trade  and  Navigation  very  much  depend. 
If  the  fame  Regulation  had  been  made  with  regard  to  tnem, 
as  was  made  with  regard  to  thofe  who  had  borrowed  Money 
of  the  Company,  or  a  Sort  of  XJti pojjldeth  enadled,  by  de- 
claring all  fuch  Contrails  void,  fo  far  as  related  to  any  fu- 
ture Payments,  it  would  not  have  been  unjull:,  and  was  ex- 
tremely neceflary  for  quieting  the  Minds  of  the  People,  for 
preventing  their  ruining  one  another  at  Law,  and  for  re- 
itoring  Credit  between  Man  and  Man,  which  is  fo  neceflary 
in  a  trading  Country  ;  but  there  is  Reafon  to  fuppofe,  that 
a  certain  Gentleman  had  many  Friends  among  *hc  Sellers 
in  thofe  Contrafts,  and  very  few  among  the  Buyers,  which 
was  the  Reafon  why  the  latter  could  obtain  lictle  or  no 
Relief  or  Mercy  by  any  publick  Law  or  Regulation, 

*  Then,  Sir,  with  regard  to  the  extraordinary  Grants 
made  to  the  Civil  LiiV,  the  very  Reafon  given  by  the  Hon. 
Gentlemen  for  juiltfying  thofe  Grants,  is  a  flrong  Reafon 
for  an  immediate  Inquiry.  If  there  have  arifcn  any  confide* 
rable  Charges  upon  that  Revenue,  let  us  fee  what  thofe 
Charges  were;  let  us  examine  whether  or  no  they  were  nc-

ceflkry.  We  have  the  more  Reafon  to  do  this,  bccaofe  the  ^3.15.  Geo.  II. 
Revenue  fettled  upon  his  late  MsjcHy's  Civil  Lirt,  was  at  ^  ^^ 
leaft  as  great  as  was  fettled  either  upon  King  IFWiam  or  ' 
Queen  Annet  and  yet  neither  of  them  ever  aflced  any  extra- 
orainary  Grant,  but  on  the  contrary,  the  latter  gave  out  of 
her  Civil  Lift  Revenue  1 00,000  /.  yearly,  towards  the  Sup- 
port of  the  War  ;  and  yet  there  was  as  great  Hofpitality  in 
the  Royal  Palace  during  lier  Time,  as  there  has  been  ever 
Gnce.  Beiides,  there  is  a  general  Rumour  without  Doors, 
that  the  Civil  Lift  is  now  greatly  in  Arrear,  which,  if  true, 
renders  an  Inquiry  abfolutcly  neccfTa ry  ;  for  it  is  inconfillent 
with  the  Honour  and  Dignity  of  the  Crown  of  thefe  King- 
doms to  be  in  Arrear  to  its  Tradefmen  and  Servants ;  and 
'tis  the  Duty  of  this  Houfc  to  take  Care,  that  the  Revenue 
we  have  fettled  for  fupporting  the  Honour  and  Dignity  of 
bur  Crown,  fhall  not  be  fquandered  or  mifapplied  :  If  for- 
mer Parliaments  have  failed  in  this  Refpefl,  they  muft  be 
blamed,  tho*  they  cannot  be  punifhcd  ;  but  we  ought  now 
to  attone  for  their  Neglc£l,  and  we  may  punifh  thofe,  if 
they  can  be  difcover*d,  who  were  the  Caufe  of  it. 

*  I  come  now  in  Courfe  to  the  Excife-Scheme,  which  th« 
Hon.  Gentleman  fays,  ought  to  be  forgiven,  becaufe  it  was 
ealily  given  up.  Sir,  it  was  not  eafily  given  up.  The  Pro- 
moter of  that  Scheme  did  not  eafily  give  it  up;  he  gave  it 
up  with  Sorrow,  with  Tears  in  his  Eyes,  when  he  favv,  and 
not  till  he  faw  it  impoffible  to  carry  it  through  the  Houfe* 
Did  rot  his  Majority  dccreafe  every  Divifion  ?  It  was  almoll 
certain,  that  if  he  had  pufhed  it  any  farther,  the  Majority 
woald  have  turned  againft  him.  *  His  Sorrow  ihewed  his 
Difappointment;  and  his  Difappointment  fhewed  that*  his 
Defign  was  higher  than  of  preventing  Frauds  in  the  Cuftoms. 
He  was  at  that  Time  fo  fenfible  of  the  Influence  of  Excife- 
Laws  and  Excifemen  with  regard  toEledions,  and  of  the  great 
Occafion  he  would  have  for  that  Sort  of  Influence  at  the 
next  General  Election,  which  was  then  approaching,  that  it 
is  impoflible  to  foppofe,  he  had  not  that  Irfluence  in  Viewi 
and  if  he  had,  it  was  a  moft  wicked  Attempt  againft  our 
Conftituiion ;  therefore  he  defervcd  the  Treatment  he  met 
with  from  the  People.  Perhaps  there  was  none  but  what 
Gentlemen  are  pleafed  to  call  Mob,  concerned  in  burning 
him  in  Effigy  ;  but  as  the  Mob  confifts  chiefly  of  Childn  n, 

Journeymen  and  Servants,  who  fpcrik  the  Sentiments  of  their 
'arents  and  Mafters,  wc  may  thence  judge  of  the  Sentiments 
of  the  better  Sort  of  People.

caufe  none  oiber  were  mentioned  in  this  Debate.  Sir,  h^ 
has  already  heard  a  ^eafon  why  no  other  Wrong  Mcafgres 
fliould  be  particuiarly  mentioned  in  this  Debate :  l(  it  wctc 
BCCclTary,  many  others  might  be  mentioned.  Is  not  the 
keeping  up  of  fo  numerous  an  Army  in  Time  of  Peace  to 
be  found  faalt  with  ?  la  not  the  fitting  out  fo  many  expenfive 
Squadrons  for  no  Purpofe,  to  be  found  fault  with  I  Arc  not 
the  Encroachments  made  upon  the  Sinking  Fund,  the  revi- 
ving the  Salt-Bury,  the  rejedling  many  ufeful  Bills  and  Mo* 
tions  in  Parliament,  and  many  other  domeftick  Meafures, 
to  be  found  fault  with  ?  The  Weaknefs  or  Wickcdnefs  of 
thofe  Meafureshas  been  often  demonllralcd,  their  ill  Confc* 
qucnces  were  at  the  refpedive  Times  foretold,  and  tjbofe 
Confequenccsarc  now  become  vifible  by  our  prefentDiftrefs. 
*  Now,  Sir,  with  regard  to  the  foreign  Meafujcs,  which 
the  Hon.  Gentleman  has  attempted  to  juitify.  The  Treaty 
of  Harto^^er  deferves  indeed  to  be  fidl  mentioned,  bccaufe 
from  thence  fp rings  the  Danger,  which  Eunpe  is  now  ex* 
polcd  to  ;  and  it  is  impoffible  to  ailign  a  Reafon  for  our  enter- 
ing into  that  IVeaty,  without  fuppofmg  that  we  then  ^-efolv'd 
to  be  revenged  on  the  Emperor  iat  rtJuiing  to  grant  us  feme 
Favour  inGeipmny,  It  is  in  vain  now  to  mllll  upon  the  fe- 
cret  Engagements  entered  intol>y  the  Courts  of  rUnna  and 
Madrid^  as  the  Caufe  of  that  Treaty,  lime  has  fully  fljewn, 
that  there  never  were  any  fuch  Engagements  i  and  His  late 
Majelly's  Speech  from  the  Throne  cannot  here  be  admit«?d 
as  any  Evidence  of  the  Fad.  Every  one  knowj  tha^  ia 
Parliament,  the  King^s  Speech  is  always  confiderc^  as  tjbc 
Speech  of  the  Miniller ;  and  furely  a  \Jiniller  is  not  to  be 
allowed  to  bring  his  own  Speech  as  an  Evidence  of  a  Fa^  in 
his  own  JulHficanon.  If  it  be  pretended  that  hisiate  Majclly 
hadfonie  Sort  of  Information,  that  fuch  Engagementfi  had 
been  entered  into,  that  v^ry  Pretence  furnifhes  an  unanfwer- 
able  Argument  for  an  Inquiry  j  for  as  the  Information  now 
appears  to  have  been  groundlefs.  we  ought  to  inquire  into  it, 
becnufe,  if  it  appears  to  be  fuch  an  Information  as  ought 
not  to  have  been  believed,  that  Miniller  ought  to  be  puniih- 
fed  who  advifed  his  late  Majeily  to  give  Credit  to  it,  and 
lo  run  the  Nation  into  fuch  pernicious  Meafures  in  ConCe- 
qucnce  of  it. 

•  At  the  Time  this  Treaty  was  enter'd  into,  we  wanted 
nothing  from  the  Emperor  upon  our  own  Account.  Tfcc 
abolifhing  of  the  Ojlend  Company  was  a  Demand  wC  had 
no  Right  to  make,  nor  were  we  in  Interell  much  obiigcd^o 
infill  upon  it,  bcnauic  that  Company  wouU  have  been  more 
prejudicial  lo  th«  Iniercil,  both  of  the  ]^r€nch  awi' J>utch 
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tfitt  doncem'd  us  much,  wc  might  probably  have  gained  it, 

I   by  acceding  to  the  Fitnna  Treaty  between  the  Emperor  and 
Zpmn^  or  Xiy  guarantying  the  Pragmatlck  Sanftioo^  whicll 
we  afterwards  did  in  tbe  moft  abfolutc  Manner,  without  any 
Coniideration  at  all     We  wanted  nothing  from  Spain  bot» 
Departure  from  the  Pretence  (lie  had  jull  began,   or,  I  be^ 
licve,  hardly   begun  to  fet  op  in  an  exprefs   Manner,  with 
regard  to  fearching   and  fcizing  ocr  Ships  in  the  Amincan 
Sca5  ;  and  this  we  did  not  obtain,  or  perhaps  did  not  dcAre 
to  obtain  by  the  Treaty  of  SNjiiie.     By  that  Treaty  wc  ob- 
tained nothing,  but  we  made  another  Step  towiirds  bringing 
on  that  Danger  which  Europe  \y  now  involved  in,  by  uniting 
iht  Courts  of  France  and  Spain^  and  Inying  a  Fo  jndation  for

*  I  ftiill  grant,  Sir,  our   Minifters  appear  to   have  been

ters and  Memorials  to  the  Court  of  Spain  t  but  by  ali  I  have 
looked  Into,   it  appears,  they  never  rightly   underdood,   or 
perhaps  would  not  undcrftand  the  Point  they  were  negodat- 
^^    ing  about ;  and  as  they  fuffered  themfelves  to  be  amuled,  as 
^P    they  fay,  with  fair  Promifcs,  for  ten  Years  together,  whilil 
^    iti  the  mean  Time  our  Merchants  were  plundt-r'd,  and  our 
^ Trade  interrupted,  we  ought  to  inquire  into  this  Affair ;  for 
*if  it  Hiould  appear,  that  they  allovvcd  themfelves  to  be  amuf- 
•  ed  with  fuch  Anfwers,  as  no  Man  of  Honour  in  fuch   CJr- 
I  Jtumftances  would  have  taken,  nor  any   Man  of  Common 
|*Senfe  been   amufed  with,  they  muft  have  had  fome  fecrcc 
pllotive  for  allowing  themfelves  to  be  thus  imposed  upon  ;  this 
■^fccrct  Motive  we  may  perhaps  difcover  by  an  Inquiry,  and  as

on  our  Side  ;  or  if  we  did»  it  woold  be  inaoaged  weakly  or 
pafillanimoufly ;  and  have  we  not  fince  found,  that  they 
fortn*d  a  right  Judgment  ?  Nothing,  Sir,  ever  demanded 
more  a  Parliamentary  Inquiry  than  our  Condud  in  this  War. 
The  only  Branch  of  it  we  have  inquired  into,  we  have  al- 
ready tenfured  and  condemned;  Is  not  this  a  good  Reaibn 
for  inquiring  into  every  other  Branch  ?  Difappointment  and 
ill  Succefs  have  always,  till  now,  occaAoned  a  Parliamentaiy 
Inquiry.  Inactivity  of  itfelf  it  a  fufficient  Caufe  for  an  Inr 
quiry.  We  have  now  all  thefe  Reafons  concurring.  Oar 
Admirals  Abroad  defire  nothing  more ;  becaitfe  they  are 
confcious  that  our  Inactivity  and  ill  Succe(s  would  af^ear  not 
to  be  owing  to  their  Conduct,  but  to  the  CondnCt  of  thoCe 
that  fent  chem  out. 

<  I  cannot  conclude.  Sir,  without  taking  Notice  of  the^ 
two  other  Foreign  Meafures  mentioned  by  the  Hon.  Gentle- 
man.   Our  Conduct  in  the  Year  1734,  with  regard  to  the 
War  becween  the  Emperor  and  France^  may  be  iea£ly  ab* 
counted  for,   tho*   not  eafily  excufed.     Ever  iinQe  ahelaft 
Accefilon  of  oar  late  Minider  to  Power,  we  feero  to  have 
had  a  Spite  againfl  the  Houfe  of  Juftria.    Our  Guaranty-: 
of  the  Pragmatick  Sanction  was  an   Effed  of  that  ;Spite  s 
bccanfe  we  entered  into  it,  when,  as  has  iince  appeari^di*  we 
had  no  Mind  to  perform  our  Engagement ;  and  by  tha^ihftm^ 
Guaranty  got  the  Emperor  to  admit  of  the  Introduction  of -• 
the  Spuni/k  Troops  into  lialy,  which  he  would  not  otherwiie 
have  done.     The  Preparations  we  made  in  that  Yeajr,-  tJ^  - 
Armies  we  raifed,  and  the  Fleets  we  fitted  out,  were  noit  Co 
guard  againit  rhe  Event  of  the  War  Abroad,  bnt  againft  the- 
Event  of  the  enfuing  EleCtion  at  Home.     The  new  Com- 
miFions,  the  Promotions,  and  the  Money  laid  out  on  thefe^ 
Preparations,  were  of  excellent  Ufe  at  the  Time  of  ^Ge^- 
neral   EleCt^on,  and,  in  fome  Meafure  attpned  for  the  Leia 
of  the  Excife- Scheme ;  but  France  and  her  Allies  were  well ' 
convinced,  that  we  would,  in  no  Event,  declare  againft  them, 
otherwife  they  would  not  have  dar'd  to  attack  uie  Emperor 
at  that  Time  \  for  Mujcovy^  Foland^  Gtrmany  and  Britnin;- ' 
would  have  t>een,  by  much,  an  over-Match  for  them.     It  was 
notour  Preparations  that  fet  Bounds  to  the  Ambition nf 
Frsncey  but  her  getting  all  (he  wanted  at  that  Time  for  ber*:'- 
felf,   and  all  (he  defircd  for  her  Allies.     Her  own  Prudence  - 
directed  her,  that  it  was  not  then  a  proper  Time  to  puih  her 
Views  farther ;  bccaufe  (he  did  not  know,  but  that  the  iSpi^^*  • 
ric  of. this  Nadon  might  ^t  the  -bc^^  9S  it  iias  iince:  done  :

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and  if  this  (hould  have  happened,  the  Houfe  oi  Anftria  wa^ 
then  in  fuch  a  Condition,  that  our  AfTiHance,  even  tho'  Jate^ 
wauld  have  been  of  ciF^ftaal  Service. 

•  I  am  furpnfed,  Sir,  to  hear  the  Hon.  Gentlaman  now 
fay,  that  we  gave  up.  nothing,  or  got  any  Thing  by  our  in- 
famous Convention  with  Spain,  Did  we  not  give  tip  the 
Freedom  of  our  Trade  and  Navigation,  by  fubmitting  it  td 
be  regulated  by  Plenipotentiaries  I  Can  Freedom  be  regulat- 
ed without  being  confined,  ard  confequently  in  fome  Part 
dcilroyed  \  Did  not  we  give  up  Georgia,  or  fomc  Part  of  it, 
by  fubmitdng  to  have  new  Limits  fettled  by  Pkfyipotentia- 
ries  ?  Did  we  not  give  up  all  the  Reparation  of  Honour  we 
had  io  jull  a  Title  to  infifi  on  ?  Did  we  not  give  pp  all 
Reparation  of  the  Damage  we  had  fuffcred,  amounting  to 
5  or  600,000  L  for  the  paltry  Sum  of  27,000  /,  For  this 
was  all  Spain  promifed  to  pay,  afttr  deducting  the  68,000  /. 
which  wc^  by  the  Declaration  annexed  to  that  Treaty,  al- 
lowed her  to  infift  on  having  from  our  South'Sea  Company, 
under  the  Penalty  of  ftripping  them  of  the  JJJtento  Contrsdl, 
and  all  the  Privileges  they  were  thereby  intitled  to,  Even 
this  Sum  of  37,000  A  or  more,  they  had  before  acknowledg- 
ed to  be  due,  on  Account  of  Ships  they  had  allowed  to  have 
been  nnjuftly  taken,  and  had  aftually  fent  Orders  for  their 
RefHtuDon ;  So  that,  by  this  infamous  Treaty »  we  got 
nothing,  and  gave  up  every  Thing ;  and  ihefefore,  in  my 
Opinion,  the  Honour  of  this  Nation  can  never  be  retrieved^ 
unlcrs  th«  Advifers  and  Authors  of  it  be  ccnfurfd  and  punifb- 
ed,  which  cannot  regularly  be  done  without  a  Parliamentary 
Intjuiry. 

•  hy  thcfe,  and  the  like  wicked,  or  weak  and  pafilUni- 
mous  Mcafurca,  we  arc  become  the  Ridicule  of  every  Court 
in  Europe^  and  have  loll  the  Confidence  of  all  our  antient 
Allies:  By  thefe  we  have  encouraged  France  to  extend  her 
ambtttous  Views,  and  now  at  Jail  to  attempt  carrying  them 
into  Execution.  By  bad  OEconomy  and  Extravagance  in 
our  domdirck  Meafurcs,  we  have  brought  ourfelvcs  into 
fuch  Diftrtrfs  at  Home,  that  we  are  almoll  utterly  incapable 
of  entering  into  a  War  :  By  Wcaknefs  or  Wickcdnefa  in  our 
foreign  Mcafares,  we  have  brought  the  AfFurs  of  Eurepe 
into  fuch  Ditlrefs,  that  it  is  almofl  impoilible  for  us  to  avoid 
entering  into  a  War.  By  thefe  Means  we  have  been  brought 
upon  the  dangerous  Precipice  on  which  we  now  find  ourfclves  t 
and  fhali  wc  trufl  our  being  led  fafdy  off  to  the  fame  Guide 
that  \\^%  led  us  on  ?  Sir,  it  is  impolTib^e  for  him  to  lead  us 
ofTi  it  if  impofliblc  iox  m  to  gtt  oit,  without  firll  iccovcrr 
ing  that  Confidence  among onr  ancient  Aliics  which  this  Na- 
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Accoonts  of

nor  their  Candidate  had  ever  any  Money  of  their  own  to 
fpare.  Nay,  thofe  Agents  are  often  known  to  be  Trcafury- 
Agents,  tho'  in  the  common  Courfe  of  Jullice  it  is  impoffible 
to  prove  that  they  are.  It  will  even  be  difficult  for  a  Com- 
mittee of  this  Houfe,  with  all  the  Powers  we  can  give  them, 
to  trace  this  Pra6lice  up  to  its  original  Source ;  but,  con- 
iidering  the  general  Sufpicion  without  Doors,  and  the  many 
ilrong  Reafons  there  are  for  believing  that  Sufpicion  to  be 
well  grounded,  we  ought  certainly  to  aim  at  it ;  and  if  we 
do,  we  cannot  begin  later  than  the  Time  when  canvafling 
may  be  fuppofed  to  have  begun  for  the  chufing  of  the  htt  Par- 
liament, which,  I  reckon,  was  about  ten  Years  ago  ;  for  as 
that  Parliament  was  chofen  in  the  Summer  1734,  we  mull 
fuppofe  that  the  Candidates,  efpecially  where  there  was  like 
to  be  an  Oppofition,  begun  to  take  Meafurcs  for  fecuring 
their  Interell  in  the  Summer  1732,  which  will  juft  come 
within  the  Term  of  ten  Years,  computing  back  from  this 
Time,

pofed,  that  this  Minilkr  dircOed  every  other  Branch  of 
pablick  Baiinefs,  as  well  as  thac  of  the  Trcafury,  which^  I 
am  fure,  none  of  his  Friends  will  pretend  to  fay,  becaufe 
this  would  be  as  great  a  Crime  as  any  he  is  accufed  of. 
This  Motion  cannot  therefore  be  foppofird  to  relate  to  any 
foreign  Affair,  and,  confequcntly,  an  Inquiry  into  this  Noble- 
inan's  Condud^,  caonot  be  fuppofed  to  endanger  the  Difco- 
very  of  any  of  the  Secrets  of  our  Government*  Nay,  if  he, 
whilil  he  wais  in  OfBce,  confined  himfelf  to  the  Duty  of  hh 
OBtce,  our  Inquiry,  in  purfuance  of  this  Motion,  can  com- 
prehend but  one  Branch  even  of  our  domel\ick  Affairs,  and 
thac  Branch  too,  which,  of  all  others,  has  the  leail  to  do 
with  our  foreign  Affairs.  An  Inquiry  into  the  Conduct  of 
a  Secretary  of  State,  a  Secretary  at  War,  a  CommiiTionef 
of  the  Admiralty,  or  even  the  Lord  High  Chancellor,  might 
be  fatd  to  have  fome  Relation  to  foreign  Affairs ;  but  £ 
Cannot  fuggcll  to  myfelf  what  a  Comnniilioner  of  the  Trea- 
fury  can  have  to  do  with  foreign  Affairs,  or  how  an  Inquiry 
into  his  Condufl  can  have  the  leaft  Relation  to  any  foreign 
Affair  whatfoev-er  ;  confequcntly,  I  hope,  this  Motion  will 
appear  to  be  quite  frt^  from  that  Obje^ion  which  fcemed 
to  DC  urged  with  fo  much  Weight  againil  my  former ;  and 
as  fo  much  has  in  this  Seffion  been  faidi  upon  former  Oc* 
cailons,  about  the  NeceOity  of  an  immediate  Inquiry,  I 
fhall  add  no  more,  but  move  to  refolve.  That  a  Commit- 
tee  be  appointed,  as  I  have  before  mentioned.

741*  Iriquiry,  and>  if  wc  had^  this  is  not  a  proper  Time  for  it. 
The  Sufpicions  that  are  entertained,  and  the  Ci amours  that 
ai«  made  without  Doors^  are  neither  the  Sufpicions  nor  the 
Clamours  of  fcnfible  and  difcerning  Men,  nor  of  Men  of 
Fortune  and  Circumflances  in  our  Country,  unlefi  it  be  fuch 
as  cover  their  Difaifcdion  to  the  Royal  Family  under  the 
Cloak  of  being  difcontented  with  the  Meafures  purfaed  by 
the  AdminiJlraiion,  They  are  the  Sufpicions  and  Clamours 
cither  of  Jacahiuj  and  Republicans^  or  of  the  mere  Mob  j 
and,  I  hope,  I  ihall  never  fee  the  Meafures  or  Proceedings  of 
this  Houfe  dire^d  by  either  of  thefe  Sorts  of  Men.  If 
you  were  to  be  dire^ed  by  JacobiUs  and  Republicans,  you 
would  not  Oiily  inquire,  but  hang  up  tv^ty  Man  that  dared 
to  ferve  the  Royal  Family  now  upon  our  Throne,  that  they 
might  thereby^  at  laft,  get  the  Royal  Family  itfelf  banlflied 
out  of  the  Kingdom  i  and»  if  you  were  to  be  directed  by

*  The  Sufpicions  or  the  Murmurs  without  Doors  are  never 
to  be  a  Rule  for  our  Proceedings,  unlefs  we  arc  fully  con- 
vinc'd,  that  there  is  fome  very  good  Ground  for  thofe  Sufpici- 
ons and  Murmurs  ;  and  this,  I  thinks  cannot  with  Reafan 
be  faid  by  any  Gentleman  at  prefcnt.  The  only  Ground  of 
Complaint  which  the  Noble  Lord  was  pleafed  to  hmt  at, 
was  that  of  applying  the  publick  Money,  and  all  the  Favours 
of  the  Crown,  towards  gaining  a  corrupt  Influence  at  Elev- 
ens and  in  Parliament,  Sir,  with  Regard  to  the  Favours  of 
the  Crown,  I  do  not  fee  how  any  Miniller  can  be  made  to 
anfwer  for  their  Difpofal,  becaufe  they  are  diredly  difpoTed 
of  by  the  King  himfelf,  who  very  often  difpofes  of  them 
without  To  much  as  alking  the  Advice  of  the  Minifler,  whofe 
proper  Department  they  belong  toi  and  therefore,  li  any 
Fault  could  be  fuppofed  to  have  been  committed  in  this  Rt- 
fpe£t,  it  would  be  a  Charge  againll  the  King  himfelf ;  which» 
I  hope,  will  be  allowed  to  be  a  Sort  of  a  Charge  that  can- 
not be  brought  by  this  Houfe,  or  by  either  Houfe  of  Parli- 
ament.

to  him,  or  to  any  of  his  Minillers  as  a  Crime,  to  beftow  the 
Favours  of  the  Crown  upon  thofe  they  thitil>  che  beft  Friends 
to  their  Country.     This,  I  hope,  will  anfwer  for  thofe  Fa- 
vours of  the  Crown  that  are  befiowed  upon  Members  of  Par- 
liament ;  and,  if  they   have  any  Favours  in  their  Gift,   or 
can  obtain  any  Favours  from  the  Crown  for  other  Perfons, 
they  are,  in  Gratitude,  obliged   to  difpofe  of  thofe  Favours 
among  thofe  who  fupported  their  tntereft  at  their  Eledion. 
This  has  always  been  .the  Pra6tice,  it  always  will,  it  always 
ought  to  be  the  Practice  ;  becaufc,  as  I  have  faid,  it  is  what 
Gentlemen  are  in  Gratitude  bound  to  do  ;  and  to  be  grate- 
ful will  never,    I  hope,    be  decm'd  criminal. 

*  If  this.  Sir,  is  to  be  call'd  a  corrupt  Influence,  it  is 
impojfible  for  us  to  be  without  it,  as  long  as  the  Crown  has 
any  Favours  to  bellow.  It  is  what  every  Gentleman  prac- 
tifes,  and  ought  to  praftife  in  his  private  Capacity  as  well 
as  in  his  publick.  If  he  has  any  Favours  to  beflow,  if  he 
can  procure  any  Favours,  as  a  good  Citizen  he  ought  to 
beftow  them  upon,  or  procure  them  for  thofe  that,  in  his 
Opinion,  deferve  bell  of  their  C)antry,  and  if  he  purfues  what 
he  thinks  the  Intereil  of  his  Country,  he  muft  think  thofe 
Men  dcfexve  bell  of  their  Country  who  approve  of  the  Meafures 
he  approves  of,  and  fupport  him  in  the  Purfuit  of  them.  This 
may,  indeed,  be  a  corrupt  Influence,  with  regard  to  fome  of 
thole  upon  whom  the  Favours  are  bellowed  :  They  mayj  per- 
haps, pretend  to  approve  of^  and  may  fupport  their  Patron  in 
the  Purfuit  of  Meafures  which  they  do  not  in  their  Hearts  ap- 
prove of;  but,  widi  regard  to  him,  it  is  no  corrupt  Influ- 
ence, as  long  as  he  purfues  thofe  Meafures  which,  he  thinks, 
will  contribute  moft  to  the  Security  and  Happinefs  of  his 
Country.  In  the  Perfon  who  beftows,  the  DKpofal  of  Favours 
can  never  be  fuppofed  to  be  with  a  Defign  to  to  procure  a 
corrupt  Influence  ;  nor  can  it  be  imputed  to  him  as  a  Crime, 
iinlefs  he  purfues  fuch  Meafures  as  lie  knows  to  be  deftruc- 
tive  to  his  Country  ;  and  as  this  is  a  Crime  in  the  Mind  on* 
ly,  we  can  never  difcover  it  by  an  Inquiry,  nor  can  it  be 
juftly  puniQied  by  any  fublunary  Power  :  It  can  neither  be 
detedled  nor  puniflied  by  any  Thing  but  the  Hand  of  God. 

*  With  regard  to  the  Difpofal  of  publick  Money,  it  is 
cafier,  indeed,  to  difcover  a  criminal  Prailice.  If  that  has 
been  difpofcd  of  towards  bribing  Votes,  cither  in  Parliament 
or  at  Klcdlions,  and  without  a  Pretence  of  any  real  and  ho- 
neft  Service  performed  to  the  Publick,  it  may  be  dctc^led^ 
and  ought  to  be  puniflied.     But  there  are  two  very  flrong 
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An.  15*  C«QJl*l^iifo«s  for  makbg  us  believe,  ttiat  no  fuch  Pra^icc  bai 
*74''  lately  been  made  ufe  of<  Such  Pradiccs,  as  all  criminal  Prac- 
tices are,  are  generally  carried  on  in  a  bidden  Manner  i  but 
to  iflUe  Money  from  the  Treafury  for  this  Purpofe,  I  think 
jmpojdlble  to  be  done  in  a  hJddeii  Manner.  Tiiere  are  fo  mz* 
try  Coramiffionera,  and  fo  nraany  Clerks  attending  that  Board, 
that  fucb  a  Pra<5ticc  could  not  long  efcape  a  Difcoveiy  ;  and 
befides*  tbere  muft  be  fo  many  Agents  employed  to  carry 
this  Money  to  the  Country,  and  to  diilribute  it  in  a  proper 
Manner,  that  no  Man  of  common  Senfe  would  trull  to  the 
Secret's  being  kept.  Some  one  of  thofe  to  whom  it  mull  be 
communicated,  uould  certainly,  either  out  of  Regard  to  his 
Country,  or  in  tixpedlation  of  a  Reward,  or  from  forae 
Difappintment,  become  an  Informer,  and  a  diiedl  Erideoce 
againll  the  high  Lrimmal.  As  no  fuch  Thing  has  happened: 
As  the  Noble  Lord  does  not  fo  much  as  pretend,  that  he  has 
any  fuch  Infoimation  or  Evidence,  I  mull  fuppofe,  that  no 
fuch  Crime  has  been  lately  committed.  Even  if  there  were 
a  general  Rumour  among  Men  of  Senfe  and  Difcretion  with- 
out Doors,  that  fuch  a  Crime  had  been  frequently  commit- 
ted, £  Hiould  look  upon  it  as  a  mere  groundlefs  Rumour^  un- 
lefs  fomc  Gentleman  of  Charader  could  fay,  he  had  direct

*  Another  Argument,  Sir,  for  my  thinking  the  committing 
of  this  Crime  impoffible,  is  the  Method  mtroduced  by  the  Re- 
volution, of  appropriating  all  Parliamentary  Grants,  and  the 
regular  Accounts  of  the  Dtfpofal  of  all  publick  Monies  thai 
have  been  of  Jate  Years  laid  annually  before  the  Parliament. 
Thefe  Graots  are  generally  fo  far  from  having  any  Exceis  or 
Surplus,  that  they  are  often  infufficient  foranfwering  theSenrl- 
ces  to  which  they  are  appropriated  by  Parliament ;  and  if  ever

'  For  thefe  Reafons,  Sir,  I  cannot  fappofe  we  have  the 
leail  Caafc  or  Reafon  for  fetting  up  fach  aa  Inqairy  as  h 
'  propofed  by  this  Motion  ;  and  wkh  all  due  Regard  to  this 
Hoiife,  I  mail  fay,  that  if  an  Inquiry  were  (tt  up,  as,  I 
hope  there  never  will,  without  any  apparent  Caufe  whatever, 
I  jhould  very  much  fufpeft^  that  it  proceeded  from  Malice 
and  Refcntipent,  in  which  Cafe  I  fhould  very  Jittle  expe^, 
that  the  Perfon  whofe  Conduit  was  by  fuch  Means  to  be  in* 
quired  into,  ihould  meet  with  any  Candour  or  fair  Treat- 
ment. If  1  judge  more  favourably  of  the  Caufe  and  Cha- 
raftcr  of  the  Noble  Lord,  whofe  Condud  is  fo  particularly 
propofed  to  be  inquired  into,  than  other  Gentlemen  do,  1 
hope  the  Connexion  I  have  with  him,  the  natural  Duty  I 
owe  him,  will  plead  my  Excufe.

I  believe' 
no  one  cxpedb  his  Approbation  of  fuch  a  QueilioD  ;  becauie, 
I  am  convinced,  he  thinks  the  noble  Lord,  whofe  Conda^ 
is  now  propofed  to  be  inquired  into,  was  never  guilty  of  any 
Crime,  nor  fqfpedled  to  be  fo  by  any  Gentleman  of  For* 
tune  and  Chara£ler  in  this  Kingdom.

I  am  pcrfuadcd  he  does ;  but  he  cannot  be  fuppofcd  to  knoW         »74»' 
the  F;i^t,  cbereforc  \\h  AfllTtion  can  have  no  Authority  s 
arid,  I  believe  there  arc  many  Gentlemen  in  this  Houie,  who 
are  in  the  fame  Circumiiances  with  him. 

;*  But,  Sir,  I  would  have  [hat  Gentleman^  and  tvtry 
other  Gentlenian,  to  take  Care  what  they  hy,  when  t\\ty 
iniifiuate,  that  no  Gcntlenaan  of  Senfc  and  Fortune,  unleft 
he  be  a  jftHQhiff  or  Republican,  has  the  lealt  Sufpicion  of 
the  noble  Lord'i  Conduft  now  under  our  Confideration. 
tUvc  not  they,  upon  former  Occafions,  heard  many  Gentle- 
mco  10  this  Houfe,  not  only  declare  their  having  Sufpicions, 
but  give,  what  I  inought,  inconteilablc  Reafons  ior  (hewing, 
that  thofe  Sufpicions  are  well  grounded  I  I  believe,  none  of 
thofe  Gentlemen  will  be  directly  charged  with  being  a  Man 
of  no  Fortune  or  Charafler,  or  with  being  a  'Jacohh^  or 
Republican ;  and  they  have,  upon  all  Occafions,  Hicwn 
them  Tel  ves  to  be  Men  of  as  good  Senfe  as  thofe  who  afTerc 
Cti^  contrary,  It  would  be  unlucky  for  his  Majelly,  and 
his  Family,  as  well  as  for  oor  prefent  happy  Conftitution,  if 
all  wei^  jacohiHs  or  Republicans  that  fufpedl  our  late  Ml» 
niiief  s  Condud :  His  Majeily  would  find  many  of  thera, 
peiKjp^  a  Mfljority,  both  in  his  Army,  and  among  his  Ser- 
%'ants,  who,  tho'  they  difTemb^e  their  Sentiments  at  prefent, 
would  cert;iioly  declare  themlelves  openly,  and  take  Mea- 
fures  accordingly,  upon  the  firft  favourable  Opportunity. 
Thofe  who  have  a  true  Regard   for  the  Security  of  his  Ma- 

I  jelly *§  Government,  will  be  extremely  cautious  of  propagating 
iuch  Aceufation?!.  It  was  the  Cullom  of  King  CharUs  the 
Firft*6  Court,  in  the  Begtjining  of  his  Reign,  to  tax  all  thofe 
who  oppofed  their  arbitrary  Meafures  with  being  Puritans  .- 
What  was  the  Conf<?quence  ?  Moll  of  thofe  Men  adtuallf- 
liccime  ft^»  and  thereby  made  the  Purt!*ins  foch  a  power- 
i\A  Party  in  the  Kingdom,  as  at  laft  pulled  down  ihac  unfor- 
tunate king  from  the  Throne  he  fate  on,  and,  de  fund  §h\ 
€9mhk^  overturncJ  the  Contlitution  of  our  Government. 

"  A>  there  are  certainly  great  Complaints  v.ithout  Doors, 
of  Mi  Tap  plication  and  Corruption  :  As  this  Fnft  is  provsd 
by  the  Tellimony  of  many  Gentlemen  in  the  Houfe*  who 
have  no  Places,  Penfions,  or  Prefernicnts  to  bellow,  aixJ* 
coofc<5iiendy,  are  better  Judges  than  thofe  that  have  ;  iff' 
%vcfe  a  Placeman  ^nd  a  Friend  to  our  late  Miniller,  as  all, 
I  think,  of  his  Friends  are,  tho%  from  the  Comphifance, 
or,  perhaps,  Diffimuktion  of  thofe  I  eonverfed  with,  I  hat*  " 
never  heard  of  there  bang  any  fuch^  Complaints  without 
Door?,  yet  from  the  Tellimony  of  fa  many  Gentlemen  who 
art  tht  beil  Judges  of  the  People's  Scotiments,  I  lliould  cer- 
tainly 


,  i5.Geo.  n»  tainly  believe  the  Faifl,  and  as  a  Friend  to  the  Minifter, 
x74i<        or  to  my  Coantry,  (hould  join  in  this  MotioUp  in  order  to 
vindicate  my  Friend  if  innocent,  or  cxpofc  him  to  the  Jallice 
of  the  Nation  if  guilty* 

•  That  all  the  Titles,  Honours,  Pcnfions,  Places  and  othef 
Favours  of  the  Crown,  have  for  twenty  Years  part  been 
difpofed  of  to  nunc  but  fuch  as  voted  in  Parliamenr,  or  at 
Elcftions,  according  to  the  Direction  of  the  Miniller :  That 
within  thefe  ten  Years  feveral  Perfons  of  high  Rank  and 
great  Merit  have  been  difmifred  from  all  the  Offices  they 
held  at  the  Fieafare  of  the  Crown,  for  no  other  known  or 
affign:ibie  Rcafon,  but  becaufe  they  oppofcd  the  Mini  Her  in 
Parliament  :  That  Officers  in  the  Army  and  Navy  who  got 
thcmfelves  Seats  in  this  Houfc,  and  voted  as  they  were  bid, 
bavc  gain'd  Preferments  out  of  their  Rank,  to  the  Difap- 
pointmcnt  of  Officers  of  longer  Service  and  greater  Merit  in 
their  military  Capacity  :  Thefe  Things  are  known  to  all 
Men,  both  within  Doors  and  without  j  and  are  of  them- 
fdves  a  ilrong  Prcfumptlon,  if  not  a  certain  Proof,  that 
our  Minifter  had  a  formed  Defign  to  overthrow  our  Con- 
Oitution,  by  cflablifhing  a  corrupt  Infiaencc  in  Parliament. 

'  To  tell  us,  that  the  King  difpofes  of  his  Favoors  him-" 
felf,  often  without  the  Advice  of  the  Minitter,  whofe  De- 
partment they  properly  belong  to,  can  be  of  no  Weight  in 
this  Houfe.  By  our  Conftitution  the  King  can  do  no  wrong  i 
but  every  Miniller  is  anfwerable  to  Parliament,  if  the  King 
by  his  Advice,  does  any  Thing  that  is  wrong.  As  foon  as 
he  difcovers  fuch  illegal  Pradices,  he  ought  to  advife  the 
King  againil  it,  and  if  he  linds  his  Mafler  will  not  take  bis 
Advice,  he  ought  dire£Hy  to  throw  up  his  Imploymcnt,  and 
impeach  the  Minider  who  haa  given  fuch  wicked;  Jkty Ice 
to  his  Sovereign.  ' 

•  Sir,  it  is  a  new  Doftrine  in  this  Nation,  and  abfolutcly 
iQConfilient  with  our  Conflitution,  to  tell  us,  that  his  Ma- 
jefty  may,  and  ought,  in  the  Difpofal  of  OiSces  or  Favours, 
to  confider  Gcntlemcns  Behaviour  in  this  Houfe.  Let  his 
Majefty  be  never  fo  well  convinced  of  the  Wifdom,  and 
Uprightntfs  of  his  Meafurcs,  he  ought  not  to  take  the  Jcaft 
Notice  of  what  is  faid  or  done  by  any  particular  Man  itt 
this  Houfe,  He  is  a  Traitor  to  our  Conilitution  that  ad- 
vifes  his  Majedy  to  do  fo  ;  and  I  am  forry  the  Expreilion 
fell  from  the  Bon,  Gentleman,  becaufc  it  will  be  fuppofed  - 
that  he  is  confcious,  or  has  heard  of  fomething  of  this  Na-  • 
turc  being  done.  If  Reports  are  carried  to  his  Majelly^ 
with  Regard  to  the  Behaviour  of  any  particular  GenilemaiV 
in  this  Houfe,  or  at  an  Ele^ion,  he  ought  to  do  with  them 
as  it  is  faid  King  Wiiiiam  did  with  the  Papers  of  a  Plot  he 

had 
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i  dlfcovered.     By  perufing  one  of  them,  ^c  ibuud  Rea*An,  15.  CeoJi; 
bn  to  fufpedl  fome  of  his  Courtiers  had  been  concerned  :        1741. 

hereupoQ  he  threw  chem  all  into  the  Flaines,  that  they 

'might  not  furnifh  him  with  Sufptcions  againll  thofe  he  took 

10  be  his  Friends.     The  fame  Monarch  (hewed  another  Jn- 

fcince  of  his  Generofity,  and  of  his  Regard  for  our  Confti- 

t«tion  :  A  Foil  in  the  Army  having  fallen  vacant,  the  Gea- 

tleman  who  had  the  next  Right  to  it,   h:ippcned  to  be  a 

Xlember  of  this  Houfe,  and  one  that  had  nppofed  the  Court, 

vhich  few  Officers  do  now  a-days  ;  The  Minifters,  as  ufaal, 

ivere  agaioil  his  Preferment,  bccaufe  he  bad  oppofed  the 

King's  Meafurcs  in  Parliament ;  but  the  King  told  theiB, 

the  Gentleman  had  always  behaved  welt  as  an  Officer,  and 

he  had  nothing  to  do  with  his  Behaviour  in  Parliament;  fo 

gave  him  the  CommilTion  he  had  by  his  Rank  a  Right  Co. 

This  was  afting  like  the  King  of  a  free  People,  and  it 

might  be  expe^ed  from  him,   becaufe  he  was  brought  up  in 

a  Country  where  the  People  had  fome  Rights  and  Privileges 

10  pretend  to.     Every  Sovereign  of  thefe  Kingdoms  ought 

to  adt  in  the  fame  Manner,   he  muH  a£l  fo  as  long  as  we 

have  an  independent  Pari ia men t^  otherwife  he  will  get  no 

iniftcrs  to  ferve  him,  if  ihey  have  a  Regard  to  their  own 

Safety  ;  for  cho^   by  our  Connitutlon  our  King  can  da  no 

wrong,  and  therefore  we  cannot  call  him  to  an  Account, 

et  every  Mlniftcr  is  anfwerable  for  the  King^s  Behaviour 

s  well  as  his  own,  in  the  Buiinefs  belonging  to  his  particu- 

ir  Department,  and,  confequently,  is  for  hts  own  Safety 

ibbged  to  throw  up,  if  the  King  does  any  Thing  by  him- 

lf»  and  without  or  againll  his  Advice^  which  fcems  to  be 

iConfjlUnt  with  our  ConHitution. 

*  Suppofe,  Sir,  a  Mini  tier  thinks  the  Mcafures  right,  and., 

r  the  BeneEt  of  the  Nation  :  Snppofe  they  really  are  fo  ; 

he  may  be  guilty  of  corrupt  Pradices  in  procuring  the 

pprobation  of  Parliament.     If  he  threatens  a  Member  with 

e  X>ofs  of  hb  Place,  or  with  a  Denial  in  any  reafonable 

he  is  to  make  to  the  Crown,  as  a  Confequence  of  his 

►fing  that  Mcafure,  or  what  are  called  the  King*s  Mea- 

in  Parliament :  If  by  his  Condu^  he  Ihews,  that  this 

ill  be  the  Confequence  of  oppohng  any  Court  Candidate  at 

e^on^,  or  any  Court  Meafure  in  Parliament,  he  is  guilty 

corrupt  Pra^ices  ;  and  therefore  this  Crime  is  not  fo  much 

Crime  of  the  Mind  as  the  Hon.  Gentleman  imagines  ;  for 

do   not   know  of  our  having  ever  admitted   in  this  King- 

bm  the  Jcfuitical  Maxim,  Tijat  the  End  juftihes  the  Means^ 

t  fuppofe  this  Crime  to  be  merely  a  Crime  of  the  Mind» 

not  our  Common  Law  Courts  often  try  and  puniih  fuch 

im^  i  Mard^  i*  a  lodlkioii^  killiRg  ^  ^lalk^  k  a  Crim^ 
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Astros,. Gep^lU  that.coofiiis  in  the  Miad  only  ;  becau&  killu)|  VMy  m  itklf 
ri^t»  he  an  ipnocent*  even  a  meritorious  Ad^ion,  ^s  in  the  Cafe  of 
Sclfrdefence,  or  killing,  a  Highwayman  or  Pyrate  ;  yet  our 
Common- Law  Courts  often  try,  convidl,  and  punifh  ly3en 
for  Murder ;  and  cannot  the  High  Court  of  Parliament  do 
what  is  every  Day  done  by  a  commqn  Judge  and  Jury  I 

*  Sir,  if  the  young  Gentleman  had  been  long  in  PArlia- 
menty  he  would  not  have  laid  fo  much  Strefs  upon  Parlia- 
mentary Appropriations,  or  Accounts  delivered  into  Parlia- 
ment, as  he  feems  to  do.  .  Every  one  who  knows  how  iup^r- 
£cially  our  Eftimates  and  Accounts  have  been  look'd  into 
by  Parliament  for  many  Years  pal^  muft  know,  that  they 
can  be  no  Reftraint,  or  but  a  very  (lender  one,  upon  a  Mini- 
fiei  's  Conduct.  A  future  Service  may  be  overrated  in  the 
Eilimate,  a  pad  Service  may  be  over-charged  in  the  Ac- 
jcount,  without  its  being  taken  the  lead  Notice  of  by  Parlia- 
ment; and  therefore  a  Minifter  may  purloin  coniiderable 
Sums  from  what  is  appropriated  to,  and  fuppofcd  to  have 
been  faithfully  laid  out  in  the  publick  Service^  and  apply 
them  towards  his  own  Ufe,  or,  what  is  worfe^  towards  cor- 
rupting the  Voters  at  Eleftions  or  in  Parliament.  The  Uef- 
fiam  *  Troops  furnifned  us  with  an  Example  of  the  Poffibili: 
ty  of  this  Practice  :  A  certain  Sum  was  evtry  Year  appropri- 
ated by  Parliament  for  that  Purpofe,  and  Accounts.deliyer'd 
in  as  if  it  had  been  annually  applied  wholly  to  that  Puipofe  ; 
but,  by  Accident,  it  afterwards  appeared^  that  a  Part  of 
that  Money  had  been  ^applied  to  another  Ufe,  I  mean  the 
Deiici^cy  of  the  Vrench  Subfidy  to  Denn^ark^  which  thev 
had  engaged  to  pay  in  Confequence  of  the  Treaty  of  Bano- 
wer,  and  which  we  were  fo  generous  as  to  make  good,  tho* 
they  were  certainly  more  concerned  in  Intereft  in  the  Confe- 
quences  of  that  Treaty  than  Great  Britain  was,  whatever 
the  Eledorate  of  Hanover  might  be. 

*  This  Ihews,  that  the  publick  Money  may  be  applied  to 
Other  Ufes  than  thofe  to  which  it  is  appropriated,  when  the 
Minifler  has  a  Majority  of  this  Houfe  at  his  Beck  ;  for  tho^ 
this  Difcovery  was  made  by  Accident,  it  did  not  occafipn  i^ 
much,  as  a  Motion  for  an  Inquiry  into  the  Difpofal  pJF  the 
publick  Treafure,  nor  would  any  fuch  Motion  have  now 
been  made,  I  believe,  if  the  Miniiler's  Majority  had  been 
as  certain  in  this  Parliament  as  it  was  in  the  twolaft ;  becaufe 
Gentlemen  have  been-  quite  tired  out  with  making  Motions 
for  the  Benefit  of  their  Country,  againft  a  determined  Ma- 
jority in  Parliament.  This^  Sir,  likewife  fhews,  that  the 
Multitude  ^  of  Commi£ioners  and  Officers  in  the  Treafory,

*  Set  the  Dtbate  relatiog  to  the  mabitaining  them  in  Brttiih  Payr  ifi 
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iidtwuKdatiJing  there  being  too  great  a  Numbor  of  both,  ab.  15. 
can  no  Way  endanger  the  Difcovery  of  any  fuch  Mifapplica- 
tjon,  erpcciaJly  when  the  firft  CommifTioner  there  has  the 
Dircdion  of  the  Secretary's  Office,  and  every  other  Office 
in  the  Kingdom.  The  other  Commiflloners,  and  the  Offi* 
ccrs,  cither  do  not  really  know  bow  the  Money  ilTued  by 
them  is  applied,  or  clfe  they  will  never  make  a  Difcovcry,  as 
long  as  they  know  that  their  firft  Commiflloner  condnues  to 
be  the  chief  Favourite  of  the  Crown.  This  has  been  the 
Touch-llone  of  fuch  Difcoveries  for  many  Years  pail,  and 
always  will  be  fo,  till  we  have  a  Parliament,  independent 
and  refol  ate  enough,  to  pall  a  fufpeded  Miniftcr  even  from 
behind  the  Throne  itfelf 

*  Then,  Sir,  with  regard  to  the  Civil  LiH  Revenue,  con- 
lldering  how  much  of  it  may  be  drawn  out  by  his  Majdly'a 
Warrant,  and  that  the  Auditors  are  obliged  to  admit  of  fuch 
Warrants  as  fufficicnt  Vouchers,  I  am  furpnfed  to  hear  it 
faid,  that  a  great  Part  of  it  may  not  be  applied  towards  over- 
turning our  Conftitution  by  corrupt  Practices,  inflcad  of  be- 
ing applietlj  as  it  ought,  towards  fupporting  the  Honour  and 
Dignity  of  the  Crown,     Confidering  the  many  Pretences  of 
legal  Secret'Sevice  Money  that  may  be  made  by  Minillers, 
the  moU   circumfpcft  Sovereign  may  be  impofed  on  ;  and 
therefore  In  Parliament  it  is  no  Derogation  to  the  Chara^er 
of  the  King  to  treat  his  Warrants  to  the  Treafury  as  we  treat 
bis  Speeches  to  the  Parliament.     Tho*  the  Auditors  of  the 
Exchequer  arc  obliged,  as  they  ought  to  be,  to  admit  his 
Majerty's  Warrants  as  fufficient  V^ouchers ;  yet  In  this  Boufe 
^ve  ought  to  look  upon  them   as  the  Warrants  of  his  Mini- 
fters,  and  confcqucntly,  ought  to  admit  of  them  no  farther 
than  they  appear  realonable.     But  what  is  of  much  greater 
force  in  the  prefcnt  Queftion,  and  I  am  glad  the  Hon,  Gen- 
tleman furniihed  me  with  an  Opportunity  to  mention  it,  h 
this,  it  is  generally  reported  without  Doora,  that  his  Maje- 
fly's  Civil  Lift  Revenue  is  greatly  in  Debt,  that  many  of  hid 
Servants  and  Tradcfmen,  who  ought  to  be  paid  quarterly  at 
Jcail,  are  above  a  Twelvemonth  in  Arrcar :  I  have  no  legal 
Authority   for  faying  fo,  and  every   one  may  guefs  at  the 
Reafon  why  I  have  not ;  but  I  can  afHrm,  and,  I  believe, 
aiofl  Gentlemen  in  this  Houfc  know,  that  there  is  fuch  a  Re- 
port :  As  this  concerns  the  Honour  and  Dignity  of  the  Crown, 
this  Report  alone  obliges  us  to  inquire  into  it,  if  we  have  a 
Mind  to  ad  up  to  our  Charaflcr  as  the  Grand  Inqaef!  of  the 
Nation.     Even    a  common  InqueH  does  not  wait  till  Infor- 
fljers  come  to  them  :  If  they  have  the  Icaft  Intelligence  of 
any  Nuiance  or  publick  Crime,  they  fend  for  fuch  Perfons  as 
ihey  think  can  give  Information :  they  examine  them  in  the 
Vol,  XIII.  D  d  moft 
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Aii*i5.<j^-n.*iiioft  (oUmn  Manner,  and  if  from  thence  the  Intelligenc' 
174'*  ^  they  Had,  appears  true  or  probable,  they  make  a  Prefent^ 
ment,  ia  order  for  a  Profecution,  This  Inquiry,  even  whetJP 
it  goes  the  length  of  a  Prefentmeot,  is  no  Profecation  :  Thi? 
Perfons  accufed  have  Hill  an  Opportunity  to  jaUify  them- 
felvcs  i  and  fo  ihey  would  have  in  Cafe  of  a  Parliamentnry 
Inquiry,  and  even  a  Report  agalnll  them,  which  fhould 
make  all  Gentlemen  the  more  ready  to  en:er  into  fuch  In* 
quiry  ;  becaufe  frequent  Inquiries  of  this  Kind,  would  taktf 
away  all  Hopes  of  Concealment,  and  no  Man  could  fcfFer 
without  having  an  Opportunity  to  jullify  himfclf,  if  inno- 
cent. 

*  I  hope  it  will  now  appear,  that  from  the  general  Report 
without  Doors »  and  from  the  Probaljility  as  well  as  Poffibili- 
ty  of  the  Faftp  we  have  great  Reafon  to  fofpeft,  that  thtS 
Miniller,  whofe  Conduct  is  now  propofed  to  be  inquired  in- 
to, has,  for  feveral  Years,  been  carrying  on  a  Defign  to 
overturn  our  happy  Conftitution,  hy  illegally  applying  all 
the  Favours  of  the  Crown,  and  fome  Part  of  the  publick 
Money,  towards  gaining  a  corrupt  Influence  in  Parliament 
and  at  Elc^Uons.  If  this  does  not  furniih  us  with  a  fuffici- 
ent  Caufe  for  fetdngup  a  Parliamentary  Inquiry  into  his  Con- 
du€t^  nothing  ever  did,  nothing  ever  can;  and  as  to  the 
prefent  Time's  being  proper  for  that  Purpofe,  I  am  furprifed 
to  hear  our  prefent  foreign  Danger  pleaded  as  a  Pretence  fat 
delaying  that  Inquiry,  when  it  is  really  the  ftrougell  ReafoH 
for  entering  upon  it  dirc£lly.  Without  fuch  an  Im^uiry  oor 
Government  can  recover  no  Confidence  with  our  People  at 
Home,  nor  confeqiiently  among  our  antient  Allies  Abroad; 
the  Recovery  of  which  is  abfolutely  nccefTary  for  enabling  ai 
to  form  fuch  a  Confederacy  as  may  obviate  our  foreign  Dan* 
ger.  But,  fay  Gentlemen,  if  you  enter  into  fuch  an  Inqui- 
ry, you'll  have  no  Time  to  coniidcr,  and  take  proper  Mea- 
furcs  with  regard  to  Foreign  Affairs.  Sir,  in  this  HoQfe» 
we  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  Direction  of  foreign  Af- 
fairs, except  when  we  have  fuch  Minillcrs  as  have,  by  their 
former  Conduct,  fliewn  they  ought  not  to  be  trufled,  which 
cannot  be  the  Cafe  of  our  new  Miniflers :  On  the  other 
hand,  thofe  to  whom  his  Majefty  irtrufts  the  Dire6lion  of 
our  foreign  Affliirs,  have  nothing  or  very  llctle  to  do  with 
the  Inquiries  of  this  Houfe,  unlefs  they  are  rcfolved  to  fcreen 
the  Guilty,  which,  I  am  fore,  none  of  them  will  pretet^d 
to,  or  at  leatt  openly  avow  ;  therefore,  thcfe  two  Affaiirs 
can  neither  interfere  nor  interrupt  one  another  ;  and,  I  be- 
lieve, the  Supplies  neccflary  for  carrying  into  Execution  ihc 
foreign  Mcafurcs  his  Maje%  may  refolve  on,  will  be  ftiorc 
readily  agreed  to  in  this  Howfc,  and  more  chctrfully  advan- 
ced 
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CC(J  by  the  People,  if  it  be  found,  that  we  are  in  earnefl,  An.  ij.Geo.  II, 
and  rcfolved  to  go  through  with  an  Inquiry :  Whereas,  the         174*. 
granting  of  them  will  otherwife  meet  w^ith  great  ObftrufHons  W  ^m      ^ 
in  this  Houfe,  and  the  raifing  of  them  with   great  Gnim* 
bllngs  among  the  People  1  fo  that  if  we  have  a  Mind  tofavc 
Time  with  regard  to  our  foreign  Affairs,  ive  ought  to  enter 
ioto  the  Inquiry  now  propofed,  bccaufe,  in  every  other  Rc- 
fpc£l,  it  will  make  the  publick  Bufinefs  go  on  without  In- 
terruption, cither  within  Doors  or  wkhoot. 

*  Thu^,  Sir,  every  Argument  that  has  been  advanced  a- 
gabU  the  Motion  now  before  you,  appears,  upon  due  Con- 
fidcration,  to  be  an  Argument  in  its  Favour.  This  is  my  O* 
pinion :  I  hope,  I  have  (hewn  fufficient  Ground  for  it,  and 
therefore,  I  fhall  mofl  heartiJy  concur  with  the  noble  Lord 
in  his  Motion.* 

Mr  Cooh  (poke  as  follows :  Mr  Cooke. 

*  As  I  never  had  any  Share  in  the  Condu^  of  our  publick 
A^irs,  it  cannot  be  fuppofed,  that  I  have  any  Reafon,  up- 
on my  own  Account,  for  oppofing  an  Inquiry  ;  and  as  [  have 
%t  lately  come  into  the  World,  and  cannot  pretend  to  be 
much  acquainted  with  the  Nature  of  State  Affairs,  it  is  with 
great  Diffidence  I  offer  to  give  my  Opinion  in  a  Qucftion  of 
fuch  Importance  ;  efpecially  when  I  fee  fo  many  Gentlemen, 
whofc  Judgment  and  Candour  I  am  fo  well  convinced  of,  de- 
clare again  It  the  Opinion  I  am  to  give.  If  I  thought  there 
was  at  prcfent  anyjuft  Caufc  for  an  Inquiry  of  any  Kind, 
and  that  the  prcfent  is  a  proper  Time  for  it,  I  am  fure  no 
Ceiitleman  could  more  heartily  concur  in  this  Motion  than  I 
i}iQuld  i  but  after  all  that  has  been  faid  in  this,  and  former 
Debates  upon  the  fame  Subject,  I  muft  freely  declare,  that, 
in  my  Opinion,  we  have  no  juft  Caufe  for  an  Inquiry  of  any 
l^ind  i  and,  1  think,  an  Inquiry  at  this  critical  Time  could 
be  attended  with  no  Benefit,  and  might  be  the  Caufe  of  ine- 
vitable Ruin  to  our  Country. 

*  The  Sufpicions,  Murmurs,  or  Complaints  without  Doors, 
and  the  Sort  of  People  among  whom  they  prevail,  are  gc- 
oeral  Fa^s  which  can  admit  of  no  Evidence.  We  might 
as  well  pretend  to  prove,  that  the  Majority  of  the  People  arc 
©fa  brown  or  a  fair  Complexion.  Such  Fafls  n^'ill  depend 
opotj  every  particular  Gentleman's  own  Judgment  and  Know- 
ledge, and  can  never  be  urged  with  any  Weight  by  one  Gen- 

'  tleman  for  convincing  another ;  therefore  I  cannot  think, 
.that  thcfe  of  the  People  without  Doors,  can  ever  properly  be 
.ina4e  ufe  of  in  this  Houfe  as  an  Argument  for  an  Inquiry. 
W«  ought  uDpn  all  Qqcafions  to  enter  into  the  Reafon  of

ive  commonly  call  the  Mob  :  They  continued  to  be  To  even   ' 
after  his  late  Majefly's   Acceffion ;    yet,    ncverthelefs,  UiCvi 
Parliament  not  only   inquired  into  thofe  Meafures,  butim-;ri 
peached  or  attainted  molt  of  the   Chief  Minifters.     On  the  •_ 
other  hand,  if  we  think  the  Meafares  have  been  right  in  the* 
jnaiop  we  ought  not  to  trouble  ourfclves,  or  difturb  the  Na- 
tion, with  an  Inquiry,  notwithHanding  any  Clamcurs  that 
may  have  been  railed  againil  them  !  and  therefore,  when  an 
Inquiry  ia   moved   for,  we  ought  never  to  confider  what  is 
faid  or  fufpefled  without  Doors,    but  what  appears   to  us 
within. 

*  Gentlemen  tell  us,  they  fufpefl,  that  for  fevera]  Years 
paH  all  the  Favours  of  the  Crown,  and  large  Sums  of  pubUck 
Money,  have  bren  applied,  towards  gaining  a  corrupt   In- 
Jiuence  in  Parliament  and  at  Elections ;  but  they  have  oiFered 
no  Proof  nor  any  one  Fa£t  as  a  Foundation  for  this  Sufpicion, 
except  that  of  his  Majefty*s  difplacing  two  or  three  Officers 
in  his  Army  ;  and  even  in  this  Cafe,  they  do  not  poUtively 
aflert,  that   thofe  Officers   were  difplaced  for  oppofmg  the 
King's  jMeafurcsin  Parliament,  or  that  this  was  ever  given  . 
as  a  Reafon  either  by  the  King  or  by  any  of  his  Miniflcrsi 
Sir,  svoM  you  take  from  the  Crown  the  Power  of  preferring**' 
or  cafhiering  Officers  iu  the  Army  ?     If  you  do,  1  am  fure, 
you  will  foon  have  neither  Obedience  nor  Difcipline  in  jour 
Army,     Nay,  fome   General  Officer  of  great  Credit  m  the 
Army  might  very  probably,  in  a  fhort  Time,  fee  up  a  mili- 
tary Government.     I  cannot  therefore  think,  that  Gentle- 
men defign  to  take  from  the  Crown  the  abfolute  Power  of 
preferring  or  cailiicring    the  Officers  of  our  Army*  and  yet 
this  would  be  the  certain  Confsquence  of  making  fuch  a  ¥&& 
as  this  the  Foundation  of  a  Parliamentary  Inquiry  into  the 
Condud  of  any  Miniltcr. 

•  I  mull  therefore  think,  that,  whatever  Gentlemen  may'  j 
in  this  Cafe  iufpefl,  their  Sufpicion  is  without  Foundation  f 
and  with  regard  Co  the  Djfpofal  of  publick  Money,  it  h  M 
more  gfoondlefs ;  for  here  they  have  not  mentioned  fo  mndi 
as  one  Fadl,  no,  ncr  the  Icaft  particular  Circumttancc,  wheiu- 
pn  fuch  a  Sufpicion  as  they  pretend  to  have,  can  be  founded  ; 
and  from  the  Nature  of  Things  it  is,  in  my  Opinion,  evi- 
dent, that  no  fuch  Thing  can  be  pradlifed.  The  Law  pafTcd

'7*^'  , 
Senfcs  will  attempt  h.  By  that  Law,  every  Elcftor,  xt  ^  ^'^^  "*-^ 
very  Ele£bon,  is  to  fwear,  that  he  has  not  received  by  him- 
fclf  or  by  any  Perfon  in  Trull  for  him>  diredly  or  indireiSly^ 
iny  Sum  or  Sums  of  Money^  Office,  Place,  or  Imploymcnt^i  ^ 
'jift  or  Reward,  or  any  Pfomife  or  Security  for  any  fuch,  in' 
wder  to  give  his  Vote  at  that  Eleftion  ;  and  if  he  fvveara  falfc- 
he  thereby  incurrs  the  Pains  and  Penalties  inflidcd  by 
Law  in  Cafes  of  wilfol  and  corrupt  Perjary.  By  another 
-laufe  in  the  fame  A61,  every  Eledlor  who  fhall  receive  or 
ake  any  Money  or  other  Reward,  by  Way  of  Gift,  Loan, 
^or  other  Device,  or  agree  or  contra£t  for  any  Money,  Gift, 
Office,  Imploymcnt,  or  other  Reward  whatfoevcr,  to  give 
his  Vote,  or  to  forbear  giving  his  Vote  at  any  Eleftion  ;  or 
if  any  Perfon  by  himfelf,  or  any  Perfon  employed  by  him, 
fball  by  any  Gift  or  Reward,  or  by  any  Promile,  Agreement 
or  Security  for  any  Gift  or  Reward,  corrupt,  or  procure  any 
Perfon  to  give  his  Vote,  or  to  forbear  to  give  his  Vote  at  any 
Elcdion ;  the  OiFcnder,  that  is  to  fay,  the  Corniptor  as  well 
as  tht  Corrupted,  lb  all  for  every  Offence  forfeit  500  /,  be  fides 
being  for  ever  after  difabled  to  hold  any  Office  or  Franchife, 
And  by  a  third  Claufe,  any  Offender  again ll  that  A^,  who 
fhall,  within  twelve  Months,  difcover  and  con v id  any  other 
Offender,  is  himfelf  indemnifted  and  difcharged  from  all  Penal- 
ties and  Difabilities  incurred  by  his  OJfence  againll  that  A£t. 

*  Thil,  Sir,  is  the  SubiUncc  of  that  Ad :  I  have  not 
troubled  you  with  having  it  read,  bpc.iufe  of  its  having  been 
fo  lately  paiTed  ;  but  as  Gentlemen  feem,  in  thefe  our  JDays^ 
to  be  fall  of  Sufpicions,  if  any  one  fuipeds  that  I  have  not 
recited  faithfully,  he  may  have  the  A^itfelfread  at  your 

I  Tabic  ;  and  from  this  Aft  I  mulldefire  Gentlemen  to  con* 
fider,  what  a  Condition  a  Minifier  would  be  in,  that  fhould 
attempt  to  convert  the  publick  Money,  or  even  the  Offices 
Or  Imployments  in  the  Difpofal  of  the  Crown,  towards  gain- 
ing a  corrupt  Influence  at  moll  of  otir  Elc£lions,  He  mulfe  for 
this  Purpofe  imploy  a  great  Number  of  Agents,  and  Under  A- 
gents  and  all  of  them  muil  be  Perfon s  of  low  Rank  and  mean 
Condition ;  for  confidering  the  Penalties,  no  Man  of  Charader 
or  Fortune  would  be  employed.

'  '  Now,  Sir,  if  the  Safpi(:ioni,  upon  yfjiif^,  3X)4  npQQk 
which  alone,  thb  Motion  is,  founded,  are  themfelv^  withp^ 
any  Foundation,  muft  we  oot  agree,  that  ;he  Motion  i^elf  h^* 
no  real  Foundation  ?  and,  <;onrequentIy,  tha(  w^  h^vi  np  jq^ 
Caufe  for  any  fuch  Inquiry  aa  i$  now  prppofec}  ?  £'qr  aa  ta 
the  Civil  Ia&'s  being  undqr  Sufpicion  of  Debt,  we  have  hq 
Call  to  inquire  into  that  Affair  till  an  Application  hie  i^ade- 
to  us  for  fupplying  the  Deficiency.

[  he  makes,  of  his  being  ready  to  agree  to  a  Parliamentary 
-  Jnqurry,  when  he  (tts  Caafe  and  a  convenient  Time  for  it ;

*  This,  Sir,  would  be  a  mofi  convenient  Doftrine  for 
MtniHersy  beomfe  it  would  put  an  End  to  all  Parliamentary 
Inquiries  into  ihe  Condu^  of  our  publick  Affairs  ;  and 
tiiercfore,  when  I  hear  it  urged,  and  fo  much  infilled  on  by 
a  certain  Set  of  Gentlemen  in  this  Houfe,  I  mull  fuppofe 
their  Hopes  to  be  very  extenfivc :  I  muil  fuppofc  them  to 
expert,  that  they  and  their  Pofterity  will  for  ever  continue 
to  be  Minifters,  which,  if  poffible,  would  be  more  fatal  to 
it  than  their  having  (o  long  continued  to  be  fo.  But  this 
Dodlrine  has  been  fo  often  contradiOed  by  Experience,  that 
I  am  furprifed  to  hear  Gentlemen  infill  upon  it.  Even  this 
very  Sefllon  has  afforded  us  a  convincing  Proof,  how  little 
Foundation  there  is  for  faying,  that  a  Parliamentary  Inquiry 
mull  ncceiTarily  difcover  the  Secrets  of  our  Government. 
Surely,  in  a  War  with  Spaw,  which  mull  be  carried  on 
chiefly  by  Sea,  if  our  Government  have  any  Secrets,  the 
Lords  of  the  Admiralty  mull  be  intrtifted  with  the  moH  inj* 
portant  of  them  ;  yet  we  have  in  this  very  Seffion,  and 
without  any  Secret  Committee  too,  made  an  Inquiry  into  the 
Condui:l  of  the  Lords  CommiiTioners  of  oar  Admiralty  : 
We  have  not  only  inquired  into  their  Condud,  but  we  have 
cenfured  it  in  fuch  a  Manner,  as  has  put  an  End  to  the 
iame  *  Commiffioners  being  any  longer  intrufted  with  the 
Dircflion  of  that  Branch  of  the  publick  Bufinefs.  Has  that 
Inquiry  difcovered  any  of  the  Secrets  of  our  Government  i 
On  the  contrar}",  the  Committee  found  they  had  no  Oc- 
cafion  to  dive  into  any  of  the  Secrets  of  our  Government ; 
They  found  Caufe  enough  for  Ccnfure  without  it ;  and  no^c 
of  the  Commiflioners  pretended  to  juflify  their  Condu£l  by 
Papers,  containing  Secrefs  which  ought  not  to  be  difcovered. 

*  This,  Sir,  is  fo  late  and  fo  ftrong  a  Proof  of  there  be- 
ing no  necciTary  Connexion  between  a  Parliamentary  Inqui- 
ry  and  a  Difcovery  of  Secrets,  which  it  behoves  the  Nation 
to  conceal,  that,  I  hope,  Gentlemen  will  no  longer  ipfid 
upon  this  Danger  as  an  Argument  againfl  the  Inquiry  now 
propofed,  which,  of  all  others,  is  the  lealt  liable  to  this 
Objedlion.  The  Firfl  Commiliioner  of  the  Trcafury  has  no- 
thing to  do  with  the  Application  of  Secret  Service  Money: 
He  is  only  to  take  Care,  that  it  be  regularly  liTued  from  hb

of  that  Money,  uolefs  the  Noble  Lord  has  a£lcd  as  Secreta- 
l  tf  of  State,  as  well  as  Firll  CommiiEoner  of  the  Trcafury, 
^  or  unlels  a  great  Part  of  the  Money,  drawn  oiac  for  Secret 
*  Services,  has  been  delivered  to  himrelf,  or  to  Pcrfons  employ- 
ed by  him,  and  applied  by  him  or  them  towards  gaining  a 
corrupt  Influence  in  Parliament,  and  at  Elections.

Sir,  that  the  Noble  Lord,  vvhofe  Conduft 
is  now  propofcd  to  be  inquired  into,  was  one  of  his  Majeily's 
moft  Hon.  Privy  Council,  and  that  confequcntly  he  mull  have 
had  a  Share  at  lead  in  advifing  all  the  Meafures  we  have 
purfued,  both  Abroad  and  at  Home ;  but  I  cannot  admit, 
that  therefore,  an  Inquiry  into  his  Condud  mufl  ncceflariiy 
occaiion  a  Difcovery  of  any  Secrets  that  may  be  of  dange- 
rous Confeqnence  to  the  Nation  i  bccaufe  we  are  not  to  in- 
quire into  the  Meafures  them fe Ives,  or  into  the  Wifdom  or 
IUprightnefs  of  them,  and  confcqucntly,  can  have  no  Call 
to  look  into  any  of  the  Government's  Secrets  relating  to 
them.  This  has  nothing  to  do  with  an  Inquiry  into  his 
Conduct ;  but  there  are  feveral  Sufpicions  fpread  Abroad  re* 
fating  to  his  Conduft  as  a  Privy  Counccllor,  which,  if  true, 

I  would  be  of  the  lall  Importance  to  the  Nation  to  have  dif- 
Covcrcd ,  It  has  been  ftrongly  aflbrted,  that  he  was  not  on- 
ly a  Privy  Councclfor,  but  had  ufurped  the  whole  ami  fote 
Dlreflion  of  his  Majeily's  Privy  Council :  It  has  been  aJVerc- 
cd  ihat  he  gave  the  Spani/h  Court  the  firft  Hint  of  the  unjuft 
Claim  they  aften^ards  fct  up  againft  our  South-Si  a  Corapa* 
ny,  which  was  one  of  the  chief  Caufes  of  the  War  between 
the  two  Nations :  And  it  has  been  afferted,  that  this  very 
Minirter  has  given  Advice  to  the  Frtnch,  what  Mcafures  to 
take  upon  feveral  Occadons,  in  order  to  bring  our  Ccart  into 
their  Meafures ;  particularly,  that  he  advifed  them  to  fend 
the  numerous  Army  they  have  this  lall  Summer  fent  into 
Wijlphalia,  What  Truth  there  is  in  thcfe  AfTertions,  I 
Olaii  not  pretend  to  anfv^^cr  :  The  Fads  aic  of  fuch  a  Nature, 
Vat,  XHL  Ee  and 
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jl^/ij,  Ge«,lJ[»an<i  tVey  muif  have  been  perpetrated  with  fo  mucli  Caadan 
Mf^,  .  and  Secrecy^  (hat  it  will  he  difficult  to  bring  them  to  Light, 
even  by  a  Parliamentary  Inquiry  ;  but  the  vtry  Sufpicion  ii 
Ground  enough  for  fetting  up  fuch  an  Inquiry »  and  for  c^c* 
lying  it  on  vvith  the  utmoft  Striftnefs  and  Vigour  ;  which 
leads  rae  to  confidrr  the  Caufe  we  now  have  for  an  Inquiry. 

*  Upon  this  Subjefl,  Sir,  I  mull  fay,  I  am  a  good  deal 
furprifed  to  hear  the  Rcprefentaupcs  of  the  People  make  fo 
light  of  the  Sentiments  or  Sufpicions  of  the  People.  That 
there  are  Sufpicions  and  Complaints  among  the  People,  and 
among  the  Generality  of  the  beft  Sort  of  People,  is,  'tis 
true^  a  Faft  we  cannot  eafily  prove  againfl  one  that  denies 
it  i  no  more  than  we  could  do,  that  the  Generality  of  our 
People  are  of  a  fair  or  a  brown  Complexion  i  but  if  I  (hould 
fay  that  the  Majority  of  our  People  are  Whites,  I  could  not 
prove  what  I  afferted,  and  yet  I  fhould  took  upon  him  a&  a 
very  whimftcal,  or  a  very  difingenuous  Gentleman,  that 
would  deny  it,  and  aJTert  that  the  Majority  of  our  People 
were  Blackamores.  Such  Fads  it  is  impoillble  to  prove  any 
other  Way  but  by  the  Opinion  of  thofe  who  arc  the  bck 
Judges  i  and  furely  a  Country- Gentleman,  who  hVcs  moft 
Part  of  his  Time  among  the  People,  and  has  no  Court  Fa^ 
vours  to  bellow,  as  a  Temptation  for  thofe  he  con  verity  with 
to  difguife  their  Sentiments^  is  a  better  Judge  than  one  wha 
feldom  flirs  out  of  the  Purlieus  of  a  Court,  and  converfea 
with  none  but  fcch  as  cxped  Places  or  Preferments  by  his 
Favour.  Therefore,  if  we  judge  of  this  Fa£l  according  to 
the  only  Evidence  that  can  be  had»  that  is,  according  to  the 
Opinion  of  thofe  who  are  the  beft  Judges,  we  mull  conclude, 
that  the  Sufpicions  and  Comj  laints  of  the  People  were  never 
more  general  than  they  are  againU  the  late  Condud  of  our 
publicic  Aifuirs  ;  and  this,  by  me»  fhall  always  be  deemed 
a  Tuflicient  Caufe  for  a  Parliamentary  Inquiry, 

•  Whatever  my  Opinion  of  paft  Meafurea  may  be,  I  fhall 
never  be  fo  vain,  or  fo  bigotted  to  my  own  Opii»ion,  aa 
without  any  Inquiry  to  determine  againll  the  Majority  of 
my  Countrymen.  If  I  found  the  publick  Meafures  gene- 
rally condemned,  let  my  private  Opinion  of  them  be  never 
fo  favourable^  I  fhould  be  for  an  Inquiry,  in  order  to  con- 
vince the  People  of  their  Error,  or  at  leaf!  to  furnifh  my- 
fclf  with  the  moll  auihcntick  Arguments  for  the  Opinion  I 
have  embraced,  The  Defire  of  bringing  other  People  into 
our  Sentiments  is  fo  natural  to  Mankind,  that  I  ihall  always 
fufpedt  the  Candour  of  thofe  who,  in  Politicks  or  Religion, 
are  againtt  a  free  Inquiry.  Bcfides,  Sir,  when  the  Com* 
plaints  of  the  People  are  general  ngainft  an  Admin  ill  ration, 
or  againil  any  particular  Miniller,  ao  Inquiry  k  a  D^ty 
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we  owe  to  our  Sovcreigo  as  well  as  the  People,    We  meet  An.  i?.  GeoJit 
here  to  comintinicate  to  oar  Sovereign  the  Sentiments  of  his        r74u 
People :    We  meet  here  to  rcdxefs  the  Grievances  of  the 
People.     By  performing  our  Duty  in  tbefe  two  Refpeftt,: 
we  Ihatl  always  be  able  to  ellablifh  the  Throne  of  our  So 
vereign   in  the  Hearts  of  his  People,  and  to  prevent  the 
People*s  being  led  into  Infarrcdions  or  Rebellions  by  Mif 
reprefentations  or  falfc  Surmifcs.     When  the  People  com* 
plain,  they  muft  be  in  the  right  or  in  the  wrong.     If  the/l 
are  in  the  right,  we  are  in  Duty  bound  to  inquire  into  the' 
Condufl  of  the  Miniilers,  and  puniOi  thofe  who  ihall  appear  I 
to  have  been  the  moil  guilty  :  If  the  People  arc  in  the  wrong, 
we  ought   to  inquire  into  the  Canduft  of  our  Mioiilers,  m  j 
order  to  be  able  to  convince  the  People,  that  they  have  beea 
mifled.     We  ought  not  therefore,  in  any  Quettion  about  an 
Inquiry,  to  be  governed  by  our  own  Sentiments :  We  muft 
be  governed  by  the  Sentiments  of  our  Conftituents,  if  we  are 
refolved  to  perform  our  Duty,  either  as  true  Reprefentatfvea 
of  the  People,  or  as  faithful  MeiTengers  to  our  Sovereign. 
I  will  agree  with  the  Hon.  Gentleman,  that  if  we  are  con- 
vinced, or  fufped  the  publick  Meafures  to  be  wrong,  we 
ought  to  inquire  into  them,  even  tho'  they  are  not  much 
complained  of  by  the  People  without  Doors ;   but  I  cannot 
agree  with  htm  in  thinking,  that  notwithHanding  the  Admi* 
ni/l ration,  or  a  Min iter's  being  complained  of  by  the  People 
in  general  without  Doors,  we  ought  not  to  inquire  into  his 
Conduft,  unlefs  we  are  ourfelves  convinced  that  his  Mea- 
fures  have  been  wrong.     Without  an  Inquiry  we  can  no 
more  determine  this  Que£tion,  than  a  Judge  can  declare  z 
Man  innocent  of  any  Crime  laid  to  his  Charge  without  a 
previous  Trial  or  Inquifition,     Common  Fame  is  a  fuiEcient 
Ground  for  an  Inqutfition  at  Common  Law,  and,  for  the 
fame  Reafon,  the  general  Voice  of  the  People  of  Engiand^ 
ought  always  to  be  looked  on  as  a  fufficient  Ground  for  a 
Parliamentary  Inquiry, 

*  But,  fay  Gentlemen,  what  is  this  Miniiler  accufed  of  ? 
What"  Crime  is  laid  to  his  Charge  ?  For  unlefs  fome  Mif- 
fortune  can  be  faid  to  have  happened,  or  fome  Crime  to 
have  been  committed,  no  Inquiry  ought  to  be  fet  on  foot. 
Sir,  the  ill  Pofture  of  our  Affairs  both  abroad  and  at  home  : 
The  melancholy  Situation  we  arc  in  :  The  Diftrefs  we  are 
now  reduced  to,  ii  of  itfclf  a  fufiicient  Caufe  for  an  Inquiry, 
even  fuppofing  he  were  accufed  of  no  particular  Crime  or 
Mifcondu^l.  The  Nation  lies  a  bleeding,  perhaps  expiring : 
The  Balance  of  Power  has  received  a  deadly  Blow :  Shall 
we  acknowledge  this  to  be  the  Cafe,  and  fhall  we  not  in- 
^ttir*  whether  i;  has  happened  by  Milchancc,  or  by  the'

An.7%^Gct,  u^Mifcoudu^,  or  perhaps  tUe  Malkc  prepenfe  of  our  Miniftcr 
1741 »  here  at  home  ?  Before  the  Treaty  of  Vtncbt,  k  was  the  ge- 
oeral  Opinion,  that  in  a  few  Years  of  Peace,  wc  ihould  be 
able  to  pay  off  mod  of  OQt  Debts  ;  Wc  have  now  been  very 
near  thirty  Years  in  profound  Peace,  at  lea  ft  we  have  never 
been  engaged  in  any  War,  but  what  we  unncccflarily  brought 
upon  ourfelves ;  and  yet  our  Debts  are  near  as  great  as  they 
were  when  that  Treaty  was  concluded.  Is  not  this  a  Mil- 
fortune,  and  ihall  we  maJcc  no  Inquiry  how  this  Misfortune 
has  happened  ! 

•  I  am  furprifed  to  hear  k  faid,  that  no  Inquiry  ought 
to  be  fet  on  Foot,  unlcfs  fome  publick  Crime  he  known  to 
have  been  committed*  The  Sufpicion  of  any  fuch  Crimea's 
having  been  aftaally  committed,  has  always  been  decm'd  a 
fufficicnt  Reafon  for  fetcing  up  an  Inquiry-  Is  there  not  a 
Sufpicion,  that  the  pubHck  Money  has  been  applied  towards 
gaining  a  corrupt  Influence  at  Elections  ?  Is  it  not  becooie 
a  common  ExprefTionj  to  ia^y.  The  Flood  galea  of  the  Trea- 
fury  art  opened  againfl  a  general  Eleftion  >  I  fliall  defire  no 
more  than  that  every  Gentleman  who  is  confcious  of  this 
having  been  done,  either  for  them  or  againd  them,  would 
give  his  Vote  in  Favour  of  this  Motion,  Will  any  Gen- 
tleman fay,  this  is  not  a  Crime^  when  even  private  Corrup- 
tion has  fuch  high  Penalties  inEiOed  upon  it  by  exprefs  Sta- 
tute ?  A  Miniiler  that  commits  this  Crime,  and  makes  ufe 
of  the  publick  Money  for  that  Purpofe,  adds  Thieving  and 
Breach  oi  Trult  to  the  Crime  of  Corruption  ;  and  as  the 
Crime,  when  committed  by  him,  is  of  much  niore  dange- 
rous Confcquence  to  our  Conflicution  than  when  committed 
by  a  private  iMin,  it  becomes  more  properly  the  Subjed  of 
a  Parliamentary  Inquiry,  and  ought  to  be  more  fevcrely 
punifhud.  The  Hon.  Gentleman  may  much  more  reafon- 
ably  tell  us»  that  PorUouj  was  never  murderM  by  the  Mob 
at  Eiiinlurgh^  bec^ufe  no  Difcovery  of  his  Murderers  could 
ever  yet  be  made,  notwithllanding  the  high  Reward,  as 
well  as  Pardon^  offered,  than  to  tell  us,  we  cannot  fiippofc 
that  our  Miniller  ever,  by  himfelf  or  his  Agents,  corrupted 
an  Election,  bccaufe  no  Information  has  as  yet  been  brought 
againtl  him  ;  for  nothing  but  a  Pardon  upon  conviftiiig  the 
OlFendcr  has  ever  yet  been  offered  in  this  Cafe,  and  how 
could  any  Informer  expe^  fuch  a  Pardon,  much  lefs  a  Re- 
ward, when  he  knew,  that  the  very  Man  agatnrt  vvhom  he 
was  to  infornii  had  not  only  the  Dillribution  of  all  publkk 
Rewards,  but  the  packing  of  a  Jury  or  Parliament  agaioft 
him  ?  Sir,  w  hi  III  fuch  a  Miniller  preferves  the  Favour 
of  the  Crown,  and  thereby  the  Excrcife  of  it's  Power, 
wc  can  never  exped  iuch  an  Informal  too  :  Even   Malice 
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itfclf  can  ^icvcr  provoke  fuch  an  Information  ;  becaufc^'like  Ati.  15.  Geo,  it; - 
all  oifaer  Sons  of  impotent  Malice*  it  will  ineboiintJ  upon         '74*-     j 
the  Heart  that  conceived  it. 

*  This  fhcws  the  Infignificancy  of  the  Ad  mentmned  by 
the  Hoa.  Gentleman,  with  regard  to  that  Sort  of  Corrup- 
tion which  is  properly  called  Bribery  ;  and  with  regard  to 
the  other  Sort  of  Corruption,  which  confills  in  giving  or 
taking  away  thofc  Foils,  Penfioos,  or  Preferments,  which 
depend  upon  the  arbitrary  WiJl  of  the  Crown,  this  AS,  is 
ilill  more  iDfignificant  ;  becaufe  it  is  not  neceiTary,  it  would 
even  be  ridiculous  in  a  Mini  Her  to  tell  any  Man,  that  he 
gave  or  rcfufed  him  a  PolV,  Penfion,  or  Preferment,  on  ac- 
count of  his  voting  for  or  againll  any  Miniftenal  Mea{ure  in 
Parliament,  or  any  Minifterial  Candidate  at  an  Elefllon*  If 
he  makes  it  his  conftant  Rdlc  never  to  give  a  Poft,  Penfion, 
or  Preferment,  but  to  tbofe  who  vote  for  his  Meafures  and 
his  Candidates,  and  makes  a  few  Examples  of  difmiffing 
tbofe  who  vote  otherwifc,  it  will  have  the  fame  EfFcdl  as 
when  he  declares  it  openly.  Will  any  Gentleman  fay,  that 
this  has  not  been  the  Pradlicc  of  the  Minifter  whofc  Condud 
js  now  propoied  Co  be  inquired  into  ?  Has  he  not  declared 
in  the  Face  of  this  Houfe,  that  he  wilt  continue  to  make 
this  his  Praftice  ?  And  Will  not  this  have  the  fame  EfFed, 
as  if  he  went  feparately  and  dillinftly  to  every  particular 
Man,  and  told  him  in  exprefs  Terms,  Sir,  If  you  vote  for 
fuch  a  Mcaforc,  or  fuch  a  Candidate,  you  ihall  have  the 
firft  Preferment  in  the  Gift  of  the  Crown  ;  if  you  vote  other- 
wife,  you  muft  not  expcft  to  keep  what  you  have.  Gen- 
tlemen may  deny  the  Sun  fhines  at  Noon- Day,  but  if 
they  have  any  Eyes,  and  do  not  wilfully  fhut  them,  or 
turn  their  Back  towards  him,  I  am  fure  no  Man  will  believe 
they  are  ingenuous  in  what  they  fay  ;  and  therefore,  I  muft 
think,  the  Hon,  Gentleman  was  in  the  right  who  endea- 
voured to  juftify  this  Pradice  :  It  was  more  candid  than  to 
deny  it ;  bat  as  his  Arguments  have  already  been  fully  an- 
swered, I  Ihall  add  nothing  upon  that  Subject. 

*  Gcndcmen  cry  out,  What  I  will  you  take  from  the 
Crowa  the  Power  of  preferring  or  cashiering  the  Officers  of 
our  Army  ?  No,  Sir,  this  is  neither  the  Ddign,  nor  will  it 
be  the  EfJcfl  of  our  agreeing  to  this  Motion,  The  King  has 
at  prcfent  an  abfolutc  Power  of  preferring  or  cafhiering  the 
Officers  of  our  Army.  Ic  is  a  Prerogative  he  may  make  nfe 
of  for  the  Benefit  or  Safety  of  the  Publkk  ;  but  like  other 
Prerogatives,  it  may  be  made  a  wrong  Ufe  of,  and  the  Mi- 
nifter is  anfwcrable  to  Parliament  when  it  is.  When  an  Of- 
ficer is  preferred  or  cifhiered,  upon  the  Motive  of  his  voting 
for  or  againll  any  Court  Meafurc  or  Candidate,  it »  a  wrong

ij^i*        able.     We  may  judge;  ive  muft  judge  from  Ctrcumftances]|| 
""^     '       or  outward  Appearances  :  From  ihefe  we  may  condemn  j  and5 
I  hope,  we  Live  Hill  a  Power  to  punifh  any  Miniller  thar 
(kill  dare  advife  the  King  to  prefer  or  cafhier  upon  fuch  ^ 
Motive.     Whether  this  Prerogative  ought  to  remain  as  it  is/ 
without  any  Limitation^  is  a  Quellion  that  has  nothing  to  da' 
in   this  Debate ;  but  I  muft  obferve,  that  the  Argument 
xnadc  ufc  of  for  it,  might  with  equal  Weight  be  made  ufe' 
of  for  giving  our  King  an  abfolute  Power  over  every  Man's 
Property  j  for  a  Urge  Property  will  always  give  the  Poffcflbr 
1  Command  over  a  great  Number  of  Men,  whom  he  may 
arm  and  difcipline  if  bt  pleafes ;  1  know  of  no  Law  for  rc- 
ftraining  it  1  I   hope,  there  never   will  be  any  fuch  j  and  I 
wifh.  our  Gemlemen  of  ElUtes  would  make  more  ufe  of 
this  Power  than  they  do,  becaufe  it  would  contribute  towards 
keeping  our  domefi:ick  as  well  as  our  foreign  Enemies  in  Awe* 
For  my  Part^  I  think,  a  Gentleman  who  has  earned  his  Com- 
miilk>n  by  his  Services,  ( in  his  military  Capacity,  I  mean } 
or  bought  it  with  his  Money,  has  as  much  a  Property  in  it* 
as  any  Man    has  in  his  ElUte,  and  ought  to  have  it  as  well 
fecured  by  the  Lliws  of  his  Country :  Whilit  it  remains  at 
the  abfolute  Will  of  the  Crown,  he  muil  be  a  Slave  to  the 
Minifter,  unlefs  he  has  fomc  other  Eftate  to  depend  on  ;  and 
if  the  OfEcers  of  our   Army  long  continue  in   that  State  of 
Slavery   in  which  they  are  at  prefent,  I  am  afraid,  it  will 
make  Slaves  of  us  all,  '' 

'  The  only  Method  we  have  for  preventing  this  fatal  Cdri- 
fequence,  as  the  Law  now  (lands,  is  to  make  the  bell  and 
raollconllant  Vie  of  the  Power  wc  have,  as  Members  of  this 
Houfe,  to  prevent  any  Minifter'^s  daring  to  advife  the  King 
to  make  a  bad  Vie  of  this  Prerogative  ;  and  as  there  is  fach 
&  Arong  Sufpicion,  that  this  Minifter  has  done  fo,  wc  ought 
certainly  to  inquire  into  it,  not  only  for  the  fake  of  Punifh* 
iug  him,  if  guilty,  but  as  a  Terror  to  all  future  MiniAcrs. 
*  This,  Sir,  may  therefore  be  juilly  reckoned  among  the 
many ot her fuiHcienr  Caufcs  for  the  Inquiry  propofcd ;  and  the 
Sufpicion  of  the  Civil  Lift's  being  greatly  in  Debt  is  another; 
for  if  it  is,  it  mufl  either  have  been  mifapplted  or  profufely 
thrown  away,  which  it  is  our  Duty  both  to  prevent  and  pu- 
nifli.  It  is  inconfiftent  with  the  Honour  of  tliis  Nation  to 
have  our  King  iland  indebted  to  his  Servants  or  Tradefmen, 
who  may  be  ruined  by  a  Delay  of  Payment :  The  Parlia- 
ment has  provided  fulRciently  for  preventing  this  Difhonour's 
being  biought  upon  the  Nation;  and  if  the  Provifion  we 
have  made  ihould  be  mifapplied  or  laviflied,  we  muil  fupply 
the  Deficiency,  we  ought  to  do  it,  whether  the  King  makes 
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any  Application  for  that  Purpofe  or  no  ;  and  the  Reafon  Is  An.  15.  Geo, 
mVtry   plain,  becaufe,  as  we  ought  firf!   to  inquire  into  the         i7+*' 
Management  of  that  Revenue,  and  punifh  thofe  who  have 
ccafione4  the  Deficiency,  they  wiJl  certainly  chufe  to  leave 
he  Creditors  of  the  Crown,  and  the  Honour  of  the  Nation, 
a  State  of  Suffering,  rather  than  advife  the  King  to  make 
Application  which  will  bring  their  Co ndu^  into  Queftion, 
nd  themfelves,  probably,  to  condign   Punifhnnent.     Befide 
fiis,  Sir,  there  is  at  prefent  another    Reafon,  ftill   ilronger 
or  promoting  in    Inqairy.     As  there  is  a  great  Sofpicion, 
bat  the  publick  Money  has  been  applied  towards  corrupting 
Voters  at  Eledions  and  in  Parliament,  if  the  Civil  Lift  be 
Debt,  it  gives  Reafon  to  prefume,  that  fome  Part  of  this 
Jlevenue  has,  under  the  Pretence  of  Secret  Service  Money, 
cen  applied  to  that  wicked  Purpofe. 
*  I  fhall  conclude,  Sir,  with  a  few  Remarks  upon  the  laft 
Argument  made   Ufe  of  againll  the  Inquiry  propofed.     It 
has  been  faid,   that  the  Miniller  delivered  in   his  Accounts 
^■annually :  That  thofe  Accounts  have   been  annua^lly  pafled 
^Bli^d  approved  of  by  Parliament  1  and  that  therefore  it  would 
^Hbe  unjuil  to  call  him  now  to  a  general  Account,  becaufe  the 
^■Vouchers  may  be  now  loll,  or  many  expenfivc  Tranfaflions 
f      lave  ilipt  out  of  his  Memory.     *Tls   true.   Sir,  Eftimatcs 
and  Accounts  have  been  annually  delivered  in  :  The  Forms 
of  Proceeding  made  that  necefTary  ;  but  were  any  of  thofe 
Eiliroaces  or  Accounts  ever  properly   inquired  into  ?  Were 
not  all  Queilions  for  that  Purpofe  rejefted  by  the  Minifter's 
Friends  in  Parliament  ?  Has  not  the  Parliament  always  taken 
them  upon  Trull,  and  paHed   them  without  Examination  ? 
Can  fuch  a  fuperficial  paiEng,  to  call  it  no  worfe,  be  deem'd 
a  Reafon  for  not  calling  him  to  a  new  and  general  Account  ? 
If  the   Steward,  to  an  Infantas  Eftate,  (hould  annually,  for 
20  Years  together,  deliver  in  his  Accounts  to  the  Guardians ; 
and  if  the  Guardians,   through  Negligence,  or  for  a  Share 
of  the  Plunder,   fhould  annually    pafs  his  Accounts  without 
^^piy  Examination,  or  at  leail  without  any  Objedion,   would

if  the  Queftion  had  been,  whether  the  Troops  ftiould  be 
fcnt  abroad,  to  her  Affiftance,  or  not,  that  Argument  would 
have  been  proper  ;  but  has  no  Relation  at  all  to  the  prefent 
H^ueflion.  His  Majefty  has,  without  ad vifing  with  his  Parlia- 
tnent,  thought  fit  to  order  thofe  Troops  to  embark,  and  that 
Matter  13  not  now  under  our  Confideration  ;  but,  I  hope, 
}ii9  Miniilers  are  fatisfied,  that  the  Du/ei?  and  Hanover 
Troops  will  a^  in  Concert  with  thofe  Troops ;  the  Embar- 

ition  wilt  then  be  highly  proper  and  julliHabley  but  other- 

Aie  mad  and  unaccountable. 

As  to  the  Arguments  drawn  from  the  Fear  of  an  Jnva- 
lidn,  I   cannot  think  Gcnilemeo  were  in  earnelt  when  they

'  U  was  faki,  a  Neceffity  mighe  ariTe  of  lending 
Troops  abroad  ;  if  fo»  will  it  not  be  Time  enough  to  fei 
Troop*  abroad  dirc^y  fiom  Inland^  whco  that  Neceffity  aj 
pears*  and  cannot  they  be  foon  replaced  ^y  new  raifcd  Troo[ 
here?  What  Argument  then  can  be  ufcd  for  taking  in ti 
eur  Pay  this  additbnal  Number  of  Troops?  None  but 
what  prevailed  Jn  the  Time  of  the  late  Ad miniA ration,  bul 
which,  I  was  in  Hopes,  would  have  died  with  them,  Th; 
it  is  always  ncccilary  to  keep  up  a  large  landing  Army  i\ 
England  \  a  dangerous  Dod\rme  f  and  I  will  venture  to  fay, 
that  whoever  advifes  a  Briti/h  King  to  delight  in  a  iiandl 
Army,  is  an  Enemy  to  his  Couotry,  as  it  tends  to  endave  t 
People^  and  inllead  of  being  a  Security  to  the  Crown,  alie- 
nates the  Afil'£lions  of  the  Subj€^>  and  creates  Murmuiings 
and  Jeabufies ;  for  when  People  feel,  they  will  complaiw. 
And  I  cannot  help  exprefiing  the  great  Surprize  I  was  under 
Vellcrday,  to  hear  fo  many  Gentlemen  that  are  profclTed 
Friends  to  Liberty,  Advocates  for  the  Increafe  of  our  Army* 
The  Supplies  already  granted  amount  to  above  6ve  Millions 
three  humdred  and  eight  Thoufand  Pounds ;  the  Embarkation 
of  the  Troops  as  thtiy  confiil  of  fo  many  Horfe  and  Dra- 
goons, will  greatly  increafe  that  Sum  i  and»  I  aai  fwe,  this 
Natioa  is  not  in  a  Condition  to  be  at  any  £x pence  that  is  not 
ablblucely  ncceHkry  for  its  Safety.  That  thefe  4000  Men 
are  nece^ary  for  that  Knd,  I  cannot  at  all  believe,  and  there* 
fore,  mull  give  my  Negative  to  ihtm, 

*  The  Hon.  Gentleman  that  made  the  Motion  VeAcrcfity 
in  the  Committee,  *  was  plea  fed  to  fay,  that  when  the 
16,000  Men  are  embarked,  you  would  not  have  above 
tUOGO  Men  left  in  the  Kingdom.  I  am  fatisiied  a  k 
Number  will  be  fufiicient  in  our  prtfent  Cirdunftances  / 
the  Security  of  the  Kingdom  ;  but  I  beg  Leave  to  cake  No- 
tice, that  the  1600  Men  that  are  coming  over  from  MtH^rca^ 
inftod  of  thofc  that  are  to  be  lent  there,  are  not  inchdcd 
in  that  Number,  neither  are  the  Markuca,  and  tho'  md^ny  oi 
fheic  are  abroad,  yet  they  are  not  all  j  I  am  fare  m^ty  of 
the  Oinccrs  are  at  home,  and  they  might  foon  raife  Men  to 
ferve  in  Place  of  thofc  that  we  have  been  obliged  to  fend  to 
help  to  man  the  Fleet.

Mr  iyijmittgtm  fpoke  next :  Mr  Winnkgtoti, 

*  In  all  Countries,  efpecially  in  this,  the  People  C3q)e£l  to 
be  proteiUd  by  their  Government,  they  expedl  to  be  fecured 
even  from  ihe  Approach  of  Danger,  and  yet  they  grudge  every 
Expence  which  becomes  neccJTary  for  that  Purpofe  :  Thi*  ren- 
ders it  popular  to  oppofeall  publick  Meafures,  beta ufe  every 
pubiick  Meafun?  muil be attendedwitha  publick  Expence i  and 
this  very  often,  I  believe,  createsa  Prejudice  in  Gentlemen  who 
are  fond  of  Popularity,  which  makes  them  Judge  amifs  of  al- 
moft  every  Meafure,  and  every  Precaution  that  can  be  taken 
by  the  Government  It  is  to  this  Prejudice  that  Imuft  impute 
the  Oppofition  which  the  Meafure  now  under  our  Confidera- 
tion  has  met  with  i  for  if  we  con  fid  er  it  im  partially,  and 
without  Prejudice,  there  can  nothing,  I  think,  appear  more 
prudent  or  more  rcafonablc.  That  the  Queen  of  Hungary  • 
ought  to  be  fupported,  that  (he  ought  to  be  affifled,  has  been 
for  fome  Time  almoft  the  univerfal  Cry  of  this  Nation : 
We  ought,  they  (^y,  to  ailift  her,  not  only  in  Confequence 
of  our  Engagements  but  in  order  to  prcfcrve  ourfelves,  by^ 
maintaining  the  Balance  of  Power,  Whether  I  concur  in  this 
general  Opinion,  it  is  not  now  necefTar^'  to  declare  j  but  now 
when  it  is  refolved  to  lend  Troops  to  her  Affiftance,  and 
fome  of  thofe  Troops  are,  for  our  domeftick  Security,  to 
.  be  replaced  by  others.  Gentlemen  begin  to  find  Fault  with 
both  thefe  Meafures,  becaufe  both  muA  be  attended  with 
1  pobltck  Expence. 

We  are  told,  that  it  will  be  mad  and  unaccountable  to 
iend  our  Troops  abroad,  unlefs  we  are  well  allured  that  thofc 
Troops  will  be  joined  by  the  Troops  of  fome  other  Powers. 
Suppofe  we  were  not  fure  of  being  joined  by  the  Troops  of 
any  other  Power  in  Europe,  except  thofe  of  the  Queen  of 
Hungafj  herfelf,  yet  I  cannot  think  it  would  be  either  mad 
or  unaccountable  to  fend  a  large  Body  of  Troops  over  to 
F/ander^ ;  becaufe  it  will  fliew,  that  we  are  not  only  willing, 
but  ready  to  join  with  thoie  other  Powers  of  Europe,  who 
have  certainly  as  great  an  Intere(l,  and  ought  to  have  an 
equal  Concern  for  prefer v in g  a  Balance  of  Power  in  Europe, 
There  are  fcveral  States  and  Princes  in  Ettropt,  who  at  pre- 
feju  aife^  a  Neutrality,    and  yet  we  cannot  fuppofe,  they 
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Arr.  is-'beo.  VL,  are  quite  cafy  at  ftemg  the  Houfe  of  n^trhu  giving  L?i\iirt 
1741^  to  the  Princes  of  Germany^  and  appropriating  to  jt&lfthc 
greatcll  Part  of  Itafy.  Even  the  Princes  of  Germany  th<;rQr 
^!ves,  who  at  prefene  continue  neutral,  and,  perhaps^  foroe 
of  thofc  who  arc  now  joned  in  Alliance  with  France,  may 
be  prevailed  on  to  join  in  a  Confederacy  for  pulling  down, 
or  at  leaft  for  prefcnbing  Boundf  to  the  overgrown  rower  of 
that  Monarchy,  as  foon  as  they  fee  the  Armies  of  Brittan 
upon  the  Continent,  and  ready  to  protect  them  againil  that 
Power  which,  in  their  prefent  Situation,  they  find  they  can- 
not refilL  This  is  an  EfTcifl  which  this  Nation  has,  I  am 
fure,  great  Rcafon  to  wifli  for;  and  as  the  trnnrporting 
a  Body  of  our  Troops  to  Flanders^  will  be  attended  but  with 
a  very  fmall  additional  Expcncc,  and  can  be  attended  with 
no  other  Inconvenience,  I  thmk,  it  is  worth  our  while  to 
make  the  Trial,  even  tho'  we  be  not  previoufly  allured,  that 
cither  the  Dutch ^  or  any  other  State  in  Europe ^  will  join 
their  Troops  with  ours,  or  enter  into  any  Confederacy  for 
the  Support  of  the  Queen  of  Hungary^  or  for  limiting  the 
ambitious  Views  of  the  Houfe  of  Bourbon, 

*  From  hence,  I  hope.  Sir,  it  will  appear,  that  the  Em- 
barkation of  our  Troops  can  in  no  Cafe  be  deemed  mad 
or  unaccountable  ;  but  when  we  fend  our  Troops  out  of  the 
Kingdom,  it  would  certainly  be  both  road  and  unaccoun- 
table to  leave  this  Tfland  dcftitute  of  a  fu ffici en t  Number  of 
Troops  for  its  Defence,  and  for  fee u ring  its  domeftick 
Tranquility.  Whatever  others  may  think  of  the  difaffefted 
Farcy  amongll  us,  I  have  fo  great  zx\  Attachment  to  our 
prefent  happy  Eftablidiment,  and  to  the  Royal  Family  now 
upon  our  Throne,  that  I  am  Jlill  jealous  of  that  Party,  and 
apprehenfjve  of  their  Power,  True  Love,  they  Uy^  is  s^t- 
ways  mixed  with  Jealoufy  ;  and  this  makes  me  dread  every 
Opportunity,  the  DifafTefled  may  think  they  have  got,  for 
putting  their  Defigns  in  Execution.  There  are  ilill  many 
Gentlemen  of  Figure  and  Fortune  amongft  us,  who  openly 
profefs  their  Attachment  to  the  Pretender  :  There  is  a  Sort 
of  enthufinflical  Spirit  of  DifaffedVion  that  Hill  prevails  among 
the  Vulgar  1  and,  I  am  afraid,  there  is  by  far  too  great  a 
Number  of  Men  of  all  Ranks  nnd  Conditions,  who  now 
feem  to  be  true  Friends  to  the  Protcrtant  SucccHion,  that 
would  declare  thenifelves  other  wife,  if  they  thought  they 
could  do  fo  without  runnin^;  any  great  or  unequal  Ri{k» 
Thcfe  Confideratioos  fhall  always  make  me  jealous  of  the 
yacohite  Pany*s  getting  any  Opportunity  to  rebel,  and  this 
theyhave  always  thought  they  had,  and  a!\n'ays  will  think 
they  have»  when  they  fee  the  Ni^tion  dcllitutc  of  Troops; 
lor  whicli  Reafon,  I  fhidl  always  be  for   keeping  in  the 
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IITa'tid,  in  Time  of  War,  wvlitll  as  in  Time  of  PeacCt  fuch  M.  iSrC«).|j, 
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a  Number  of  regoTaif  TrOops  as  may  be  fufficicotiiM"  awing 
them  into  Obedience. 

*  But  the  Danger  of  an  Infurre^ion  at  home,  is  far  from 
being  the  only  Danger  we  have   to  apprehend  from  not 
having  in   the  liland  a  fufficient  Number  of  Troops  for  our 
Defence.     The  Danger  of  an  Invafion  from  abroad,  mth 
the  Pretender  at  the  Head  of  it,  is  equally  to  be  apprehen- 
ded ;  and  the  Nature  of  thefe  two  Dangers  is  fuch,  that 
each  contributes  to  the  Increafe  of  the  other.     We  are  now 
in  a^ual  War  with  Spain^  and  as  we  are  vailly  fuperior  in 
Naval  Force,  even  tho'  (he  (hould  be  openly  alfiltcd  by 
France^  ftie  can  expeft  no  Saccefs :  She  muft  dread  the  Ef- 
feds  and  the  Event  of  that  War,  unlefs  ihe  can  raife  fomc 
dorneftick  Combullion  amongft  us.    Mull  we  not  thencxpcdl, 
is  it  not  certain,  that  fhe  will  ufe  every  Art  that  can  be 
thought  of»  for  throwing  8  or  10,000  of  her  bell  Troops 
into  this  Ifland,  with  the  Pretender  and  fomc  of  his  Adhe- 
rents at  their  Head  P  And  is  it  not  as  certain,  that  upon  their 
landing  in  any  Part  of  the  Ifland,  they  would  be  joined  not 
only  by  all  ih^  Dtfafft(5ted,  but  by  all  thofe  of  dcfperate  For- 
tunes, who  are  always  more  ready   to  join  in  overturning* 
than  in  fupporting  an  cftabliibed  Government ;  becaufe,  from 
their  Succefs  in  the  former,  they  mult  exped  greater  En- 
eourngement  than   they  can   expe^  from  their   Succefs  in 
the  latter,     Bfnh^  we  know,  has   a  fufEcient  Number  of 
Troops  to  fpare  for  this  Purpofe  ;  and  we  know  what  a  fmall 
Number  of  Ships  would  be  fufficient  for  tranfporting  10,000 
Foot  and  dif mounted  Dragoons  from  Spain  to  the  Southern, 
er  South- Weft  Parts  of  this  Ifland  ;  for  they  would  have  no 
pccafion  to  trarrfport  Horfe  to  a  Country  where  Horfes  are 
fc  plentiful,  and  \\hich  is  fo  much  inclofed,  that  Hoffecao^  in 
Very  few  Places,  come  to  a  regular  Engagement.     Twenty

^"  *  Our  Navy,  Sir,  may  be  ufeful,  it  will  always  be  fuffi- 
Wetit,  1  hope,  to  defend  us  agjiinlt  a  formidable  Invaiion, 
Ifcctiufe  we  muft  have  Intelligence  of  the  Defign,  long  before 
fhe  TitcefTcry  Prepar.nions  can  be  made  for  fuch  an  Invaiioa  ; 
*'nd  may,  by  a  fuperior  Squadron,  lock  the  Enemy's  Fleet 
in  their  Port,  before  it  can  be  ready  to  fail  ;  but  again-ft 
fudden  Invafion  with  a  fmall  Force,  fuch  as  I  have  n>en^- 
iej^,  wt  Navy  can  never  be  a  fufficient  Security.

thisXfland,  and  we  had  but  io  or  12,000  regular  Troopo 
in  the  whole  liland  :  They  might  inarch  to  our  Capital, 
drive  the  Royal  Family,  and  ail  iu  Frieads,  from  thence* 
and  place  che  Pretender  upon  the  Throfie,  be/ore  wa  could 
bring  an  equal  Number  of  our  regular  Troops  together  to 
oppofe  them  i  and  if  they  could  do  tius,  who  can  £ay,  chat 
our  regular  Army  itfelf,  or  a  great  Fart  of  U^  would  not 
declare  in  £ivour  of  the  Invaders  ? 

*  The  Danger  of  an  Invafion  from  Spain^  is  not  therefore 
fuch  a  Bugbear,  as  fome  Gentlemen  feem  inclined  to  repre- 
fent  it ;  but  upon  fending  our  Troops  to  Fiandtir't^  S^in 
is  not  then  the  only  Country  from  whence  an  Invafion  may  be 
juftly  apprehended.  The  J>ciign  of  our  fending  our  Troops 
jiico  Fknden  is  well  known  :  It  muft  be  to  circumfcribc  the 
Views  of  France^  or  dire£lly  to  attack  that  Kingdom.  Ei- 
ther of  thefe  witl  make  Frwici  our  £nemy»  and  will  induce 
that  Court  to  contrive,  if  poifible,  how  to  make  an  Invaiion 
cpon  us.  They  are,  'tis  uoe,  at  prcfcnt  at  a  great  Expeiu» : 
They  have  loll  great  Armies  in  Germany  i  They  have  ftill 
great  Armies  there;  but  they  have  like  wife  great  Armies 
of  regular  Troops  at  Home»  much  more  than  would  be  fuf- 
ficlent  for  making  an  Invafion  upon  us,  if  we  had  but  10  or 
ia,ooo  regular  Troops  in  the  whole  Ifland ;  and  they  now 
iee«  that  they  will  be  in  Danger  of  lofing  all  the  Monef 
they  have  fpent,  and  all  the  Blood  they  have  fpilr,  withooc 
being  able  to  reap  any  Benefit  to  themfelvcs  ;  unJefs  they  can 
divert  the  Power  of  this  Natron  by  raiding  a  Civil  Wat 
amongit  ourfelves,  Can  we  foppofe,  that  in  thde  Circum* 
fiances  they  will  not  attempt  making  an  Invasion  upon  us^  if 
by  our  own  Mifcondu^t  we  put  it  any  Way  in  their  Power  I 
Uy  the  Superiority  of  our  naval  force,  and  by  keeping  a 
ftrong  Squadron  in  the  Channel,  we  may  prevent  their  be- 
ing able  to  make  an  Invafion  upon  us  with  any  formidable 
Army  ;  but  conlldcring  how  many  Ports  they  have  within  a 
few  Hours  fail  of  our  Coall,  how  many  Ships,  Filhing  Vcf- 
fels,  and  Barka  iit  for  tranfporting  Soldiers  in  fuch  a  ftiort 
Voyage,  they  have  in  every  Port,  and  how  well  acquainted 
their  Smugglers  are  witn  every  Creek  and  Corner  of  our 
Shore^  we  mull  admit,  that  it  would  be  very  eafy  for  them  to 
cmbirk  and  land  10  or  12,000  of  their  beft  Troops  upon 
our  Sauthern  Coaft,  before  we  could  any  Wiiy  hear  of  their 
Dcfign,  or  fend  any  S<|uadion  to  dif^ppoint  them  ;  and  this» 
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•  wf  may  depend  on  it,  they  would  Attempt,  if  they  knew  j^^  j^,  C5€o»II. 
>  tliat  we  had  no  fufficient  Nuinbcir  of  regulaf  7>(iops  to  march         1743* 

and  attack  (heirs  hi  foon  as  landed.  I  miilt  cherefore  think, 
'  k  would  be  :hc  Height  of  Madneis  in  us,  to  leave  this  Iflftnd 
d#liitute  of  a  Numbt?r  of  Troops  fufltctr nt  for  defending  us 
agp&B^  an  Invaiion,  chat  can  be  made  fuddenly  and  unawares : 
And  a»  ihe  Army  we  have  now  in  this  Jlland,  together  with 
the  Troops  to  be  broughc  from  Ire/afrit,  is  no  more  than 
faBicient  for  that  Purpofe,  I  canfiot  but  approve  of  their  be* 
log  broaghr  hither>  and  muil  therefore  be  for  providing  for 
their  Sabiiitence. 

'  Our  Army,  Sir,  as  it  is  at  prcfcnt  modelled  and  cote- 
maaded,  is  fo  far  from  being  dangerous  either  to  the  Liberty 
•r  Property  of  the  Subje^^  that  I  think  it  the  fureft  Pledge 
we  have  for  the  quiet  Enjoyment  of  both.  I  thought  ib  un- 
der the  late  Adminiflration  :  I  (hall  think  fo  under  every 
Adminillrtiton,  unlefs  i  fee  an  Attempt  made  to  model  it  fO| 
.11  to  make  it  fit  far  ferving  the  Ends  of  thofe  that  umy  aim 
at  a/binary  Power,  And  a»  to  the  Millions  we  have  raifed> 
or  may  be  obliged  to  raife,  1  wonder  to  hear  them  complain- 
fd  of  by  Gentlemen,  who,  upon  former  Oecafions,  exclaim* 
fd  fo  much  againll  our  Inactivity,  and  who  have  lately  ap* 
pcared  fo  fanguinc  for  fupporting  the  Queen  of  Huftgatji 
Sttreiy^  they  do  not  think,  that  War  is  to  be  carried  oti  witir- 
cut  the  Aid  of  Millions ;  or  that  our  Soldiers  and  Seamen  are 
Co  6ghe  their  Battles  for  them,  without  the  ufual  Subfiilencei 
I  wiih  we  could  raife  ten  Times  as  many  Millions  as  we  dot 
I^Mn  fare,  I  (houid  think  the  whole  well  beftowed,  if  there- 
^  4i^  couJd  procure  a  fafe  and  honourable  Peace  both  for 
itiwiqiliand  ourfelves.  We  may,  perhaps.  Sir,  for  I  haY« 
not  made  the  Ctilcolatiofi,  have  at  prefent  above  60,006 
Soldiers,  if  all  the  Regiments  were  compleat,  bcfide^  f6* 
reign  Troop*  in  our  Pay  j  but  no  Man  can  imagine  we  have 
as  yet  too  many,  for  if  the  War  cominueS,  and  becomes  ge- 
neral, we  mult  raife  more,  or,  at  leaft,  we  nmil  take  a  much 
greater  Number  of  foreign  Troops  into  our  Pay  5  and  I  ne- 
ver heard  that  an  Army  upon  the  Continentt  or  any  Army 
but  an  Army  kept  up  in  this  liland,  in  Time  of  Peace,  and 
without  the  Confent  of  Parliament,  was  of  dangerous  Con* 
feqtieticoto  our  Cbnliitotion  ;  therefore  1  mult  think,  that  no 
Goatieniaik  can,  w^h  Reafon,  find  Faiilt  with  the  Number 
of  Troops  we  haine  now  in  our  Pay,  were  that  Number 
twice  as  great  as  it  is  at  prefent. 

*  Gentiem^  lliJl  talk  of  Grievances,  and  of  redreiTnftg  Grie- 
vaoces  at  th&fatae  Tune  we  grant  SuppHes.  They  have  harp*d 
fo  much  doring  this  Seilion  upon  that  String,  that  the  Sub^ 
J4sd  it  IB  foae  Mcafare  become  ludicrood.     Sof  tly»  if  Jlht% 
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An.  i^.'feeo,  nrtK'nt:  anyTfilrig  a  Grievance,  they  ought  to  pat  tlie  Queftt* 
•  71*'  on  fairly  to  the  Houfe,  and  have  it  voted  to  be  fo>  before 
they  talk  of  having  it  redrefs'd ;  cfpccially,  as  they  know, 
that  there  arc  many  Gentlemen  in  this  Hoofc  who  happen  to 
differ  from  them  in  Opiuion,  with  rdpedl  to  every  Grievance 
ihcy  have  been  pleafcd  to  give  m  the  icail  Hint  of;  for  foroe 
of  thofe  Thio;;s  they  have  been  plcafed  to  mention  as  Grie- 
irances  are,  I  believe,  by  a  Majority  of  the  Houfe,  thought 
to  be  National  Benefits,  and  others  are,  by  the  fame  Majo- 
jity,  thought  to  have  no  prcfenc  Exillence.  Therefore,  till 
the  Queftion  is  flirty  ftatcd,  and  the  Opinion  of  the  Houfe 
taken  tipn  it,  which  is  the  only  Way  I  can  think  of  for  de- 
termining the  QuelHon,  it  is  impoiTible  to  tell  what  is  or  is 
not  a  Grievance,  or  whether  we  have  at  all  any  Grievance 
to  complain  of.  For  my  own  Part,  I  do  not  think  we  have 
tin  J  Grievance  but  one  to  complain  of,  and  that  is »  our  hav- 
ing a  Set  of  Gentlemen  amongft  us,  who  oppofe  every  Mea- 
fare  of  Government,  merely  becaufe  they  had  no  Share 
in  advifing  it*  nor  are  like  to  have  any  Share  in  carrying  it 
into  Execution,  This,  I  fhall  grant,  is  a  real  Grievance, 
but  this  Grievance  we  have  been  always  plagoed  with,  and 
always,  I  fear,  will,  as  long  as  we  preferve  our  Liberties ; 
therefore  I  Oiall  never  think  of  having  itredrefled:  I  fhall 
only  recommend  it  to  all  thofe  who  have  now»  or  (hall  here* 
after  have,  the  Honour  of  being  Members  of  thh  Houfe, 
to  confider  ferroofly  and  impartially  every  Qaeilion  chat  comes 
before  them,  and  to  give  their  Vote  upon  that  Side  which 
appears  moJl  I'tiitable  to  the  true  Intcrell  of  their  Country  ; 
foi  if  this  Advice  be  followed  upon  tne  prefent  Occahon,  I 
tnake  no  Doubt  of  having  the  Concurrence  of  &  grear  Ma- 
jority of  this  Houfe,  in  agreeing  with  our  Committee  opoo 
the  Subjeft  qow  under  our  Confideration.'

and  ferioufly,  we  kldotti  find  them  judge  amifs  *  and  ihe  ^42- 

Reafoq  hf  becaufe  they  have  tiothmg  in  View  but  the  pub* 
lick  Good,  whereas  a  Court  has  feldom  the  publick  Good 
in  View  (o  much  as  fomc  private  Intereil  of  its  own.  This 
Obfervation^  which  is  founded  in  Reafon^  is  coofirmed  by 
Experience ;  for  through  our  whole  Hillory  we  ihall  find , 
that  where  the  Court  and  People  have  happened  to  be  of 
difftfient  Opinions,  the  People  have  almoil  always  been  in 
the  right,  I  do  not  however  fay,  but  the  People  may  fomc- 
times  be  in  the  wrong  :  When  their  PaiTions  are  inflamed, 
or  when  they  have  not  a  proper  Information,  they  may  judge 
amifs ;  and  when  this  is  the  Cafe,  it  is  the  Duty  of  every 
Man  who  differs  from  them,  to  endeavour  to  fet  litem  right, 
and  to  maintain  refolutely  that  Opinion  which  he  thinks 
moil  reafonable  ;  but  upon  fuch  Occafions,  a  Man  ought 
to  examine  and  reexamine  his  own  Opinion,  and  to  take 
great  Care  that  he  is  not  milled  by  fome  private  PaiHon  or 
View  of  his  own. 

*  I  wiflx  every  Gentleman  in  this  Houfc  would  follow  this 
Mechod :  If  they  did,  we  Oiould  have  no  Contell,  Sir,  a* 
boui  the  Expediency  of  free  and  freqoent  Parliaments  ;  nor 
about  the  Truth  of  leveral  Fa£is  which  fome  Gentlemen 
now  fcem  to  doubt  of,  or  pofitively  to  deny.  We  fhould  all 
join  in  declaring  Septennial  Parliaments  to  be  a  Grievance  ; 
for  except  the  fecond  Parliament  of  King  Chat  its  II.  or  ra- 
ther the  ht^  called  by  him,  I  do  not  know  that  ever  any 
Parliament  lalled  fo  long  as  feven  Years,  t\\l  the  Septennial 
Bill  took  Place ;  and  fince  that  Time,  I  doubt  if  they  have

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wiio  woald  venture  eiclicr  for  the  Pretender  ;  and  therefore^ 
if  hf  a  very  extraordinary  Concurrence  of  Events,  lo  or 
I  £|0Oo  Foreigners  were  landed  amoagft  us,  with  the  Preten- 
der at  their  Head,  I  am  convinced,  chey  would  be  joined  by 
very  few,  but,  on  the  contrary,  would  ibon  be  overwhelmed 
by  the  Numbers  of  Men  chat  would  take  Arms  in  Defence 
ef  iheir  King,  and  the  Liberties  of  their  Country. 

*  This  I  hope,  Sir,  is  the  Cafe  at  prefeiit ;  It  mil  certain- 
ly be  the  Cafe,  as  long  as  the  People  think  that  the  Prefer* 
vation  of  their  Liberties  depends  upon  the  Prefervation  of 
our  prefent  happy  Elhblifhment ;  but  Qiould  the  Scene  be 
changed,  (hould  the  People  find  the  Liberties  of  their  Coun- 
try opprefled  by  a  numerous  mercenary  Army,  and  that  Op- 
preffion  enforced  and  made  legal  by  a  more  mercenary  Par* 
liaraent,  they  would  probably  turn  their  Eyes  to  the  Preten- 
der  for  Relief ;  and  chen  if  he  ihould  land  in  any  Part  of  the 
liland,  with  half  the  Number  of  foreign  Troops,  his  Army

cipline ;  and  then  you  can  be  in  no  Danger  from  an  InfuT'^i

^'  not  modelled  and.  commuided  in  the  veny  fame  Manner 
thofe  Armies  were  that  have  dcllroyed  the  Liberties  of  othier 
Goukltries  ?.  Is  it: not  under  the  arbitrary  Command  of  the 
Prime  Mioifter?  Are  not  all  ^he  Officecs.Commiffions  at  his 
arbitrary  Difpofal !  Have  not  they  been  taught  for  twenty 
Years,  tlut  a  blind  Submiffion  to  his  Orders,  in  civil  as  well 
aa  militak-y  Affairs,  is  the  only  Road  to  Preferment,  the 
only  Tenure  by  which  they  can  exptdt  to  hold  their  Com- 
milGons  ?

other  wife  :  We  now  know,  that  the  OfHcers  of  an  Army» 
modelled  as  it  is  at  prefent,  may  endanger  publick  Liberty 
by  their  own  or  their  Friends  Votes  in  this  Houfe  and  at 
£le£Uons,  more  than  they  can  do  by  their  Swords  in  the 
Field  ;  and  in  this  Way,  we  know,  that  an  Army  of  Brif^ 
Subjedls,  even  when  employed  upon  the  Continent,  or  kept 
in  any  of  our  ren^ote  Dominions,  may  be  of  dangerous  Con- 
sequence to  the  Liberties  of  their  Country.

The  next  X^^y  the  Lord  HiUJhor^ugh  having  made  a  R^ 
pore  from  the  faid  Committee,  a  Motion  was  made  by  Lord 
Strange  *,  fccondcd  by  Lord  ^annd^n  f ,  That  the  Lords 
refufing  to  concur  with  the  Commons  of  Grtai  Britatn^  is 
an  Indemnj/ication  neceilary  to  the  e(Fe£kual  carrying  oa 
the  Inquiry  now  depending  in  Parliament^  is  an  Obllruilion 
to  Juilice,  and  may  prove  fatal  to  the  Libcftics  of  thia  Na- 
tion :  This  occafion'd  a  wrrm  Debate,  in  which  Lord  Hilljr 
hsrsugh  rpoke  as  follows  : 

'  When  the  Nation  has  been  oppreffed  and  plandered 
by  a  wicked  Miniller,  or  when  there  is  a  general  Sufpidon 
among  the  People  that  it  has  been  fo,  publick  Jullice  re- 
quires, that  the  Conduct  of  fuch  a  Minillcr  (houJd  be  folly 
and  llriftly  inquired  into,  that  he  may  be  condignJy  puniihed 
if  guilty,  or  his  Charaf^er  cleared  from  Sufpicion  if  inno- 
cent :  And  when  in  the  Courfe  of  that  Inquiry  it  appears, 
that  he  has  been  fo  cunning  as  to  picvcnt  its  being  poflible 
to  carry  it  on  with  Eifefl  by  the  Laws  in  being,  fuch  new 
Laws  ought  to  be  made  as  may  appear  neccffary  for  attain- 
ing thnt  End.  That  there  is  a  general  Sufpicion  agahill  our 
late  Mioiiler,  I  believe,  no  Man  can  be  ignorant  who  has 
ever  been  in  any  Coffee- Houfe,  or  other  Plage  of  puWick 
Refort,  frequented  by  thofe  who  dare  avow  the  Sentiments 
of  their  Htart  ;  and  from  the  Fate  of  the  Bill  which,  we 
now  find,  has  been  reje£led  by  the  other  Houfe,  I  am  coo- 
vincM,  that  thofe  Sufpicions  are  well  grounded  ;  for  it  is 
injpoflible  to  fuppofe,  that  fuch  a  Bill  would  have  met  with 
fuch  an  Oppofition  in  this  Houfe,  or  fuch  a  Fate  in  the 
other,  if  the  Cunduft  of  our  late  Miniller  had  been  blame- 
Icli, 

'  As  the  Nature  and  the  Ncccllity  of  that  Bill  were  fully 
explained,  and  made  evident  to  a  Majority  of  this  Houfe  in 
the  Debates  that  happened  upon  it  here,  I  have  no  Occafion 
to  repeat  what  was  faid  upon  either.  The  Bill  was  flicwn 
to  be  ot  fuch  a  Nature  as  could  do  no  Prejudice  to  anv  in- 
nocent Man  i  and  it  was  demonllrated,  to  a  Majority  at 
leaft  of  this  Houfe,  that  without  fuch  a  Bitl's  being  pafled 
into  a  Law,  it  would  be  impoffible  for  our  Secret  Committee 
to  make  any  Difcovery,  even  of  thofe  Crimes,  which  from

Uaintnts  :  Nay,  they  would  probably  join  with  the  Prince  iti 
laying  them  intirely  afidej  for  an  abfolute  Governmentj 
without  any  Form  of  Liberty,  is  certainly  better  and  more 
tolerable  than  a  Government  fupported  by  an  AfTembly  of 
Men,  who,  under  Pretence  of  being  the  Guardians  of 
publick  Liberty,  take  every  Opportunity  to  betray  it,  and 
fervc  for  nothing  but  that  of  making  the  Govcrnmtnt  more 
ibtpenfive,  and  the  Prince  more  arbitrary-  [ 

*  *  We  have,  'tis  true,  in  this  Seflion  made  fome  Steps  i6^ 
wards  preventing  this  fatal  Confequcnce  :  Our  having  cfta* 
blifhed  a  Secret  Committee  ;  our  having  named  of  that  Com- 
mittee a  Sec  of  Gentlemen,  moll  of  whom  were  generally 
approved  of  bv  rhe  People  ;  and  our  having  paHed  the  In- 
demnifying Bill  for  rendering  their  Inquiry  effeSual,  are

Sir,  we  jhould  agree  to  cenfure  the  other 
Houfe  for  what  they  have  done,  without  pufhtng  our  Re*  ] 
fentmen:  farther,  oar  Cenlure  woold  do  more  Harm  to  our* 
felves  than  it  could  do  to  them,  becaufe  it  would  bring  us 
into  Contempt.     Thofe  who  have  no  Power  to  puniih,  ihould  i 
alway!)  abllain  from  cen faring,  becaufe  it  makes  their  Want 
of  Power  be  taken  Notice  of;  and  as  foon  as  their  Want  of 
Power  comes  to  be  generally  known,  their  Cenfures  will  be- 
coqie  ridiculous.

tjciTiaQ  Qf  FafHamcfttJ  0(ir  Committee  may  not,  perhftps^ 
Jbe  abieio  make  fuch  umple  I>ifcovefit5  as  they  might  have 
fnadt,  had  this  Bill  beco  paiTed  into  a  Law ;  but  none  of 
tlicm  have  as  yet  fa  id,  they  can  make  m>  Difcovery.  The 
contniry  might*  perhaps,  be  made  appear ;  stiid  they  may 
m  this  Scffion  make  fuch  hrtlttr  Difcoveries  as  may  k»duce 
the  other  Monk  to  agree  to  a  Jiew  Bill,  of  mach  the  fame 
Forport  with  thai  they  haifejiow  rejected.  Buifuppofe  this 
ihould  not  be  the  Cafe  :  Suppofe  no  material  or  full  Difco* 
very  ihould  be  made  during  this  Sefllon  :  The  Inquiry  may 
be  revived,  and  a  new  Secret  Committee  appointtd,  as  foon  as 
we  meet  m  the  next  Sefiion  :  The  fame  Bill  may  thert  be  revt« 
ved,  and  fent  up  to  the  other  Houfe  at  a  Time  when  it  wooM 
be  dangerous  for  them  to  difagree  to  it ;  or  a  new  BilJ  may 
be  contrived^  which,  m  my  Opinioo,  would  be  the  bell  M^ 
thod  I  and  as  we  now  know  the  ObjedlioDs  they  made  to  our 
former,  we  may  form  our  new  Bill  in  fueh  a  Mannet  as  to 
obviate  all  thofe  Objcdiona. 

*  For  thefe  Rcafons,  Sir,  I  cannot  join  in  a/Terting  eSirpreft- 
ly,  that  our  late  Biirs  being  rejefted  is  an  Obltruftion  to  Ju- 
iHcc ;  becaufe  I  am  not  fore  of  our  being  quite  unable  to  con&e 
at  Jullicc  without  that  Bill,  and  becaufe  if  we  do  not  come 
at  it  in  this  SeHion,  we  may  in  the  next }  but  (hoold  this  Mio- 
tion  be  agreed  to,  I  am  fqre,  we  can  never  come  at  JuiHce 
in  a  Parliamentary  Method,  either  in  this  Seffion  or  the  next, 
nor,  perhaps,  in  any  future.  It  would,  in  my  Opinioi>,  un* 
avoidably  produce  a  Civil  War  i  and  thiji  Aitely  h  ao  Evtnt 
which  ought  at  all  Times  to  be  moll  caatioaily  guarded  a- 
gninft,  byt  efpecially  in  the  prefent  Conjunfture,  when  the 
Trade  and  Navigation  of  this  liland  is  in  Danger  of  being 
deltroyed  by  one  Power,  and  the  Ltbertief  of  Ettropt  by  ancM 
ther  ;  and  thefc  by  their  Situation,  Genius,  and  Interell,  the 
two  moil  conllant  and  dangerous  Enemies  this  Nation  has  in 
the    World. 

*  I  am  therefore  convinced,  that  if  the  two  noble  Lords 
who  made  and  fccondcd  this  Motion,  had  read  and  been  well 
acquainted  with  the  Hillory  and  Conlbtution  of  tlieir  Coun- 
try, they  would  not  have  ofi^red  fuch  a  Motion  to  your  Con- 
fid  erai  ion,  Can  ihcy  fay,  they  have  A u died  our  Journals 
with  rbat  Attention  which  h  neceiTary  for  forming  a  com- 
pleat  Idea  of  all  the  Confequerces  that  may  enfbe  from 
fuch  a  Motion  f  From  their  Youth  it  is  hardly  polSbJe 
to  fuppofc  they  have  ;  and  from  their  known  Attach- 
mcni  to  the  Liberties  and  Conilitution  of  their  Country 
it  is  evident  they  ha^'e  not  i  for  no  one  that  knows  them 
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can  fufpe^  tbcm  of  My  evil  lotcmion,     I  Acrcforc  hope,  jlq,  ij,  Ceo.U. 
when  they  have  considered  what  I  have  faid,  and  what  may         174%  . 
be  faid  b/  other  Gendemcn  in  the  Debate^  that  they  wiH 
drop  their  Motion ;  for  tho*  I  am  convinced,  it  can  meet  ^ 
with  no  Succefs,  yet  the  very  Appearance  of  it  upon  our 
Journals  may  produce  fome  of  the  bad  EfFcds  I  have  rocnti- 
ooed  ^  and  thefe,  I  hope,  when  they  are  apprifcd  of  then>f 
they  will  be  ready  and  willing  to  prevent/ 


Sir  Jolm  Hind  Cati9n  fpoke  as  follows : 

*  I  would  not  have  my  old  Friend,  now  over  agalnfl  me, 
tho*  formerly  he  u fed  to  be  of  the  fame  Side  with  me,  I  fay 
I  w«uid  00c  have  him,  nor  fame  other  Gentlemen  in  the 
Honfe^  imagine,  that  no  Man  doubts  of  their  Sincerity  in  the 
eifedkual  Profecution  of  the  Inquiry  wc  have  fet  on  foot; 
for  I  can  aiiure  them,  there  are  many  without  Doors  who 
now  begin  to  doubt  of  it ;  but  if  a  Negative  fliould  be  put 
upon  this  Motion^  thofe  Doubts  will  be  at  an  End :  Moil 
Men  will  then  be  convinced,  not  of  their  Sincerity,  but  of 
their  Want  of  it ;  and  therefore,  if  thofe  Gentlemen  have 
any  Regard  for  what  is  faid  or  thought  of  them,  chey  will 
not  allow  themfeves  to  be  frighted  hy  chimerical  Dangers, 
from  viodicaciug  their  own  CharafterSj  as  well  as  the  Cha- 
ra£ber  of  this  Houfe,from  thofe  Afperfmns  that  will  certainly 
fpHcg  up  from  the  bad  Success  of  our  Inquiry  occasioned  by 
the  reje&iDg  of  our  Bill 

*  |i  b  well  kD0wn«  Sir,  without  Doors  as  well  as  within, 
that  a  new  Minitler  generally  endeavours  to  call  a  Slur  upon 
the  Adminiflratioa  of  an  old  one,  in  order  to  add  a  LuHre 
10  hit  own,  and  to  gain  a  little  Appta«»fe  at  the  Beginning  of 
his  Reign  ;  but  be  always  talced  Care  to  prevent  the  former's 
neeting  with  coodiguPuniilmient,  lell  he  fhould  thereby  pre- 
pare a  Rod  for  his  own  Back  ;  for  it  is  ten  to  one  but  in  few 
Years  hemay  dcfervePuniihmcntas  much  as  his  Prcdeceflbr. 
It  IS  likcwife  well  known  without  Doors  as  well  as  within, 
by  whoie  Eloquence  and  Advice  our  Bill  was  rejected  in  th« 
other  Houfc  ;  and  confidcring  their  Intimacy  and  Connexion 
wiih  (bme  Gentlemen  in  this,  who  appeared  to  be  ilrenuous 
Advocates  for  the  Bill,  People  already  begin  to  fufpcdl  that 
the  Utter  had  fome  Sort  of  Foreknowledge  of  the  Fate  of  the 
Bill,  which  gave  them  an  Opportunity  of  gaining  a  little  Po* 
pularity  by  declaring  for  a  Biti  which  they  were  in  their 
Hearts  a  gain  jl ;  becaufeif  it  had  been  pafTcd  into  a  Law,  the/ 
were  afraid,  it  ivould  have  brought  to  Light  fuch  a  Scene 
of  Iniquity,  as  would  have  put  tt  out  of  their  Power  to  pre- 
vem  the  C^imioai's  meeting  with  condign  Puni&ment    Such

*  I  am  furprifed,  Sir,  to  heat  Gentlemen  fay,  that  if  this 
Motion  fliould  be  agreed  to,  they  flioald  expe£b  its  being 
•followed  by  another  Motion  for  voting  the  Houfe  of  Lords 
ufelefs.  Surely,  I  may  tell  a  Man  he  has  done  wrong,  with- 
out any  Defign  or  Deiire  to  murder  him.  On  the  contrary,  if 
I  am  really  his  Friend,  I  ought  tp  tell  him  my  Opinion,  in 
order  to  prevent  his  doing  the  like  for  the  future,  efpecially 
if  his  Safety  as  well  as  his  Character  fhould  depend  upon' his 
doiiig  fo  no  more.  This,  Sir,  is  really  the  Cafe  at  prefent 
betwixt  us  and  the  Houfe  of  Lords.  That  Houfe  has  done 
wrong  :  The  Hon.  Gentleman  himfelf  fa^s  he  thinks  they 
hatre  done  wrong:  I  think  fo  as  well  as  he:  Hie  is  for 
fmothering  his  Opinion,  and  thereby  facriHcing  his  Friend- 
ship to  his  Complaifance  :  I  am  for  telling  them  bluntly  what 
I  think :  Pray,  which  of  us  is  the  trueft  Friend  Co  that 
Houfe?  .         . 

'  Sir,  in  all  Cafes  that  will  admit  of  it,  I  fhall  be  for 
treating  my  Friend  with  Complaifance  ;  but  in  a  Cafe  where 
his  Safety  or  Character  is  concerned,  Complaifance  is  Trea- 
chery :  I  abominate  it :  I  defpife  the  Man  who,  Upon  fuch 
an  Occafion,  would  make  ufe  of  it.  This,  Sir,  is  the  Light 
in  which  the  prefent  Qjieftion  appears  to  me.  The  very 
Being,  as  well  as  the  Charafter,  of  the  other  Hoafe  depends 
upon  their  rejefling  no  more  fuch  Bills  as  that  we  Ikidy  ftnt 
-up  to  them.  It  was  not  the  Army:  It  was  iiotth^' Com- 
mons, that  put  an  End  to  the  Exigence  of'Ch&t  Hoofe  in 
King  Charles  the  FinVs  Time :  It.  was  their  own  Condina. 
By  refufing  their  Confent  to  popular  and  neceflary  Laws,  by 
endeavouring  to  fcreen  guilty  Miniflers,  they  render^  their 
Houfe  hateful  to  the  People.  This  enabled  the  Commons 
and  the  Army  to  turn  them  out  of  Doors ;  and  the  General's 
being  in  a  Condition  afterwards  to  turn  the  Comnsons  out 
of  Doors  flowed  from  the  fame  Caufe.  If  ever  the  likeCftfe 
fhould  again  happen,  the  fame  Caufe  may  very  probably 
produce  the  fame  £fFe£l ;  and  therefore  what  happened  at 
that  Time  fhould  be  a  Warning  to  the  other  Houfe,  'as  'Well 
as  this,  to  endeavour  at  all  Times  to  preferve  a  go6d  Cha- 
rafter  among  the  People. 

*  I  fhall  readily  grant,  Sir,  that  at  that  Time  there  was 
fiich  a  Spirit  of  Rcpublicanifm  and  Enthuftaffli -  prevailed 
among  the  People,  that  it  was  difHcult  forthe  dthe)*  Hoofe 
to  prefer ve  a  popular  E/leem,  without  facrificing  bur  Cen- 
iUtution  both  in  Church  and  State.9  bat  this -Spirit  had  been 
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raifcd  and  propagated  by  the  Conduifl  of  thofe  who  were  at  Am  15.  Geo^ll, 
that  Time  our  MiailUrs  ;  and  in  a)!  fdch  Cafes  common  ^74*- 
Prudence  makes  it  neccitaiy  to  yield  a  litlle  to  the  Impctiio- 
iity  of  the  Times,  This  lliould  make  all  Minillers  caatious 
-of  Taifiog  too  violent  a  Spirit  among  the  People  again  It 
them ;  lor  when  they  do,  it  will  akvaj's  be  neceflkry  for 
'•th«  Parliameni  co  proceed  againlt  them  with  more  Severity 
than  they  may  perhaps  deferve  ;  and  thofe  of  either  Houfe, 
who  have  a  true  Regard  for  their  Sovereign,  and  for  the 
Conllitution  of  their  Country,  will  take  Care  to  remove  and 
puniih  a  Minifter  before  he  has,  by  hfs  Condud,  converted 
the  Difcontents  of  thfc  People  into  a  Spirit  of  DifafFcftion  ; 
for  when  this  happens,  the  Example  of  King  Chariei  the 
''firlt's  Reign  is  a  Proof  of  its  being  almoll  impoilible  to  Con- 
ine it  within  any  moderate  Bounds. 

-V  '  This,  Sir,  I  think,  we  are  in  fome  Danger  of  at  pre- 
fcnt,  efpcciaJly  if  it  fliould  begin  to  be  generally  thought 
without  Doorsi  that  both  Houfcs  of  Parliament  have  joined 
in  Skrcening  a  guilty  Minifler,  and  in  amufing  the  Publick 
with  a  i°ham  Inquiry  into  his  Condu^.  The  prefent  Motion 
therefore,  if  complied  with,  may  anfwer,  and  is,  I  believe, 
defigned  for  anfwering  two  moll  falutary  Purpofes ;  that  of 
kttting  our  Friends,  the  Lords,  (I  hope  I  may  yet  call  them 
io)  know  their  Danger ;  and  that  of  rcfcuing  this  Honfe 
from  the  Danger  of  becoming  defpicable  in  the  Eyes  of  the 
People.  This  Motion  is  fo  far  from,  being  defigned  as  a 
Cenfurc  upon  the  Condut^  of  the  other  Houfe,  that  it  is 
defjgaed  as  an  Ad  of  Friendftiip,  We  certainly  know  the 
Sentiments  of  the  People  better  than  they  can  be  fuppofod 
to  do ;  therefore  we  are,  and,  I  think,  we  ought  to  tell  them 
what  we,  and,  I  believe,  the  far  greatcU  Part  of  the  Na- 
tion, think  of  their  having  rejc^ed  that  Bill  We  fo  lately 
feni  op  to  them.  This  may  prevent  their  bringing  them- 
Jelves  into  that  Contempt,  which  a  few  more  fuch  Steps  as 
thi&  Will  certainly  bring  them  into.  Therefore  as  Friends  to 
them^  ^  Friends  to  our  ConQitution,  and  as  faithful  Subjedi 
10  our  Sovereign,  we  ought  to  agree  to  this  Motion.  t 

*  But  fuppoie.  Sir,  it  ivcre  to  be  look*d  on  as  a  Cenfiire* 
Is  not  Ceftlure  itfelf  fometimes  the  Duty  of  a  Friend  I 
Does  not  the  Church  cenfure  or  admonifh  before  fhe  excom* 
municates  ?  We  are  not  by  this  Motion  to  excommunicate 
the  other  Houfe  I  and,  I  hope,  they  will  not  excommuni- 
cate this*  even  iho'  we  fliould  agree  to  this  Motion.  If 
they  fliould,  as  wc  have  the  Purfe  in  our  Power,  thev  "ivould 
find  themselves  no  great  Gainers  by  the  Bargain*  They  are 
fuHiciein!)  fenfibJe  of  this,  and  therefore  we  have  no  Occa« 
Itoa  (o  feAr  their  refolving  to  receive  no  more  MenHges  or 
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,IL  Bilh  Btom  tUs  Hoafe*  Their  Honoar  could  not  be  any  Wa^ 
CQocerned  in  the  Qudlion  i  becaure  if  ihty  cook  it  rights 
tbey  would  cake  it  as  a  friendly  Admonitton  i  and  dio'  they 
cannot  read  ivhat  is  pa0ed»  I  hope,  they  would  for  th«^ 
own  Sake5  take  care  to  give  ua  no  more  Room  for  fudi  m 
Onfure. 

*  That  they  have  a  JRight  to  refufe  any  Bill  we  fend  up 
to  them  mall  be  acknowledged  ;  but  that  we  have  na  Right 
to  6nd  Fault  with  the  Ufe  they  make  of  that  Right,  no 
Man  furely  can  with  any  Reafon  pretend.  May  not  a  Man 
make  a  bad  as  well  as  a  good  Ufe  of  any  Right  he  enjoys  ? 
And  if  he  makes  a  bad  Ufe  of  it,  has  not  every  other  Man 
a  Right  to  (ay  he  ^ocs,  and  to  cenfure  him  for  fo  doing  ? 
Cenfurc,  Sir*  when  it  is  juft,  tho'  it  proceeds  from  no  legal 
Authority,  nor  from  any  fuperior  jurifdi£tion»  will  always 
carry  Puntfhmcnt  along  with  it.  Ic  affcfts  the  Charader  of 
the  Perfon  ccnfured,  and  will  affe£l  it  more  or  Jefs,  according 
to  the  Juflice  and  Weight  of  the  Cenfure.  Therefore  a  Man 
ivho  has  no  Power  to  infli^  any  legal  Puniihment  may  cen- 
fure,  without  running  any  RiOi  of  incurring  Contempt. 
Kay,  a  Man  may  often  for  his  own  Sake  be  obliged  to  cen^ 
fure  the  Con  dud  of  his  Friend »  in  order  to  Oiew,  that  he 
had  no  Share  in  advifing^  nor  had  approved  of  that  Con- 
du61,  which  leads  me  to  the  other  Purpofe  this  Motion  i* 
defigned  for. 

*  To  vindicate  the  Charaf^cr  of  this  Houfe  from  any  Re* 
proach  will  always,  I  hope,  be  confidered  as  a  Concern 
worthy  of  our  AitentiDn  ;  and  confidering  the  general  Re- 
{)roach  that  will  certainly  be  thrown  upon  the  rcje£^ing  of 
this  Bilf,  I  think  it  concerns  us  highly  to  convince  the 
World,  that  we  were  no  VVay  privy  or  con  fen  ting  to  its  bt^  i 
ing  rejected.  The  two  Houies  of  Parliament  generally  ale 
looked  upon^  I  hope,  there  will  always  be  Reafon  to  look 
upon  them^  as  Friends  j  and  therefore,  if  one  does  a  wrong 
Thing,  and  the  other  does  not  openly  difclaim  it^  an  Impu- 
tation will  fall  upon  both.  This  is  the  Cafe  in  private  Ltle, 
and  this  will  always  be  the  Oife  with  two  publick  Aiicm- 
blies  that  have  fuch  a  Connexion  together  as  onr  two  Honfes 
of  Parliament  have,  efpccially  when  jt  is  known^  that  there 
is  a  dole  Intimacy  and  Frieiidfhip  between  the  Members  of 
the  one  and  the  Members  of  the  other.  As  co  my  owft  pri* 
vate  Concern,  if  I  had  no  Regard  for  the  Charadlcr  of  this 
AiTembly,  I  might  be  pcrfedly  eafy  ;  for  moft  of  the  Lordi 
t>f  my  Acquamtance  have,  in  the  mod  folcmn  Manner,  de»^ 
clared  their  Diilent  to  the  rejeOIng  of  this  Bill.  But  I  have  ' 
a  Concern  for  the  Chara£ler  of  tais  Houfe  :  As  a  Friend  to 
the  Conllktition.  as  a  dutifal  Sabjeft  to  his  Maieilv.  1  think 
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no  otie»  either  of  our  nciv^or  old  AJtutllci'^^  has  £ach  an  in^ 
fluffnce  ovtf  me,  as  to  prevent  my  exprefling. that  Concern 
and  a  ding  accordingly.  1  therefore  think,  k  is  abToliKet^ 
titctSsLry  /or  «»,  upon  this  Oa:arioit,  tp  raize  fome  M^xhod 
for  convincing  the  World,  that  we  had  no  Foreknowledge, 
nor  (o  mach  as  a  prevbm  Sufpidon,  that  a  B»ll  fo  acceflTary 
for  difcoverbg  the  Corfipiracy,  thAt  has  for  ieveral  Yeara 
been  carrying  on  agiinll  tUt:  Liberties  of  this  Nation,  by  a 
Miolftcr  and  his  Creature^  was  to  be  rejedkd  by  the  other 
HouCc ;  and  as  I  can  luggell  no  better  Method  than  whac 
the  noble  Lord  ha^  been  pleafcd  to  propofe,  I  ihali  be  for 
agreeing  to  1(4 

*  The  other  Hoafe,  Sir,  neither  ought,  nor  will,  nor  can 
refent  it.  it  ta  a  Liberty  we  have  often  taken,  and  do  ufa* 
ally  take  at  Coni«rcnces,  to  declare  very  freely  our  Opinion 
of  their  Proceedings.  There  is  therefore  no  Danger  of  « 
Breach  between  the  two  Houfes,  and  much  lefs  of  a  Civil 
War,  from  our  agreeing  to  this  Motion  j  but  if  a  Negative 
ihouH  be  put  Qpon  it,  and  an  Encouragement  thereby  given 
to  profccute  thofe  Screening  Meafures  which  fecm  to  be  al- 
ready concerted^  I  may  prophefy,  that  a  Civil  War  will  ccr- 
tainly  at  Jail  be  the  Goniequence  ;  for,  I  hope,  the  People 
ofi  Etfghvd  ^t  not  fo  fenfeiefs,  or  fo  cowardly^  as  to  allow 
Slavery  to  be  fixed  upon  ihcm,  under  the  Form  of  a  free 
Goiter 001  ent  5  wiuch  will  be  the  Confcquence,  if  the  Cor- 
raption  pradtfed  by  j\44niiler^  is  never  to  bt- dete£^ed»  nor 
puailhed. 

'  ^  The  Hon.  Gentleman  talks  of  what  our  Coramittce  have 
dont,  or  may  do*  and  of  the  other  Houte  being  induced  tor 
paAt  fome  fuch  Bill  as  that  they  have  rejected.  Sir,  it  is  im- 
pftflible  from  the  very  Nature  of  the  Thing  :  The  Hon. 
Gentleman  himfelf  (hewed,  in  our  Debates  upon  that  Bilt« 
that  ie  wouldr  be  impoiFible  for  them  to  nuke  any  greac  Di^ 
covericF,  uniefs  the  Accomplices  were*  at  lealt,  enabled  to 
comac'in  and  inform*  Let  out  MiiiiAcr  have  been  neyer  fo 
dviainal,  we  cannot  fuppofe  him  fo  weak  m  to  have  left  any 
wartttca  Voochcrs  of  his  Villainy  behind  h'\m  i  efpecially  con- 
fidenng  the  long  Indulgence  he  h^d,  a^icr  he  knew  he  was  to 
biodliiiaifiedv  to  ranfack  all  the  Offices,  and  deliroy  every  Pa- 
pth^hit^might  rife  up  in  Judgment  ttgiinil  htm.  We  muil 
thertfbrc  fuppofc,  that  the  rcjeding  of  our  liiU  has  put  it 
o^  of  the  Power  of  our  Committee  to  make  any  material 
Di(ianv,e«yvti^cial}y  fuch  a  full  Dlkovery  as  wili  be  necefTa- 
ry'iipt  ionjdncJBg, thofe  that  have  no  Mind  10  be  convinced  : 
Thif;  I  tmiaimofl  ^re,  il  the  Cafe  of  a  MfijorJty  in  the 
other  Houfe*:am4^  I  am  afraid  of  fome  in  this,  ivho  are  noc 
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An.  1 ;.  Geo.ILas  yet  fafpeflecl  of  being  in  loch  a  Uale :  And  trcm  tbe  f  no* 
174^*  ciple  upon  which  our  Bill  was  receded  in  the  oth«r  Houfe* 
we  mult  fuppofe,  that  while  they  adhere  to  that  Principle, 
no  Diicovcry  can  induce  them  to  pals  fuch  a  Bill.  To  en- 
courage Informers,  by  granting  them  a  Pardon  as  to  them* 
fefves,  was  iaid  to  be  unjult  and  dangerous  to  Innocence, 
Petty  Thieves  may,  it  feema,  be  encouraged  by  a  Reward  as 
IV ell  as  a  Pardon,  to  inform  againil  one  another  j  but  great 
and  publick  Plunderers  are  to  remain  intrenched  in  their 
mutual  Danger^  from  which  no  one  is  to  be  allowed  to 
cfcape,  left  he  fhoald  betray  the  fecret  Avenue  by  which 
alone  his  Confederates  may  be  come  at. 

*  This^  Sir,  was  the  Principle,  ridiculous  a»  it  is,  upon 
which  our  Bill  was  rcjeflcd  in  the  other  Houfe  j  ami  while 
they  adhere  to  this  Principle,  can  we  expc^l  they  will  agree, 
either  in  this  Seffion  or  the  next,  to  any  Sort  of  Indemnify- 
jng  Bill  ?

If  they  be  obilinate  they  inufl  be  beat  out  of  it ;  If  they  be 
mad  they  mull  be  phyiickM  out  of  Jt.1  A  (Iron g  PurgatioD, 
I  mean  as  to  Salaries  and  Pentions,  would,  I  believe^  be  che 
bed  Method  the  Nation  could  take  for  obtaining  Juflice  from 
Parliament,  both  in  this  Cafe  and  every  like  Cafe  chat  may 
happen  hereafter.  We  cannot  therefore  cxpeft  Succcfs  for 
any  fuch  Bill,  either  in  this  Seflion  or  the  next  ;  unlefs  by 
agreeing  to  this  Queilion  we  ihew  that  we  arc  revived  to 
adminilier  fuch  a  Remedy,  if  this  Principle  be  not  given 
up  by  thofe  who  are  its  prefcnt  Supporters. 

•  How  the  Hon.  Gentleman  comes  to  talk  of  what  may  be 
done  in  the  next  Seilion,  I  do  not  know  ;  for,  I  hope,  none 
of  tho{e,  who  have  the  Honour  of  being  his  Majefty's  Coan- 
felfors,  wilt  advife  him  to  put  an  End  to  this  SefTion  by  a 
FrorogaciQnf  till  the  Nation  has  obtained  Satisfadlion.  A 
fhort  Recefs  would,  I  know,  be  agreeable  to  molt  Gentle- 
men, but  this  we  may  be  indulged  in  by  an  Adjournment  as 
well  as  a  Prorogation,  Our  Committee  might  then  fit  in

Lord  C^mbury  fpoke  next. 

•  I  was  very  roach  furprifed  when  I  firll  heard  ihis  Motion 
made  to  yoti,  and  consequently  was  extremely  curious  to 
bear  what  could  be  faid  in  favour  of  fach  ati  extraordinary 
and  unprecedented  Motion.  As  foon  as  I  heard  it»  I  thought 
it  unconAitutional,  dangerous  and  ufelefsj  and  as  I  have 
2  great  Regard  for  the  young  Nobleman  that  mov*d  it,  as 
well  a»  for  thofe  Gentlemen  that  have  fpoke  in  iw  Favour,  I 
have  attended  to  the  Debate  with  a  Sort  of  Prejudice; 
waiting,  and  even  wifhing,  to  hear  fomcthiug  faid  that 
might  alter  the  iirfl:  ImpreiTian  it  made  upon  me;  but  I 
have  been  ytry  much  difappointed,  for  thofe  fmpreflions 
liave  been  made  deeper  and  flronger,  even  by  what  1  iuve 
heard  in  tts  favour.  As  our  Conltitution  confilts  of  three 
fcparatc  Branches,  each  of  which,  while  they  are  diftmft 
and  independent,  will  always  be  a  Check  for  preventing  any 
Opprelfion's  being  exercised,  or  InjulHce  dt^nc,  by  either  of 
the  other  two,  the  very  Being  of  our  ConAitution  depends  upon 
preferving  a  Diilinclnefs  and  Independency,  and  at  the  fame 
Time  a  good  Correfpondcnce  betA-cen  the  three  Branchen  of 
our  Legiflature  ;  and  confequently  our  Conilitucion  would  be 
deflroyed^  if  this  mutual  good  Correfpondence  Ihould  be  in- 
terrupted, or  if  any  one  of  them  (hould  gain  an  InHuence,  and 
much  more,  a  Power  or  JurifdifUon,  over  either  of  the 
IKher  two. 

•  If  we  defign.  Sir,  that  this  Ccnfurc  fhould  be  taken 
Notice  of  by  the  other  Houfe,  fo  as  to  direfl  or  overawe 
their  Proceedings  upon  any  future  Occafion,  the  very  Ddign 
h  inconfiflcnt  with  our  Conllitucion  ;  becaufe  it  is  a  Defign  co 
gain  fuch  an  Influence  over  them»  as  will  deflroy  their  Inde- 
pendency, upon  which  our  ConUitution  fubfifts.  Therefore,  if 
this  Cenfure  fhould  be  taken  Notice  of  in  the  Manner  we  de- 
fign it  fhould,  it  is  unconllitational ;  and  if  it  is  to  be  taken 
no  Notice  of,  it  is  ufclefs  j  but  as  it  is,  in  my  Opinion,  very 
far  from  being  decent,  I  believe  it  will  be  taken  Notice  of 
by  the  other  Houfe,  not  in  the  Manner  we  defign,  but  in 
fuch  a  Manner  as  will  dellroy  that  good  Correfpondence 
which  now  fubfiih  between  the  two  Houfes,  and  upon 
which  the  Prefervation  of  our  Conftitution  depends ;  there- 
fore f  tnaft  think  it  extremely  dangerous,  and  as  I  think  it 
wiU  be  of  no  Ufe  to  u?,  I  cannot  for  this  Reafcn  agree  to  it.'

(together  with  a  fhort  Scate  of  his  Behaviour,  as  Solicitor  of 
the  TreaAiry  and  a  public  Accomptantl  aa  alfo  an  Accoonc 
of  the  Behaviour  of  G^yn  Faugban  Efquire,  on  his  Exami- 
nation, 

Your  Committee  now  think  proper,  in  order  to  avoid  Re- 
petition, to  acquaint  the  Houfe*  that,  in  purfuancc  of  their 
Order?,  all  the  Perfons  cjcamined  before  the  faid  Commiiiee, 
ivcre  examined  in  the  moll  folemn  Manner  ;  and  Mr,  Mi-

'iurday  Night  before  it  came  on,  advifc  with  the  Examinanl,  J^^  *^*^*"  ^* 
what  was  proper  to  be  done  5  tliat  the  Examinant  told  him^  *^"^  thtrcto 
Nothing  could  be  done  without  5  or  600  /.  that  on  this,  he 
believt-s  Mr  BaUUr  told  Jiim,  that  he  had  not  fo  much  Mo- 
ney, but  he  would  write  a  Letter  to  Mr  Paxt<m  ;  that  the 
next  Morning  one  Mr  Jshn  Jmts,  who  was  a  Friend  of  Mr

Paxton  at  Fulbamy  and  gave  him  the  Letter,  and  Mr  Pa^' 
ton^  on  reading  it,  defirwi  the  Examinant  to  meet  him  the 
next  Day  at  Rogtr  WilUams^  Coffee-houfe  5  that  he  did 
jDeet  him  accordingly,  and  Mr  Paxton  gave  him  a  Parcel  of 
Money  (of  which  the  greatelt  Part,  if  not  the  whole,  was 
in  Bank  Notes)  and  told  him,  on  delivering  it,  '  Here  is  you):

W  "^  yT  O  U  R  Committee  having,  in  their  former  Report,  An.  16.  Ceo.  IL 
^f  laid  before  the  Houfe  the  Gbllrudjons  they  met  ,  ^^ll 
-*<  within  the  Coarle  of  their  Inquiry, and  finding  that  '  ^ 
the  Lords  had  refufed  to  concur  io  the  Means  propofed  by 
this  Houfe  to  remove  them,  by  reje^itig  the  Bill  for  indem- 
nifying fuch  Perfons  as  (hall,  upon  Examination,  make  Dif- 
coveries  touching  the  DlfpofiCioR  of  publick  Money,  or  con- 
cerning the  Difpofitioo  of  OiEccs,or  any  Payments  or  Agree- 
ments in  rcfpe£l  thereof,  or  concerning  other  Matters  relating 
to  the  Condad  of  Robert  Earl  of  Orfard^  have  not  thought 
it  advifeahle  to  enter  upon  any  new  Matter  relating  to  the 
Tranfa£lions  of  the  Earl  of  Orford,  But  as  previous  to  the 
itjeding  of  the  faid  Bill  by  the  other  Houfe,  they  had  feve* 
ral  Matters  before  them  of  the  highell  Confequence  and 
Importance  to  the  Success  of  the  War  with  Spain^  and  to 
Chc  domeftick  OEconomy  and  good  Order  of  tJie  Kingdom^ 
to  the  Payment  of  the  Troops  Abroad,  to  the  Freedom  of 
£le£bons  at  Home,  and  to  the  Quantity  and  Method  of  if- 
futng  publick  Money  for  the  itctti  Services  of  the  State,  m 
all  which  the  faid  £art  appears  to  have  had  the  principal,  if 
not  the  fole  Dire^ion  ;  your  Committee  thought  it  their 
abfolute  Duty  to  lay  thele  Matters  before  the  Houie,  and 
were  preparmg  to  do  it  with  as  much  Cleamefs  and  Perfpi- 
cuity,  as  the  many  notorious  Difhculties  and  Difcouragenoents 
this  Inquiry  has  laboured  under  would  permit.  But  in  the 
Execution  of  this  Dcfign,  they  were  again  interrupted  by  2 
new  and  unfbrefcen  Obilrutiion  to  one  of  the  rooll  material 
Points  in  Qucftion,  which  therefore,  together  with  the  other 
Matters  abovcmentioned^  they  find  tbemfelves  under  a  Nc- 
cclBty  of  laying  before  the  Houfe. 

As  die  vigorous  and  fuccefsful  Profectitton  of  the  War  la 
America  feeirts  to  have  been  the  great  Object  of  the  Inte- 
reib  and  Inclination  of  the  People  of  Guat  Britain  ;  and  as 
an  Expedition  to  a  Climate  fo  diflant  and  dangerous,  mult 
tm avoidably  be  attended  with  an  immenle  Expence  both  of 
Men  and  Money  to  the  Nation,  your  Committee  therefore, 
cooiideriivg  how  eflcntiail/  ti  mull  a^e£t  the  Glory  ^^  hi»

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Majefty's  Arms,  and  the  Jufticc  due  to  this  Nation,  that 
thofc  of  their  Countrymen,  who  chearfuliy  andertook  a  Scr 
e,  where  the  Enemy  was  the  leaft  Danger  they  were  ex* 
pofcd  to,  {bouid  be  jutlly  and  fully  paid  the  great  Suntis  rair- 
ed  to  fupport  ihera,  have  thought  it  their  Duty  to  inquire 
into  tfae  Contra£l  made  for  fupplying  his  Majdly^s  Forces 
going  upon  the  Expedition  with  Lord  Cat/jtart,  and  to  ex- 
amine whether  it  had  been  ellabliftied  on  the  mofl  juft  and 
advantageous  Foot,  for  Troops  fo  peculiarly  deferving  the 
Care  a:id  Attention  of  the  Pablick.  And  in  proceeding 
therein. 

Your  Committee  find,  that  the  Money,  or  rather   the 
Currency  of  Jnmaiat,  is  of  a  lefs  Value  than  Stirling  Mo- 
ney ;  and,   by  the   Examination  of  Merchants,   it  appears* 
that  for  fome  Years  before  the  Commencement  of  the  War 
thV  Wcii-Indies*  ^^^^  Spain^  the  Rate  of  Exchange  between   Jamaica  and 
^—^  Engiand  \\^  (torn   135  to  140»  but  generally  at   140,  verj- 

^fe  few  Bills  having  been  drawn  under  that  Rate  ;    that  is,  Per- 

^^^^^^w  fons  at  Jamaica  generally  paid  1 40  /.  of  the  Currency  of 

^^^^^B  that  Country,   for  a  Bill  which   jncliled   them,   or  their

^B  Your  Committee  find,  that  on  the  9th  of  July  1740,  the 

^V  following  Fropofal  was  made  to  the  Treafury  for  furnifhing

Furpofe* 

To  iift  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  Commijfmnrs  of  hii  Mtkjt- 
ftfs  Treajury^ih  Fropofal  of?citv  fiurrcl  and  John  BritloW. 

'  That  they  are  ready  to  furniih  at  Jamaica  his  Majefty's 
'  Forces  going  upon   the  intended   Expedition  with    Lord 
'  Cathcart,  with  any   Sums  of  Money,  and  at  the  Times 
'  which  the  Service  Ihall  rcquiit,  at  the  Rate  of  100  L  SterL 
'  for  every  1  zo  /.  paid  at  Jamaica  in  the  Currency  of  that 
'■  Ifland  ;  that  the  Sum  of  27,000  /.  be  paid  to  them  be- 
fore the  Departure  of  the  Troops,  they  furnifhing  their 
Bills  at  Sight  on  Jamaica  for  the  Amount  thereof,  at  tht 
abovementioned  Rate  of  100  /.  Sttrl  for  120  /.  Jamaicm 
Currency.     That  the  fubfequent  Payments  be  made  upoa 
their  producing  the  Deputy- Pay mafter's  Bills  or  Receipts, 
who  lliall  be  direftcd  to  give  the  fame  for  the  Sums  they 
iTiall  receive  from  Time  to  Time.

This  Propofal  was  the  fame  Day  agreed  to  by  the  Com* 

miflioners  of  the  Treafury,   the  Earl  of  Orford  being  then 
preknUt  |be  Board,  wWch  appears  the  more  cxtraprdinary 
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to  your  Committee,  becaafe  the  Commiffioners  oF  the  Trea- 
fury  [had  they  thought  ftt  to  inquire)  muft  have  found,  that 
for  feveral  Months  preceding  the  Date  of  this  Propofal,  all 
the  Bills  drawn  from  Jamaica  for  the  Service  o\  his  Majclly's 
Navy  and  Ordnance,  were  drawn  at  the  Rate  of  140  /.  for 
100  /.  Sieri>  as  appears  by  the  Appendix  (No.  i.) 

Your  Committee  alio  obferve,  that  at  the  Time  of  the 
Delivery  of  this  Propofal,  it  could  b:  no  Secret  to  Mr  Bur- 
nil  and  Mr  Bri/lot^  that  the  Exchange  from  Jamaica  was 
140  L  for  your  Committee  iiiid  in  the  Minutes  of  a  Court 
of  Direftors  of  the  Ssuth-Sta  Company,  when  Mr  Burtel 
Sub  Governor,  and  Mr  Brijio^w  Deputy- Ggvernor,  were 
prefent,   the  following  Order :

•  Ordered^  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Cor- 

*  refpondence  to  confidcr^  and  report  their  Opinion  concern- 

*  ing  the  Exchange  from  Jamaica^  which  is  now  at  140  /. 
'  for  100  /.   StcrL  and  yet  the  Company  are  not   credited 

*  for  the  Dollars,  Piftoles,  and  Bar-Gold,   more  than  when 

*  the  Exchange  was  at  135  per  Cent.^ 

The  Circumftances  vvliich  preceded  and   occafioncd  this 
extraordinary  Tranfaftion,  as  far  as  your  Committee  have 
been  able  to  trace  them,  are  of  a   very  ilnguiar  Nature; 
for  it  appears  by  the  Examination  of  Captain   Jlexandsr  Hxaminatjon  of 
Wilfin^   who  was    Agent  to  Lord  Cathccrt^  whea  he   was

preparing  for  the  Expedition  to  the  Wsft-Jndies^  which  ia  '^^  ^  ""^  ^" 
annexed  in  the  Appendix,  (No.  2,)  That  in  May  or  June 
preceding  this  Contract,  the  Paymaller- General  comma oi- 
catcd  to  Lord  Catkcart  a  Method  of  paying  the  Tro<i;>s, 
which  his  Lordfhip  approved  of;  this  was  by  finding  a  Suhi 
of  Money  by  the  Dcputy-Paymaller,  who  was  to  attend 
the  Expedition,  and  impowcring  him  to  draw  what  Bills 
fhould  be  nccelTary,  and  dire^ing  the  Troops  10  be  paid  at 
Jamaica^  at  fuch  a  Rate  of  Exchange,  as  iliould  appear  to 
Lord  Cathcart  and  the  fuperior  Officers  to  be  moft  advanta- 
geous to  the  Troops  ;  nnd  it  being  intimated  fomc  Time  af- 
ter to  Lord  Cathcart^  that  a  Contrail  for  paying  the  Troops, 
at  120  /.  Jamaica  Money,  for  too  /.  5/rr/.  was  then  de- 
pending before  the  Trcafury,  he  immediately  procured  a 
Meeting  with  Mr  Banbury  Wiiltam*^  Paymdlcr  of  the  Ma- 
rines, Mr^arrf/and  Mr  Brift<nv^  with  a  View,  if  poffiblc^ 
to  get  the  Trnops  paid  in  a  more  advantageous  Manner »  foe 
be  did  not  apprehend  the  Contraft  was  at  that  Time  paftcd^ 
At  this  Meeting  he  mentioned  the  looonveniencies  which 
might  arife  from  the  payjng  the  Men  at  a  Rate  fo  much 
lower  than  the  known  Exchange,  and  the  Danger  there  was 
^om  wJk&t  he  hani  obferved  Abroa^i  of  its  ^xodv^cvt^^  \)fdr

contents  and  Mutiny  ;  andafccr  fevenil  Arguments  ralfcd  on 
both  Sides,  their  Meeting  ended  on  Mr  Burrtlti  or  Mr  Brif- 
/a^s  declaring,  that  ihey  had  made  an  Agreement  vvith  the 
Treafury  already,  on  the  Terms  of  \zo  I.  Jamaica  Money 
for  loo  /.  Zttrl.  and  that  they  could  not  do  it  for  Icfs  Profit. 
From  the  Examinations  of  Mr  Bur  rill  and   Mr  Brijitnxj^ 
(which  are  annexed  in  the  Appendix  (No,  3  )  it  appears,  that 
they  appiiud  for  this   Contrad  to  the  Earl  of  O>ford^  and 
to  no  other  Perfon  ;  for  when  it  was  pnbHckly  known  that 
the  Tioops  were  going   to  Jamaica^  Mr  Burrell  acquainted 
the  faid  Earl,  that  he  had  Correfpondencc  in  Jamaica,  oa 
the  Seuib'Sia  Company's  Account,  who  were  Men  of  great 
Credit,  and  had  the  grcatcil  Command  of  Money  of  any 
in  the  Place,  and  he  thought,  if  Money  was  wanted  there, 
he  could  fjpply  the  Government  as  well  as  any  Body  ;  and 
that   afterwards,  confidcring  the  great  Importance  of  the 
Affair,  he  thought  it  too  much  Hazard  for  himfelf  alone, 
and  mentioned  it  to  Mr  Brijloiju,  and  they  together  fettled 
the  Terms   of  their   Propofal ;  and   about    the  Montli  of 
Jufiiy  ly^o^  the   Parliaoient   being  then  prorogtird,  they 
waited  on  the  Ear!  of  Orford^  and  propofcd  to  him  the  fame 
Terms,  which  were  afterwards  agreed  to  by  the  Treasury  ; 
the  faid  Earl  aflced  them  if  thcfe  were  the  lowcil  Terras,  ai^d 
boped  they  would  not  aik  more  than  was  reafonable,  or  what 
any  Body   clfe  Hiould  complain  of  i  that  he  would  not  take 
it  on  himfelf.but  defircd  them  to  make  their  Propofals  to  the 
Treafury,  which  feems  to  your  Committee  to  have  been  en- 
tirely Matter  of  Form;  for  it  appears  that  when  this  Propo- 
fal was  accordingly  delivered  to  the  Treafury,  the  Gentlq* 
men  cannot  recoiled  to  whom  it  was  delivered,  nor  when, 
nor  by  whom  they  were  informed  of  its  being  accepted  ;  nay- 
one  of  the  Gentlemen  even  does  not  remember,  whether  they 
themfelves  went  with  the  Propofal  when  it  was  preiented. 

And  your  Committee  having  alfo  examined  Charles  Han- 
Imry  Wrlliami^  Efq;  a  Member  of  this  Houfe,  touching  the 
Converfation  that  paiTed  between  Mr  Eurtell,  Mr  Bri/hw, 
and  Lord  Cathcart^  at  Mr  Williams's  Office,  have  aifo  ad- 
ded his  Examination  to  the  others  in  the  Appendix  (No.  3.) 
to  which  they  beg  Leave  to  refer. 

Your  Committee  cannot  find  that  any  Notice  or  Intimation 
was  given  to  any  Perfon,  except  what  paiTcd  between  the 
Earl  of  Orfard  and  the  Contradlors,  as  is  before  mentioned^ 
of  the  Intention  of  the  Treafury  to  make  this  Contradl ; 
for  it  appears  by  the  Examination  of  James  Knight^  Efcj; 
which  is  annexed  in  the  Appendix  (No.  4.)  that  when  he 
heard  the  Troops  were  going  to  Jamaica,  and  was  told  the 
Treafury  would  contrail  with  private  Perfons  for  paying 
Cheiiij  he  did  himfelf  intend  to  make  an  Ofter  of  fuxniihuig

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lie  Money,  but  in  very  few  Days  after,  he  heard  the  Trea- An,  16.  Geo*  IF, 
ury  had  agreed  with  Mr  Bumii  tind  Mr  Briflo^^  at  the  '74*' 
Rate  of  izo  L  and  he  did  not  beLevc  the  Treafury  ever 
gave  any  Notice  of  their  InJentions  to  make  any  fuch  Con- 
tra^. That  whit  he  expeded  was  npt  a  formal  publick 
Notice,  but  that  it  fhould  have  been  corumunicatcd  to  Mer- 
chants, as  he  has  heard  has  been  pra^ifed  in  Queen  4^ni^$ 
War^,  and  had  this  been  done,  he  believes  feveral  befidcs 
hlmfelf  would  have  propofcd,  and  that  he  himfelf  would 
have  furnilhed  the  Money  at  130  /*  per  Cent,  for  too/, 
Sierl,  and  ihould  have  thought  it  a  good  Bargain,  pro- 
vided he  could  have  had  the  fame  Money  advanced  to 
him  which  he  has  heard  was  advanced  to  Mr  Barrel  and 
Mr  BriJIo^v  ;  that  after  the  ftrll  DiiHcuIty,  which  would  be 
on  the  Arrival  of  the  Troops,  was  over,  he  did  not  doubt 
but  he  could  have  contra£led  with  the  People  of  the  liland 
to  furnifti  the  Money  at  the  Rate  of  137  J,  and  if  the  whole 
Money  was  advanced  to  him  here  beforehand,  and  he  was 
only  to  fend  it  over  and  furnilh  ic  at  Jamaica  at  the  Rate  of 
1 50  L  per  Cent,  he  thiitks  he  ftiould  make  12,  or  15  per 
Cent,  p€r  Annum  of  the  Sums  he  furnifhcd,  by  returning  the 
fame  Money  twice  a  Year 

This  led  your  Committee  into  a  Computation  of  the  Pro- 
fit? which  might  have  been  made  on  ibis  Coiltra£t,  which 
they  conceive  to  Hand  thus :

~  "^  Jamaica  Currency,  except  what  may  be  allowed  for  Infa- 
rance,  which  your  Con>mittee  is  informed  amounts  to  about 
2  ^  per  Ctnt,  on  Money  fent  by  Ships  of  War.  Nor  could 
frequent  Opportunities  have  been  wanting  of  fending,  on 
Board  his  M^jeily's  Ships,  fuch  farther  Supplies  of  Money  as 
plight  at  any  Time  have  been  neceflary  \qx  that  Service. 
But  if  it  had  been  thought  more  advifeable  to  hdve  fupp^ied 
Part  of  this  Expence  by  Dra.ughts  from  ther.cc,  there  can 
be  nd  Doubt  but  that  the  Deputy-Paymaller  being  furnifli- 
ed  with  a  proper  Proportion  of  Spec.c  from  hence,  would 
have  been  able  to  keep  up  the  Exchange  at  140  /.  and  in  that 
Cafe  no  Charge  would  have  attended  that  Part  fo  fupplied. 

It  further  appears,  that  in  the  Courfc  of  this  Affair,  and 
before  the  Departure  of  Lord  Cathcart^  Hill  greater  Indul- 
gences were  granted  to  the  Contradors  >  for  by  their  ijrft 
rropofal  the  Sum  of  27,000  /.  only  was  to  be  advanced  them 
by  the  Treafury  before  the  Departure  of  the  Troops,  but 
^e  fubfequent  Payments  were  not  to  be  made  to  them  till 
they  produced  the  Deputy-Paymaftcr?s  Bills  or  Receipts : 
And  yet  on  the  30th  of  September  following,  whiidh  Was  be- 
fore the  Departuie  of  the  Troops,  12,000 /.  was  further  ad- 
vanced to  them  by  the  Paymalter-General,  for  their  Bill  of 
that  Date ;  and  on  the  lil  of  OSiaber  95007.  more  was  ad- 
vanced to  them  by  the  Paymafter  of  the  Marines,  for  the^ 
Bill  of  the  30th  of  September  %  and  on  the  23d  of  Dt^ed- 
her  a  Sum  of  12000  /.  was  advanced  by  the  Paymaller-Gfef- 
neral,  for  their  Bill  of  that  Day's  Date ;  and  on  the  4c^ 
of  January^  a  farther  Sum  of  9000  /,  was  advanced  by 
the  Paymafter  of  the  Marines  for  their  Bill  of  the  311!  of 
December,  All  in  Confequcnce  of  Minutes  of  thcTrpafury, 
9S  in  the  Appendix,  No.  5.  ^        . 

Here  your  Committee  cannot  help  obferving  that  the  pay- 
ing thefe  Sums  amounting  to  42,50.1  /.  over  and  above  th^ 
27,000  /.  originally  advanced  before  there  had  been  any  JQif- 
burfements  on  the  Part  of  the  Contradlors,  altered  the  Na- 
ture of  the  Contradl,  arid  rendered  it  much  more  beneficial 
than  as  it  was  originally  propofed  bj^  the  Contradlqrs  theni- 
felves.  ■  / 

Mr  Surrel  faid,  he  did  offer  the  Half  of  his  Share  to  Kli 
Brother,  and  a  Gentleman  engaged  in  Bufinefs  with  them, 
but  they  thought  it  too  great  a  Rifque  for  them  to  run  :  lip 
Jikewife  mentioned  it  to  another  Gentleman  (whoni'  he  die! 
pot  name)  who  would  not  acct^pt  of  it,  that  thefe  RefufaTs 
were  very  enrly  before  any  Thing  v;as  done  in.  it,  nripre  thaVi 

Sjafling  tlie  Contract,  and  that  he  mentioned  them,^  to  {Lew 
bat  he  thought  he  ha4  no  great  Bargain  of 'i(.    A.nd  from

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appears,  that  fome  Time  after  tlie  making  of  the  Contri^^, 
they  offered  Mr  Man  fan  ^  a  Member  ot  this  Houfe,  one 
foarth  Part  of  it,  as  far  as  it  related  to  the  Payment  of  the 
Troops  in  the  Ollicc  where  he  is  Deputy,  which  he  accept- 
ed of,  and  has  Ihared  accordingly  the  Profits  of  this  Cort- 
tra£l  from  the  Beginning  j  and  fome  Time  after  the  Earl  of 
OrfQrd  mentioned  to  Mr  Bund,  that  Mr  Banbury  Willi* 
ami  had  deiired  him  to  fpe;;k  to  him,  Mr  Burrelf  that  one 
of  Mr  WaUarni^  Friends  might  have  a  Share  in  the  Re- 
mittance?, but  he  addtd,  Vou  arc  to  do  jull  as  you  pleafe, 

1  don't  aflc  you  to  let  any  Body  in,  for  the  Contrad  is  yours ; 
and  foon  afterwards  Mr  Hanhury  Williams  fpoke  to  the  Con- 
ira^lor.s  and  told  them,  that  he  had  a  Relation,  one  Mr  HaU' 
hury,  a  Weji-hdia  Merchant,  to  wliom  he  had  Obligations  | 
and  as  he  had  Money  and  Effeds  at  Jamaica,  he  defired 
he  might  be  concerned  one  fourth  Part  with  them  for  the 
future,  which  he  has  accordingly  been,  in  what  relates  ttj 
the  Payment  of  the  Marines  in  Mr  Hanhury  Williams*^ 
Office. 

AnJ  it  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  neither  the  one 
nor  the  other  of  thofc  Gentlemen  advanced  any  Money,  or 
were  concerned  in  the  Management,  but  were  to  be  Shar- 
ers of  the  Profit  or  Lofs  only. 

And  it  farther  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  on  the 
Arrival  of  the  Troops  at  yamaica^  and  the  tendering  the 
Money  to  them  at  1 20  /.  Jamaica  Currency,  great  Dif- 
contents  were  cxprefTed  by  the  Officers,  and  fome  aflually 
refufed  to  receive  it,  and  with  Time  the  Difcontent  increa- 
(t^^  and  nothing  was  talk'd  of  fo  mach  among  the  Officers 
of  the  Army,  as  the  Hard  (hip  of  being  paid  at  i  20  /.  when 
the  Exchange  was  at  » 40  /.  every  one  of  them  became  a 
Calculator,  and  complain'd  he  loft  \i  I.  6 ;.  on  every  100  /♦ 
he  being  paid  his  i  zqL  Jamaica  Money,  with  6i  Moidores, 
which  h  no  more  than  83  /.  14  /.  StrrL  all  which  appears 
by  the  Letters  of  Colehroke  and  General  Wentn-vorth,  an- 
nexed in  the  Appendix^  No.  6.  fo  truly  were  the  Fears  of 
Jpord  Cat  he  art  verlfy'd, 

'And  this  Une^fincfs  among  the  Troops  was  greatly  iV 
creafed  by  the  peremptory  Refafal  of  the  Agents  of  Mr  But- 
rel  and  Mr  BriJ}9-tx\  to  furnifh  the  Deputy- Pay  mailer  at 
Jamaica  with  any  M  ^ney  upon  their  Credit,  arifmg,  as  Mr 
Colehroke  fays  in  Ivs  Letter  of  the  aoth  of  Fehtuary^  ^7^^* 
Marked  (B)  in  the  Appendix,  (No.  6.)  from  their  Views  of 
appropriating  ihc  Profit  to  thcmfelves,  and  being  dazzled 
with  the  Profpc^l  of  getting   15  or  -zn  per  Cent,   inflcad    of 

2  fir  Cent,  their  ComroifTion.  Upon  this  the  Dcpaty-Pay* 
RiaAer  iobk  up    Money  from  other  Pcrfons,    and    gave 
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y  them  Bills  on  the  Paym after  General ;  and  tho*  thirre  vrcrtp 
ai  appears  by  the  Extra£U  of  Letters  of  the  Depot/- Pay* 
xnallcr,  of  the  20th  of  February,  and  the  z^d  ol  ManH 
1740-1,  which  are  raarkM  (B  and  D)  in  the  Appendix, 
(No.  60  Combinations  to  diilrcfa  him,  yet  the  jiirll  Bills  he 
thus  drew  were  at  the  Kate  of  130  /.  and  he,  by  Degrees, 
jraifed  the  ExtJiange,  fo  that  at  lail  he  drew  at  140  L 
ivhilil  the  Troops  llill  continued  to  be  paid  at  1 20  /. 

And  it  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  on  the 
5  th  of  ywfff,  1741,  there  is  entered  in  the  Trcafury-Booki 
the  following  Minute  ;

Now  your  Committee  obfcrvc,  on  this  new  Contract,  firft 
propofedon  ihe  5th  of  yune,  1741,  and  finally  regulated  on. 
the  loth  of  ytily  following,  that  Mr  Cdehdoke^  the  Deputy- 
Pay  mailer  at  yamakay  did  on  the  241  h  of  Fib.  preceding,' 
being  19  Weeks  before  the  fettling  of  the  faid  Contraft, 
draw  Bills  on  the  Paymafter-General  to  the  Amount  of 
1 250  /.  all  at  the  Rate  of  1 30  /.  and  did  in  hi^  Letter  of  the 
23d  of  March  before  mentioned,  acquaint  the  Paymafter- 
General  that  he  had  happily  overcome  all  Oppofuion,  and 
could  aiTure  him  on  good  Grounds,  that  whatever  Money- 
might  be  neceflkry  to  be  raifed  for  the  Service,  would  he  found 
at  yamatca^  for  Bills  on  the  Pay mafler- General  for  130/* 
and  upwards,  and  this  lail  Letter  is  dated  above  ten  Weeks 
before  the  Propofal  of  Mr  Burrd  and  Mr  Brij}tnL\  to  amend 
their  Contrad,  and  above  fifteen  Wcelw  before  the  final  Ac- 
ceptation of  that  Propofal  by  the  Treafury  1  and  it  is  worthy 
of  Obfcrvation  that  in  the  Months  of  yanuaty,  Fibruarj^ 
Marchy  April  and  JVfay,  preceding  the  yuly  in  which  this 
fecond  Contra^  at  125  /.  was  ellablifhtrd  by  the  Treafury, 
there  were  drawn  from  yamaica^  no  lefj  than  39  Bilh  for 
the  Service  of  his  Majelly's  Navy,  nmft  of  them  at  the  Rate 
of  135  /.  and  the  Remainder  at  the  Rate  of  140/.

This  Anfwer  was  received  on  the  5  th  of  Feb,  Uft,  an^ 
Nothing  appears  CO  have  been  done  upon  it  while  the  Earl  of 
Or/tfr^  continued  in  the  TreaCury. 

Your  Committee  have  been  obliged  to  dwell  the  bnger 
upon  this  Contra£\,  becaufe  the  whole  Behaviour  of  the  Earl 
of  Orford^  who  bad  the  fole  Direftion  of  it»  fcema  fo  extra- 
ordinary, that  they  fear  this  Part  of  their  Report  would 
want  Credit^  if  they  had  not  defcended  into  the  moil  minute 
Particulars  of  it. 

Here  they  find  a  'Contrail  entered  into  upon  the  good 
Faith  of  thcPropofers  only,  with  an  Tgnorance  of  the  Value 
of  the  Exchange,  whether  real  or  a^e£led  does  not  appear  to 
your  Committee  ;  and  that  Defedl  fo  far  from  being  endea* 
voured  to  be  fupplicd,  by  admitting  Propofals  or  Information 
from  any  other  Merchants,  that  itfeemed  a  determined  Point 
to  0iut  it  oiic»  even  when  it  feemed  to  obtrude  itfcif,  upon 
him,  from  the  very  Offices  fubjed  to  his  lnfpe£lion. 

Bat  as  if  this  iDJury  to  the  Troops  and  Injuilice  to  the  Na- 
tion, had  been  tooUule,  he  rendered  this  Contrail  more  ad- 
vantageous to  the  Con tf aft ors  than  their  moll  Bangui nc  Ex* 
pedation  originalfy  faggefted  to  them. 

For  tho'  by  the  Terms  of  the  Contraft  the  Public  was  to 
advance  27000/,  only,  in  Money,  yet  we  find  the  further 
Sum  of  4£ooo/.  advanced  to  them  before  the  Arrival  of  the 
Troops  in  Amtrica. 

And  your  Committee  obferve,  that  the  Shares  of  the  Pro* 
fits  of  this  Contrail  were  dealt  out  to  the  Deputy  of  the  Pay- 
OiHce,  and  to  a  Friend  of  the  Paymailer  of  the  Marines,  at 
the  Requeil  of  the  faid  Paymafter,  without  any  Advance  of 
Money  or  Trouble  on  their  Part,  and  it  is  very  remarkable 
that  ihefe  Shares  were  confined  to  the  Sums  iflUed  from  the 
refpeftivc  Offices. 

And  here  your  Committee  muft  obferve,  from  the  whole 
Courfc  of  this  Proceeding,  that  neither  the  Intereft  of  the 
Soldier,  or  the  Public,  fccmed  to  have  been  the  Objed  of  the 
Earl  of  Oz/ir^s  Attenuon.  ^  .j 

The  Cries  of  the  injured  Soldiers,  who  had  loft  one  Day*'*. 
Pay  in  fevcn,  where  Provifions  of  all  Kinds  bear  an  cxceflivc 
Price,  made  fo  little  ImpreiTion,  that  the  only  Relief  they  ob- 
tained was  an  Advance  of  their  Pay  upon  the  Contra^  from 
J  20/.  to  125  /.  tho*  there  had  been  drawn  upon  the  Navy- 
Office,  during  the  fix  Months  preceding,  feveral  Bills,  none  at 
!efs  than  135/  and  fome  at  140/.  and  tho  the  Deputy  to 
the  Pay  maiter*  General  like  wife,  19  Weeks  before,  had 
drawn  upon  the  OiHce  at  1 30  /.  and  \  5  Weeks  before  had 
wiitten  to  the  Pay malkr- General,  thai  he  might  depend

fear  a  Difappointmcnt,  in  rclyiog  upon  thofe  AlTurances  of 
the  Deputy -Paymailer,  bccaufe  to  his  Care  wholly  k  was  ow- 
ing, that  they  were  not  difappointcd  upon  the  RefufaJ  of  the 
Contractors  Agents  to  furnifh  him  with  Money. 
Your  Cominittee  cannot  bat  obferve  that  the  Trcafory, 
in  eJlablifliing  this  new  Contra£t>  where  the  Contradors  pro- 
pofed  the  Advance  from  1  20/.  to  125  /.  to  commence  from 
ihe  5tli  of  Jnrtf,  174!-  order  it  with  a  Retrofped,  and  to 
commence  from  the  24th  of  ^^r// preceding,  and  are  great- 
ly at  a  Lofs  to  find  if  the  hri\  Contraft  was  upon  jult  and 
equal  Terms,  why  the  Contractors  fubmitted  to  any  Advance 
lit  all ;  and  if  it  was  not  uj¥>n  equal  Terms,  why  the  Trea- 
fury  did  not  extend  thetr  Retrofpedl,  and  order  it  to  be  rctli- 
ied  from  the  Commencement.  " 
And  fo  little  was  the  Public  to  avail  itfelf  of  this  Injullice 
1  to  the  Soldier,  that  when  the  Contra^ors  could  furnifh  no 
^jMoney  at  all,  from  their  Agents  refufrng  toanfwer  their  Cre- 
^Kdit,  and  confequently  the  Contrad  was  difiblved,  and  the  Ar- 
^^fny  muft  have  ilarved,  if  the  Deputy- Pay  ma  fter,  who  is  the 
^POfHcer  of  the  Public,  had  not  procured  Money  by  Draughts 
upon  the  Pay-Office,  at  130,  135,  up  10  140  Jamaica  Cur- 
rency, for  100 /."Sterling  ;  yet  thofe  very  Bills  were  r^/Fered 
to  be  paid  by  the  Contractors,  and  public  Money  ifTuc^d  ta 
them  to  pay  the  fame,  bat  by  whofe  Orders  does  noc  appear 
Ito  your  Commrttee  ;  as  if  the  Profits  arifing  from  tne  advan- 
Ictd  Prices  of  thofe  Bills,  drawn  by  a  public  Officer  upon  the 
Public,  had  belonged  to  the  Con  tracers. 

And  your  Committee  obferve,  that  when  on  the  15th  of

Your  Committee  now  proceed  to  lay  before  you,  the  great  The  Commit*

ceived a  Letter  from  Daniel,  as  annexed  in  the  Appendix, 
(No.  9.  )  that  he  received  133/.  for  Fines,  to  which  the

have  been  indemnified.  And  your  Committee  cannot  deter- 
mine what  could  induce  the  Earl  of  QrfQrd  to  continue 
Pnxton  m  his  Office  upwards  of  1 1  Years,  and  to  faffer  him 
to  defer  accounting  for  any  Part  of  the  large  Sums,  tvhicfi 
were  from  Time  to  Time  iiiacd  to  him  till  the  f^tho(  Febru- 
ary hii^,  and  then  to  account  for  two  Years  only  in  fo  pre- 
cipitate a  Manner^  but  mail  fubmlt  to  the  Judgment  of  this 
Houfe,  whether  that  Indulgence  was  owing  to  a  criming  Nc- 
glcd,  or  to  a  nnore  criminal  Confederacy. 

Your  Committee  now  proceed  ta  lay  before  yoa  a  Tranf- 
afbon  relating  to  the  Borough  of  IVi^nwuih. 

Mr  Fi chard  Jgrdan)a^\ng  examined,  faid.  That  He  was  Eiraminaticjn  of 
Mavorof  WeymoMth^TiA  Mckomb  Regis  in  the  Year  1740.  j^'^J'^'^'!'-'^-]*'^- 
Thdt  on  the  xhth  Day  of  Junt,  in  that  Year,  Mr  Pearfe  and  ''^^^^^ of  Wejl 
Mr  Oimitts  came  down  to  WeymQuth  \  that  Mr  Piarfe  applied  ^outh  and  Mcl- 
to  Kim  {Jordan)  and  dciired  h«  Vote  and  Intcrcilfor  hiinfcif  comb  Reg' 
and  Mr  Olmlus^  and  two  others  in  pettQ^  whom  he  did  not 
name;  and  told  him  at  the  fame  Time,  that  there  would 
be*  Letter  produced,  obliging  him  andall  the  Officers  in  the 
Service  to  vote  for  Mr  Pc&rjt  and  his  Friends.  That  then 
Mr  Prarft  dcfjrcd  him  to  go  with  him  in  private  \  That 
when  ihcy  were  alone  Mr  P  tar  ft  faid  he  was  defirous  to  have 
the  Corporation  filled  up,  and  that  a  Hall  Ihould  be  called 
for  that  Purpofc.  And  he  further  rcqac (led,  that  he  {Jordan) 
would  meet  him  (Mr  Olmius)  and  fomc  other  Friends  ;  but 
Mr  Jordan  rcfurcd  to  meet  Mr  Olmius  \  and  then  Mr  Piarfe 
left  him.  That  on  the  18th  of  ^Jum  Mr  Pearjc  came  to  hia 
Houfc  about  Noon,  and  told  htm,  that  if  he  wonld  come 
into  the  Mcifures  of  him  {Picrji)  and  his  Friends,  and  fill 
up  the  Corporation,  in  order  to  have  a  Rctuming-Officcr,  or 
Wofd^  to  that  EfTtfia,  he  hid  it  in  Commifllon  to  {^y^  That 
))c  {'J^t^dan)  ihoald  have  the  Collcdion  of  the  Port  of //'V/- 
mmth  in  a  Month's  Time,  and  a  Letter  froro  Sir  Rcbtrt  IP^ai- 
fttle,  vndcr  his  own  Hand,  to  make  good  that  Promife,  Mr 
Ptsrjt  then  went  from  hU  Houfe,  and  rcturnM  about  Four 
of  Che  ClocJC  ot  the  ikvnc  D^\  and  brought  to  hiiji  a  Lilt 
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in.  i6.  Gco.il.  then  Colieflor,  and  Mr  Bryor,  which  Alterations  took  Place; 
L  Ji}>^-j  '^  ^^  Olmius,  generally  tranfa^ed  with  Sir  Robert  Walpole 
^"^ir^^^  every  thing  about  the  Eledioai  that  he  (  Pear/c)  apprehen* 
ded  that  alT  the  Removes  that  were  to  be  made  were  with  a 
View  to  influence  the  E!e£tion  ;  and  Mr  Oimius  and  he  went 
together  to  Sir  Robert  Walpole  to  confult  on  Mcafures  for 
cirrying  on  the  Eiedion^  but  he  believes  that  the  Scheme 
was  not  flicwed  Sir  Robert  Walpole  h\^t  only  talked  over  with 
him.  Ec  further  faid,  that  when  he  was  at  Weymouth  in 
the  SuDimcr  1740,  he  was  told  by  Mr  Jordan ,  the  then 
^3ayOi,  if  iie  was  made  Colleftor  in  the  Room  of  Jl^r  l^tK^arJ^ 
that  he  woulii  fill  up  the  Corporation  in  order  to  cbofe  a  re* 
,  turning  OiHccr  againll  the  general  Ele^ion ;  but  that  he 
(Jordan )  would  not  think  of  doing  any  fuch  thing  unleis  he 
faw  a  Letter  of  it  under  Sir  Robert  iValpole\  own  Hand  : 
That  wlicn  he  came  to  London  he  did  acquaint  Sir  Robert 
with  the  Defireof  Mr  Jordan^  and  he  (  Pcar/e)  had  a  Let- 
ter from  him,  the  Purport  of  which  was,  that  whatever 
Friends  Mr  Piarfe  fliould  recommend,  he  (Sir  Rohirt  Wal- 
pie)  would  endeavour  to  provide  for  ;  That  he  fs  \wf\\  ijc- 
quainted  with  Sir  Robert  l'Valfole%  Hand,  and  beKeves  the 
Letter  to  be  of  his  Writing  :  That  Mr  Prankhn^  a  Clergy- 
man, Brother-in-Law  to  Mr  Jordan^  was  particularly  men- 
tioned in  the  Letter;  Sir  Robert  Wafpole  faying"  he  would 
ufe  his  Endeavour  10  get  him  any  Living  that  fbould  become 
vacant  in  the  Gift  of  the  Crown,  or  of  the  Lord  Chancel- 
lor :  That  he  (Pearfe)  leturned  with  this  Letter  to  Wey- 
mouth, and  did  {hew  it  to  Mr  Franklyn^  and  he  believes  to 
Mr  Jordan^  and  he  thinks  it  was  in  a  Converfation  he  had 
with  Mr  Jordan'in  Mr  Tizzard's  Sammer-Houfe;  but  that 
Mr  Jordan  flew  from  the  Propofal,  fa}ing.  Employments 
piigiit  be  given  one  Day,  aiid  taken  away  the  next;  which 
jnuch  furprifed  him,  and  in  a  Day  or  two  he  quitted  the 
Sorough  and  came  to  London  :  That  he  did  not  know  but 
afkr  the  Eledlion  was  over  he  might  fay  to  Mr  Frankiyn^ 
Have  at  your  Charter :  That  he  did  not  know  what  was 
become  of  Sir  Robert  WalpoW^  Letter,  but  he  believed  he 
has  fmce  burn'd  it.  That  when  he  returned  from  W^mwth^ 
after  Mr  Jordan^  Refufal,  he  call'd  on  Sir  Robert  WalpoU^ 
and  told  him  he  had  been  difappointed  in  his  Scheme  ;  that 
Sir  Robert  encouraged  him  to  proceed,  and  he  was  told  by 
Mr  Olmiusy  that  Sir  Robert  Walpole  had  recommended  to  him 
(Oimius)  Mr  Cholmondeley  and  Mr  Vlummer^  to  join  with 
him  (Q/mius)  and  that  he  (Pear/c)  did  join  with  them. 
•1  of  Toh  01-  y^^'^  Oimius,  Efq;  bsing  examined,  faid,  that  there  was  a 
Efqj  "  rough  SciiCme  of  Alteration  in  the  Officers  of  the  Revenue  at 
Wejvicuth,  which  wastalk'd  over  at  Mr  Pear/e*s,  flad-was  in- 
tended to  facilitate  theEleAionat  IFejmouth:  That  the F^ribbs

Lnd  Mr  Bryar^  but  he  does  cot  recollefl  if  the  whole  Scheme 
frasfhew^d  to  Sir  Robert  fVaip^hox  no;  oorcan  he  recoiled  Sir 
\ohett  WalpQle^  Anfvvcr  abuut  the  Scheme  \  but  Sir  Robert 
l9falfo/e  was  very  flow  in  promoting  Tiz^zardund  Brjor  :  That 
[Mr  Olmius  had  an  old  Servant  whom  he  wanted  to  provide 
Df,   and  he  told  Mr  fizzarJ  and  Mr  Bryor  that  as  lie  had 
much  Trouble  to  get  them  the  Place,  he  expeded   they 
hould  give  his  Servant  50  /.  per  Annum,  which  they  agreed 
but  it  has  not  yet  been  paid,  for  they  have   not  as  yet 
eceivcd  their  own  Salaries  :  That  Sir  Robert  Walpole  faid 
snc  Day  10  this  Examinant,  that  Colonel  Cholmondeiey  and 
"Ir  P/urmtff  were  very  good  Men,  on  which  Mr  Olmius  faid^ 
lie  would  give  them  all  the  Intereft  he  could. 
Your  Committee  find  that  tho^  thefc  Endeavours  of  the 

I  Earl  of  Orford  to  influence  the  Voters  of  Weymouth^  and  to 
procure  a  proper  recarning  Officer  by  thus  placing  and  dif- 
phcing  the  OiHccrs  of  the  Revenue,  did  at  that  Time  prove 
incffeftualj  yet  jail  before  the  EletHon  came  on^  another 
Attempt  was  made  of  the  fame  Nature,  iho'  with  as  little 
Succcfs  as  before. 

For  Mr  Eztkitl  Pvmeray^  Chief  Clerk  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Mr  Pomeroy*« 
Chcqae  at  Dcptford,   being  examined,  faid,   *  That  on  or  Examinauon  r^- 
about  McHdiiy  the  27th  of  Jpril  1741,  Eight  or  Ten  Days  jj^^^  to  the  (M 
before  the  IVeymouth  Eleflion  came  on,  the  Reverend  Mr    '^^^^ 
^i^organ  came  to  his  Houfe  at  Dipt f or d^  between  Five  and 
?ix  o*  Clock  in  the  Morning,  and  asked  him  if  he  was   "* 
vilUng  to  go  on  a  particular  MclTage  to  Mr  ^udtr  at  Wcy 
\iauti\  which  would  be  of  fingalar  Service  to  Mr  Tucierus 
IwcU  3A  to  him  (P»merej) ;   that  he  anfwcred,  he  was  willing 
do  any  Thing  which  could  be  of  any  Service  either  to 
Ir  Titter  or  himfclf,  but  that  he  moil  have  Leave  to  be  £b- 
Stent  from  Duty :  Mr  Morgan  told  him  he  was  going  to  Town 
[10  Wflit  on  ^xt  Robert  IValpoU,  and  he  would  letnrn  as  foon 
as  poflible  i  and  about  Two  o' Clock  in    the  Afternoon  of 
|lhe  fame  Day  Morgan  returned  to  him  again,  and  told  him 
\hc  had  got  Leave  iot  him,  for  Sir  Robert  WalpoU  had  writ- 
Iten  a  Letter  to  Sir  Jmoh  Jck-vorth  for  Lcive,    iha^  Sir 
yjiob^rt  had  inquired  much  of  Morgan  who    Pomeroy   was, 
land  if  he  might  be  Uitly  depended  on ;  and  that  Morgan 
[laid  he  h«d  anfwercd  to  Sir  Robert  WalpoU  for  his  Fidelity  i 
land  between  Three  and  Four  o'Clock  in  the  Afternoon  ot 
ihe  fiune  Day,  he  (Pmnay)  came  to  Town  with  Morgan, 
it  ho   carried  him  to  tlic  Crown-Tavern   behind    the    Ex- 
ihange^   where  they  met  }At  Olmitts,    and  they  three  dined 
^togCLher  \  &nd  after  Dinner  Mr  Qlmini  told  him  [pgmeroy) 
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An.  i6.Ceo.  II.  that  he  found  by  Mr  Morgan  he  was  willing  to  go  on  a  MeT- 
JI^IL^  fage  to  Mr  Tucker ;  he  (Pomeroj)  then  asked  liim,  what  ther 
^Meflage  was,  and  Mr  Olmius  told  him,  if  he  would  go 
down  to  Mr  Tucker ^  and  tell  him  that  if  he  would  but  agree 
to  take  him,  (Olmius)  Mr  Pearfe^  and  another  Friend  who 
was  not  mentioned,  he  {Olmius)  was  commiiiioned  by  Sir 
Robert  PFalpoIe,  to  affiire  him  (Tucker)  that  every  Fnend 
of  his  that  had  been  difplaced,  fhould  have  their  Places  again, 
or  any  others  that  Mr  Tucker  fhould  pleafe  to  aik  ;  and  as  for 
Mr  Tucker  himfelf,  he  Ihould  have  any  Thing  he  would  be  plea- 
fed  to  alk,  and  that  if  he  (Tucker)  doubted  of  the  Veracity  of 
tbc  Meilage,  and  either  he  or  his  Brother  would  come  to  Town, 
they  (hould  be  fully  fatisfy'd  of  the  Truth  of  it ;  and  that  he 
(Pomeroj)  was  not  to  communicate  thisMefiage  to  any  Perfons, 
but  to  the  Tuckers,  und  his  (Pomeroy^s)  Father,  who  had  been 
Poft-mafter,  but  was  then  out ;  upon  this  he  obferyed  to  Mr 
Olmius,  that  Mr  Pear/e,who  was  his  Patron,  was  then  in  Dor" 
fetJIAre,  that  he  would  wonder  to  fee  him,  and  would  aflc 
him  Qneftions  ;  and  he  defired  to  know  if  he  might  be  at 
Liberty  to  acquaint  him,  (Pearfe)  with  the  Meilage.  On  this 
Mr  Olmius  faid  he  would  write  to  Mr  Pearfe,  and  he  did 
write  a  Letter  to  him,  which  he  gave  anfealM  to  him,  (Po- 
fneroy)  who  read  it  two  or  three  Times,  and  it  was  in  Sub- 
Itance  as  follows. 

MrOlmius'sLet-  '  Sir,  Mr  Pomeroy  comes  on  a  fpecial  MeiTage  from  our

In  Confequenceof  this,  he  (Pomeroy)  fet  out  Poll  the  next 
.  Morning,  which  was  on  Tuejday,  for  Weymouth,  and  arrived 
there  on  Wednefday  at  Nine  in  the  Morning  ;  that  he  waited 
on  Mr  Tucker,  and  found  him  and  his  Brother  both  together; 
he  told  them  the  Particulars  of  the  Meflage  from  Mr  O/mius, 
and  he  was  anfwered  by  Mr  Tucker,  that  a  Propofal  of  that 
Kind  was  abiblutely  too  late,  that  his  Word  and  Honoar 
was  engaged,  and  he  would  not  go  from  it  for  any  Confiderat 
tion.  He  farther  faid,  that  Mr  Tucker  sfked  him  if  he  had 
brought  any  Letter  from  Sir  Robert  Walpole,  to  which  htf 
faid,  No.  He  farther  faid,  that  Mr  Morgan  and  Mr  Olmim 
had  often  told  him,  that  if  Mr  Tucker  and  his  Friends  refu(ed 
to  agree  with  Mr  Olmius^  and  join  their  Intercft  to  his,  it 
would  be  the  total  Ruin  of  Mr  Tucker  and  his  Brother,  and 
he  Overthrow  of  the  Charter. 
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jBhn  Olmim  Efq;  being  again  examined,  and  not  recol-

The  Reverend  Mr  Jahn  Morgan  being  examined,  and  not

nfrtty^  he  was. ordered  to  aticnd  the  Commictec  with  Mr  Po* 

ueroy^  who  then  repeating  what  he  {Pomeroy)  formerly  faid 

^n  his  Examination,  Mi  M&rgau  ^id   then  agree«  chat  the 

principal  Part  of  what  he  iPomero))  afierted  to  have  pafled 

etween  them,  was  troe  ;  and  further  and  particularly  faid, 

ihat  Sir  Robert  Walf^ole  did  write  a  Letter  in  his  Prefence  to 

ne  of  the  Commiffioners  of  the  Navy,  for  Leave  for  Pomercy 

1  be  abfcnt,  which  Letter  he  iMor^an)  carried  to  Sir  ^ac^b 

iekivQrth. 

To  fuch  notorioas  Attacks  as  thefe  upon  the  Freedom  of 

Efeflions.  your  Committee  apprehend,  are  owing  the  great, 

ind   poffibly  unwarrantable  Expences  that  particular  Perfons 

riay  have  been  drove  to  engage  in.  Some  Expences  the  Laws 

lllow,  by  regulating  the  Manner  of  them  ;  and  thole  who 

ingage  in  illicit  Expences,  are  fubjci^  to  heavy  penal  I^aws, 

)aut  there  are  none  particularly  adapted  to  the  Cafe  of  a  Mi- 

►iilcr  who  clandcllinely  employs  the  Money  of  the  Public, 

|nd  the  whole  Power  and  profitable  Employ  men  rs  that  attend 

Ihc  conc<iting  and  difpofing  of  it,  againit  the  People  ;  and  fay 

Tais  Profufion  and  criminal  Diftribution  of  Offices,  in  fomc 

Icafurtjuftifics  the  E.xpence  that  patticalar  Perfons  are  obli- 

ed  to  be  at,  by  making  it  nccelTary  to  the  Prefcrvation  of 

ijl  that  is  valuable  to  a  Free  Nation.     For  in  that  Cafe  the 

Jontctt  is  plain  and  vrllble.     It  is,  whether  the   Commons 

liail  retain  the  Third  State  in  their  own  Hands,  whillt  this 

rholc  Bifpuce  is  carried  on  at  the  £.Tpence  of  the  People; 

and 

Mr  Peirfc  and  Mr  Tucker  were  Members  for  We^ymouth  in  the  la/l 
irHwncnt  j  but  upon  the  Uttcr's  accepting  \.ht  Office  k^  Surveyor  of 
\  f^K^t  QuiiTiei  in  PorLbQ<l|  Mr  Olnuui  ytu  dcd^d  %a  his  ^<iQm, 
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j2     Farther  Rgp^rt  cfthe  Secret  Committee 
Aii.i6rGeo.  II.  but  on  the   Side  of  tke  Miniiler^  out  of  the  Money  granted 
^1¥"        to  fupport  and  fecure  rke  ConHitutional  ladependeiicy  of  ihe 
Three  Branches  of  the  LegiHaCure. 

This  Method  of  Corruption  is  as  fare,  and  therefore  your 
Committee  apprehends  as  criminal  a  Way  of  fubverting  the 
ConlUcution,  as  by  an  armed  Force.  It  is  a  Crime  prodac- 
tive  of  a  total  Deilruftion  of  the  very  Being  of  this  Go* 
vernment  ;  and  is  fo  high  and  unnatural,  that  nothing  but 
the  Powers  of  Pari! amen r^ reach  it ;  and  as  it  can  never  meet 
with  parliamentary  Animadvernons,  but  when  kis  unruccciT- 
ful,  it  mail  feck  for  its  Security  in  the  Extent  and  Efficacy 
of  the  Milch ief  tt  produces  i  and  therefore  your  Committee 
apprehend  it  is  the  more  ncceflary  for  your  Coniideration, 
for  while  it  wants  of  Succefs,  it  leaves  an  Opportunity  to  prc- 
fcrveand  maintain  your  Independency  foi  the  future. 

Your  Committee  now  proceed  to  lay  before  you  the  Con- 
dud  of  the  Earl  of  Orford,  with  relation  to  the  Quantity 
and  Manner  of  ifTuing  and  receiving  that  Part  of  the  Public 
Money,  granted  for  the  Support  of  the  Ciifil  Government, 
which  has  been  employed  in  what  is  commonly  called  Secret 
Services. 

Your  Committee,  having  been  informed  that  this  Money 
bad  been  iHued  under  three  different  Denominations,  called 
for  an  Account  hereunto  annexed^  (No.  10.)  of  all  the  Sums 
iiTaed  for  Secret  Service,  or  for  his  Majeliy*s  immediate  or 
fpccial  Service,  ^the  Money  iffued  to  his  Majefty's  privy  Purfe 
excepted)  or  to  rcimburfe  Expcnces  during  the  la  ft  Ten  Years 
in  which  Robert  Earl  of  Or/ofiiwas  firll  Comraifiioiier  of  the 
Treafury,  ^c.  And  the  Account  having  been  laid  before 
them  from  the  Auditor  of  the  Exchequer's  Office,  there  ap- 
peared to  be  ifTued  under  thcfe  three  Heads  only,  including 
the  annual  Sum  of  3000  /.  paid  to  each  of  the  Secretaries  of 
State  for  Secret  Services,  the  Sum  of  1,453,400  A  6/.  -^d. 
The  iil'uing  ftich  an  imraenfe  Part  of  the  Money,  given  for 
Hemarks  of  the  *^®  Support  of  the  Civil  Government,  to  thefe  particular  Ufes, 
Committee  during  a  Time  of  profound  Tranquility  till  thclacc  Rupture 
tliereupoQ.  wiih  Spain,  greatly  alarmed  your  Committee,  and  put  than 
upon  examining  what  Sums  had  been  iHued  for  the  iame  Ser- 
vices in  a  former  Period  of  the  like  Number  of  Years.  And 
your  Committee  beg  Leave  to  reprefent  to  you  that  exorbi- 
lant  as  this  Sum  may  feem,  they  would  have  fuppreiTed  this 
Part  of  their  Report,  if  by  the  Comparifon  they  had  entred 
upon,  they  could  any  Ways  have  reconciled  their  Silence  upon 
this  Head,  to  their  Duty  to  this  Houfe,  and  the  Nation 
and  your  Committee  hope,  that  the  Period  they  have  pitched 
upon,  will  evince  the  Iruth  of  this  Intention,  as  it  com  pre- 
hends  a  general  and  moil  expenfive  War  Abroad,  a  Demife 
of  the  Crown,  the  happy  EiUbUilmient  of  the  prcftnt  Rcyil 
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Family  upon  the  Throne,  and  an  open  and  dangerous  Rebe 
J  ion  at  Home  ;  in  fliort,  every  Event  that  can  happen  to  ju 
lify  extraordinary  Expcnces  in  carrying  on   the  Bufinefs  ( 
Government.     And  it  is  not  cafy  to  exprefs  the  Surprize  of 
your  Committee,  when  they  found  by  the  Account  laid  be* 
fore  them,  which  is  annexed,  (No,   11.)  that  from  the   ifi 
Day  of  Aa^uff,  1707,  to  the  ijf  Day  of  Juguji  1717,  there 
was  iiToed  under  the  aforcfaid  Heads,  no  more  than  ihe  Sura 
of  537^960  /,  4  i.  ^  d,  halfpenny 

Your  Committee^  obCerving  that  the  Sollicitors  of  the 
Treafury  for  the  time  being,  are  the  only  Pcrfons  to  whom 
any  of  thefe  Sams  have  been  iifued  that  are  accountable  for 
the  fame ;  and  there  having  been  ilTued  to  Mr.  Paxton^  the 
prcfent  Sollkitor  68,800  /  in  the  fall  ten  Years,  in  which 
the  Earl  of  Orfiri  was  hrlt  Commiffioner  of  the  Treafury, 
and  the  Sum  of  58,516  /.  2/.  10/  to  Mr  Borret^  and 
Mr  CraUherode  \  fucccffively  Sollicitors,  between  the  \fl  of 
Angufl^  \joj  and  the  firil  of  Auguft  1717.  Thefe  Sums 
fubAradcd  from  (heir  rcfpcflive  Totals,  the  Remainder  wilt 
be  1,384,600  L  bi,  I  d.  i{lded  for  Secret  Service?,  during 
thclattten  Years,  and  279,444  /.  i  j,  7^.  halfpenny,  ifTucd 
for  the  like  Services  from  the  Year  1707  to  the  Year  1717  ; 
by  which  it  appears,  that  the  Sum  expended  on  thefe  Servicer 
during  the  laft  Ten  Years,  amounts  to  near  Five  Times  as 
much  as  what  was  expended  for  the  fame  Services  in  the 
Ten  Years  ending  the  hril  of  Augufi  1717  ;  and  your  Com- 
mittee cannot  fee  that  any  Exigency  of  Affairs,  any  Dimi- 
nution of  the  National  Debt,  or  Acceffion  of  Wealth  to  the 
Nation,  has  happened  to  jullify  fuch  Frofufion. 

And  though  your  Committee  very  well  apprehend,  that 
no  Form  of  Government  can  fubfiil,  without  a  Power  of 
employing  publick  Money  for  Services,  which  are,  in  thdr 
Nature,  fecret,  and  ought  always  to  remain  fo  j  yet  when 
fuch  exorbitant  Sum?  arc  lifued  for  thofe  Services,  as  by  paf- 
ling  through  the  Hands  of  a  Mimllcr,  may  become  dange- 
rous to  the  Liberties  of  the  People,  your  Committee  thought 
them ff Ives  jndifpenfably  obliged  to  lay  it  before  you  in  all 
the  Lights  which  the  very  imperfcd  Evidence  they  have  been 
able  to  pfocure,  can  thiuw  upotr  thia  nice  and  dangerous 
Branch  of  Sorvice. 

Your  Committee  now  proceed  to  lay  before  you  the  Proofs 
that  the  Money  iflgcd  under  the  Three  Heads  of  Secret  Ser- 
vice, of  Special  Setvice,  and  to  Rcimburfe  Expericcs,  were 
undcrtlood  to  mean  ore  and  the  fame  Thing. 

ChriftophtrTiifin,    J  Efcj;   a  Clerk  In  the  Treafury,  and  ^«^'^af ion  of 
wlio  came  into  that  Office  in  the  Year  1684,  faid  on  his  R/a- J^^'.^™""^^^ 
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fame  Naitarc  ;  that  they  are  all  without  Account  except 
as  to  what  relates  to  the  Sollicitor  of  the  Treajory,  nor  is 
there  any  Entry  in  the  Treafury  of  the  Application  of  aoy 
of  thefe  Sums  of  Money.' 

John  Shepherd,  a  Deputy-Meffengcr  of  the  Treafury,  who 
has  received  very  large  Sums  under  each  of  thcfc  Three 
Heads,  being  examined,  faid,  •  That  the  Warrants  upon 
which  he  received  Money  at  the  Exchequer  under  any  of 
theie  Three  Heads,  whether  in  his  own  Name,  or  in  the 
Name  of  other  Perfons,  were  all  witho^it  Account,  and  that 
he  made  no  Dillinflion,  whether  the  Orders  were  for 
Special,  or  Secret  Service,  or  to  Reimburfe  Expenccs/ 

But  your  Committee  obferve,  that  all  the  Money  ilTucd 
under  the  Head  of  Secret  Service,  is  iffucd  in  the  Name  of 
yohn  Strope,  Efq;  *  Secretary  of  the  Treafury,  but  the  Or* 
ders  for  the  Sums  which  were  iflued  under  the  Heads  of  Spe- 
cial Service,  or  to  Reimburfe  Expences,  are  payable  to  Mr 
Lo^ther,  Mr  Hichanif,  and  Mr  Shepherd^  Meflengers  of 
the  Exchequer t  and  to  a  great  Variety  of  other  Names,  for 
which  Sums  no  Receipts  appear  to  have  been  given  ;  bat 
none  of  thofe  to  whoie  Names  thefc  Orders  arc  payable,  un- 
der either  of  thefe  Three  Headf,  appear  to  have  any  In- 
terest in  the  Sums  thus  iflued. 

And  your  Committee  have  the  greatcft  Reafon  to  believe 
that  many  of  the  Orders  for  this  Money  were  ifTued  un- 
known to  the  Perfons  to  whom  they  were  made  payable  ;  for 
Mr  George  Campheli^  Banker,  in  the  Strand^  did,  on  hfs 
Geo.  CanipbeH  ;  Examination  before  &he  Committee  declare^  *  That  he  was 
defiled  by  the  Earl  of  Hay  to  go  to  the  Treafury,  and  take 
up  an  Order  which  he  would  there  find  ifTued  in  bis  own 
Isiame,  and  to  carry  it  to  the  Earl  of  Qrfordi  that  he  ac- 
cordingly went  to  the  Treafury,  where  he  received  from 
one  of  the  Clerks  an  Order  for  the  Sum  of  223 1  /.  4  j.  6^. 
for  Special  Service ;  that  he  carried  this  Order  to  the  Ear! 
of  Orford^  and  indors'd  it ;  and  then  the  faid  Earl  dell  red 
the  Examinant  to  leave  it  for  him  at  the  Treafury ;  that 
he  accordingly  did  leave  it  at  the  Treafury  with  Mr  Lowe^ 
one  of  the  Clerks ;  that  being  at  the  Treafury  about  fomc 
other  Affairs,  in  February  la0»  he  accidentally  faw  an  Order 
that  was  made  out  in  his  Name  for  a  Sum  of  Mone^,^ 
which  he  believes  had  been  figned  two  or  three  Days  bc*^ 
fore,  but  that  he  had  no  Notice  from  the  Earl  of  Ilay^ 
or  any  other  Perfon,  that  fuch  an  Order  would  be  made 
out  in  his  Name, 
Ami  Mr  Abraham  Farley  being  eicammed  in  Relation  M 
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an  Order  in  his  Name  for  1200  /.  faid^  *  That  about 
thfi  Month  of  Janu4try  1736^  Mr  Lawten  told  him  thai 
there  was  an  Order  made  out  io  iiis  Name«  and  bid  him 
go  and  receive  it ;  that  he  did  receive  it,  but  not  fox  his 
own  VCs,  for  he  paii  it  over  immediately  to  Mr  Lamjt&ft, 
jitid  t^at  he  did  not  know  what  Laivion  did  with  it,  nor 
did  he  (Farlty)  know  that  any  fiach  Order  was  made  oi»t, 
till  Mr  La-juton  told  him  of  it^  and  fent  him  to  re- 
ceive ii»* 

And  Mr^i^it/^jr^Brya^^  formerly  Under  Door- keeper  to  the 
Trcafury,now  Mcflenger,  being  ejcamincd  before  the  Commit- 
tee, in  relation  to  two  Orders,  one  for  3961  /.  6  /-  8  d.  and 
the  other  for  2700  A  which  were  ifiued  in  his  Name, 
faid,  •  That  Mr  7ilJon  called  him  to  indorfc  thofe  Orders, 
which  he  accordingly  did,  and  then  gave  them  to  Mr 
'liifon ;  and  that  this  is  all  that  he  knew  abont  it,  for  he 
never  did  receive  the  Money  for  thofe,  or  for  any  other 
Orders   at  the  Exchequer ^  nor  does  he  know   who  did.' 

And  your  Committee  alfoobferve,  that  there  have  been  a 
great  Number  of  oiher  Orders,  which  do  not  appear  to  have 
been  communicated  to  the  Perfons  whofc  Names  were  made 
Ufe  of  therein  ( if  any  fuch  Perfons  th«;re  were)  altho'  their 
Name&  were  indorfed  en  the  Back  of  the  refpedtive  Or- 
ders, as  having  received  the  Amount  of  the  Sums  ihcrdn  fpe^ 
cify'd  ;  for  a  Lift  of  Perfons  in  whofc  Names  Money  was 
ifiuM  during  the  Term  of  the  Enquiry,  lying  before  the 
Cummiuce,  many  of  thefe  Names  were  read  over,  (  a  Litl 
of  which  is  annexed  No.  1  2)  to  Mr  ^iifon,  Mr  Fane^  and 
Mr  Sbtpherdy  and  they  all  declared  they  knew  no  fuch 
Perfons,  tho'  Mr  Shtpherd  in  particular  had  received  Money 
on  many  of  thofe  Orders,  and  faid  he  has  wonder'd  he 
never  faw  the  Perfons  who  endorfcd  for  large  Sums.'  And 
iho*  neither  Mr  7i7/^«,  Mr  Fattt,  nor  Mr  Shepherd  knew 
who  thefe  Orders  were  indorfed  by,  yet  Mr  Fane  laid,  •  That 
fuch  Orders  where  the  Perfons  were  not  known,  have  been 
ibmetfmes  taken  away  by  the  Earl  of  Orford,  and  other 
Lords  of  the  Trcafury,  to  be  indorfed  j  and  that  they 
have  often  been  fent  away  to  be  indorsed,  and  when  they 
were  thus  fent  away,  it  was  generally  to  the  Earl  of  Orford, 

In  the  next  Place  your  Committee  by  before  you.  That 
though  they  have  the  greatell  Reafon  to  believe,  that  the 
whole  Sum  of  1,384,600  I,  6  s.  i  d.  (  excepting  the  annual 
Allowance  to  the  Secretaries  of  State  for  Secret  Service ) 
was  under  the  fote  Direclion  and  Difpofuion  of  the  Earl  of 
Offord ;  yet  in  order  to  proceed  with  the  utmoU  Care  and 
Caution,  ihey  think  it  becomes  them  to  dillinguiih  to  the 
Houfe  thofe  Sums  which  they  can  trace  into  the  Hands  of 
mrticular  Perfons^  fiom  thofe  which  were  evidently  lodged 
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Ad.  16.  Geo.  11. -with  the  faid  Earl,  or  with  Mr  Scrope,  Secretary   to  the 

t.  ^<-w^  ^  Trcafary,  and   which   your   Committee  have  the  llrongeft 

^'•^^r^^  ReaToD  to  believe,  from  collateral  Proofs,  (  having  not  l^n 

able  to  obtain  the  direi^  ones)  were  delivered' over  by  Mr 

Scr9pe  to  the  faid  Earl. 

And  they  begin  with  Mr  Leather,  to  whom  the  Sam  of 
177,610/.  II  /.  6d.   has  been  iiTued  within  the  Term  of 
the   Enquiry,  which  has  been  difpofcd   of  by  him,  from 
Time  to  Time,  purfuant  to  Minutes  of  the  Treafary»  and 
AcGovat  of       he  has  paid  in  that  Interval  no  lefs  a  Sum  than  $0,077  /.  1 8  j. 
50*077  l'»8s.    to  Authors  and  Printers  of  News-papers,  fuch  ^s  Free-Bri/on, 
Writers    &c.      Daify-Conrants^    Perfuafi*v€s   to  Candour   and   Impartiality, 
*      *      CorncutterS'Journaly  Gaxetteers^  and  other  political  Papers, 
as  appears  by  the  Appendix  (No.  13.)     And  your  Com- 
mittee leztve  it  to  the  Judgment  of  the  Houfe,  whether  this 
particular  Sum  was  lefs  under  the  Direction  of  the  Earl  of 
Orford  than  if  it  had  pafs'd  through  his  own  Hands.. 

The  next  Sum  to  be  ranged  under  this  Head  n  a  Sum  of 
Examination  of  30,119  /.  4  s.    which    has   been    paid    to  Mr   MtddUion, 
Mr  Middleton,   Banker  in  the  Strand^  on  the  Earl  of  llay%  Account,  being

•midontiieV'of^^"™   ^^   ^^^P^'^^'     Mr  Middleton  being  cxamin'd,    faid, 
IJay's  Account!  ^^^^  all  the  Sums  iflued  in  his  ow5  Name,  and  what  was 
paid  him.  by  5i^/Z?^r^,  was  received  by  him  on  the  Earl  of 
//tfy's  Account,  out  of  which  about  1 500  /.  waspaid  for  Ftts  : 
That  the  Earl  of  Hay  has  kept  Cafh  with  him  for  feveral 
Years ;  'and  that  he  keeps  no  Account  of  thefe  Sums  of 
Money  diilindl  from  his  general   Ca(h- Account   with  the 
Earl  of    Hay,  and  that  thcle   Sums  were  drawn  cot  of  hit 
Hands  in  the  fame  Manner  with  the  reft  of  the  Eail  of 
Jlay^s    private   Money.

In  the  next  Place,  your  Committee  lay  before  )w>a  an 
Account  of  a  Sum  iilued  for  his  Majefty's  Service,  which, 
tho'  in  itfelf  not  confiderable  enough  to  deferve  the  Attenti- 
on of  the  Houfe,  yet  is  ^ccompany'd  with  fuch  Circum- 
ilances  as  make  it  their  indifperifable  Duty  to  take  parciciilar 
Notice  of  it.

For  John  Shepherd  being  examined  faid,  *  That  he  has 
received  at  the  Exchequer  feveral  Sums  of  Money  by  Or- 
ders made  out  in  his  own  Name,  and  other  Sums  by  Or- 
ders  made  out  in  the  Name  of  P^rfons  unknown  to  him  ; 
and  that  he  has  generally  received  the  Secret  Service- Money 
which  is  in  Mr  Scrape's  Name :  That  the  Orders  for  thefe 
Sums  were  generally  given  to  him  by  Mr  Fane,  or  Mr 
Scrope,  and  feme  times  by  Mr  Tii/on,  or  an  under  Clerk, 
but  chiefly  by  Mr  Fane;  and  that  he  ufually  repaid  the 
Money  when  he  h<id  received  it,  to  thofe  from  whom  iie 
received  the  Order,  unlefs  they  particularly  directed  him 
to  pay  it  to  other  Perfons ;  and  that  all  his  Warrants  were 
without  Account;  and  he  made  no  Diftin^lion- whether 
the  Orders  were  in  his  own  Name  or  Mr  Scrope's,  or  in 
unknown  Names ;  nor  whether  for  Special  or  Secret  Ser- 
vice, or  to  reimburfe  Expences :  That  he  has  fometimes 
paid  Money  which  he  has  thus  received  to  the  Earl  of  Or- 
ford\  and  this  has  fometimes  been  the  Secret  Service- 
Money  which  is  in  Mr  Scrope^%  Name,  amounting  to  5, 
6,  7,  or  8,000  /.  at  a  Time ;  and  that  he  has  paid  him 
likewife  Money  that  was  iflued  in  his  (Shepherd^s)  Name, 
but  that  he  has  not  made  thefe  Payments  often  ;  and  that 
what  he  had  been  employed  in  had  been  formerly  done  By 
Mr  Richards,  but  when  Mr  Richards  died  it  was  put  on 
him   (Shepherd:) 

Mr  Ti/jfbft  being  examined  faid,  That  he  has  had  Secret 
Service-Money  brought  to  him,  but  that  he  never  did  re* 
ccive  any  Money  at  the  Exchequer  himfelf.  Shepherd  tl' 
ways  brought  it  to  him  ;  but  that  he  has  always  delivered 
all  Moneys  he  has  received,  whether  for  Secret  Servibe* 
Special  Service,  or  to  Reimburfe  Expences,  to  Mr  Fane, 
Mr  Scrope,  or  the  Earl  of  Orford:  That  he  has,  tobefure, 
paid  very  confidcrable  Sums  of  Secret  Service-Money  W 
the  Earl  of  Ot/ord,  but  has  no  way  of  afcertaining  by 
Book  what  he  hns  paid,  the  Tranfition  was  fo  quick.' 

Hcmy  Fane  Eiq;  a  Clerk  of  the  Treafuiy  faid,  «  TBat 
he  has  received  verbal  Orders  from  the  Earl  of  Offord- 
to  prepare  Warrants  for  the  King  to  Sign,  and  to  bring 
to  him,  the  faid  Earl,  the  Money.  That  Sums  of  Money 
for  Secret  Service  have  been  frequently  put  into  his-Hands,- 
which  were  fometimes  brought  him  by  a  Melfenger  j  aad 
that  he  delivered  this  Money  either  to  the  Earl  of  Orfiird 
himfelf,  or  to  Mr.  Scrope,' xo  carry  it  to  the  f$^;&rl.

I  nor  could  he  rccclle^  the  particular  Sums  he  has  thus  paid. 
That  what  he  has  received  and  paid,  and  what  iic  has 
tfted  in  thcfc  AfFdirs  was  by  the  iaid  Earl  of  Orford^% 
dreftions  either  from  himlelf  or  iignified  to  him  hy  Mr 
Scre^t  i  and  he  docs  not  know  thiit  any  other  Lord  of  the 
Treafury  hat  ever  given  him  Dircdions  for  cithor  re- 
ceiving   or   paying  any  Secret  Service-Money. 

And  he  farther  iaid,  *  That  the  Orders  he  has  received  to 
prepare  Warrants  upon  the  three  Heads  of  Secret  Service, 
Special  Service,  or  to  reimburfe  Kxpences  for  his  Majelty-a 
Service,  have  been  either  diredlly  from  Lord  Orjord  him- 
felf,  or  from  other  Perfona  who  figniiied  to  him  that  thofe 
Orders  were  from  Lord   Orfard.

ments  for  fome  Years  were  about  750/*  pir  Annum,  froml 
whence  it  has  gradually  increafed  to  4700/  the  prefenfe 
annual  Alio waricc  \  and  the  prcfent  Secretary,  John  Dawid 
Barhuhy  Efq;  being  examined  as  to  this  Allowance,  faid, 
*  That  the  grcaieft  Part  of  this  Money  is  for  defraying  tho 
Expence  of  a  private  Office  for  the  infpc^ng  foreign  Cor- 
refpondence  ;  that  he  cannot  fay  as  to  the  firft  Etlablifhment, 
of  this  OfHce,  having  been  bjt  three  Years  and  an  half  in 
the  Poil-Oflice  ;  but  he  apprehends  there  was  always  an 
Office  of  this  Kind,  and  that  it  was  defrayed  formerly  by 
the  Secretaries  of  the  Slate.  The  Elkblifhment  in  this 
Office  feemed  fo  extraordinary  to  your  Committee,  that  they 
have  added  the  Particulars,  as  contained  in  the  Examina* 
tion  of  Mr  Barhutt,  hereunto  annexed,  (No.  16.)  Your 
Committee  cannot  but  obferve,  that  this  Method  of  giving 
Warrants  for  Money,  without  Account,  on  the  Offices,  where 
any  Pait  of  the  Civil  Lift  Revenue  is  received,  is  highly 
irregular,  as  it  tends  to  diTguifc  the  Sums  iffued  for  Secret 
Service,  and  may  conceal  the  Amount  of  the  Revenue  it*

Your  Committee  now  proceed  to  lay  before  you  the  laft 
Tranfadion?  of  the  Earl  oi  Orfsrd^  as  firft  Commifiioner  of 
the  Treafury  ;  by  which  it  will  appear  that  befides  the  vail 
Sums  they  have  already  mentioned,  he  not  only  exhattfted

And  in  order  to  clear  up  chiSj  and  other  Matters  of  far 
greater  Importance,  your  Committee  apply*d  to  the  Houfe  ** 
for  Leave  to  examine  ^aifn  Scrape^  Efqi  in  confequencc 
whereof  he  did  attend  on  the  4th  of  yune  inftant,  when 
he  did  acquaint  the  Committee,  That  he  had  read  the  Oath 
and  found  it  to  be  a  firong  one,  and  dcfir'd  the  Opinion 
of  the  Coniniittee  how  he  waf  to  behave  :  That  if  they  in- 
tended to  c>;amine  hiin  about  the  Secret  Service  Money,  he 
doubted  he  could  not  anfvvcr  without  hiving  his  Majcfty*»

Which  Behaviour  of  Mr  Scrpfe  greatly  furpriz'd  your 
PCommittee^  confidering  the  Information  they  had  received

Iliad  been  laid  before  them,  and  from  the  Examination  of 
[the  MefTcngers,  and  the  moll  knowing  and  aftive  Clerks

Mr  Scrfi^  having  thus  refufed  to  anfwer  to  this  material 
[Part  of  this  Enquiry,  your  Committee  beg  Leave  to  obferve,

Ithc  Sollicitor  of  the  Trealury,  under  the  Head  of  relmbur- 
jfiflg  Expences,  is  adually  accounted  for,  fo  that  His  Ma- 
|jcfty  may  pofUbly  be  led  to  believe,  that  all  the  Money 
liffuM  under  thefe  Heads  is  accounted  for,  as  he  gives  no 
[Keceipt  for  the  fame;  and  thus  it  may  happen,  that  by  the

they  apprehend  they  have  jult  Grounds  to  fufpefl  that  Part 
of  thefe  immenfe  Sums  have  been  expended  for  the  fame 
mod  pernicious  Purpofes  ;  and  the  rather  wheq  they  con- 
£der  from  what  Queilion  the  obflinate  Silence  of  Paxton 
took  its  Rife,  as  alfo  what  Sums  have  been  given  towards  the 
defraying  the  Expences  of  the  new  Charter  at  Radnor^  and 
to  carry  on  the  Profeputions  at  Colchefter^  as  alfo  the  ^rong 
Probability  of  the  fame  Pra6lice  being  carried  on  with  Re- 
fped  to  the  Borough  of  Orford ;  bdides  the  remarkable 
Sum  to  Lever,  as  a  Reward  to  a  mod  unjuft  returning-

Nor  are  the  Apprehenfions  of  your  Committee  at  all 
lefTened  when  they  confider  the  Manner  of  iflfuing  and  re- 
ceiving thefe  great  Sums  5  For  here  they  find  the  regular 
Courfe  and  Order  of  the  Exchequer  was,  on  the  9th  of 
February  lail,  overturned  by  pawning  the  Orders  to  a  Bank- 
Man  for  immediate  Payment,  by  which  Means  the  Ear]  of 
Orford  got  17,461  /.  into  his  own  Hands,  one  of  the  laft 
Days  he  remained  in  the  Treafiiry,  which  was  difguifed  in 
three  Warrants,  and  was  much  more  than  there  a^lually  was 
in  the  Exchequer  applicable  to  the  Ufes  of  the  Civil  Go- 
vernment. 

They  alfo  find  the  Sums  iflued  under  the  two  Heads  of 
Special  Services,  and  to  reimburfe  Expences  for  his  Majeily*s

That  he  hereupon  mentioned 
what  he  had  obfervcd  in   Armies  Abroad,    particularly  what 
happened  at  Ghent  and   Bruges  in  171::,  where  the   i>oops 
mutinyM  on  Account  of   forac  fmall  Dedudtions  lor  Camp 
Neceflarics  and  Bread,    which  were  taken  from   Tome  Regi- 
ments and  not  from  others.     That  this  Examinant  faid  at 
the  fame  Time,  that  as  the  Troops  from  North  Jmerica,  un- 
der Colonel  Blakiney^   were  paid  at  the  lull  Currency  of  the 
Exchange  in  thofe  Parts,  he  apprehended,    that  if  they  re* 
ceivcd  kfa  Money,    when  they  join'd  Lord   Cathcart^  than 
what  they  had  before,   they  might  begin  a  Mutiny,  nnd  by 
informing   Lord  Cathcarfi   Men,  might  occafion   Difcon- 
tents  and  Mutiny  aroongll  them  alfo.     The  Contractors  an- 
fwered  to  this,  that  the  Dift'crcnccof  Currency  in  the  North 
Province*  of    America^    trom    whence    Colonel    B/akemy^B 
Troops  came,    was  rather  more  to   the  Advantage  of  thofe 
Troops  than  the  intended  Payment  of  izo  L  fer  Cent    That 
ibe  Contraftors  explained  themfelves  on  this  Particolar,  in  a 
llbnoef  that  this   Examinant  could  not  anfwer,   nor  indeed 
mideriiand.     That   Lord  Cathcart   was  filcnt.     The   Con- 
tittdori  reckoned  up  feveral  Articles  of  the  Charge  it  would 
b^  to  iliciD,    fome  of  which  were  the  Infurance  of  the  Mo» 
ji€y,  the  Freight,  the  Commiinon  which  they  were  to  pay 
thcii  Correfpondeats  in  Jamaica^  with  other  incident  Charges

All  rhefe  together, 
174**  they  faid,  was  the  Caufe  why  they  could  not  contrad  iot  kfs 
'  Profit,  than  what  they  ihould  get  by  paybg  120  /.  jFamai" 
ca  Currency,  for  100  L  SitrL  There  was  ionie  other  Talk 
upon  this  Affair,  which  all  ended  iii  Mciiieurs  i^if^'r/Z/afid 
Brtjitno  (but  thinks  it  was  Mr  Burrell)  declaring,  that  they 
had  made  an  Agreement  with  the  Treafury  already  upon 
thefe  Terms,  and  that  they  could  not  do  it  iot  his  Profit, 
That  this  Declaration  Qi  Mr  BurrdPs  put  an  End  to  the 
Debates,  and  the  Meeting,  for  Lord  Cathcart  acquicfced  in 
what  the  Treal'ury  thought  fit,  as  he  was  under  Orders.  He 
was  a  polite  Man,  aiul  did  not  choofe  to  fignify  his  Difap- 
probation  when  it  was  of  no  Con  Sequence  :  So,  on  the  faid 
Declaration,  he  faid  he  was  to  be  determined  by  fupcrior 
J^owcrs ;  but  in  private  Convcrfation  afterwards  with  this 
Examinant,  he  wilhcd  it  had  been  better.  That  this  £xa» 
minant  cannot,  of  his  own  Knowledge,  fay  what  Steps  had 
been  taken  with  the  Treafury  with  Relation  to  the  htH  in- 
tended In(lru6tions,  nor  docs  he  know  of  any  publlck 
Notice  given  by  the  Tieaiury  for  receiving  PropofaJs,  nor 
has  he  heard  of  any  Propouls  from  others  but  MeJSeurs 
Butteil  3if\d  Brtfto^u  :  But  he  is  not  in  the  Way  of  Treafu- 
ry AiFairs. 

Being  further  examined  on  the  27th  Day  oi  Afril  174a,  io 
Relation  to  the  rough  Draught  of  the  Inllrudions  mentimed 
above,  faid.  That  Mr  Ftibam^  in  Converfation  with  Lord 
Cathcart^  when  this  Examinant  was  prefent,  delivered  it  ai 
hjs  Opinion,  that  che  Troops  might  be  fupplied  in  the  Man- 
ner there  laid  down,  efpccially  as  he  fuppofed  that  ^oncy 
would  be  brought  into  Jamaka  by  caking  of  Prizes. 
That  the  rough  Draught  was  delivered  to  Lord  Caihcart  af- 
ter thefe  Converfations.  That  it  began  with  the  Style  of 
Inllruflions,  in  the  fame  Manner  as  was  cullomary  to  give 
10  all  Deputy  Pay-mailers  Abroad,  impowering  him  to  take 
up,  and  draw  Bills  for  the  Supply  of  the  I'roops,  i^c* 
1  hat  it  was  written  in  a  running  Hand,  and,  as  he  chinks, 
in  two  Sheets  of  Paper,  Folio-way,  but  all  the  Sides  were 
not  hlled.  That  as  it  was  to  be  perufed  by  Lord  Cathcttrt 
as  a  Plan,  on  which,  if  approved  of,  Inllrudions  were  to 
be  formed,  there  was  Room  left  for  Additions  and  Alterati- 
ons;  but  that  Lurd  Cft/v&frf7r/  finding,  that  fo  far  as  it  re- 
lated to  himfelf,  it  was  complete,  and  wanted  none,  neither 
Lord  Caihcart  nor  this  Kxammant  made  any  therein,  but 
returned  it  to  the  Pay-Office  unaltered.  That  this  Exami- 
nant believes  Lord  Cat  hearth  Secretary  carried  it  back,  or 
perhaps  Mr  Pflham\  Deputy  might  call  for  iL  That  this 
Examinant  faw  the  final  inliru^ons  given  to   the  Deputy

Pay-malier,  but  he  only  looked  over  it  cranfiently ;  however  An,  i6t  Geo,  II.

upon  the  Pay-mafter  in  Ca/e  of  NeceiTicy  or  Difappointinent, 
was  therein  coniaincd,  tho*  he   cannot  exprefsly   fpeak  to 
thoic  Words.     This  Examinant  adds.  That  he  has  been  in- 
fortned  by   one  of  the  Clerks  of  Mr  Wiiliams^  Office,  that 
Mcflieurs  Burnli  and  Brifioi^  did  enfare  the  Money  they 
fenC  to  Jam^tca^  buc  ho  does  not  know  at  what  Rate.

PEter  Surnil^  Efqi  *  being  examined  in  the  moll  folcmn  Examtnation  of 
Manner,  this  50th  Bay  of  ApHi^  1742,  faid,  That^f  ^^'^•^^^  ^' 
about  the  latter  End  of  the  Year  1739,  going  down  Stairs ['^J^|^^^\^^p^^^ 
from  the  Houfc  of  Commons,  he  was  asked  by  Sir  i?tf^^r/ mcnc  of  thofe 
Walf^h^  if  he,  this  Examinant,  or  his  Acquaintance,  had  Troops, 
any  Money  in  the  Northern  Colonics.  That  about  Three 
Weeks  or  a  Month  afterwards,  he  told  Sir  Robert  that  he 
could  not  meet  with  any  Perfons,  whom  he  could  depend  on, 
who  had.  And  Sir  RGbert  then  replied,  he  believed  there 
would  be  no  Occafion  for  any.  That  as  foon  ai  it  was  pu- 
blickly  known  that  Troops  were  going  to  Jamaka^  this 
Examinant  took  Occafion  from  this  Incident  to  apply  to  Sir 
RohtTt  WaifoU,  and  to  acquaint  him,  that  as  he,  this  Exa- 
minant, had  Correfpondents  in  Jamaica  on  the  South-Ua 
Company's  Account,  who  were  Men  of  Credit  at  Jamaica, 
and  who  bad  the  greateft  Command  of  Money  of  any  in  the 
Place,  this  Exaromant  thought  he  could  fupply  the  Govern- 
ment as  well  as  any  Body,  if  Money  was  wanted  there  1  To 
which  the  Examinant  then  received  no  pofitive  Anfwer. 
That  after  this,  this  Examinant  coofidering  with  himfelf 
the  grett  ImporiaDce  of  this  Affair,  he  thought  it  too  much 
Hazard  for  himfelf  alone,  and  thereupon  asked  Mr  Brifi&njo^ 
if  he  thought  it  could  be  undertaken  without  a  great  Rtfque.

That  a 
few  Days  sifter  this  ConverUtion  with  Sir  Robert  Walpole. 
they  did  lay  this  Propofal  before  the  Treafury,  without  any 
Thing  elfe  pafling  between  them  and  Sir  Robert  WalfoU  in 
the  Interval ;  nor  had  the  Examinant  any  Converfation  with 
any  other  Lord  of  the*Treafury  before  he  offered  his  Propo- 
fal  to  the  Board.

plaint, if  received  by  Tale,  but  to  anfwer  their  full  Value, 
if  received  by  Weight.     The  firft  Parcel  fent  being  heavy 
Money  of  36  /.  each*  which  if  had  been  obbged  to  fell  at 
Jamaica  by  the  Ounce,  would  have  rendered  Lofs  inAead  of 
Profit  to  ihe  Contradon,     The  Infurance  of  this  Money  was 
at  2  i  ptr  Ctnt,  which  went  by  the  Men  of  War  with  the 
Troops,  but  we  apprehend  we  had  the  Rifque  of  a  Devla- 
ijoni  if  the  Ships  had  been  ordered  to  Cmrtkagetta^  or  any 
other  Port  but  to  Jamuica,  whtch  would  have  throwa  the 
Rifque  on  us ;  but  if  from  any  Accident  the  Ship  where  our 
Money  was  had  not  arrived  with  the  Troopi,  we  had  then 
been  at  the  Mercy  of  the  Inhabitants,  and  in  fuch  a  Cafe,  I 
would  willingly  have  compounded  for  lo per  Cent*  Lofs.

The 
Charge  of  Shipping  is  put  at  one  per  Cent,  lor  the  ExpcncCI   J 
of  GuardSj  Iron  Chefls,  Servants,  and  Coaches  to  attend  it;    ' 
and  for  the  Rifque  and  Charges  of  fending  the  Money  m  a 
BQ^tirom  Port/rnouiJlf  to  St.  Helens. 

That  in  regard  to  the  nominal  Value  of  the  Gold  Species 
at  yamaiea^  at  a  Medium,  deda£ling  the  CommiDion  and 
Cliarges,  we  allow  there  doth  not  remain  a  Profit  of  3  per 
Cent,  upon  the  prcfent  Contrad.  That  no  other  Pcrfons  but 
Mcflieurs  Burr// &Tid  BriJIoiv  were  confuked  or  concerned  in 
the  Contrad,  when  they  ^ik  engaged  in  it  j  that  after  the 
firH  Imbarkation,  and  this  Examinant  believes  after  the  fc- 
cond,  but  before  the  Contrad  was  raifed  to  125/.

Troops  under  CoL  Goe^/'^ind  Blaktnty  with  a  Sum  of  Money, 
being  read  to  the  Hxaminant,   and  it  being  therein  faid  that, 
i  Mr  iiurrcU  agree  ,  that  thofe  Troops  were  alwsyti  undcrllood 
'  ind   intended  as  contained  and  included   in  his  and  Mr  Bri* 
ila*to*i  Propofal  to  the  Trcalary  ;  this*  Examiiiani  faid,  that 
TWinutc  had  mifUkcn  their  Meaning  ;    for  their  Agreement 
If^s  for  the  Troops  under  Lord  Cathcarf,  and  thofe  he  (hou)d 
Ifiod  at  Jrtmaica  i  and  that  this  Exammunt  never  undp rllood, 
Ifhat  the  Troops    under  LoL  GoQ^h  and  Col .  Biahney  would 
included  in  the  ContrOill  before  the  Arrival  of  Lord  Cath- 
btfr/  at  Jamaica^    That  this  Kxammant  bt-litves,  that  it  was 
oat  Jum  or  Jitiy  1 741,  that  i\^  had  the  firll  Account  from 
^Jam^iiA  of  the  Refttfal  of  hit  Ag<nt*s  to  comply  with  the 
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Farther  \ 

Demands  of  the  Deputy  Fay-mafier.  That  the  Contr^flo^ 
having  Advice  from  Jamaica^  that  there  was  no  Money  io 
the  Ifland^  and  that  it  was  propofcd,  that  Notes  of  Hand 
fhoiild  have  a  Currency,  they  had  applied  to  the  Treaiury 
for  the  Advance  of  a  fecond  Sum  \  and  that  in  Decemher  fol- 
lowing there  being  a  fecond  Imbarkation,  they  procured  a 
third  Sum  from  the  Treafury  on  Account  of  the  Conventecice 
they  had  of  fending  it. 

And  being  further  exaoitned,  this  15  th  Day  of  yum^  he 
faid,  That  Mr  Colebrooke^  the  Deputy  Pay-mailer,  who  went 
with  Lord  Cat  hearty  fupplied  the  Place  of  an  Agent  for  the 
Examinant  and  the  other  Contrador  i  and  that  Mr  C$/e6rooh 
had 'a  Gommiffion  of  one  f^r  Cenl.  only.  And,  he  'added, 
that  there  never  had  been  any  Money  advanced  to  the  Con- 
traftors,  without  their  delivering  a  Memorial  to  the  Treafury, 
June  23.

Burreli,  who  told  him,  that  prob:ib)y  there  would  be  a  Con- 
trail for  fupplying  the  Troops  under  Lord  Cathcart  with 
Money  ;   and   he  thinks  Mr  Bitrreil  mentioned  his  having 
talk'd  with  Sir  Rohirt  WalpoU  about  it,  but  he  cannot  be  po- 
iltive.     That  Mr  Burrtll  aflccd  him^  (this  Examinaut)  if  he  , 
would  be  concerned.     To  which  he  agreed;  and  then,  be-  ; 
tween  them,  formed  a  Propofal  to  be  laid  before  the  Lordi 
of  the  Treafury.

C^fliially  at  diiFcrcnt  Pfopoitions  of  Va\\iJ^|ajjtVMt  Cut^'v 
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•An,  tfi.C^o.IT*  rency  j  the  Guinea  in  particuW  being  at  a  lower  Raic  dian 
*7***  the  Thirty  Sjx  Shilling  Pieces,  and  both  thcfc  lower  than  the 
Twenty-feven  Shilling  Pieces.  That  this  Examinant  is  not 
furc,  that  any  conriderabic  Sum  of  Moidores  or  Thirty-fix 
Shilling  Pieces  were  there  before  ;  and  they  were  apprehcn- 
fivc,  that  the  Svim  fcnt  out  by  the  Contradors,  which  was 
the  grcateft  Part  in  Thirty  fix  Shilling  Pieces,  and  the  relt  in 
Moidores,  might  on  its  Arrival  at  Jamaka^  be  reduced  to 
an  Equality  with  Guineas  j  and  in  order  to  prevent  in  fome 
Aieafure  the  Lofs,  which  tnuft  attend  an  Alteration  in  the 
Value  of  thcfc  fcveral  Species^  which  was  not  improbable, 
uhcn  the  Difpropurtion  fhoold  come  to  be  confidered  in  the 
Jflaiid  of  Jamaica^  the  Contradlors  fent  the  major  Part  of 
the  Supply  by  the  Fleet  under  Sir  Chahner  OgU*  in  weighty 
Fortuga/ Go\d  of  Thirty-fix  Shilling  Pieces,  that  at  all  Events 
they  might  be  the  Vnlue  in  Gold.  Thar  the  Contradors 
fent  their  Money  on  board  three  Men  of  VVar,  and  infurcd 
It  ;  but  notwiAanding  this^  they  were  liable  to  many  Rifquci 
and  Accidents  ;  for  had  the  Men  of  War  been  ordered  to 
any  other  Place,  this  would  have  been  a  Deviation  from  the 
Voyage,  and  woiilJ  have  vacated  the  [nfurance  ;  and  that 
the  very  Want  of  Money  at  Jamaka^  or  even  what  was  on 
board  one  Ship  only,  though  it  had  not  been  loft,  would  have 
funk  the  Exchange  ;  and  that  this  was  no  improbable  Acci- 
dent, for  three  or  four  of  the  capital  Men  of  War  were  ac- 
tually feparaied  from  the  Fleet  and  driven  to  Lisbon  ;  and 
had  the  Money  been  on  board  either  of  thefc  Ships,  the  Con- 
traders  would  have  been  under  great  Di  fad  vantages,  as  they 
muft  hive  rais'd  it  at  Jamaica,  at  a  great  Lofs  i  and  as  it 
was»  all  the  Money  fcnt  out  had,  upon  the  Arrival  of  the 
Fleet,  no  more  EITcd  than  to  raife  the  Exchange  to  130,  and 
fmall  Sums  foon  after  got  up  to  135  and  140.  Soon  after 
%vhich  the  Contradors  came  to  a  new  Agreement  at  125, 
That  they  have  been  told  lately  that  the  Vldualhngand  Na- 
vy have  drawn  at  135  and  140  ;  but  this  being  for  Stores, 
and  Provifion  is  not  like  Money,  butjs  really  uo  Exchange 
at  all.  And  this  Examinant  drd  not  inform  himfeJf  of  the 
Rates  at  which  the  Navy  and  Vlftualling  drew,  when  he 
was  deliberating  about  his  own  Contrad.  He  added,  that  he 
has  fmce  been  told,  that  the  Independant  Companies  at  Ja- 
mtiica  2Ltc  paid  at  125.  That  he  believes,  that  he  might 
communicate  a  Memorial,  containing  the  Reafons  for  fixing 
the  Currency  at  120,  to  Lord  Orfard,  before  this  Exami- 
nant'*? Memorial  of  the  5ih  of  febuar^  lail  was  laid  before 
the  Treafury,  1  hat  ft  on  aker  Lord  Cathcarf^  Arrival, 
Mefirs,  MiTi<weiher  and  A/a/ir«m^, their  Corrcfpondents,  from 
a  Mifunderltanding,  did  refufe  to  furr^Jih  Money  for  the 
Troops,  bvfcl  \i\t  ue^\it^  "?ii^tnate,^t  Cott6roa4f^  drew  on 
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Mr  Pelham,     That  this  Examinant  believes,  that  the  Rea-  Aa.  i6.  Geo.  IL 
fon  of  the  Rcfufai-of  their  Agents,  was  their  thinking  they  . 
could  make  a  greater  Advantage  of  their  Money  from  rhe 
"^'eceliity  of  the  Public,  than  what  they  cowld  get  by  com- 
plying with  our  Commifiion.     The  Reafon  urgS  by  them, 
ras  the  indefinite  Demand  of  Mr  Calehrccke^  who  refufed  to 
Ipecify  either  the  Sums,  or  the  Times  when  they  would  be 
wanted.    That  as  the  Contra  dors  were  to  pay  the  DifFerence 
of  thefe  Bills  drawn  on  Mr  CoUhrooki^  if  chey  had  been  un-

'has  from  a  certain  Time  been  intitfcd  to  One  fourth  Part  of 
what  relates  to  the  Marines,  which  are  paid  in  Mr  H.  ffil* 
liams^s  Office.   That  the  Offer  to  Mr  Man  fon  was  made  joinc- 

(ly  by  the  Contradors,  on  their  own  Motion,  and  without 
the  Deiire  or  Knowledge,  as  he  believes,  of  any  other  Per- 
fon  whatfoever,  and  before  any  Remittances  were  made; 
and  he  never  offered  a  Share  to  any  Perfon  but  Mr  Mon/bn, 
That  as  to  Mr  Hanbuty^  Sir  Robert  Walpoie  mentioned  to 
them,  that  Mr  H.  Williams  defired  his  Relation,  Mr  Han- 
huryy  fhould  have  a  Part,     That  Sir  Robert  had  been  fpoke 

I  to  by  Mr  Williams  about  it ;  but  he  (Sir  Robert)  told  the 
Contradtors,  he  left  it  tO' themfelves  ;  and  it  is  mofl  proba- 
ble Sir  Robert  Waipsle  mentioned  this  to  the  Contra^ors  be- 
fore Mr  H.  Williams  fpoke  to  them.  That  neither  Mr 
M&njhn  nor  Mr  Hanbury  have  advanced  any  Money  on  this 
Affair,  nor  indeed  have  the  Contradlors  themfelves  properly 
advanced  any  Money  ;  for  on  delivering  their  Bills  drawn  at 
Sight  00  Jamaica  to  the  Paymalkr  here,  he  fumiflicd  the 
Money  for  them,  as  is  the  conUant  Pra^lice  of  the  Pay  Office, 
whenever  Bills  of  Exchange  are  furniiird  payable  in  foreign 
Parts  by  the  Drawers  of  fuch  Bills  or  by  Draughts  from 
Jamaica  on  the  Pay  Office,  to  make  good  fuch  Sums,  as 
are  raifed  for  the  Service  in  the  Ifland. 

And  being  further  cJcamined  this  Twenty*fecond  Day  of 
jMne  1742,  fn id,  that  the  Coniraftors  allowed  to  Mr  Cole- 
i/rcc '  carried  out  the  MoDey  fenc  with  Lord  Cathcart, 

one  .  ..    Commiflion  »  but  the  further  Sun\s,>NUvOii\\^Ne 
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An.  x6.  Geo.  II  been  fince  fent  out,  and  all  other  Tranfaftions  relating  to  thil 
^  t^^     .  Affair,  have  been  managed  by  their  Agents  at  Jamaica^  to 
^'^^■■"*^  whom  they  are  to  pay  two  pr  Cent, 

And  further  faid,  that  an  Adion  has  been  broaght  a- 
gainft  their  Agent  at  Jamaica  by  Capt.  Knocks  for  2  i  per 
Cent,  Freight,  for  the  Money  which  he  carried  oat  at  the 
Time  of  Lord  Catbcarfs  going  on  the  Expedition,  for  which^ 
as  the  Examinant  is/informed,  Capt.  Knonales  has  obtained  a 
Verdift ;  which  if  the  Contradors  (hall  be  obliged  CO  pay, 
will  be  a  Precedent  for  other  Captains  of  Men  of  War,*  by 
whom  Money  was  fent  out  at  the  fame  Time.

Examination  of  /^  Harks  Hanhury  Williams^  Efq;  being  examined  in  the 
Mr  Hanbury  v^  moll  folemn  Manner,  this  30th  Day  of  Aprils  1 742, 
Williams,  rclat-  faid,  That  on  the  9th  Day  of  July  laft,  as  he  thinks,  being 
C^  ^l^^  ^^^  ^"  ^^^  Chariot,  he  met  Mefficurs  Burrell  and  Briftoiv,  who 
told  him,  that  they  had  made  an  Agreement  with  the  Trea- 
fury  for  remitting  Money  to  pay  the  Troops,  at  the  Rate  of 
120/.  Jamaica  Money  for  100  /.  Sterling.  That  after  meet- 
ing Mefficurs  Burrell  and  Brifitnjo^  he  weht  to  t\it  Treafury, 
and  he  thinks  he  faw  Lord  Cathcart  in  one  of  the  Rooms  of 
the  Treafury,  and  thinks  he  talked  of  what  MeiTieurs  Burrell 
and  Brijioiv  had  told  him  to  Lord  Cathcart^  but  he  is  not 
pofitivc.  That  the  fame  Day  there  was  a  Meeting  at  his  Of- 
fice in  Scotland-Yard^  at  which  were  prefent  Lord  Cathcart^ 
Capt.  Alexander  Wilfon^  Mr  Burrell^  Mr  Briftow^  and  thb 
Examinant,  but  he  cannot  fay  any  one  elfe  in  particular  : 
He  cannot  fay  Mr  Monfon  was  prefent.  That  this  Meeting 
was  defired  that  Morning  either  by  Lord  Cathcart^  or  by 
Capt.  IVilfofi,  at  his  Inltance,  but  he  cannot  tell  which.  He 
thinks  they  all  met  at  the  Treafury,  and  went  from  thence 
to  the  Office.  That  the  Converfation,  which  laftcd  twp 
Hours,  turned  on  the  proper  Means  of  carrying  Meffieurs 
Burrell  and  Briftoijj^  Contrail  into  Execution,  and  prevent- 
ing the  Troops  from  being  difappointed  for  want  of  Money. 
That  he  inclines  to  imagine,  that  Lord  Cathcart  knew  that 
the  Agreement  was  made.

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An.  16.  CeoJI*  Rate,  within  the  laft  twelve  Months*  That  the  Indepen* 
dant  Companies  conftandy  draw  at  140.  as  he  has  heard  and 
believe?,  except  one  or  two  Officers,  who  have  had  Credit, 
That  he  believes,  before  the  War,  the  Bills  remitted  from 
yamaica  to  Ettgiand,  including  thofe  drawn  by  the  South- 
Sea  Company,  may  have  amounted  to  100,000  /,  pir  Jnnum, 
That  there  are  befidc?.  great  Sums  fcnt  from  thence  to  Eng- 
land in  Specie*  That  before  the  War,  it  was  common  for 
Cngle  Men  of  War  to  briog  40  or  50^000  /,  from  thence  ; 
and  he  believes,  including  the  Money  fent  over  by  the  Sauth- 
Sia  Company,  upwards  of  500,000  A  ptr  Annum  in  Specie, 
was  ufually  remitted  from  "Jamaica  at  a  Medium  before  the 
Commencement  of  the  War-  That  the  Specie  in  Jamaica 
confifts  chiefly  in  Sfanijh  Coin  :  There  are  fome  Spanijh  Pi- 
Holes  and  Doubloons.  That  there  is  a  Law  in  Jamaic^^ 
made  about  the  Year  1681,  which  afccrtaios  the  Currency  rf 
Spanifh  Money,  and  makes  it  Felony  to  diminifti  or  falJify  it  t 
tho*  he  has  known  ferfons  tried  upon  the  Law,  yet  it  is  not^r 
in  general,  much  obferved,  the  Coin  being  commonly  dipt 
and  diminilhcd  of  its  true  Weight,  and  the  Portugal  Mon^y 
is  not  included  in  it,  becaufe  there  was  then  none  upon  the 
Idand.  That  when  this  Examinant  heard  that  the  Troopa  :

Uiat  In'Queen  ^77?/f'3  War,  the  Treafury,  when  they  had 
fuch  Contrails  in  View,  have  communicated  their  Intentions 
to  Merchants,  which  was,  in  Kfted,  the  fame  Thing,  and 
was  what  this  Examinant  expeded  in  the  prefent  Cafe  ;  and 
had  this  been  done,  this  Examinant  believes,  that  fcvcral 
others  bcfides  himfelf,  would  have  propofed  to  have  furniik- 
rd  the  Government  with  Money  at  Jamgica,  That  thil 
Examinant  would  have  furnifhed  the  Money  at  130  per  Ctnt* 
provided  he  could  have  obtained  the  fame  Advancement^ 
which  he  has  heard  was  made  to  Meflieurs  Burrel  and  Bri- 
Jion.v  ;  for  in  PropoTtion  to  hii  Advancement,  he  propofed 
to  have  made  his  Offl^r  of  furnifhing  the  Tfbops  with  Md*'** 
ney,  oiherwife  he  could  not  have  afforded  fuch  an  Exchange, 
and  fhould  have  thought  It  a  good  Bargain,  That  he  fliould 
have  thought  himfelf  fccurcd  againft  any  Difappointmcnt  for 
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the  Want  of  Currency  at  Jammca^  by  fending  over  in  An.  \%.  Geo.  IL 
Specie  one  third  Part  of  what  he  might  be  foppofed  to  want  '74^' 
in  Six  Months  Time  ;  for  that  he  apprehends  the  orily  Dif- 
iicuity  would  have  been  at  firft,  when  the  People  there,  on 
the  Arrival  of  fo  great  a  Number  of  Troops,  might  endea- 
vour to  lower  the  Exchange  ;  that  afterwards  he  does  not 
^oubt,  bat  he  could  have  contrafied  with  People  on  theJIland, 
to  have  fumifhedrhe  Money  at  the  Race  of  137  \ferCent,  or 
ty  other  Means  provided  the  Money  to  anfwer  the  Occafion*' 
That  if  the  whole  Money  was  advanced  to  him  here  beforc- 
handy  and  he  was  only  to  fend  it  over,  and  fo  furnifh  the 
Money  at  Jamaica  at  the  Rate  of  1 30  fir  Ctnt.  he  fhould 
think  that  he  might  make  1 2  or  15  per  Cent,  per  Jnmm,  of 
the  Money  which  he  thus  fupplied^  becanfe  he  could  return 
the  fame  Money  twice  in  the  Compafs  of  one  Year.  He 
added,  that  he  bdieves  the  Infurance  of  Money  on  Men  of 
War  from  Londoti  to  Jamaica  might  be  done  at  z  per  Cent,. 
to  pay  $^.  That  the  CommiiTion  which  he  pays  to  his 
yV gents  at  Jamaica  for  tranfafting his  Affairs*  is  5 per  Cent,.. 
but  if  he  was  to  negotiate  30  or  40,000  /,  for  the  Govern- 
ment, he  would  have  done  it,  when  at  Jamaica ^  for  z  £ 
per  Cent,  with  all  his  Heart  ;  and  doubts  not  but  other  Per* 
fons  of  Credit  and  Reputation  in  Jamaica,  would  have  un- 
dertaken the  fame  for  the  like  Commiilion,  or  lefs.

ney from  England  in  Specie,  upon  Account  of  any  Doubt  of 
my  finding  all  that  can  poffibly  be  wanted  for  the  \}i%  of  his 
Majefty's  Forces;  and  I  think  I  am  not  miftaken  in  my 
Conclufion,  if  a  War  fhould  break  out  with  France,  I  fliall  Hnd 
Money  at  140  this  Currency,  for  every  100/,  Sterl.  bccaufe 
the  Rifque  of  fending  Money  Home  will  be  greater,  the 
Premium  of  Infurance  mull  rife  in  Proportion,  and  People 
wjll  give  a  greater  Price  for  fuch  Bills  of  Exchange,  as  they 
fitfd  by  Experience  are  regularly  difcharged.

entered  into,  among  fome  monted  Men  of  the  Ifland,  to 
prevent  his  getting  any  more  than  no  L  Jamaica  Cut- 
rency,  for  100  /.  Sterling,  found  himfelf  under  a  Neceffity 
of  making  ufe  of  the  Credit  and  Power  given  him  by  his 
InHrudUons,  to  draw  Bills  upon  me,  as  Pay  maftcr-Generalp 
at  the  beft  Rato  of  Exchange  that  he  could  obtain ;  and 
hath  adually  drawn  Bills  upon  mc  to  the  Amount  of  29,2 1 6  A 
5  /.  ^  d.  at  130,  135,  and  fome  at  140/.  Jamaica  Cur- 
rency, for  100  /,  Sterling,  and  makes  no  doubt  but  he  fhall 
be  able  to  draw  for  ail  Monies  that  fliall  be  wanted  for  the 
Service  of  the  Troops,  for  the  future,  at  140  /.  Jamaica 
Currency,  for  every  100 /.  Sterling;  which  is  confirmed  by 
Brigadier- General  Gui/e^  as  his  Opinion  alfo,  in  a  Letter  of 
ihe  4th  of  Stptemher^  a  Copy  whereof  is  hereunto  annexed* 
That  he  hath  kept  a  diilinft  Account  of  the  Profit  of 
Difference  between  the  Rate,  at  which  the  Troops  have 
been  paid,  and  the  Rate  at  which  his  fcveral  Bills  have  been 
drawn  according  to  his  Inflru^llons ;  but  that  the  faJd  Re- 
mitters have  been  furnilhed  with  Money  from  my  Office,  to 
take  up,  and  difcharge  the  Bills  fo  drawn  by  my  Deputy 
tipon  me;  they  concluding,  that  by  Virtue  of  their  Con- 
trad  with  your  Lordlhips,  they  have  a  Right  to  the  faid 
iProiits  or  Difference,  and  cxpc^  that  the  fame  fhould  be 
carried  to  their  Account,  and  pakl  over  into  the  Hands  of 
their  Agents  at  Jamaica,

7  th,  and  i  2th  of  Sep  finder  kft  ;  alfo  a  Letter  from  Bfigai* 
flier  General  Gui/e,  dated  the  4th  of  September ^  to  all  which 
your  Lordfliips  are  pleafed  to  require  our  Anfwer ;  in  Qbedt- 
eoce  thereto,  we  beg  Leave  to  lay  before  you,  in  the  fird 
Inliaoce,  the  Reafons  upon  which  our  Contract  was  founded 
in  its  original  Price  of  120,  and  Augmentation  afterwards 
to  125,  The  Rule  for  fixing  any  Price  of  Exchange  could 
only  be  found  by  the  Probability  of  the  Rate  at  which 
Money  might  be  railed  in  Jammca  \  and  in  order  to  attain 
that  Knowledge,  we  endeavoured  to  procure  Bills  here  on 
Jamaica^  but  could  not  iucceed  even  at  120/.  It  is  well 
knosvn  the  JHand  of  yamaka  has  no  Specfei  of  its  own,  but 
ii.fupplied  chiefly,  if  not  entirely,  by  what  it  draws  from 
the  Spmijl^  Wcfhhtdtis  for  Balance  of  Trade,  and  of  this  a 
very  fmall  Quantity  does  or  can  remain  in  the  Ifland  ;  for 
(his  Reafon,  becaufe  Silver,  in  which  tkat  Balance  is  paid, 
bears  a  higher  Price  in  Epglandy  in  Proportion  to  the  Ex-

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Ifland  is  fo  inconfiderable,  that  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  An,  16.  Geo.  IT. 
recover  Debu  of  any  Kind,  but  in  Siigar>  or  fomc  other 
Produce  of  the  Plantation. 

The  Par  of  Exchange  between  England  and  Jamaica  is 
deemed  to  be  1 2  5  A  for  every  i  oo  L  Sterl.  but  as  the  Exchange 
between  any  two  Places  depends  upon  many  Contingencies 
and  Incidents,  no  fixt  Price  or  G>urfe  can  be  afcertaincd,  bat 
as  more  or  lefs  Money  is  to  be  paid  at  one  Place  or  the  othcr^ 
it  muft  eternally  vary.  The  Exchange  might  be  at  1 25  or 
liigher,  whilll  the  Ifland  of  Jamaica  remained  on  the  fame 
Footing  with  regard  to  England^  which  it  had  been  for  ma* 
ny  Years  i  but  the  Moment  England  y/zs  obliged  to  pay  fo 
large  a  Sum  in  Jamaica^  for  Subfillcnce  of  the  Troops,  the 
Cafe  mud  alter,  as  it  did  with  regard  to  Colonel  Blahmj, 
who,  before  the  Arrival  of  the  Forces  under  General  fp^ftit- 
nvort^t  could,  with  Difficulty,  raife  a  froall  Sum  for  Subfif- 
tance  of  the  American  Regiment  at  i  20  ;  and  had  not  this 
inevitable  Confequence  been  forefeen  by  us,  and  the  Money 
for  the  Whole  to  have  been  raifed  upon  the  Ifland,  no  Man 
can  fay  at  what  Rate  the  Perfons  in  PofTeffion  of  the  Cur- 
rency would  have  given  it,  or  what  Price  the  Exchange 
would  have  fallen  to ;  but  if  a  Judgment  may  be  formed 
from  the  above  Inllance,  it  mull  have  been  greatly  under 
The  Pay  of  an  Independent  Company  cannot  bear  a 


Parallel  with  the  prefent  Cafe,  as  there  is  no  Proportion  in 
the  Sums  to  be  raifed.  Upon  thefe  Con  fide  rations  it  became 
incumbent  on  us,  for  the  publick  Service,  as  well  as  for  otir 
o%vn  Safety,  to  remove  the  Difficulties,  which  attended  the 
raifing  the  Money  there.  And  the  only  Expedient  left  to 
avoid  the  Impofition  of  the  Perfons,  who  were  in  Poffeffion 
of  the  Currency,  was  to  provide  a  new  one,  in  fome  Meal- 
fure,  independent  of  them.  This  we  did,  by  fending  out, 
at  our  own  Rifque  and  Charge,  the  proper  Funds  for  that 
Purpofe.  And  your  Lordfliipa  were  plcafed  to  dire*fl  the 
Payment  of  a  Sum  of  Money  to  us,  upon  our  furnifhing  the 
Paymafter- General  our  Eills  n  Jamaica  (qt  the  Amount; 
which  was  accordingly  done,  and  the  Bills  punctually  dif- 
charged.  The  Receipt  of  this  Money  at  Jamaica  had  the 
deli  red  EfFed,  as  it  broke  a  Combination^  which  was  a^oal- 
ly  entered  into,  to  lower  the  Exchange  and  diftrefs  the  Ser- 
vice, and  by  which  Monies  were  foon  raifed  by  Draughts 
from  thence  at  1 30,  which  enabled  us  to  alter  the  Price  from 
120  to  125. 

And  as  this  Money  was  the  folc  Caufe  of  fopporting  the 
Exchange  in  the  Beginning,  fo  to  that,  together  with  what  has 
been  iince   fent   out,  and   the  great    Rcdu^lon  of  the  Pay 
from  {\\t  fatal  Mortality  among  the  Troops,  mult  be  attri-

MefCeurs  Merewethgr  and  Mannings  whpm  we  apipqintcd 
our  Agents  at  Jamaica,  did  rcfufe  to  comply  with  a  Dc- 
inand  made  on  them  by  Mr  Co/eBrooAe,  for  the  immediate 
Payment  of  a  Sum  of  Money >  and  alfb  what  might  be  fur- 
ther  wanted  for  the  Service  of  the  Expedition,  at  1 20  ;  and 
the  Reafon  ailed ged  for  this  Refufal  was,  Mr  Colebrooke*^  ab- 
folute  Denial  of  their  Requeil  to  be  informed  what  Part  of 
the  Money  brought  out  by  the  Deputies,  had  been  iitued, 
what  Sums  were  then  wanted,  and  what  Sums  would  be  ne- 
cefiary  from  Time  to  Time  to  be  raifed  for  carryings  on 
the  Service,  This  Denial  of  Mr  CQlehrooke^  and  hb  peremp- 
tory Demand,  without  Limitation,  we  conceive  muft  have 
been  calculated  to  deter  our  Agents  from  the  Execution  of 
our  Orders,  and  he  thereby  get  the  Tranfadion  pf  the 
whole  Aftdir  into  his  own  Hands. 

As  foon  as  we  received  Notice  of  what  had  happened  be- 
tween the  Deputies  and  Meflieurs  Menixjether  and  Mannings 
we  made  an  Alteration  in  our  Agency,  acquainting  your 
Lordihips  therewith,  and  in  the  Room  of  the  former  ap- 
pointed Mr  John  Gray  our  Agent,  who  made  an  immediate 
Offer  of  all  I'uch  Sums  as  were  or  fhould  be  wanting  for  hb 
Majelly's  Service,  at  125,  agreeable  to  a  new  Engagement 
we  had  entered  into  with  your  Lordfhips. 

As  Mr  Colebrooke  could  no  longer  pretend  Refufal  on  the 
Part  of  our  Agents,  of  the  Payment  of  any  Sum  of  Money 
which  he  fhould  require,  he  pleads  the  want  of  Orders,  and 
that  our  Contradl  was  at  an  End,  notwithflanding  Notice 
was  given  him  of  the  new  one  made  with  your  Lord- 
fhips at  12^,  and  under  thefe  Pretences  he  refufed  to  accept 
of  the  Offer  made  him  by  our  Agent,  and  continues  to  draw 
himfelf  on  the  Paymafler-General. 

The  AfTurance  that  Mr  Cokhrooke  gives  to  the  Paymafler- 
General,  that  the  Exchange  mufl  be  kept  up  at  140,  appears 
to  us  mofl  extraordinary,  as  we  think  nothing  in  Nature 
can  be  more  precarious  or  uncertain  than  the  Courfe  of  chat 
Exchange. 

The  Computations  made  by  Mr  Cokhrooke  in  his  Letter 
of  the  ill  of  September  are  erroneous  in  Part,  and  extremely 
fallacious'in  the  whole.  Pilloles,  inilead  of  the  Price  which 
he  mentions  of  16  i.  8  ^.  are  not  to  be  bought  under  17  s, 
2  d.  and  Moidores  of  27  /.  not  to  be  found  for  any  large 
Sum,  the  Non-Coinage  of  this  Particular  Specie  for  many 
Years  having  rendered  it  y^xy  fcarce.     The  Addition  of  6

*  Ic  cannot  be  denied^  Sir,  that  by  angmtenti^g  the?  Regi*^: 
ments,  there  would  be  immediately  faved  to  the  PubUcfc 
the  Expence  of  the  Officers  which  are  necefljiry  in  the  Me- 
thod now  propofed  ;  but  it  is  to  be  confidered  how  much  the 
Number  of  Officers  contributes  to  the  Regularity  and  Difct- 
pline  of  the  Troops,  and  how  much  Difciplinc  and  Order 
promote  their  Succefs.  It  is  to  be  confidered.  Sir,  that  the 
molt  fuccefsful  Method  of  making  War  is  undoubtedly  the

What  would  be  the  Confequence,  but  the  fame  or  a 
greater  Expeoce,  not  to  gain  Advantages*  but  to  repair  Lofie?, 
and  obviate  the  Effects  of  our  former  Parfimony  ? 

*  In  private  Life,  Sir,  it  is  common  for  Men  to  involve 
ihemfelves  in  Expence  only  by  avoiding  it,  to  repair  Honfei

*  Such  Examples,  Sir,  arc  frequent,  and  the  Folly  of  imita- 
ting them  is  therefore  greater,  for  who  would  purfoc  thsit 
Track  by  which  he  has  fcen  others  led  to  DeJlruflion  ?  Nor 
need  we  fearch  for  remote  III ullrations  todifcovcr  thedclUuc- 
tivc  Tendency  of  unfeafonable  Tendernefs  for  the  Public k,

*  As  the  only  Method,  Sir,  of  reducing  this  Nation  muH 
be  that  of  invading  its  Colonies,  and  difmembering  its  Pro- 
vinces, by  which  the  chief  Perfons  will  be  deprived  of  their 
Revenues,  and  a  general  Difcontent  be  fpread  over  the 
People,  the  Forces  which  are  levied  for  this  Expedition,  (an 
^pedicion  on  which  the  Honour  of  our  Arms  and  the  Prof- 
pcrity  of  our  Trade  mull  fo  much  neccflanly  depend,) 
qughc  to  be  felefted  with  the  greatell  Care,  and  difciplined 
l^ith  the  exadleft  Regularity. 

;j,'*  On  this  Occafion,  therefore,  it  is  furcly  improper  to  em- 
j^oy  Troops  newly  coJleftcd  from  Shops  and  Villnges,  and 
yet  more  irrational  to  trull  them  to  the  Dtredion  of  Boys 
called  on  this  Occ^fion  from  the  Frolic ks  of  a  School,  or 
forced  from  the  Bofoms  of  their  Mothers,  and  the  Softnefs  of 
the  Nurfery,  It  is  not  without  Compaffion,  Compaflion  very 
far  sjctended,  that  I  conijder  the  unhappy  Striplings  doomed 
to  a  Camp,  from  whom  the  Sun  has  hitherto  been  Screen- 
ed, and  the  Wind  excluded  ;  who  have  been  taught  by  many 
tender  Le^urcs  the  Unwholfomcncfs  of  theKvcriing  Mills 
and  the  Morning  Dews,  who  have  been  wrapt  in  ?\xn  m 
Summer,  who  have  lived  without  any  Fatigue  but  that  of 
Drefs,   or  any  Care  but  that  of  their  Complexion. 

'  Who  can  forbear,  Sir,  fome  Degree  of  Sympathy,  when 
]^e  fees  Animals  like  thefe  taking  their  fail  Farewel  of  the 
Maid  that  has  fed  them  with  Sweet- Meats,  and  defended 
them  from  Infers  ;  when  he  fees  them  drell  up  in  the  Ha- 
biliments of  Soldiers,  loaded  with  a  Sword,  and  invelled  with 
a  Command,  not  to  mount  the  Guard  at  the  Palace,  not  to 
difplay  their  Lace  at  a  Review,  not  to  protedl  Ladies  at  the 
Door  oi  an  Affembly  Room,  nor  to  {how  their  Intrepidity  at 
a  Country  fair,  but  to  enter  into  a  kind  of  Fellowfhip  with 
the  tvt%^ti  Sailor,  to  hear  the  Tumuli  of  a  Storm^  to  fuftain

*  For  my  Part,  I  (hodd  imagine.  Sir,  that  an  eafy  Method 
might  be  difcovcred  of  obviating  fuch  Mifery,  without  leflca-i 
ing  that  Number  of  Officers,  which  perhap,  in  Oppofition - 
to  Reafon  and  Experience*  fome  Genilemen  will  cootinae  to^ 
think  neccflary,  and  I  hope  cliat  this  may  be  no  improper 
tinne  to  declare  my  Opinion^ 

*  I  have  obferved,  that  for  fome  time,  no  private  Sentinel 
has  ever  rifen  to  any  Rank  above  that  of  a  Serjeant,  and  that 
CommiJiions  have  been  referved  as  Rewards  for  other  Servicef 
than  thofe  of  the  Camp.  This  Procedure^  I  cannot  ba4 
think  at  once  Impoljtick  and  unjulL 

<  It  is  impolitick.  Sir,  as  it  has  a  natural  Tendency  to  ex* 
tinguil}i  in  the  Soldiery  all  Emulation  and  all  InduAry.  S9l«  . 
diers  have  an  equal  Genius  with  other  Men,  and  undoubted- 
ly there  might  be  found  among  them  great  Numbers  capable 
of  learning  and  of  fmproving  the  military  Sciences  $  but  they 
have  likewife  the  fame  Love  of  Eafe,  and  the  Deiire  of  Hon* 
our  and  of  Profit,  and  will  not  condemn  themfelves  tp  labour 
without  the  Profped  of  Reward,  nor  facrifice  their  Time,  to 
the  Attainment  of  that  Knowledge,  which  can  have  no  oU^^f 
EfFcft  than  to  make  them  difcover  the  Stupidity  of  their  Co^ 
manders,  and  render  their  Obedience  more  difficult,  as  it 
will  deitroy  that  Reverence  which  is  neceflary  to  Subordini^ 
tion.  ^. 

*  It  is  onjuE^  Sir,  bectufe  it  is  not  Co  be  doubted*  il^i 
fome  Soldiers  by  the  naturid  Force  of  their  Faculties,  or  by  a 
laudable  A^ivity  of  Mind,  have  extended  iheir  Knowledge 
beyond  the  Dutic*  of  a  private  Station,  and  he  that  excels  ii| 
hu  Profcffion  has  an  equitable  Claim  to  DiiUn^ion  and  Pre- 
ferment. To  advance  any  Man  in  the  Army,  becaufe  bU 
Father  is  an  Orator  in  Parliament,  or  the  Leading  Man 
of  a  Borough,  feems  not  more  rational,  than  to  make  another 
Man  a  Judge  becaufe  fome  of  his  Anceilors  were  /killed  m 
Gunnery  j  nor  would  the  Lawyers  have  jufter  Reafons  for 
Complaint  in  one  Cafe,  than  the  Soldiers  in  the  other* 

It  is  therefore,  Sir,  in  my  Opinion,  neceiTary  to  the  Ad* 
vsnccment  of  military  Knowledge,  that  as  a  Sentinel  is,  for 
exceliir.g  in  his  Profeflion,  advanced  to  the  Degree  of  a  Ser- 
jeant, the  Serjeant,  who  continues  his  Application,  and 
performs  his  Duty,  fliauld,  in  time,  be  honoured  with  a 
CommifEon*  « 1^ 
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•»'lt"tnfty  li^'obj^afed  indeed,  thar  &ijean»v  -thdngh 
ikilful  ia  Difcipline,  yet  can  very  (Mom  arri^^e  tt  any 
Mmifkablc  Skill  in  Polulcks^  and  thoogh  they  (bxmid  be 
>  fo  fbrtiinat<*  as  to  g^in  Eltates,  CouM  ncvcrr  be  of  any  ufe  a» 
theReprefentativcsof  a  Borough  i  and  to  what  PurpolcihoQld 
thofe  Men  be  advanced,  who  can  only  fervc  their  Country^ 
but  can  eontribate  very  little  to  the  Support  of  the  Court  ? 

This  is,  I  Own,  Sir,  an  Objedion  which  I  defpair  of  an* 
fwering  to  the  Sati&feflion  of  thofe  by  whom  it  will  be  raifed^ 
I  The  hardy  Serjeant  would  never  cringe  gracefully  at  a  Levee, 
J  would  never  attain  to  any  fuccefsful  Degree  of  Addrcfs  ia 
I  foliciting  Votes,  and  if  he  Ihould,  by  mere  Bribery,  be  deputed 
hither,  would  be  unable  to  defend  the  Condu^  of  his  Di- 
[rtflors. 

In  Vindication  of  the  prcfent  Scheme,  I  believe  few  of 
thofe  rugged  Warriors  would  lind  many  Arguments  ;  they 
would  not  recommend  to  the  Nation  a  Troop  of  Boys,  under 
the  Command  of  Boys,  as  the  mo(t  proper  Forces  to  be  fent  to 
make  Conquefls  in  djiknt  Countries ;  nor  would  imagine,  that 
unBcilfuI  Soldiers  could,  under  the  Direction  of  Officers  t* 
diiaZTy  ignorant  with  themlelves,  attain  the  Knowledge  of 
mdr  Daly  in  the  fame  Time  as  if  they  were  incorporated 
I  with  regular  Troops^  in  which  every  Man  might  receive  In- 
I  Iti-u^lion,  find  learn  his  Baiinefs  from  his  Comrade. 

I  had  lately.  Sir,  the  Opportunity  of  hearing  the  Opinion 
I  6f  one  of  the  greateft  Generals  in  the  World,  on  this  Subjcd, 
I  %irho  declared  with  the  utmoit  Confidence  of  Certainty,  that 
flaw  Troops  could  bedifciplined  in  a  fliort  Time,  only  by  be- 
1  ibg  incorporated  with  thole  that  had  been  already  taught 
'  Cbtir  Duty  ;  and  aiTerted,  that  with  an  Army  fo  mixed,  h« 
(  fliould  think  himfelf  fufEciently  enabled  to  meet  any  Forcer 
I.  of  ^he  fame  Number,  and  fhould  not  fear  to  acquit  him(elf 
'.  fcccelsfuily,  cither  in  attackifpg  or  defending.  :>^

the  Army,  may,  in  fomeMeafure,  be  faid  to  make  it  my  Duty 
to  declare  my  Opinion*  I  fhall  lay  before  the  Houfe  a  few 
Confiderations,  with  the  ar tkfs  Simplicity  of  a  plain  Soldlef, 
withoQt  engaging  in  a  formal  Debate,  or  attempbD^  to  ditftaf-

•  It  h  oblerved.  Sir,  that  for  the  greateft  TfiH]  tlie  fafthtrt 
any  Man  has  advanced  in  Life,  the  Tefs  Contidence  he  pkces 
in  Speculation,  and  the  more  he  learns  to  rell  upon  ExprH- 
ence,  the  only  fure  Guide  in  human  AiFairs ;  and  as  the  Traftf- 
a£lions  in  which  he  h  engaged  are  more  important,  vHth^lb 
greater  Anxiety  does  he  inquire  after  Piecedents,  ^nct^Xo^ 
more  timorouHy  does  he  proceed,  when  he  is  obliged  W  A- 
galate  his  Conduft  by  Conjeflure  or  by  Delibcraddn. 

•  This  Remark,  Sir,  though  it  may  be  juft  with  Regfttd 
to  all  States  of  Life,  is  yet  more  constantly  and  ^ettainly  ap- 
plicable to  that  of  the  Soldier  s  becaufe  as  his  Profeilion  is 
more  hazardous  than  any  other,  he  mu£l  with  more  Cantfon 
guard  againit  Mifcarriages  and  Error.  The  old  Sdldii^, 
therefore,  very  rarely  ventures  beyond  the  Verge  of  Experi- 
ence, unlefs  in  Compliance  with  particular  Accidents,  wHith 
docs  not  make  any  Change  in  his  general  Scheme,  or  in  Situa- 
tions, where  nothing  cart  preferye  him,  but  fome  new  Strata- 
gem  or  unprecedented  Eifart,  which  are  not  to  be  mentioned 
a$  Part  of  his  original  Plan  of  Operation,  becaufe  they  are 
produced  always  by  unforefeen  Emergences,  and  are  to  he 
imputed,  Eiot  to  Choice  but  to  Ncceffity  ;  for  in  Confequeitec

to  have  his  Leader  in  his  View.  Shame  at  oue  Tittle^  attd 
AiFedlon  at  another,  may  produce  the  EfFeds  of  Couragr, 
where  it  is  wanted,  and  thofe  may  follow  their  Commatidcr, 
who  ate  inclined  to  defcrt  their  Duty  ;  for  it  is  fcldom

*   *  I  am  convinced.  Sir,   that  this  War  has  hitherto   been

*  That  Vidones  have  been  gamed  by 'f<'<'t>«  diflfercntly 
rcgulat^,  IcanBoe  deny  :  Viflorics  hare  likcwHe  been  gain- 
ed Sir,  under  every  Circaftiftaucc  of  Ditacl%'antage  vVi^torka 
have  been  gained  by  inferior  Numbers,  and  by  raw  Troope*  ^ 
over  veteran  Armies,  ycc  no  prudent  General  ever  prodoc'd 
thefe  Inltances  as  Argunnents  againft  the  LKcfulnefs  of  Difd- 
pline,  or  as  Proofs  that  Superiority  of  Nambers,  wai  fio 
Advantage. 

*  TheSuccef*  of  Frince  Eugine^n  chelate  War»  was  far  from 
convincing  the  Briii^  General  that  the  German  Ellablifh- 
ment  was  preferable  to  our  own  ;  for  he  required  that  the 
Htjpan  Troops,  which  were  paid  by  Qreat  Britain^  ilioutd  be 
officefM  like  our  national  Troops.  In  this  he  could  be  in- 
fluenced only  by  bis  own  Opinioi  ;  for  he  neither  nomiiiaced 
their  Officers,  nor  could  advance  his  Intereil  at  home  by 
creating  new  Polls  to  which  ht  did  not  recommend  ;  he  cocid 
therefore  only  regard  the  Succefs  of  the  War,  and  changed 
their  Model  only  becaufe  he  thought  it  defedivc. 

*  The  Ctrmam  themfelvesi  Sir,  are  far  from  imagining  that 'i 
their  Armies   might   not  be  made  more  formidable  by  ap**^> 
proaching  nearer  to  the  Britijh  Methods  ;   for  one  of  the#A 
Officers,  a  Man  of  great  Reputation  and   Experience  hoiJ.^ 
informed  me»   that  they  were  convinced  of  their  Dcfedt,  aiid^i 
that  nothing  hindered  them  from  adding  morcOfficers>  butihc' 
Fear  of  Expenccs,  that  they  imputed  all  their  Defeats  to  tiw* 
Neccflity  of  Parfimony,  that  their  Men  wanted  not  Coarage 
but  Leaders,  and  that  their  Enemies  gained  Advantages  mere^  ' 
Jy  by  the  Superiority  of  their  Purfcj. 

*  In  the  late  War  it  was  common  for  the  auxiliary 
Troops,  when  they  were  fent  upon  any  Expedition  of  Import'  I 
tance,  to  be  fupplied  %vith  Officers  either  from  their  other  ^  \ 
Regiments,  or  by  the  Britijh  Forces  i  fo  ncce^Tary  did  the 
Duke  of  Marlborough  chink  a  larger  Number  of  Officers  m 
time  of  Aflion,  that  where  he  could  not  alter  the  £Jlabli(h- 
ment,  he  deviated  from  the  common  Methods  of  War,  and 
transferred  his  OiBcers  occafionally  into  Troops  over  which 
they  had  no  fettled  Authority* 

<  It  is  therefore  moll  evident,  Sir^  that  the  Model  on  which 
our  Troops  are  formed,  was,  by  this  great  Coninr»andcr,  pre-  M 
ferrM  to  that  which   is  now  fo  warmly  recommended,  aiid  f •  i] 
Jcnow  not  why  we  fhoutd  recede  from  his  Pradicc,  if  we  arc 
dcfirous  o^  his  Succefs. 

*  Nor  can  J  difcover,  Sir,  any  better  Method  of  ieleding 
Officers  than   that  which  has  of  late  been  followed,  however    »1 
foip^  may  cenfure  ot  ridicule  it.     1  o  advance  GeiHleiseii  cty 
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Commaiid  feemt  to  be  the  rooH  likely  wny  to  unite  Audiorit^ 
with  Rank^  for  no  Man  willingly  obeys  thofe  to  whom  he  has 
lately  fiseii  himfelf  equal,  or  whofeCoiidu^lin  bwer  Stations, 
lie  Ju5  perhaps  had  Opportunities  of  examining  too  nearly. 
*  *  The  Di&in^ion  of  Birth»  however  chimerical  in  icfelf^ 
ha»  been  fo  long  admitted*  and  (o  anivei  Tally  received|  thac  it 
is  generally  imagined  to  confer  on  one  Man  an  indelible  and 
evident  Superiority  over  another*  a  Superiority,  which  thofe 
who  would  eafily  imagine  thenifelves  equal  in  Merit  cannot 
deny>  and  which  chey  allow  more  willingly^  becaufe  tho'  it  be 
>  mn  Advantage  to  polTers  it»  to  want  it  cannot  be  juilly  con£* 
dered  as  a  Reproach, 

*  For  this  Reafon,  Sir,  Men  chcarfulJy  obey  thofe  to  whom 
their  Birth  feems  to  have  fubjeded  them,  without  any  fcrti- 
pulous  Enquiries  into  their  Virtues  or  Abilities  ;  they  have 
been  taught*  from  their  Childhood,  to  confider  them  as  plac* 
cd  in  a  higher  Rank  than  themfelves*  and  are  therefore  not 
difgtiiied  at  any  tran&ent  Burih  of  Impatience,  or  fuddea 
Starts  of  Caprice,  which  would  produce  at  leall  Refentmenc, 
I  Jind  perhaps  Mutiny,  in  Men  newly  exalted  from  a  low  Sta- 
tion.    The  more  attentively,  Sir,  wc  look  upon  the  World, 
I  the  more  ftrongly  {hall  wc  be  convinced  of  the  Truth  of  thefe 
'  Ailertions,  and  the  more  evidently  (hall  we  difcover  the  In- 
fluetice  which  operates,  in  a  Degree  fcarcely  credible,   even 
to  thofe  who  have  experienced  its  Power,  and  which  is  indeed 
I  one  of  the  chief  Means  of  Subordination,  by  which  Society  is 
held  together. 

Nor  are  Officers  of  Birth,  Sir,  to  be  preferred  to  Men 
I  who  are  recommended  by  nothing  but  military  Service,  only 
I  becaufe  they  are  more  chearfully  obeyed,  but  for  another 
f  Reaibn  of  equal  Importance*  It  has  been  obferved,  that,  in 
\  feality,  they  difcharge  the  Duty  oi  Commanders  in  a  Manner 
I  more  likely  to  preferve  Dignity  and  en aeaic  Reverence  ; 
I  that  they  difcover,  on  all  Occafions,  a  Scnfe  of  Honour  and 
[Dread  of  Difgrace,  which  are  not  eailly  to  be  found  in  a 
^Mind  contra^ed  by  a  mean  Education,  and  deprelTed  by 
I  long  Habits  of  Subje^ion. 

It  is  not  indeed.  Sir,  univerfaJly  and  unvariably  certain^ 
I  that  a  Man  raifed  from  Mcannefs  and  Poverty,  will  be  info- 
I lent  and  opprtfiive  >  nor  do  I  doubt  but  there  are  many  now 
[languifhing  in  Obfcurity,  whofe  Abilities  might  add  new 
iLuftrt  to  the  highed  Honours,  and  whofe  Integrity  would 
[very  faithfully  difcharge  the  mod  important  Trull ;  and  in  their 
]  Favour,  where  ever  they  can  be  difcovered,  feme  Exceptions 
lought  to  be  made  ;  but  as  general  Rules  are  generally  to  be 
'ollowcd,  as  well  in  military  Regulations  as  other  Trani* 
ln^liona^  it  will  be  found  upon  the  exa^d  Enquiry  by  no

Means  improper  to  advance  Gentlemen  to  Pofts  of  Cominand, 
-father  than  private  Sentinels,  however  fltilful  or  eoDrag^ont. 
* .  *  It  is  to  be  confidered.  Sir,  that  the  prefent  State  of  the 
Continent  has  for  many  Years  made  it  neceiTary  to  fuppoit 
an  Army  even  when  we  are  not  engaged  in  an  adual  War  ; 
that  this  Army,  tho'  of  late  it  has,  for  the  Eafe  of  the 
People,  been  fometimes  encamped  during  the  Summer,  is  for 
the  grcateft  Part  quartered  in  Towns,  and  mingled  wkh  the 
st^  of  the  Community,  but  governed  at  the  fame  time  by  the 
Officers,  and  fubjed  co  the  martial  Law*  It  has  often  been  ob- 
ferved  by  thofe  who  have  argued  againlt  ftanding  Forces,  that 
this  Difference  of  Government,  makes  difFerent  SocictieB, 
which  do  not  combine  in  the  fame  Intereli,  nor  much  favour 
one  another  ;  and  it  is  indeed  certain  that  Fends  are  fome^ 
times  produced,  that  when  any  private  Quarrel  happens  cither 
by  Drunken nefs,  or  Accident,  or  Claims  really  difputablt^ 
between  a  Soldier  and  any  other  Perfon,  each  applies  for 
Sopport  and  AHiflance  to  thofe  in  the  fame  Condition  with 
liimfeff ;  the  Caufe  becomes  general,  and  the  Soldiers  and 
Townfmen  are  not  eafily  reftrained  from  Blows  and  fiJood* 
flred.  * 

*  It  is  true  likewife  that  the  Rhetoric  of  the  PatridtphaS 
been  fo  efficacious,  that  their  Arguments  have  been  fo  tfa* 
jnoroufly  echoed,  and  their  Weekly  Prodnftions  fo  diligently 
difperfed,  that  a  great  Part  of  the  Nation,  as  Men  always  wil- 
lingly admit  what  will  produce  immediate  Eafe  or  Advantage, 
believe  the  Army  to  be  an  ufelcfs  Burthen  impofed  upon  the 
People  for  the  Support  of  the  Mintftry  ;  that  the  Landlord 
therefore  ltx>ks  upon  the  Soldier  as  an  Intruder  forced  into 
his  Houfe,  and  rioting  in  Sloth  at  his  Expence  ;  and  the 
Farmer  and  Manufafturer,  have  learned  to  call  the  Army  the 
Vermine  of  the  Land,  the  Caterpillers  of  the  Nation,  the 
Dcvoorcrs  of  other  Mens  Induftry,  the  Enemies  of  Liber^^ 
and  the  Slaves  of  the  Court.  '^••' 

'  It  is  not  to  be  fuppofcd,  Sir,  that  the  Soldiers  cnCcrtaTn 
the  fame  Ideas  of  their  Profcflion,  or  that  they  do  not  con- 
ceive themfelves  injured  by  fuch  Reprcfentations  :  They  un* 
doubtedly  coniider  themfelves  as  the  Bulwark  of  their  Coon- 
try,  as  Men  feledled  for  the  Defence  of  the  reft  of  their 
Community,  as  thofe  who  have  engaged  at  the  HaMrd  of 
their  Lives  to  repel  Invalion  and  reprcfs  Rebellion,  and  who 
contribute  more  than  their  Part  to  the  general  Felicity,  by 
fecaring  Property  and  preventing  Danger.  ^'  ■ 

*  It  is  not  to  be  doubted.  Sir,  but  Sentiments  fo  wi3e)^ 
diflTerent,  mail  produce  an  equal  Contrariety  of  Claims,  and 
Diverfity  of  Condudl  ;  the  Trader  imagines,  that  the  Matl 
who  fubfiils  upon  the  Taxes  which  are  raifed  only  from  his 
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Labour,  ougbt  to  con  fid  er  himfelf  as  hh  Inferior  at  leaft,  if 
Jtot  Bh  his  Hiretmg  and  his  Servant  ;  the  Soldier  wonders  how 
he  CEUi  ever  conceive  himfelf  fufficientl)^  grateful  lo  him  that 
^5  Uevoced  his  Life  to  his  Defenccj  and  Co  whom  he  mu^ 
fi^  for  Protefkion  whenever  Danger  ihatl  approach  him,  and 
^Qucludies  that  he  has  an  incontcllableKight  to  the  better  Part 
4)f  that,  of  which  the  Prefervation  of  the  whole  depends  upon 

9,1  *  Thus  does  Self-love  magnif/  every  Man  in  his  own  Eyes^ 
^md  fo  diffcrcmly  will  Men  determine  when  each  is  to  judge 
ja  his  own  Caufe.  Which  of  thefe  Competitors  thinka  moft 
juftjy  of  his  own  Station  and  Charadcr,  or  whether  both  arc 
|lot  miHakeii  in  their  Opinion,  I  think  it  by  no  means  ne- 
-l^ilary  to  decide.  This  at  Icaft  is  evident,  that  to  preferv© 
Peace  and  Harmony,  between  two  Bodies  of  Men  obliged  to 
Uve  together  with  Sentiments  fo  oppofitCj  there  is  required 
^  uncommon  Degree  of  Prudence,  Moderation^  and  Know*^ 
^i%t  of  ^nkind,  wJiich  is  chiefly  to  be  ejcer ted  on  the  Part 
p{  the  Soldiers,  becaufe  they  are  fubjed  to  more  rigorous 
fCon>maod,  and  are  more  ealily  governed  by  the  Authoritjr

*  Let  us  fuppofe  any  Difpute  of  this  Kind,  Sir,  to  happen 

hcip  the  Soldiers  were  commanded  only  by  private  Sentinels, 

lifguiftd  m  the  Dtt^d^  of  Officers,  bot  retaining,  what  it  can- 

j^pt  be  expeded  that  they  ihouid  faddcnly  be  able  to  lay  afidep 

c  Prejudices  which  they  had  imbibed  in  the  Ranks,  and  all 

,e  Ardour  of  trifling  Competition  in  which  their  iitation  had 

ftnce  engaged  them.     What  ^ould  be  cjtpedtcd  from  their 

ouncils  and  Direction  i  Can  it  be  imagined  that  they  would 

inquire  impartially  into  the  original  Caufe  of  the  Difpute, 

itiat  they  would  attend  equally  to  the  Parties,  endeavour  by 

ildnefs  and  Candour  lo  foften  tfie  Malevolence  of  each,  and 

rminate  the  Difpute  by  fome  addrefsiui  Expedient,  or  decent 

ccomtpodation  }  He  furely  muifc  be  very  little  acquainted 

ith  the  vulgar  Notions  of  Bravery  and  Honour,  chat  could 

irm  any  Hopes  of  fuch  Condu^, 

The  plain  Soldier,  S^r,  ha^  not  accuflomcd  himfelf  to  re- 
ate  his  Motions  by  Reafon,  nor  has  learned  any  more  of 
nour,  than  that  it  confuls  in  adhering  invariably  to  hi&  Pr«- 
iions,  even  though  he  Oiouid  difcover  that  they  are  falfe, 
,d  in  refenting  AfFrofits  wih  the  uimoil  Riggor,  even  when 
y  were  provoked  by  hlmtclf ;  he  is  taught,  that  it  is  his  Bu-» 
lefs  CO  conquer  in  whatever  Cuufe,  aad,  tb^ic  to  dcilA  from 
y  of  hif  Attempts,   or  re  trad  any  of  his  Afiertioiis,  ii  un- 
rthy  of  a  Mm  of  Honour. 
i|  *  Warm  with  fudi  NatioQsas  tHcfe,   Sir,  would  fuch  Ofii- 
:rs,  as  have  bica  rccomjiicuded  by  the  h^uc arable  GaulemaHi 
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tpply  themiclves  to  the  Termination  of  Differences,  orithoixf 
any  Knowledge  of  the  Laws  of  Society,  without  any  fettled 
Ideas  of  the  different  Rights  of  different  Perfont ;  they  woold 
have  nothing  in  View  but  the  Honoor  of  their  Profeffion, 
nor  endeavour  to  fapport  it  by  any  other  Method  than  that  of 
Violence.  If  a  Soldier  was  aff/onced  by  a  Farmer,  they  wtMild 
probably  lay  his  Terri tones  waile,  and  ravage  his  Planta- 
tions like  an  Enemy's  Country  ;  if  another  difagreed  with 
bis  Landlordy^  they  would  advife  him  to  make  good  hij  ^usr^ 
tirst  to  invade  the  Magazines  of  Provifion  without  Re- 
flraint,  to  force  the  Barricadoes  of  the  Cellar,  and  to  forage 
in  the  Stables  without  ControuL 

'  But  Gentlemen,  Sir,  are  proper  Judges  of  Debates  betweta 
the  Army  and  the  reft  of  the  Community,  becaufe  they  are 
equally  related  to  both  Parties^  as  Men  who  poiTefs  or  expert 
EllateSy  or  who  are  allied  to  thofe  whofe  Inilaence  arifes  from 
their  Property.  As  Men  bred  in  Affluence  and  Freedom,  and 
acquainted  with  the  Bleflings  of  our  Conftitntion,  and  the 
Neceffity  of  civil  Government,  they  cannot  willingly  contri^ 
bule  to  the  Fncreafc  of  the  military  Power,  and  as  Members  of 
the  Army  they  cannot  bat  be  defirous  to  Yupport  their  own 
Rank,  and  to  hinder  their  ProfeBton  from  finking  into  Con- 
tanpt  J  it  J 5  therefore  their  Care  to  reprefs  Infolence  on  one  i 
Part,  and  to  prevent  Oppreflion  on  the  other,  to  ftop  Dif- 
fentfons  in  their  Beginning,  and  reconcile  all  the  different  Pre- ' 
tenfions  of  the  People  and  Soldiers. 

■  I  am  indeed   furprized,  Sir,  to  hear  the  Promotion  of' 
Serjeants  recommended  by  the  honourable  Gentleman,   who  ■ 
has  fo  often  flrained  his  Lungs,  and  exhaufled  his  Invention, 
to  explain  how  much  our  Conditution  is  endangered  by  the 
Army ;  how  readily  thofe  Men  will  concur  in  the  Abdition  df  ^ 
Property  who  have  nothing  to  lofe,  and  how  eafily  thty  m^  - 
be  perfwadcd  to  dellroy  the  Liberties  of  their  Country,  who  ^ 
arc  already  cut  off  from  the  Enjoyment  of  them  ;  who,  there*  ' 
fore    can  only  behold  with  Envy    and   Malevolence  thofe  ' 
Advantages  whkh  they  cannot  hope  to  poflefs,  and  iihicb 
produce  in  them   no  other  Effects  than   a  quicker  Senfe  of 
their  own  Mifery. 

*  Upon  what  Principles,  Sir,  any  Gentleman  can  form 
thofe  Notions,  or  with  what  View  he  can  fo  long  and  fo  fta- 
dioufly  difperle  them,    it  is  his  Province  to  explain,  for   the  ' 
only  Reafon  that  can  be  offered  by  any  other  Perfon  for  htl  * 
incelTaDt  Declamations,   the  Defire  of  fecuring  his  Country   | 
from  the  Oppreflion  of  a  ftanding  Army,  is  now  forever  ovei^'- 
.thrown  by  this   new  Propofal  ;  which,  if  it  were  to   be  r^ 
ceiv'd,  would  in  a  very  few  Years  produce  an  Army  propcf  ^ 
to  be  employed  in  the  Execution  of  the  moil  deteihible  Dt^  ^ 
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ritgnf*,  aa  Afinf.diardbuld  be  of  no  other  Ufe  than  to. gratify. 
I  ah'  ambifioua  Pdnce  or  a  «\  icked  IVImiilr}^^  as  it  would  b& 
I  domniaQdcd,  not  by  Men  who  had  lolt  chcir  Liberty,  but  by' 
I  Men  who  never  enjoyed  it  t  by  Meo  who  ivould  abollfh  chit  < 
ConiHcucu>o  without  knowing  chat  they  were  engaged  in  an/ 
j  cffijuiital  (ilDder taking,  who  have  no  other  Senfe  o^  the  £n«' 
J  joyment  of  Authority  than  that  it  is  the  Power  of  ading  with- 
loot  Controul  j  who  have  no  Knowledge  of  any  other  Iaws 
I  duo  the  Commands  of  their  Superiors. 

I'o  Men  like  thefe,  Sir,  to  Men  raifed  up  from  Poverty 
I  and  Servility  to  Rank  and  Power,  to  Ignorance  inveltcd  with- 
I  Command,  and  to  Meanncfs  elated  with  Preferment,  would 
[any  real  Patriot,  any  zealous  AlTertor  of  Liberty,  anyinflexi- 
[bk  Eaeray  to  the  Corruptions  of  the  Miniftry,  confign  the 
"ProtefUonof  his  Country,  and  intruil  to  tliefe  our  Happincfs, 
[fwr  Properties  and  our  Lives  ? 

Wiieihcf  the  honourable  Gentleman  has  changed  any  of  the 
►  Sentiments  which  he  has  hitherto  appeared  to  admit  with  regard 
rto.  the  Army  j  whether  this  new  Determination  is  only  an  In* 
It^nce  of  that  InconCllency  which  is  fcarcely  to  be  avoided  in 
[tlic  Vindication  of  a  bad  Caufe  ;  or  whether  he  was  betrayed 
[to  it  only  by  his  Hatred  of  the  Adminiftration,  which  would 
(prompt  him  to  recant  his  own  Advice,  if  it  {houjd  happen  to 
!  be  approved,  I  will  not  pretend  to  determine  :  Bat  I  rouil  la- 
[ment  on  this  OccaCon  the  Entertainment  which  the  Hoaf<? 
[will  lofc,  by  the  eternal  CetTation  of  any  Harrangues  pa  , 
[the  Army,  ince  he  cannot  now  declaim  on  either  Part  with* 
lout  coniradiding  his  former  Declarations. 

Nor  will  the  honourable  Gentleman  find  Jcfs  Difficulty 
[la  proving,  that  Juftice  rather  than  Policy  requires  the  Pro- 
I  motion  of  Serjeants  to  Commiffioni.  Military  Preferment* 
[are  always  at  the  Difpofal  of  the  Crown  ;  nor  can  any  Right 
be  pretended  to  them  but  fuch  as  arifes  from  the  Cniloni 
[  whicb  has  been  generally  followed  in  conferring  thero,  whicli 
lis  DoC  only  variable  at  Pleafurc,  but  has  never  been  at  any 
[Time  regularly  obfervcd.  The  Order  of  Rotation  has  been 
llbffercd  lomctimes  to  proceed,  becaufe  of  two  Perfons  othcr- 
uWife  equal,  he  that  has  ferved  longell  may  plead  the  moil 
,  Merit  i  but  the  Plea  of  Service  has  been  always  over*ruIed  by 
I  Birth  or  powerful  Recommendation.  And  tiio\  Sir,  it  is 
[natural  for  Men  difappointed  to  complain^  yet  as  thofc  Offi- 
jcers,  vvhufc Preferment  has  been  dda>ed»  were  not  thought 
[in  reality  to  have  received  any  Injury,  their  Murmurs  have 
[been  the  Ief!»  regarded. 

It  might  be  cxpc^cd,  Sir,  from  a  Pattlot,  a  Lamentcr  of 
i  the  Degeneracy  of  Mankind,  and  an  inflexible  Opponent  of 
ICorruption,  that  he  Should  condder  rather  Fads  than  Perfons ; 
Ifhat.he  fhould  regulate  his  Decifion  by  the  invariable  Piinci- 
\6l.    XUL  X  plci 
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pl^  of  Reafon  and  Judice,  ackd  that  there/are  fie  (hould  not 
applaud  at  one  Time  what  lie  condemns  at  another. 

<  Bat  this  Gentleman  feems  to  have  eftablifhed  fome  n^W 
A^axims  of  Condud,  and  perhaps  upon  new  Notions  of  Mo- 
rality ;  for  he  feems  to  imagine,  that  his  Friends  may  feizt 
as  their  Rights  what  his  Adverfaries  cannot  toach  ivithout 
Robbery,  though  tl^e  Claim  of  both  be  the  fame, 

'  It  U  v^ell  known.  Sir,  to  the  whole  Army,  that  a  noble 
Perfon  whofe  Abilities  are  fo  loudly  celebrated,  whofe  Vir- 
tues are  fo  liberally  praifed,  and  whofe  Removal  from  his 
military  Employments  is  lo  folemnly  lamented  as  a  publiclc 
Calamity,  obtained  his  BtH  Preferments  by  Prctexilions  very 
different  from  military  Merit ;  and  that  at  the  Age  only  oif 
Seventeen,  a  Time  of  Life  in  which,  whatever  might  be  his 
Abilities,  very  little  Prudence  or  Experience  could  be  expcd- 
ed,  he  was  advanced  to  the  Command  of  a  Regiment,  and 
exalted  above  many  Officers  whole  known  Bravery  acid  fre- 
quent Hazard  entitled  them  to  Favour.  i* 

*  I  do  not  aflert  that  he  was  undefervedly  prortioted,  or 
condemn  thofe  who  either  folicited  or  granted  his  Comraif- 
fion.  I  maintain  only  that  what  was  then  reafonabJe  and juil, 
is  not  now  either  inii^uitous  or  ridiculous,  and  different  Per- 
ions  in  the  fame  Circumfhnces  have  a  Right  to  the  iaine 
Treatment, 

*  In  the  Reign  of  Qtieen  J/me,  a  Reign,  Sir,  which  every 
Br  if  on  recoiled  5  with  fo  much  Satisfadion,  and  which  wdl 
for  ever  afford  Examples  of  the  wifeil  Councils,  and  moft 
fuccefsful  Wars,  when  ntw  Regiments  were  to  be  raifed  It 
was  far  from  being  thought  riectfTary  to  obferve  this  Gentle* 
man's  favourite  Method  of  Rotation  i  PoUs  wene  filled »  not 
with  the  Officers  of  otiier  Regiments,  that  Room  might  be 
left  for  the  ProinotiOn  of  Serjeants,  but  with  Gentlemen  who 
had  never  feen  a  Daiele,  or  learned  any  Part  of  the  military 
Difcipline. 

*  But  tho\  Sir,  the  Regulation  of  our  Army  be  thus  vio- 
lently attacked,  the  greatell  Crime  of  the  Mini^ry  is,  in  this 
GeritJeman''5  Opinion,  ihat  of  levying  new  Troops,  when 
we  have  no  Employment  for  our  Standing  Forces;  of  laying 
unneceffiry  Impofttions  upon  the  Nation,  and  alarming  ihcm 
with  the  Fears  of  an  Invafioit,  only  that  the  Array  might  be 
cncreafed, 

1 .  *  On  thl5  Head,  Sir,  a  Declaration  of  the  Duke  of  Mari-

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n     *  The  Subjca  h  indeed  fo  worthy  o/ Regard,  that  I  thmki 

}Sir,  every  Man  ought  to  coDtribute  to  the  clearing  it  up  i  and 

Ifhcfcfofc  I  take  the  Liberty  of  adding  to  the  Honourable 

Gentleman's  ReUtioo,  what  I  hope  wilJ  be  heard  m&  equal 

IJnriofity,  the  Method  by  which  that  great  Commander  pra- 

rfed  to  put  a  Stop  to  an  Invaiion  with  h  fmall  a  Number. 

He  was  very  far,  Sir,  from  imaginiDg  that  he  fliould 
:  able  to  repel  them  by  open  Force  ;  he  was  far  from  being 
I  coiiftdeot  of  his  Superiority  in  military  Skill,  as  to  imagine 
Ihac  he  Ihould  defeat  them  by  Stratagem  ;  and  therefore  he 
ieligned,  by  burning  the  Villages  and  dellroying  the  Coan- 
ry,  to  deprive  them  of  the  Means  of  SabfiLtcnce^  and  harrais 
liem  with  Famine  ;  to  hover  at  a  Diftance,  and  cut  ofFchofe 
Parties  which  Neccffity  fhoutd  force  out  lo  forage,  till  a  Body 
if  Troops  could  be  alTembled  fufiicient  to  overthrow  them  tn 
,  Battle^  or  to  drive  them  back  to  their  Ships. 
'  Such  was  the  Scheme,  Sir,  as  I  kave  been  informed,  of 
[this  great  Man,  nor  perhaps,  can  any  other  be  Ihuck  out  by 
liuman  Abilities,  where  greater  Numbers  are  to  be  oppoa'd 
by  fjoalkr.     But  this  Scheme^  though  preferable,  in  the  laA 
Extremities,  to  Slavery,  is  fuchas  cannot  be  nientionM  with- 
tJt  Horror*  and  of  which  the  Execution  ought  to  be  avoid- 
by   every   Expedient  that  can  be  pra£tis*d   without  the 
)anger  of  our  Liberties.     We  ought  certainly  not  to  reje^ 
naufcous   Medicine,    by  which  thai  Health  is  preferv*d, 
i^hich^  if  loll;  can  only  beretior*d  by  the  Amputation  of  a 
liimb. 

As  it  was  therefore  necclTary,  Sir,  to  fecure  our  Coafls 
from  an  Invafion,  it  was  neccffary  to  raife  new  Troops  for 
he  Wcjf-In^ia  Expedition  ;  nor  did  this  Method  produce 
ny  Delay,  for  the  Regiments  were  conipleatcd  a  long  Time 
before  the  Ships  of  War,  and  the  Traniports  were  ready  to 
Qnvoy  and  receive  them,  nor  could  the  utmolt  Ardour  and 
)iligcncc  difpatch  them  fooner  from  our  Coafts. 

•  The  Ships,  Sir»  were  by  the  Violence  of  a  FroU, 
fcarccly  examplcd,  retained  for  a  long  Time  in  the  Har- 
"  3ur5,  without  a  PoiCbility  of  being  put  to  Sea  ;  when  they 

ere  all  affenibled  at  the  Place  appointed  for  their  Conjunftion, 
ihcy  waited  for  a  Wind  ;  all  the  Delay  that  can  be  objeftcd, 
^a&  produced  by  the  Seafons,  of  which  the  Regulation  was 
I  no  Man's  Power. 

*  But  the  Time,  Sir,  which  was  unwillingly  fpent  in  the 
Jamp,  was  not  however  loft  or  mifemploy*d,  for  the  Troops 
Merc,  by  the  Order  of  the  General,  every  Day  exercised, 
»od  inQruftcd  in  the  Art  of  War,   fo  that  what  was  loft  in 

iTimc,  was  more  than  recompensed   by   the  Advantage  of 
|liecter  Difciplinc.

*  Let  us  now  confider  this  Argumeni  with  that  Care 
which  is  required  by  the  Importance  of  the  Queflion  ;  let  us 
inquire  what  Confequences    will  follow  from  it,    and  to

the  Buyer  may  iTiake  OlFers  proportionate  to  their  Demands, 

*  The  EftiiTiatea  therefore  of  that  Reign  are  of  very  little 
Authority,  though  they  might  fometimes  pafs  the  HoufiQ 
without  Cenfure  j  for  it  is  to  be  confidercd,  that  by  the  Fre* 
qoency  of  new  Eleftious,  the  greateH  Part  of  the  Members 
were  often  unacquainted  with  the  State  of  publick  Accom)ts« 
and  that  an  Army  was  fo  little  known  to  this  Kingdom,  that 
the  true  Expencc  of  it  might  eafily  be  conc^/aled. 

*■  Nor  is  thie,  Sir»  the  only  Fallacy  of  this  Argumenl  ifot 
It  fuppofes  likewife^  that  the  Nation  k  no  lefs  wealthy  ihao  in 
the  Time  when  that  Computation  was  offered^  with  which 
this  IS  (o  triuinphancly  compared.

*  But  unhappily.  Sir,  it  is  evident,  that,  fmce  the  DajeM^ 
that  King,  the  Nation  has  been  exbaulled  by  a  Jong  m^ 
waileful  War,  and  fince,  by  a  Peace  equally  dellrUtlive  f  i| 
is  erobarafled  with  an  enormous  Debt,  and  intsnglcd  inT^^A^ 
tics,  of  which  the  Support  may  call  every  Day  for  new  Ex- 
penccs ;  It  has  faffered  fince  that  Time  a  thouiknd  Lofles,  but 
gained  no  AdvaaUgr,  and  yet  the  Expeoces  of  that  Time  are 
mentioned  as  an  Example  to  be  compared  with  thofe  which 
are  propofed  in  this.

*  It  cannot  be  objeded  to  this  Suppofiilon,  Sir,  that  no  fuch 
Event  b  recorded  in  Hiftory,  becaiife  in  Wax  many  Caufes 
really  act  which  cannot  be  cllimated  ;  one  Army  may  coniilt 
of  Soldiers  more  courageous,  and  more  con/icienc  in  the  JuAice 
of  their  Caufe,  unforfeen  Accidents  may  operate.

*  lo  the  prefent  Quedion,  Sir,  there  is  very  little  Room 
for  Fallacy,  nor  do  I  fee  what  remains  to  the  Declfion  of 
fit,  but  that  thofe  Gentlemen,  who  liave  been  acquainted 
'  with  military  Operations,  Hiouid  inform  us,  what  Degree  of 
I  Superiority  is  conferred  by  any  affignable  Number  of  Officers  i 
.  that  wc  may  compare  their  Service  with  the  Price,  and  dif* 
^«Qirer  whether  the  fame  Money  will  not  purchafe  greater 
I  Advantages. 

The  Experience  of  the  late  War  may  evince,  Sir,  that 
ttofe  Troops  which  have  the  greateil  Number  of  OfEcers 
i  arc  not  always  vidorioas ;   for  our  Ellablilh merit  never  ad- 
mitted the  farne^  or  nearly  the  fame  Number  with   that  of 
the  French,    our   Enemies  j   neverthelefs  we  flil!  boafl   of 
^0ur  Viflories  i  nor  is  it  certain  that  we  might  not  have 
Tliecn  equally  fuccefsfal,  tho\the  Number  of  our  Officers  had 
\  been  yu  lefs. 

Foreigners,  Sir,  arc  very  far  from  difcovering  the  De- 
Ijfft  of  their  own  EibbliHiment,  or  imagming  that  they 
[ihouM  become  more  formidable  by  iinitaiing  our  Methods. 
[When  I  travelled,  I  took  Opportunicie!?  of  converfing  witb 
I  Ac  Generals  of  thofe  Nations  which  are  moil  famous  for 
[the  Valour  of  their  Troops,  and  was  informed  by  them, 
flhat  they  thought  a  Multitude  of  Officers  by  no  Means  ufe- 
I  &!»  and  that  they  were  fo  far  from  defiring  to  fee  their 
[own  Regulation  dianged,  that  they  fhould  make  no  Scruple 
^^  recommending  it  to  other  Nations,  who  in  their  Opi- 
lAjon,  fquandered  their  Treasure  upon  ufelefs  CommiflionSt 
[ind  increafi^  the  Calamities  of  War  by  unneceflary  Biif 
[tbens. 

I  hope  no  Man  will  think  it  fufficient  to  reply  to  theft* 

Arguments  with  general  Allertions,  or  will  deny  the  Ne- 

Iccffity  of  Frugality,  and  extol  the  Opulence  of  the  Nation, 

Jibe  Extent  of  our  Commerce,  and  the  Happinefs  of  our 

ICondition*     Such  indeed,  Sir,  is  the  Method  of  Argumen- 

[tatioQ  made  ufe  of  by  the  Hireling  Scribbrs  of  the  Court, 

[who,  becaufe  they  feel  none  of  the  publick  Calamitlesj  re- 

i-efent  all  Complaints  as  criminal   Murmurs,  and  charge 

kofe  with  Sedition  who  petition  only  for  Rtlief     Wretches 

i(ke  thcfe  would  celebrate  our  Viflorics,  though  our  Coun- 

3ty  fhould  be  ovcr-ru^   by  an  Invader,    would   praife  the 

'  cnity  of  any  Government  by   which  thcmfclves  fhould  bo 

pared^  and  would  boatl  of  the  Happinefs  of  Plenty,  whea 

»lf  the  People  fii>uld  be  languifhing  with  Fatfune.

*  The  late  CJianges  in  our  military  Regulations  hav^  iiii 
deed  taken  away  all  the  Terror  of  our  Amis ;  thofe  l>Oops 
are  now  no  longer  dreaded,  by  which  the  Liberties  of 
Europe  were  recoverM,  and  the  French  reduced  to  abandon 
their  Schemes  of  univerfal  Empire,  for  the  Defence  of  thdr 
own  Country,  becaufe  the  Officers  by  whom  they  wcne 
formerly  condadled  to  Glory  and  to  Vi^ory,  are  now  diA 
milled,  and  Men  advanced  to  their  Pofti,  who  ateneitKct

*  When  the  Didce  of  Jrgyli  was  lately  deprived  of  his 
Command  I  the  bpajtiards  could  not  conceal  their  Satisfac- 
tion ;  they  bellowed,  however  unwillingly,  the  higheft  Pa- 
negyric upon  his  Bravery  and  Conduct,  by  fhewmg  that  he 
was  the  only  Briton  of  whom  they  were  afraid.

'  The  Government,  Sir,  is  always  ftronger,  as  it  is  coni* 
plicated  with  the  private  Intcrefl  of  more  Individuals  :  be- 
caufe»  though  there  are  few  that  have  Com  pre  hen  fion  fafiicient 
todifccrn  the  general  Advantage  of  the  Community,  almoft 
every  Man  is  capable  of  attending  to  his  ov^n  ;  and  tho' 
not  many  have  Virtue  to  ftand  up  in  Oppofition  to  the  Ap- 
proach of  general  Calamities,  of  which  every  one  may  hope 
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►  exempt  hbnfdf  from,  his  particdar:  Share,   yet  the  moft 
Dgame  are  alarmed »  and  the  moH  inddlent  awakened  at  any 
>anger  which  threatens  themfelvcs,  and  vviO  exert  their  at- 
odt  Power  to  obviate  or  cfcapc  it. 

For  this  Rcafon,  Sir,  I  have  long  confidcrcd  the  pub-

We  may 
arely  foifer  by  many  other  Caufes.  by  the  Ignorance  or 
freachcry,  or  Cowardice  of  the  Minillry,  by  the  Negli- 
gence of  that  Perfon  to  whom  this  Gentleman  was  probably 
ndebted  for  his  Notes.

*  Tlic  Aiiroiral,  who  was  fcHt  into  tlie  Wtll-lndies^  wa» 
confined  for  aJmoft  a  Year  in  the  Pore^,  without  Forces, 
Ships^  or  Ammunition,  which  yet  might  have  been  feat  in  a 
few  Months,  had  not  Pretcttces  of  Delay  been  ftudioufly  in- 
vented,  had  not  the  Preparattons  been  obilrufled  by  cfan^ 
dedine  Expedients,  and  had  not  every  Man  been  tacttely  af- 
fured,  that  he  (hould  recommend  himfclf  to  his  Super iors»  by 
f&i£ng  Difficulties,  rather  than  by  removing  them. 

*  Such  was  the  Condud  of  thofe,  who  now  Hand  up  In 
the  Face  of  their  Coantry}  and,  without  Diffidence  or  Shame, 
boa  A  of  their  Zeal,  their  Afliduity,  and  their  Difpatch  •  who 
proclaim  with  an  Air  of  triumphant  Innocence,  'thai  no  Art 
or  Diligence  could  have  been  more  expeditious,  and  that 
the  Embarkation  was  only  impeded  by  the  SeaTons  aQ4  the 
Winds. 

*  With  AiTertions  cquaUy  intrepid,  and  Arguments  equ^* 
\y  contemptible,  has  the  fame  Perfon,  who  boalled  his  Ex- 
pedition, endeavoured  to  defend  the  Eiiablilhment  of  new 
Regiments,  in  Opposition  to  the  Pradlice  of  foreign  NatioiUfjT 
and  to  the  Opinion  of  the  greatcfl  General  among  us ;  ^"^f^ 
to  ibew  how  little  he  fears  Confutation^  hai  reconnDcadca 
ills  Scheme  on  Account  of  itfi  Frugality. 

Sir,  that  fuch  an  Orator  ihgulfjl 
nnderrake  to  defend  the  Model  of  the  Troops  fent  Co  the 
Wiji  Indies^  that  he  flbould  prefer  Boys  t©  Veietans,  and  a^ 
fert  the  Propriety  of  intruding  new  Levies  to  unexperien* 
ced  Commanders  \  for  he  has  given  us  in  this  Debate  fujQh 
Proofs  of  controverdai  Courage,  that  nothing  can  be,  B^WL 
imagined  too  arduous  for  him  to  attempt.  ♦  vt^ 

*  His  Strength,  Sir,  is  indeed  not  equal  to  his  Spirit,  ana 
he  is  frequently  unfuccefsful  in  his  motl  vigorous  Efforts ;  blU 
it  muft  be  confefTed  ttat'hc  is  generally  overborn  only  by  tlM)« 
Force  of  Truth,  by  a  Power  which  iew  can  rcfift  fo  rdo^j 
hitcly  as  himfclf,  and  which  therefore,  though  it  makes  oq. 
ImpreOian  upon  him*  prevails  upon  others  to  leave  hiin  Some- 
times alone  in  the  Vindication  of  his  Poiitions.,  ,^^ 

*  The  E^tamplcs,  Sir,  of  thofe  noble  Ferfons  who  wei|Jj 
advanced  early  to  Commi^lons,  will  be  produced  by  hijD\ 
%vithout  EfFo^^t,  becaufe  the  Cafes  are  by  no  Meam  parallel,^ 
They  vvere  not  invcfied  with  Com m;iDd.  till  they  had  fpent^ 
fomc  Time  in  tlic  Service,  and  exhibited  Proofs  of  their  Coitfl 
rage  and  their  Capacity  ;  and  it  cannot  be  doubted »  but  ibmSff 
Men  may  diicover  at  Seventeen  more  Merit,  than  othc;ji4l|j 
the  full  Strength  of  Manhood*  .     ,,^^, 

.  ^^,But,  Sir,  there  is  another  Confideration  of  mote  Imp^- 
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tance,  which  will  annihilate  the  Farallel^  and  Jellroy  the 
Argument  founded  upon  it.     At  the  Time  in  which  thefc 
^erfons  were  preferred,  the  Nation  had  but  newly  fecn  an 
Irmy,  and  had  therefore  very  few  old  Officers  whofe  Expe* 
Hence  could  be  trufted,  or  whofe  Services  required  to  be  re- 
garded :  The  Miniftcrs  were  obliged   to  felc^    thofe,  who» 
liough  they  did  not  underiland  the  Military  Sciences,  were 
likely  to  attain  them  in  a  ftiort  Time,  and   the  Event  has 
fofEciently  proved,  that  in  the  Choice  no  greater  Regard  was 
Ipaid  to  Incerefl  than  to  Judgment. 

It  was  prudent  likcwife.  Sir,  to  choofc  young  PerfonF, 
Ifuppoling  their  Abilities  equal  with  thofc  of  others,  bccaufe 
Ithe  Nation  was  likely  to  poiTefs  them  longer,  and  would  not 
Ibc  reduced  by  an  Interval  of  Peace  to  make  War  again 
(with  raw  Forces  under  the  Direflion  of  ignorant  Com  man- 
l^er$. 

But  this  Pro vi (5 on,  however  reafonable,  the  Wifdom  of 
^this  Minillry  has  found  Means  to  defeat,  by  detaining  at 
l^ome  the  difciplined  Troops,  and  depriving  the  moft  experi- 
[tnced  Generals  of  their  Commands,  at  a  Time  when  they 
re  moft  necefTary,  at  a  Time  when  the  whole  World  Is  in 
I  Arms,  when  the  Ambition  of  France  is  reviving  its  Claims, 
[siid  the  Spaniards  are  preparing  to  invade  our  Colonies. 

But,  Sir,  though  our  Generals  are  difcarded,    we  are 

[fufficienily  informed,  that  it  is  not  becaufe  we  are  imagined 

I  to  be  m  a  State  of  Safety  ;  for  the  Encreafe  of  our  Army 

ifcctrays  our  Fear,  of  which  whether  it  will  be  difpellM  or 

cncrea3*d  by  fuch  Meafures,  it  is  not  difficult  to  determine, 

*  An  Army  thus  numerous,  Sir,  i?,  in  my  Opinion,  and  of* 
iT^ery  honeft  Briton^  of  every  one  that  reveres  the  Conftitti-' 
flIt^n,*0T  loves  his  Liberty,  an  Evil  more  to  be  dreaded,  than 
f*ny  from  which  we  can  be  defended  by  it.  The  moft  un* 
[popular  A^  of  the  moft  unpopular  of  onrMonarchs,  was  the 
[CTablifliment  of  a  Standing  Army  i  nor  do  I  know  any 
[Thing  to  be  feared  from  the  Advancement  of  the  dreadful  Pre* 
I  fender  to  the  Throne,  but  that  he  will  govern  the  Nation 
)yint\\  an  armed  Force. 

If  our  Troops  continue  to  be  increafed,  which  we  may 
I  feafonably  fufpedV,  fince,  if  Arguments  like  thefe  be  admit- 
ted. Pretences  for  Augmentations  can  never  be  wanting,  the 
Confequcnces  are  cafily  forefcen ;  they  will  grow  too  nti- 
meroas  to  be  quartered  in  the  Towns,  and,  with  an  AfFec- 
I  tation  of  eafing  rhem  of  fuch   unwelcome  Guefis,  ic  will  be 
I  propofed,  that  after  having  fpent  the  Sammer  in  a  Camp, 
tfhey  fhall  retire  in  Winter  to  Barracks.     Then  will  the  Bur- 
rthen  of  a  Standing  Army  be  impofed  for  ever  on  the  Nation  s 
I  then  may  our  Liberties  be  openly  invaded,  and  thofc  who

*  Fa^ion  produces  nearly  the  fame   Confcquence  in  «B  1 
Countries,  and  had  then  influenced  the  imperial  Court,  b$  ^f  ] 
late  the  Court  of  Great  Britain^  to  difmifs  the  moli  able  and 
experienced  Commanders,  and  to  intruft  the  Conduil  qf  the 
War  to  Men  unequal  to  the  Undertaking  ;  who,  when  they  ] 
were  defeated  for  want  of  Skill,  endeavoured  to  perfuadc  their ' 
Patrons  and  their  Countrymen,  that   they  lott  the  Vidofy 
for  Want  of  Officers. 

*  They  might,  perhaps,  think  of  their  Countrymen,  what 
our  Mi nifiersieem  to  imagine  ofns,  that  to  gain  Belief  a-

'  Our  Taxes,  Sir,  arc  fuch  at  pre  fen  t,  as  perhaps  no  Na- 
llion  was  ever  loaded  with  before  ;  fuch  as  never  were  paid  to 
ftife  Forces  againtl  an  Invader,  or  tmpofed  by  the  Infolence 
|i#f  Vi^'tory  upon  a  conquered  People,  Every  Gentlemati 
ays  to  the  Government  more  than  two  thirds  of  his  Edate 
various  Ex  anions— This  Aflertion  is  received,  I  fee  with 
arpriae,  by  fomc  whofe  ample  Patrimonies  have  exempt- 
them  irosn  the  Neceflity  of  nice  Computations,  and  with 
afFedled  Appearance  of  Contempt  by  others,  whoinllead 
F paying  Taxes,  twty  be  faid  to  receive  them,  and  whofe  In- 
Ired  it  is  to  keep  the  Nation  ignorant  of  the  Caufcs  of  its  Mi- 
tfy,  and  to  extenuate  thofe  Calamities  by  which  themfelvcs 
re  enriched. 

But,  Sir,  to  endeavour  to  confute  Demonilration  by  a

*  Now,  Sir,  let  any  Gentleman  add  to  the  Land-Tax^ 
the  Duties  raifed  from  the  Malt,  Candles,  Salt,  Soap,  Lea- 
ther, diHilled  LiqaorSj  and  other  Commodities  ufed  in  his 
Hottfe  ;  let  him  add  the  Expences  of  Travelling  fo  far  as

•  Ab  I  have  been  for  fomc  Time  a  conliant  Opponent  of  ^jj^^  Lunerick 
the  Mcafurcs  by  which  the  Motion  now  offered  has  been  pro- 
duced, X  fuppofe  it  will  create  no  Surprize,  either  in  the  Vin- 
dicators or  Adverfarici  of  the  Gentleman  to  whom  it  relates, 
that  t  Hand  up  to  (econd  it.  To  add  any  Thing  to  the  Rc- 
prcfeotacion  which  you  have  already  heard  of  the  Mi/erics

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of  the  Nation,  will  be  equally  difficolt  and  linneceflary.  Il 
is  known  to  aJl,  that  we  are  opprcftcd  with  Taxes,  and  in- 
volved in  War,  that  the  War  has  been  hitherto  unfucccfsfu! 
and  ignominious,  that  our  Fleets  have  been  mann'd  by  Vio* 
lence,  and  detained  in  our  Harbours  upon  falfe  Pretences, 
that  our  Trade  has  been  at  once  diminiih*d  by  ImpreHes,  and 
betrayed  by  the  Denial  of  Convoys. 

*  If  it  were  neceflkry.  Sir,  to  give  any  other  Proof  of  the 
Diihculcies  and  DiilrefTes  to  which  we  are  reduced,  let  it  be 
remembered,  how  lately  the  Right  Honourable  Gentleman 
himfelf  declared,  in  the  MidA  of  our  Deliberations  upon  the 
Havages  and  I nf ults  of  Sfain,  we  were  not  able  to  engage  in  a 
War,  chat  we  were  without  a  flngle  Ally  to  fupport  U5,  and 
that  our  own  Strength  was  not  fufficient.  Either  this  Ac- 
count of  our  Condition  was  true  or  falfe.  If  it  was  troe. 
what  can  be  faid  in  Defence  of  the  Perfon  who  has  deilroycd 
thofc  Tics  that  conjoined  our  Interelt  with  that  of  the  Powers 
on  the  Continent ;  who  has  broken  the  Union  which  Nature 
fcemed  to  have  formed,  and  which  Religion  had  confirmed  ; 
who  has  conduced  our  Affairs  with  fo  much  Ignorance  or 
Perfidy,  that  he  ha^  difgufted  one  Party  without  gratifying  the 
other  ;  who  has  drawn  equally  upon  the  Nation  the  Hatred 
of  Fra/Kg  and  her  Enemies,  and  whom  neither  the  Houfe  of 
Bourhon  nor  of  Auflria  can  be  expeOed  to  favour  ? 

*  How  this  could  have  been  cffeded,  Sir,  it  would  not  be 
eafy  for  any  Man  but  our  Minifler  to  difcovcr  ;  nor  would 
even  his  abfujd  Policy,  and  perverfe  Subtilty,  have  been  fuf- 
licient,  had  he  not  aided  his  own  Abilities  by  Fnnch  Council, 
and  concurred  with  the  inveterate  and  implacable  Enemies 
of  Greai  Britain,  to  involve  his  Country  in  Diflrefs, 

*  If  his  Account  of  the  Condition  of  the  Nation  was  falfc, 
this  Falftiood  alone  is  a  fuflicient  Motive  to  the  Propofition 
which  has  been  offered  ;  for  furejy  that  Man  ought  to  be  re* 
moved  from  his  Majcily's  Councils  for  ever,  who  when  bis 
Country  was  harrafled  by  the  Attacks  of  a  contemptible 
Enemy,  when  its  Commerce  was  every  Day  obftrufted^  and 
its  Honour  impaired,  was  fo  far  from  encouraging  his  Fel- 
loW'Subjefts  to  the  AlTertion  of  their  Rights,  the  Revenge  of 
their  LofTes,  and  the  Reparation  of  their  Honour,  that  he 
endeavoured  to  fmk  them  into  Cowardice,  to  deprefs  them 
with  falfe  Comparifons  of  the  Strength  of  their  Enemies  with 
their  own,  and  whofc  Counfels  have  no  other  Tendency  than 
to  encourage  new  Infults,  and  prepare  the  People  for  fub* 
miflive  Slavery.

lice  of  this  Houfe,  that  I  cannot  but  fecond  it  as  necef- 
farily  previous  to  the  principal  Quellion, 

*  The  Prpfticc  of  this  Houfe  is  only  to  be  proved  by  Pre- 
cedents, which  are  indeed  fufficiently  nameroos  i  but  becaufe 
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to  recite  all  the  Inllances  which  might  be  found  in  our  Jour- 
nals, would  unncceflarily  retard  the  Bufinefs  of  this  Day,  1 
fhali  feled  only  ibme  of  later  Date,  which  may  fhew  beyond 
Controverfy,  that  our  immediate  Predeceflbrs  did  not  deviate 
in  thisRefpeft  from  theCuftom  of  antient  Parliaments,  and  that 
.this  Method  of  Procedure  was  found  too  ufeful  to  be  laid  afide. 

*  In  the  Reign  of  King  Jamei  *  the  Second,  when  Mr.  Coke 
was  ceni'ur'd  for  the  Ufe  of  Expreffions  difrefpeftful  to  the 
King,  while  the  Houfe  was  deliberating  upon  his  Offence, 
he  was  ordered  to  withdraw. 

*  When  in  the  following  Reign,  among  other  Captains  of 
the  Navy,  Captain  Churchill,  a  Member  of  this  Houfe  was 
accufed  of  taking  Money  from  the  Merchants  whofe  Ships  lie 
was  appointed  to  convoy,  he  was  firft  heard  in  his  Place,  and 
then  withdrew  ;  fo  far  as  it  appears,  without  waiting  for  aa 
Order  which  he  knew  ihe-Praftice  of  the  Houfe  would  re- 
gularly produce. 

'  When  in  the  Examination  oi Francis  Rainsford,  the  Com-

'  More  In  dances,  Sir,  might  eafily  be  collefled,  if  more  were 
neceflary  ;  but  as  thefe  Are  fufhcient  to  fhew  what  has  been 
the  Pradice  of  this  Houfe,  and  as  that  Praflice  may  be  juf- 
lified  by  Rcafon,  I  hope  we  ihall  be  careful  not  to  depart 
from  it  on  this  Occafion.

*  1  am  very  far  from  being  convincM  either  by  the  Argu-Mr.  Bromley* 
ments  or  Precedents  which  have  been  produced,   that  the 

Right  Hon.  Gentleman,  to  whom  this  Motion  relates,  ought 
to  be  required  to  withdraw. 

*  Ail  the  Perfons  mentioned  in  the  Precedent  which  have 
been  alledgcd»  and  all  thofe  that  have  been  forbidden  to  be 
prcfent  at  the  Debates  rektiog  to  theujfeJvea,  have  been 
charged  with  fome  known  Crime,  and  are  to  be  conGdered 
as  Handing  for  their  Trial.  But  the  QuelUon  in  the  prefent 
Cafe,  is  not  whether  the  Right  Hon,  Gentleman  has  been

'  Thcfe  Precedents  are  in  my  Opinion,  fo  far  from  prov-Mr,  Howe 
ing  what  is  intended  by  them,   that  they  fecm  to  me  not  to 
have  any  Relation  to  the  prefentQucilion^  of  which  I  have 
not  yet  been  able  to  difcover  bow  it  differs  from  the  common 
Enquiries  that  are  made  in  this  Houfe. 

*  Whenever  we  enquire  into  the  Expediency  of  paflMea- 
fares,  our  Difquifitions  cannot  but  :ifFe«ft  thofe  by  whom  they 
were  conducted  or  advifed  ;  yet  they  are  not  therefore  re- 
quired to  withdraw  during  our  Deliberations,  but  are  cxpcded 
to  juftify  their  Counfcls,  to  explain  their  Motives,  and  cxcufc

*  The  Chaig*,  Sir,  againft  the  right  honourable  Gentle-

*  In  their  iirll  Fallacy,  Sir,  they  have  not  indeed  been  very 
fuccefaful  Whcfhcr  their  Anxiety  for  the  Event  of  the  Day 
has  difconcerted  their  Sophiftns,  or  whether  their  Caufe  will 
in  reality  admit  of  no  better  Defence,  their  prefent  Plea  is 
fuch  aa  Men  celebrated  for  the  Acutenefs  of  their  Penetration, 
and  the  Readinefs  of  their  Invention,  might  have  been  ex- 
pected not  to  have  alledged  in  a  Debate  of  fo  much  Impor- 
tance to  the  Nation,  and,  what  has  always  more  fenfibly  af- 
ie£ied  them^  to  themfelves.

The  Quef* 
tion  in  other  Debates  relates  equally  to  every  Man  in  the 
Houfe  J  this  afFcfts  one  Man  of  this  Afiembly  in  a  particular 
Manner';  And  furely  it  will  not  be  again  aflerted  that  it  is  an 
Enquiry  of  the  fame  Nature,  whether  a  Mcniber  fhall  be  expel- 
led thisHoufe,  or  whether  Peace  (hall  be  concluded  with  S/tain, 

*  That  this  Quellion  will  incidentally  produce  political 
Debates,  may  rcafonably  Be  ex  peeled,  becaufethe  Errors  or 
Crimes  charged  upon  this  Gentleman  are  chiefiy  political  i  and 
when  the  principal  Queffion  is  perfonal >  that  Man  to  whom 
it  relates  ought  to  be  withdrawn  while  it  is  debated.

*  I  have  always  hitherto  imagined,  tliat  thofe  Debates 
which  are  properly  political  in  the  Intereft  of  the  Pubiick,  is 
the  Obje£t  of  Eoqutry ;  and  as  I  know  only  two  Motives  that 
can  give  occaiion  to  the  prefent  Motion,  Regard  to  publick 
Happinefs,   and  the  Gratification  of  private  Refentmentt  I 

ve  been  candid  enough  to  betieve,  that  k  was  made  with 
10  other  View  than  the  Advantage  of  the  Nation.

Why  elfe  are  the 

I^oites  of  our  Merchants  fo  pathetically  exaggerated,  and  why 

mre  we  told  once  more  of  the  Load  of  our  Taxes^  and   the 

Difcontent  of  the  People  ? 

If  It  be  not  imagined,  Sir^  that  our  Compliance  with  the 
'otion  will  remedy  thefe  Calamities ;  and  that  the  Removal 
I  one  Gentleman  from  his  Majefty 's  Councils,  will  revive  our 
Trade,  and  invigorate  our  Forces ;  awe  our  Enemies,  and 
wnimate  our  Allies  ;  this  long,  this  elegant  Declamation » 
las  been  nothing  more  than  an  Eifufion  of  ollentatious  Elo- 
[iquencc,  without  any  Inicntion  of  informing  us  ;  it  has  been 
only  an  Overflow  of  Malice,  a  Torrent  of  Invedives. 

But  if,  as  we  ought  to  imagine,  thofe  by  whom  this  Mo* 
tion  is  made  and  defended,  are  perfuadcd,  that  the  Counfels 
,©f  one  Man  have  funk  the  Nation' into  Difgrace,  and  that  by 
lepriving  him  of  his  Influence,  they  fhall  rcllorc  the  publick 
Honour  and  Felicity p  the  Debate,  like  all  others,  is  an  Enquiry 
hether  the  Meafurea  which  they  propofe  will  produce  the 
Confequeoces  expelled  from  them. 

*  In  the  Precedents  cited    to  fupport  the  fccond  Motion, 
ir,  there  is  not  the  leall  Appearance  of  a  Parallel  with  the 

efent  Cafe.     They  were  Pcrfons  who  had  either  committed 

,n  Offence  in  the  Prefence  of  the  AlTcmbly  by  which  they  were 

to  be  judged,  and  againll  whom  it  was  therefore  unneceiTary 

prcwJuce  Evidence  ;  or  Men  convifted  of  Offences  by  legal 

edimonies,  and  whofe  Puniihment  was  therefore  the  only 

ubjcd  of  Deliberation. 

'  Nothing  is  more  reafonablc.  Sir,  than  that  in  thefe  Cir- 

cumfianccs  the  Offender  Ihould  withdmw  j  lor  to  what  Pur- 
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poie  Jhould  he  contmue  in  the  Houfe  }  The  only  Reafon 
he  has  a  Sear,  the  Reafoii  for  which  every  other  Man  has  a 
Seat,  ill  this  Ailembiy,  h  the  Right  of  examining,  deliberat- 
ing and  voting  :  And  this  Right  has  undoubtedly  ceaf- 
ed  ;  fince  it  would  be  abfurd  to  confult  any  Man  with  regard 
to  Cenfures  which  are  to  be  inflified  upon  himfelf,  or  to  fuffer 
him  to  vote  in  his  own  Caufe. 

*  But,  Sir,  with  Regard  to  the  Right  Hon.  Gentleman 
mentioned  in  the  prefent  Motion,  the  tirll  Enquiry  muH  be, 
whether  any  of  the  Meafures  objeded  to  him  are  in  them- 
felves  criminal ;  an  Enquiry  at  which  he  has  the  fame  Right 
to  be  prefent  %vith  any  other  Member,  and  may  claim  more 
juftly  a  Right  to  fpeak  in  the  Vindication  of,  as  he  is 
fuppofed  to  have  been  principally  the  Author  of  them,  and 
confequently  to  be  more  than  others  acquainted  with  the  Mo* 
lives  which  irifluenced  him  in  his  Advice. 

*  If  it  ihould  appear.  Sir,  which  can  hardly  be  hoped 
even  by  thofe  who  have  been  long  accullomed  to  deceive 
themfelves  with  fanguine  £xpe£lations»  and  whom  a  perpetual 
Train  of  Defeats  hath  not  awakened  from  their  Dream  of 
Succefsj  that  thefe  Meafures  have  been  really  pernicious,  and 
that  the  Authors  of  them  deferve  Ptinifliment;  muft  not  thofe 
Authors  be  difcovered  ?  Will  not  any  particular  Perfon  be  at 
Liberty  to  deny  the  Guilt  imputed  to  him,  and  may  he  not 
claim  the  common  Right  of  a  Britt/h  Subjefl  to  fland  Face 
to  Face  againft  his  Accyfer  ? 

'  That  this  may  be  juftly  demanded  by  him.  Sir,  ap* 
pears  even  from  thofe  Precedents  which  have  been  produced 
to  prove  that  he  ought  to  wkhdraw  ;  for  all  the  Offenders 
were  allowed  to  vindicate  themfelves  in  their  Places  :  And  if 
It  be  allowed  that  the  Rt.  Hon.  Gentleman  again il  whom 
the*  Motion  is  directed,  raay  hear  his  Accufation,  and  offer 
his  Defence,  I  doubt  not  but  his  Innocence  will  be  evidently 
(hewn,  and  that  therefore  there  will  be  no  Room  for  deli- 
berating on  his  Panifhment. 

Mr.  Gyhbon  then  fpoke   to  the  following  Purpofe. 

^  If  It  be  only  requiied  that  the  Gentleman  to  whom  this 
Motion  relates  fhould  hear  his  Accufation,  that  Privilege  has 
been  already  enjoyed.  He  has  already  been  accufed  of  al- 
jnoft  every  Crime  which  minifterial  Power  could  enable  him 
to  commit  ;  he  has  been  charged  with  deihoying  the  Securi- 
ty of  thofe  Alliances  which  it  is  the  invariable  Interefl  of  this 
Nation  to  preferve  ;  with  contributing  to  the  Exaltation  of 
that  Houfe,  which  has  never  formed  any  Defigns  but  for  the 
DeHruclion  of  the  Common  Liberties  of  Mankind^  and  for  the 

Attaio- 
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[Attainraent  of  umverfal  Empire  j  with  negleAing  the  Pro- 
I  te£tion  of  oar  Commerce^  and  betiaying  our  Merchants  to 

Plunder,  and  our  Seamen  to  Slavery  ;  with  concealing  and 
^  palUadngthelnfolence  of  our  Etietnics,  and  the  Violation  of 
i  our  Rights  i  and  with  obtlruding  the  Operations  of  the  War 
[*by  treacherous  Delays,  and  hindering  its  Succefs  by  denying 

our  Commanders  the  Liberty  of  AOion, 

*  The  Accufations,  Sir,  with  Regard  to  his  domeflicfc 
j  Condud  are  thU  more  atrocious.  He  is  taxed  aa  an  Enemy 
[to  our  Privileges,  and  a  Violater  of  our  ConlHtutionias  the 
IProjedoT  of  a  military  Eftablilhment  by  which  the  mod 
l|)ermcious  Meafures  may  be  defended  ;  and  as  the  Corruptor 
iof  that   AiTembly  to  which  the  Rights  of  the  People  arc 

inirnfted.  He  has  been  openly  charged  with  betraying  his 
y  Country,  and  with  attempting  to  enflave  it  i  and,  after  this, 
[If  it  demanded  that  he  may  hear  his  Accufation  ? 

*  What  other  Crimes  thofe  who  know  him  bell  cxpe£l 
rCo  hear  alledged  againil  him,  I  am  not  able  to  conceive^ 
I  hut  by  their  Demands  they  give  us  Ren  ran  to  imaguie  that 
[they  are  yet  afraid  of  fome  heavier  Charge,  and  that  to 
Ijiave  Supported  the  publick  Enemies,  or  to  hav'e  formed  a 
tPlan  of  general  Slavery^  is  not  the  higbeH  Instance  of  his 
|<>uilt. 

*  But  whatever  Crimes,  Sir,   bis  Favourites   may  have 
had  Opportunities  of  remarking,  as  their  Fidelity  is  too  well 

[known  to  afK>rd  any  Hopes  that  they  will  difcover  them, 
]  if/e  fhould  proceed  to  confider  the  Fads  already  mentioned  ; 
I  ke  may  therefore  now  produce  what  he  may  have  to  urge 
[SD  his  own  Defence  ;  after  which  it  is  allowed  by  all,  tl^t 
ilie  ought  to  withdraw. 

Hereupon  Mr  Fulieiuy  *  fpoke  in  SobHance  as  follows. 

I  '  In  all  Debates  it  ought  to  ht  our  firft  Care,  that  we  Mr,  Pult«ney* 
|4o  not  fuiFer  ourfclvcs  to  be  diverted  from  the  principal 
iQndlion  by  Cooiidcrations  of  fmall  Importance  ;  and  that 
m  do  not  in  the  Preliminaries  of  our  Difquiiitioiis  weary 
[that  Attention,  and  fquander  thole  Moments  which  (hould 
1^  reierv'd  for  higher  Purpofcs,  in  the  Purfuic  of  cbfcurc 
IJnquiricfi,  and  the  Explication  of  intricate  Reiifonings. 

'  Whether  it  is    not  required   by    the   Rules  of  ftri^ 
[fufticc,  that    the  Gentleman    Ihould  rcdre,  I  cannot  fud- 
enly  determine  ;  but  fince  we  ought  noc^  in  the  ProicciTtioft 
jf  an  Oppreflbr,  to  make  Ufc  of  thofe  Arts  which  we  arc 
adeavouring  to  prevent ;  and  fince  to  infill  with  much  Ve- 
€ncc  on  bis  Abfeoce  may  be  imagined  to  betray  fome 

Dif- 
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Siliibiiee  of  our  Crnfe^  or  Fear  of  his  Abilities  >  I  think 
itnsay  very  properly  be  left  in  his  own  Choice  to  llay^or 
fctifc  on  this  Occafion/  w 

Mr  Sttphe^  fox  f  then  fpoke  to  the  following  EStSt* 
Sir, 

Mr.  Suph.  Fax.  *  Having  had  Time  to  confider  the  Charge  agatnA  the 
Right  Hon*  PcrfoD»  whoie  Condiidl  we  are  called  upon  by 
a  very  extraordinary  Motion  to  examine,  I  fhaJI  endeavoar 
to  anfwer  every  Part  dil^indly ;  without  deviating,  kt  leiA 
without  intending  to  deviate,  from  the  Order  in  which  his 
imaginary  Crimes  have  been  ranged,  and  his  fuppofed  Mis- 
carriages recounted. 

*  I  am  far  from  thinking  it  neceflary  to  apologize  for 
the  fceming  Vanity  of  undertaking  an  extempore  Anfwer 
to  a  laboured  Inventive ;  I  do  not,  Sir,  pretend  to  difplay 
any  uncommon  Strength  of  Memory,  Readinefs  and  Ap- 
prehenrioD»  or  Command  of  Argument  on  this  Occaftoa; 
for  as  I  have  heard  nothing  new,  I  have  nothing  new  Co 
reply.  As  the  Charge  is  only  a  Complication  of  forgotten 
Pamphlets,  or  a  Recolle^ion  of  former  Debates,  the  An* 
fwer  can  fae  tittle  more  than  a  Recapitulation  of  thofe  Ar- 
guments, which  tvtry  Man  in  this  Houfe  has  heard,  aiv^ 
rouft  have  heard  with  Convidion. 

'  I  was  indeed,  Sir»  very  far  from  fafpefting  thofe^  by 
whom  this  Motion  haj  been  made  and  fupported,  of  an  At* 
tempt  to  prevail  upon  the  Majority  of  this  Houfe  to  condemn 
their  own  Condudl,  and  to  profecute  one  of  their  Members 
for  Meafures  which  themfelves  approved*  I  did  not  doubt 
but  that  a  Motion  fo  uncommon^  arofe  from  fome  uncom* 
mon  Caufe,  fome  imagined  Difcovery  of  a  fecret  Combina- 
tion with  our  Enemies,  an  Alienation  of  our  Ciaims,  or  a 
Dcfign  againll  our  Libertiee; 

*  Full,  Sir,  of  this  Expeflation,  I  liflened  with  the  atmoft 
Impatience  to  every  Period  of  ihe  Speech  by  which  the  Mo* 
tion  was  introduced ;  and  wJiile  we  were  told  from  what 
Caufes  the  Difconient  of  the  Nation  proceeds,  while  we 
were  warned  again  ft  the  Continuance  of  a  Standing  Army, 
informed  of  the  daily  Increafe  of  che  Power  and  luflueo^e 
of  the  Houfe  of  Bourbon,  and  the  hourly  Ravages  of  the 
SpQfjiardi  i  while  the  Oppreffiona  of  the  Excife  were  dif- 
playcd,  and  the  Errors  of  the  Convention  enumerated,  I 
could  fcarcely  forbear  to  call  out  for  The  Chargt^  for  the 
new  Topick  of  Accufation,  to  which  J  confidcred  this  long 
Detail  of  Cenlurcs  a^  only  preparatory »  and  which  1  (uf- 

f  Then  oiic  of  the  Chief  Cl«rb  of  tb  Trfifaiy  |  finct  fifcatei 
Lord  llchelUri 
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f  j^fed  was  to  be  reprerentcd  as  the  Refule  of  all  former  Mit* 
liondti^f  die  Complication  of  every  dilferenc  Species  of 
IWickedneis,  and  to  which  we  were  condudod  as  co  the 
[iklgheH  Pinacle  of  Guilt  by  this  Gradation  of  FtrMy,  Op- 
l  predion,  and  Corruption. 

But,  Sir,  ilnce  my  Expeflations  are  deceiycd,  iince 
(Malice  has  only  traced  its  former  Steps,  and  that  in^ 
l^eflive  which  began  with  the  Treaty  of  Hanover ^  has  con* 
duded  with  nothing  more  formidable  than  the  ^roiHtytion 
^ of  the  Parliament }  I  Aiall  hope  co  diilipace,  without  Diihcul* 
■Cy,  thofe  Clouds  which  have  been  raifed  to  hide  the  Truth 
[from  our  Eyes,  and  confute  thofe  Obje^lions  once  more 
[Which  have  been  fo  ofien  alledged,  and  fo  often  anfwered. 

The  Difficulty  of  a  proper  Reply  is  now  much  dimi- 
fliilhcd  by  the  Occafion  on  which  it  is  to  be  made  ;  for 
it  has  hitherto  been  neceflary  to  ihew  the  Propriety  and  Ufe- 
Ifulnefs  of  thofe  Meafures  which  were  re  pre  fen  red  as  dange- 
|»ous  or  unprofitable  ;  to  obviate  Objediions  which  the  Ne- 
elfity  of  concealing  private  IntclligeDce,  or  immature  De- 
ffigns,  did  not  always  allow  to  be  fully  confuted  ;  and  to 
Ittllify  by  long  Reviews,  and  diiHculc  Explications  of  the 
'  crct  Connexion  of  Events,  thofe  Meafures  which,  confi- 
dered  with  Regard  to  the  Circumstances  which  attended 
hem,  might  feem  raihly  or  imprudently  concerted. 

But  in  debating  the  prefent  Queilion  all  that  can  pro- 
3uce  Perplexity  or  Hefitation,  muft  he  the  Diftra£tion  of  the 
'lind  by  diiFerent  Methods  of  Apology,  equally  proper,  and 
or  the  greatcft  Part  equally  eafy  :  for  the  Motion  appears 
I  be  unjuft,  whether,  thofe  that  oppofe  it  (hall  evince,  as 
rthcy  have  often  done,  the  Propriety  of  the  Meafures  on 
which  it  is  intended  to  fix  an  indelible  Cenfure,  or  ihall 
ftiew  that  the  Perfon  againll  whom  it  is  di reeled  did  not 
tranfaft  them,  or  not  without  the  Concurrence  of  the  other 
Minillers,  or  the  Approbation  of  Parliament. 

*  With  Regard,  Sir,  to  the  Treaty  of  HajKHjer,  the  Dif- 
culty  of  this  Choice  will  immediately  occur  ;  for  though  it 
Bight  be  eafily  difpatched  by  a  Declaration  which  almoll 
ery  Mao  in  the  Nation  knows  to  be  true,  that  it  was  tran* 
^ed  at  Hanrver  i  and  chough  the  Right  Hon.  Gootlemati 
nay  with  great  Security  defy  his  Enemies  to  prove  that  he 
^as  the  original  Author  of  it,  or  that  he  promoted  it  other* 
vife  than  any  other  of  the  Council  ;  yet  fince  ibme  may  de^ 
ire  a  fuller  Account  of  that  important  Affair^  which  as  it 
tranfa£led  in  the  Uft  Reign  may  not  be  otherwife  known 
fome  of  the  Members  of  this  Houfe,  than  by  wander* 
hg  Reports,  or  partial  Reprefentatioos,  I  ihall  endeavour  co 
Vofc.  Xia  bb  ftnw 
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(htWf  that  tha^  it  hk%  been  long  the  Ocction  of  groundleO 
Clamours,  that  it  was  not  only  prudent  bat  neceifajry.      ,^..j, 

*  To  place  this  Affair  in  its  proper  Lights  it  may  l^e  np^ 
celTary  to  recapitulate  fomc  Occurrences  which  preceded  it, 
and  to  confider  the  Stace  of  the  Nation  from  the  Beginning 
ef  the  late  King's  Reign.  ; 

*  The  Difficulties  wxk  which  the  Eftablilhmeot  of  the 
Royal  Family  in  thcfe  Kingdoms  were  cmbarrafled,  arc 
well  known  and  univerfally  reroember'd.  Our  late  King  had 
no  fooner  taken  PoiTefiion  of  a  Throne,  to  which  he  was  cal< 
led  for  the  Defence  of  Religion  and  the  Frefervaiion  of  li- 
berty, than  Difcoiitent,  and  Jealoufy  were  fpread  oyer  the 
whole  Country  :  The  People  were  already  corrupted  with 
idle  Do^rines,  which  had  no  other  Tendency  than  to  facili- 
tate the  Introduftion  of  the  Pretender,  by  teaching  that  ap 
Hereditary  Right  is  not  to  be  forfeited,  and  chat  the  At^s  of 
Parliament,  by  which  he  was  excluded,  were  empty  Formsj 
without  Validity  and  without  Obligation.  Thefe  Tenets 
were  ailifled  by  artful  Calumnies,  and  Infmuaiions  of  persi* 
cious  Defjgns ;  and  the  People  wcic  wrought  by  various  Mo* 
lives  to  fuch  a  Degree  of  Frenzy,  that  they  imagined  thcm- 
jelvcs  obeying  the  Di<^ates  of  their  Religion,  v^hije  they 
were  endeavouring  to  expel  or  delb  oy  the  Monarch  by  whom 
it  was  fupported ;  and  imagined  that  their  Liberty  could  only 
be  preferved  by  the  Advancement  of  a  Prince  wha  would  be- 
lieve it  his  Duty  to  perfecute,  and  hii  Right  to  enilave  them, 

■  Infatuated,  Sir,  with  thefe  wild  Notions  of  Juilice  and 
Policy,  a  great  Part  of  the  Nation  thought  it  ncc^ffary  to 
refufe  Obedience  to  the  Government ;  to  fee  the  Laws  at  Dc* 
fiance  ;  and  to  declare  their  Adherence  to  another  P/ince  for 
whofe  Service  Armies  were  levied,  and  whom  a  Foreign  Mo- 
march,  celebrated  for  Romantic  Valour  and  Chimerical  Expc- 
ditionSf  was  invited  to  ellablilh.  So  tittle  did  thefe  Madmen 
in  the  Heat  of  their  Zeal  regard  the  Welfare  of  their  Couo- 
*  try,  that  they  willingly  expofed  it  to  the  Plunder  of  rapadoiis 
Mercenaries,  and  to  all  the  DevaUations  which  were  to  be 
expelled  from  Troops acco Homed  to  all  the  Cruelties  of  War; 
retrained  by  neither  Tenderncis  nor  Intercity  and  who  coold 
only  entcfr  thefe  Kingdoms  with  a  Defign  to  load  themfelves 
with  Plunder,  and  live  at  Eafc  in  their  o^a  Country  upon 
the  Wealth  of  Great  Btifain. 

'  That  this  Dilturber  of  the  World  was  fnacched  away  by 
the  Chance  of  War,  in  the  midft  of  new  Schemes  for  the 
Rain  of  Nations,  and  new  Defigns  of  augmenting  his  Power  i 
and  the  Army  of  the  Rebels,  for  want  of  Difcipline  and 
Commanders  was  cafily  ovcrtlirown ;  and  th^t  both  Jaftice 
und  Lenity  were  employed  to  influence  the  People,  I  need 

not 
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M^ldite  ;  ftnce  the  Events  are  coo  recent  and  too  publick 
imwik  remember^.  Bat  rhoagh  the  Lawt^  recovered 
tbetr  Authority,  and  Soburdt nation  was  again  eilabliHied  ; 
k  was  not  reafonabte  to  imagine  that  Force  had  produced 
any  Change  in  Opinions^  or  that  tbof^e  whofe  Defigns  had 
been  defeated  believed  them  unjull^  becaufe  chey  hud  beea 
unfucccfiful.  It  might  be  with  Jullice  fufpeded,  that  thofe 
who  diirft  clamour  no  longer  openly,  murmured  in  private  i 
and  that  they  whofc  Swords  had  been  vvreHed  from  their 
Hands^  would  not  fail  to  fnatch  them  again,  when  they 
could  pfomife  Ghemielves  ilronger  Support,  or  more  refolute 
Aflbciates. 

^  Such,  Sifp  was  lilcewtfe  the  Opinion  of  at!  Foreign  Frin* 
tes  of  the  State  of  Gnat  Britain^  which  they  confide  red  as 
governed  by  a  King  to  whom  more  than  half  of  his  People 
ivere  fubje^  only  by  Force,  and  whom  it  was  eafy  to  em- 
liarrafs  with  Infurredioni  whenever  he  fhould  inierpofe  id 
the  Affairs  of  the  Continent.  They  conceived  the  two  Fan* 
ties  in  this  Kingdom  to  be  in  an  Equtpoife,  and  believed  that 
[liny  neighbouring  Power  might  turn  the  Balance. 

It  ha£  been  obferved,  that  with  regard  to  Governors  and 
P'Subjefts,  Power  fubfills  upon  Opinion,  and  the  fame  Remark 
l^ay  be  extended  to  the  Competition  between  diiFereni  States, 
I 'To  be  thought  weak,  and  to  be  weak  in  Keallty,  may  fome* 
l%imes  produce  the  fame  Confequences.     Enemies  in  either 
"^afe  are  excited  to  Infolence,  and  invited  to  Invafion ;  and 
though  they  may  fomettmes  meet  with  Refiftaace  which  they 
J  iiid  not  expcdl,  they  may  likcwifc  fometimea  in  the  Uncer- 
IHafaty  of  human  Schemes  be  conduced  by  Error  to  the  End 
^ which  they  propofed ;  and  fuccccd  by  a  Concurrence  of  fa- 
'rourable  Accidents  in  Entcrprizest  which  they  were  induced 
I  undertake  only  by  a  weak  Confidence  in  faife  Reports. 
*  Thus.  Sir,  our  Divifions  naturally  impaired   the  Influ- 
ence of  the  King,  and  weakened  his  Government  even  when 
^^11  real  Danger  of  a  Revolution  had  ceafed,  when  Reafon 
"  regained  its  Influence,  and  the  Phantoms  of  counterfeit 
oyalty  had  been  difpdlcd  by  the  Light  of  Truth.     It  was 
Interell  of  Foreign  Princes  to  believe  him  ilkll  furrounded 
^by  Enemiee,  and  *tis  well  known  how  diflicuUly  Opinions  are 
^eradicated   which  are  complicated  with  favourite  PoiEons. 
l^Thcre  was  in  the  Nation  a  numerous  Fadian  who  under  va- 
rious  Denominations,  and  upon  various  Motives  favoured  the 
ItClaim  of  the  Pretender  ;    tnis  Faction  was  reprefcntcd  far 
^'more  numerous,  more  powerful,   and  more   lelUefs  than  it 
[was ;  and  thofe  Princes  whom  Chance  or  Ambition  made  the 
^^EnemicB  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  imagined  that  they 
f-had  Allies  ia  his  own  Domjoions,  that  Armies  woald  fUrtup 
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i^of  Ottr  fowns  and  Villages  « the  Promtfe  o 
jiria  that  they  might  oblige  him  to  fubmit  tb  ariy  ferni«»-of ' 
purl'uc  him  to  Ruin,  or  to  Death,  at  the  Ejcpence  of  his  ovmoa 
Subjeas.  '       'r.    .  ,      ^.    :  . 

•  Such,  Str,  was  the  Opinion  ithicft  pfe^rled  In  aI)  fht"^ 
Courts  of  Europi^  at  the  Time  when  otir  late  King  was  in- 
formed that  a  Confederacy  had  been  formed  againlt  him  by  ' 
the  Courts  of  Madrid  and  Fienna  \  in  which  nothing  lefs  wa«  '' 
dciigncd  than  the  Detlru6tion  of  our  Trade  both  in  the  Indm  > 
and  the  Meditirr&neah^  the  Subvcriion  of  our  Liberties,  &nd  » 
the  Advancement  of  the  Pretender  to  the  Throne*     Againft 
this  Confederacy  he  fecured  the  Nation  and  himfelf  by  an 
Alliance  which  counterbal lanced  it,  and  by  entering  into  the  '- 
Treaty  of  Hanrver  with  Franct,  divided  the  Power  of  the 
Houfe  of  Bourbon.

Sp{iifif  has  been  often  ridiculed  as  improbable  and  imagina*  v 
ry ;  and  thofe  who  could  not  deny  its  Reality  have  repre*  i 
fen  ted  it  as  an  airy  Projeft,  a  Scheme  which  it  was  not  pof*  ^ 
Hble  to  execute^  and  which  it  was  therefore  not  necelTaxv  to  t 
obviate  by  any  extraordinary  Meafures,  •  -     -"i  "  > 

'  But  the  Probability  of  fuch  an  Alliance  appears  fMm^} 
View  of  the  State  of  the  Nation,  and  of  the  Opinrons  of  Pds:^ 
reign  Princes  at  that  Time,     It  was  natural  to  projeft  tb*'^ 
Introduftion  of  the  Pretender  into  thefc  Kingdoms,  becaofc  ' 
it  was  believed  that  he  would  be  welcomed  at  his  Arrival  by  ^ 
the  Acclamations^  and  fupported  in  his  Enterprise  by  the 
Arms  of  the  "People-     It  was  rational  to  beltcvc  that  they 
fliould  be  able  to  deprive  us  of  our  Trade,  becaufc  the  N«- 
ceflity  of  eftablifhing  a  new  Monarch   would  divert  the  At* 
tention  of  our  Government  from  Foreign  Affairs,  and  it  wat  ' 
not  likely  that  any  thing  would  be  denied  by  him  to  Aveh^' 
kind  Afliftancc,  and   fo  ufeful  Allies.  ^'*- 

*  That  the  Spaniards  were  convinced  of  the  Poflibility  of  ' 
this  Projedl,  we  may  be  aitured,  Sir,  from  the  Confidcnct  - 
with  which  they  expofed  a  fmall  Body  of  their  Troops,  to  ' 
be  Ikughtered,  by  landing  them  on  the  northern  Fart  of  thit 
Jdand,  No  Man  can  imagine  that  they  cxpcfted  from  them 
alone  either  Conquells  or  Rcfillance  j  and  it  is  therefore  cvti-: 
dent  that  they  expefted  them  to  be  joined  by  the  InhabH 
tants,  and  imagined  the  DifafFetlion  fo  general,  and  the 
People  fo  warlike,  that  to  creft  a  Standard  and  to  raife  an 
Army,  would  be  the  fame. 

•  Nor  will  it  be  difRcult  to  conceive  that  this  Opinion 
might  be  communicated  with  little  Labour  to  the  Court  of 
Vienna,  ifwercfled  how  readily  every  Prince  hearkens  to 
^cqounu  that  f\aucr  bis  Inclinations,  and   hovr  wdcoioe 
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tvtry  Rfport  will  always  be  founds  iKat  encreafes  oar  own 
Dignity  wid  Power,  by  rcprefeoting  oar  CompeCitors  as 
unable  to  Hand  before  ua. 

'  I  am^  Sir,  indeed  far  from  believing  that  the  oDiCed 
Power  of  G^rmaftf  and  Spain  could  have  drtvca  our  Mo- 
naieh  from  hi*  Throne  ;  or  that  the  Nation  woald  even  at 
that  Time  have  received  the  Pretender  fupportcd  by  a  farcigti 
Power  J  9ut  to  infer  that  no  fuch  Befign  was  formed,  be- 
caufe  it  would  probably  have  failed  in  the  Execution,  is  by 
no  means  rational.  It  i$  to  fuppofc  that  Men  are  never 
blinded  by  their  PafTions,  or  deceived  by  their  Intelligence  i 
that  opposite  Parties  fee  the  fame  Objeds  in  the  fame  Light, 
and  that  every  Man  proportions  his  Undertakings  to  his 
Strength. 

*  The  Error,  Sir^  of  thofe  Princes  was  fer  from  being 
fuch  as  could  dimintih  their  polidcal  Repatation  ;  if  we  fup- 
pofe  them  zealous  for  their  Religion^  the  Force  of  Enchu- 
iiafm  has  been  often  feen  ;  if  we  fuppofc  their  Hea^s  heated 
by  Ambition,  it  is  eafy  to  conceive  that  they  might  be  hur- 
ried forward  to  imaginary  Conquefts  which  their  Armiei 
could  never  have  aichieved  »  if  we  coniider  them  as  corrc- 

Iipondtng  with  the  difaffefled  Part  of  our  own  Nadoni  we 
Icnow  how  readily  every  Man  perfuades  himfelf  that  his  own 
Party  will  prevail,  how  he  exaggerates  in  his  own  Mind 
its  Numbers,  its  Wealth,  and  its  Unanimity,  and  confident- 
ly alBrms  to  others  what  he  has  learned  to  believe  hlmfeir. 
I  Prom  all  thefe  Caufes,  co  operating  at  once,  what  De* 
rrees  of  Infatuation  may  not  be  expelled  ?  what  may  not 
Monarch s  be  capable  of  undertaking,  who  being  infeSed 
with  Luil  of  Pominion,  imagine  that  their  Happinefs  will 
be  encreafed  as  their  Empire  is  extended  ;  who  think  their 
mbition  authorifed  by  Religion,  and  are  alTured  by  thofe 
horn  it  is  the  higheft  A£l  of  Impiety  to  dilhelieve,  that 
ey  ihall  fight  under  the  fianner  of  Omnipotence  I  That 
caven  will  aflift  thofe  Forces  which  are  levied  for  the  Ex-

*  perhaps  thefe  Cot) fi derations.  Sir,  may  induce  the  Houfe 

allow  that  his  late  Maje(ly»  neither  deceived  the  Parlia- 
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jncDt  by  f^ift  Reprefentadonsp  as  has  b^n  infmuated  by  the 
honourable  Gentleman,  oor  was  himfelf  deceived  ;  yet  CmtB 
k  hsLS  been  alledged  chat  the  Confederacy  of  the  Spartiar^ 
and  Germani,  if  it  was  ever  formed,  was  a  Confederacy  of 
Madmen ,  that  their  Defigns  ought  to  have  raifed  Pity  t^ 
ther  than  Fear,  and  to  have  been  ridiculed  rather  than  op« 
pofed,  it  may  be  proper  before  we  difmifs  this  Tranfadioii 
to  enquire  what  was  really  to  be  dreaded  from  them. 

*  It  is  wdl  known.  Sir,  that  the  Favourers  of  the  Pre- 
tender were  at  that  Time  fufficiently  numerous  to  di(!urtf 
|he  Nation,  though  not  to  inflave  it ;  and  that  their  Difcon^ 
cent  was  fuch  as  might  jiaturalty  have  incited  them  to  a 
Rebellion,  by  which,  though  it  would  probably  have  ended 
in  their  Defeat,  our  Country  might  have  been  harrailM  fof 
a  long  Time  ;  and  the  Hon.  Gentleman  will  fcarcely  z^nd 
that  a  Civil  War  is  not  a  Calamity  to  be  ytry  cautioo/ly

The  Condod'of 
the  Spaniards  muft  be  therefore  attrrbuted  only  lo  themfelvei  ; 
nor  can  It  be^  ex{>eded  that  wc  ihoald  tmdcttike  to  rcf<>rm

iHetf  F^oUy  or  cJuuir  Wickedqers^  «r  ctp  te^ch  thtm  cuher 
Politicks  or  Grjititude, 

*  i  cannot  but  obiervc.  Sir,,  tfetiji  tW  Charges  niade  by 
the  Hon,  Gentlemen,  the  Crimes  of  Mankind  are  amaiTed 
together  and  tiirown  upon  a  fiogle  Perfon,  who  is  fo  unfor- 
tunate in  his  Situation,  ihac  he  is  equally  to  be  accufed  of 
ihe  Mifcoftduft  of  his  Friends  and  of  his  Enemies  j  of  Tranf- 
a^ioos  by  which  his  Influence  is  apparently  diminifhedy  as 
well  as  chofc  by  which  it  may  feem  to  be  advanced  :  He  is 
reprefented  as  the  general  Dictator  of  Gdlt^  nor  is  any 
Man  imagined  to  deviate  from  the  Right,  but  by  his  Infli- 
gat  ion  or  Connivance, 

*  Unhappy  furely  is  the  Lot  of  that  Man^  from  whom  ait 
Account  is  required  of  the  Condu^  of  thofe  whom  he  has 
DOC  Power  to  dired  ;  whom  neither  Diftance  nor  Ignorance 
can  fecure  from  being  an  AiTociate  in  every  AB.  of  Wick- 
cdnefs  >  and  whofe  Innocence  can  only  be  prefcrved  by  a 
Reformation  of  the  Univerfe. 

*  That  the  Miniftry,  Sir,  have  been  infenfible  of  the  Suf- 
ferings of  their  Country,  that  they  have  feen  without  Con- 
cern the  Oblliuflion  of  our  Trade,  and  heard  without  Com- 
pafiton  the  Complaints  of  our  Merchants  i  that  ttiey  have 
fat  at  Eafe  in  the  Enjoyment  of  their  Salaries,  while  their 
Fellow-fubjefh  were  languiihing  in  DiAiefs  i  and  infulted  or 
neglefted  thofe  Calamities  which  their  Indolence,  Unfkil- 
fuloers  or  Cowardice  had  brought  upon  the  Nation,  are  In- 
iinuations  whidi  ought  not  to  be  credited,  bccaufe  they 
€aonot  be  proved. 

'  Their  frequent  Remonflrances  to  the  Court  of  Sfaim 
ailbrd  fufficicnt  Evidence,  that  they  did  not  forgcc  their  t>\ity 
or  neglcQ  it;  their  AJTertion  of  our  Rights  Siew  that  they 
-liad  no  Intention  to  rcfign  them.  And  the  Charge  of  In- 
fcnfibility*  Negligence^  and  Corruption,  muH  be  reduced  at 
Jail  only  to  this>  that  they  thought  Succefs  more  likely  to 
be  obtained  by  Negotiation,  which  others  expeded  only 
from  Violence  and  Slaughter. 

*  Had  the  Spaniards^  Sir,  been  pcrfuaded  at  length  to 
attend  to  the  RemonlUances  of  Juflice,  to  reft»rc  what  they 
could  not  retain  without  Robbery,  and  admit  what  they 
cannot  deoy  without  the  Violation  of  the  moft  folemn  Trea- 
ties  ;  had  the  Pacific  Ads  of  Negotiation  terminated  our 
Difp^Jteii*  procured  Security  to  our  Trade,  opened  the  Seas 

iOi  the  Wift*lnditi^  and  elUblilhcd,  upon  equitable  Terms, 
lihac  Concord  which  is  neceflary  to  the  Happincfs  of  both 
J^atk^ns  I  Would  thofe  allow  thcmfelves  Criminal  who  had 
b^  long  founded  the  Trumpet  of  War,  who  had  called  out 
iooedkntly  for  Rcprifak  and  Revenge,  and  who  had  cxhau- 
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Adbf^fil0lt«<}ociice  to  itiBntne  the  Refentmfnt  of  tie -Mwrft 
tidi»/an^  to  incite  the  PArlinment  to  Impamrice  xiid  Vioi^n 
lence  >  Woulcl  they  hive  admitted,  chat  they  unighe  ibw* 
d^fcrvpdly  ccnfured  as  the  Encmici  of  their  Couotrr,  foP^ 
endeavouring  to  predpitatc  ns  into  in  unnecdikfy  War;' t 
and  for  promoting  Havock,  Bloodfhed  and  Confnfiotr? 

*  Woald    they  T50t   have   arged  that  they   had  omlv  g»vci| 
their  Opinion,  with  that  Liberty  which  is  allovb'cd  in  Parlit^* 
mentary  Debates,  and  with  that  Sincerity  which  Patriotifmrep  - 
quire*  ?  That  they  were  deceived  by  falfe  Appearanccf^  of 
hurried  on   by  a  Zeal  too  impatient  of  the  Injuries  of  the 
Publick  ?  That  they  did  not  lay  any  Claim  to  Prefcieuce  or: 
Infallibility,    and  that   involuntary   Errors  could  never  be 
jaRly  puniihed,  becaufe  they   coald  not  be  avoided  ?  And 
would  not  this  Plea  have  fa  defied   the  mofk  rigorous  EtHjui' 
rcr»  and  pncilicd  the  warmeft  Refentmeni  ?

*  1  fliall  not  infift  at  this  Time  on  the  ProbabiHty  tltttJT 
coPtrary  Mc^.fures,  if  they  had  been  perfuedby  the  Mintftr^^i 
would  have  been  oppofed  with  equal  Vehemence,  and  theif 
AbCurdity  aggravated  with  the  fame  Violence  of  Declama- 
tion :  That  the  Miniftry  would  have  been  reprcfented  a»  Men 
hardened  a^ainll  all  the  Impulfes  of  Humanity  ;  who  looked 
wiih  Satis fadion  on  Slaughter,  Devaftations  and  Cruelty  i 
who  wefp  delighted  wirh  embroiling  the  World,  and  cm- 
plo  Niti'jn  in  the  Deftrudion  of  another;  who  had

,*  Th^^t  fticih  would  have  been  the  Outcrie*  of  the  Oppo- 
fitbn»  if  more  violent.  Mer^furr^s  had  been  perfucd,  I  do  not 
,^iGr.n,  Sir,  whaiever  I  miy  believe.  I  do  tiot  afRrm  tt,- 
bccuife  J  think  ihar  every  AfTcrtion  ought  to  be  fapportcd 
by  I,v  Jcrce»  and  thAt  PoTitioni  and  Conjc^  :tc»5  are  to  be 
carvf«»tly'  diUi"/uifhcrf,  I  will  howrver  drefare  with  gre^ 
Confidrrice,  that  this  Accufatfoti  had  been  morc'jyll  arid^ 
i^tc  plaufibtc  j  and  iUai  the  Vulg-^r,  upon  vfhcm  the  In- 
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Ifluentieof  Sdtinds  b  well  known  by  Experience  to  theOppiV^ 
iBcnts  of  the  Mintflry*  would  have  been  more  edily  iofiamed

|to  their  Caprices ;  and  becaufe  they  had  no  Tenderocfs  for

rplatcd  with  Pleafure  ihofe  Dangers  in  which  they  never  in- 
I  Tolved  themfelves*  and  feafled  their  Imagination  with  Slaugb- 
tera  which  heightened  the  Pleafure  of  their  own  Security. 

*  But  that  there  are  indeed  Info  Its  which  muft  be  refented, 
I  and  Evils  to  which  War  itfelf  is  to  be  preferred,  cannot  be 
Mcnied  ;  and  fach  at  length  has  the  Parliament  declared  the 
[Infolence   and   Rapacity  of  the  Spaniards ^    againil    whom 
I  tberefbre  War  has  been  proclaimed,  and  profecuted  in  fuch 
[a  Manner  as  was  moft  likely  to  attain  the  End  for  which 
[War  ought  always  to  be  made  ;  ,the  Redrefs  of  Wrongs  and 
^  Re^rftabiiihment  of  Peace- 
Bat  the  Minillry,  Sir,  have  been  no  lefs  unfortunate  in 
'  their  Conduft  of  the  War  tJian   in  their  Methods  of  Nego- 
^tiBtson  ;  for  their  Opponents  appear  rcfolved  to  be  equally 
Idiffiitisfied  on  every  Occafion,  and   to  discover  Treachery, 
'  Cowardice,  or  Corruption,  whatever  Meafures  are  pcrfucd.  y^ 
The  War  has  indeed  had  already  one  EfFeft  that  the^^ 
["may,  without  want  of  Candour,  be  fofpe£led  of  defiring.    It 
j  has  furnifhed  them  with  numerous  Topics  of  Accufatioft 
t'Which  they   could  not  have  obtained  in  Time  of  Peace. 
It  has  given  them  an  Opportunity  of  diverfifying  their  In* 
[  ve0ive5,  and  enlivening  their  Harangues ;  and  enabled  them 
I  to  fubftitute  new  Calumnies  in  the  Place  of  thofe  which, 
though  no  longer  credited,  they  had  been  hitherto  forced  to 
j  repeat.    The  Excife,  which  had  with  unwearied  Eloquence 
I  been  for  many  Years  echoed  from  one  fide  of  this  Houfe  to 
the  other  j  the  Dangers  of  a  Standing  Army  which  had  been 
exaggerated  with  all  the  Zeal  of  ardent  Patriotifm  ;  and  cvtn 
the  Convention  which,    tho*a  later  Subjeft,  had  been   dif- 
cofTed  till    it  wa5  no  longer  a  Terror   but  a  Vexation  to 
'  iWankind,  gave  way  to  more  fplendfd  Themes !  Themes  on 
I  which   the  Imagination  might  exptlate  without    Labour, 
and  Eloquence  wanton  without  the  Aid  of  Invention  :  They 
Harangaed  now  on  the  B;avcry  of  our  Sailors,  the  Strength 
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of  oor  NadoB,  tlie  Triumphs  of  cm  Ancrfiors,  ^tod  tbt 
Wc&knefs  of  Spaiti.  ;  ,      ^.^ 

/*  But  ivben  tb«f  bad  amuied  tbcmU«e9wkli:|hif:Dis- 
^by  of  auf  Power,  and  gratified  clieir  Loteof  their  Cf^ontfy; 
by  a  RccoUe^on  of  her  oocient  Glory,  they  always  con* 
eluded  with  a  pathetical  Lamentatioa  of  oar  prefent  Mi* 
feHes ;  they  complained  that  our  Force  was  reJbained  by, 
the  Corruption  of  our  Governors  ;  that  the  Courage  of  our 
Sailors  was  of  no  other  Ufe  than  to  heighten  their  Impati-r 
ence  oi  the  ignominious  I  nativity  to  which  they  were  con- 
denned ;  that  our  ancient  Honours  were  tamely  fuffered  to 
be  torn  from  us  i  that  we  were  no  longer  courted,  tcvet* 
enced»  or  feared  ;  that  the  Spttniards,  however  weak,  how* 
ever  contemptible,  were  yet  fucceisful  in  the  War ;  and  chat 
we  perceived  no  other  Effeft  of  our  ArmamentB  thaa  &Ly 
pence  and  Di  fa  ppointments.  b; 

*  When  they  were  aflced  from  what  Caufes  thcfc  Orta* 
plaints  proceeded,  what  Dominions  had  been  taken  from  us« 
or  what  Battles  we  had  iofl,  it  waa  anfwered,  that  noc  to 
have  conquered  in  fuch  a  ,War  wa^  to  be  overcome  ;  chat 
it  was  expelled  by  the  People  of  this  Nation  ,  that  a  fiogic 
Fleet  ihould  have  reduced  Sfain  to  SubmiiTion,  and  i^Mf 
one  Effort  of  the  Bnftfi  Force  might  put  ns  in  Pofleffioa-iw 
the  Mines  of  the  WtJ?

*  Such  Expedations  indeed  it  is  common  for  the  People 
to  form  at  the  Commencement  of  a  Wat  i  and  it  has  not  beea 
iinuruil  for  Governors  to  promote  them,  though  perhaps  with* 
out  fufficient  Regard  to  Judice  or  to  Prudence ;  neither^ 
which  could  ever  countenance  the  Propagation  of  FaHhood 
For  if  the  People  are  perfuaded  to  think  too  highly  of  their 
own  Strength,  what  can  be  expe^ed  but  that  they  willxiemitDd 
Succefs  proportioned  to  their  imaginary  Force  ?  And  that  the

'  Such  ExpeOations,  Sir,  were  therefore  never  raifcd  bv  the 
Miniflry,  becaufc  they  knew  that  they  cooid  only  be  grati£ed 
by  Chance,  in  which  no  wife  Man  will  put  any  ConEdeitce  : 
But  they  were  eagcHy  excited  by  the  Boaftcrs  of  Patriotifm 
who  knew  that  Succefs  would  be  received  as  a  Confirmation 
of  their  Pred iflions,  and  would  eflablifh  the  Reputadoo  of 
their  Sagacity  ;  but  that  any  Defeat  would  be  imputed  to

iirmount  it,  becanfe  they  found  fpecious   Keafons  for  int* 

mng  h  to   the  Adminiilration,  miLny  Schemes  were  offer' 

Bat  they  were  almoft  always  oppofed  with  the  utmoft 

Hinaey,  by  Men  who  had  wearied  the  Parliament  with  the 

allice  and  Ncceflity  of  the  War,  with  the   Diminution 

F  OUT  Trade,  and  the  Importance  of  an  aninlerrBpted  Na-* 

Bgatioti. 

When  one   Projeft  was  difapproved,  another   was  pro- 

>fed  ;  and  nothing  was  left  an  at  temp  ted  that  might  contfl^ 

ate   to  thiit   Succefs  which  all  appeared  to  wi£b»  though 

I  only  the  Miniftry  endeavoured  to  procure  it.     Buttotvery 

Tropofal  that  could  be  formed »  to  every   Method  that  In- 

ntion  or  ^Experience  could  fugged,  fo  many  Inconveniences 

i^ere  objefted  by  the  zealous  Guardians  of  the  Liberties  of 

\c  People,  that  much  Time  was  walled,  and  LoiTes  (yiered 

rthc  Merchants. 

*  But  that  Sagacity,  Sir,  which  always  enabled  them  to 

prove  every  Accident  to  their  own  Advantage,  fuggetted 

them  that  they  might  now  accufe  the  Miniliers  of  delay* 

Dg  the   Preparations  for  War,  detaining  the  Ships   which 

ierc  to   guard  the  Coafts,  and  cxpofing  the   Merchants  by 

feghgcncc  or  Defign  to  the  Rapacity  of  the  5/>d«;)^  Privateers, 

^  *  At  length.  Sir,  our  Fleets  in  the   JViJlIndUs  began 

loiiilitics ;  the  ^^ttiar^s  were  coniined  to  their  Ports  i  cheir 

Dolonies  were  kept  in   continual  Terror  ;  and  one  of  their 

noft  important  Settlements  was  laid  in  Ruins.     Who  would 

Ijot  now  have  thought  that  the  Minillry   had  given  TafEcicnt 

"Proofs  of  their  Sincerity  in  the  Proiccution  of  the  War,  and 

hat  there  could  be  no  longer  any  Pretence  for  Complaints  ? 

at  even  this  Advantage  ferved  only  to  fhew,  bow  a  vigilant 

^nd  fagacious   Patriot  can  improve  every  Occurrence  to  th& 

*"  ipagarioi]  of  hj$  Tenets  and  the  Support  of  his  Caufe.  The 

iWSirf^  Sir,  was  on  this  Occafion  once  more  loaded  with 

'  Jnmnics ;  they  were  now  acculVd  as  tcrctly  chagrined  at 
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the  poblic  Felidtyt  and  incenfed  agaiuil  that  Commander 
by  whom  the  Honour  of  our  Nation  was  retrieved^  and  the 
InfolenC€Of  our  Enemies  reprefTed. 

*  How  the  Mmillers  gave  Occasion  to  To  mtrocious  a 
Charge^  it  may  not  be  improper  to  declare*  When  thofe  who 
had  £r  many  Years  affeded  a  particuUr  Degree  of  Solicitude 
for  the  publick  Welfare,  and  who  had  been  dillinguiihed 
by  their  Zeal  for  a  War  with  Spaia^  heard  the  iirft  Romour 
of  that  Succcfs  which  they  had  fo  confidently  predided  ;  it 
was  their  Employmenc  once  more  to  engage  the  Populace  by 
entertaining  them  with  the  delightful  Narative,  uniting  in 
their  Acdajtiattons  and  partaking  of  their  Triumph. 

*  For  this  Purpofe,  Sir,  they  did  not  fail  to  exaggerate 
the  Enterprife,  and  magnify  the  Advantages  that  were  to  be 
expe£led  from  it  »  and  fo  wanton  was  their  Imagination, 
that  it  formed  no  Ideas  but  of  the  Conqudt  of  tae  ffjij- 
Indies^  and  the  utter  Dellrudion  of  the  Sp&mt/k  Dominions. 

*  The  Friends  of  the  Government,  tho*  pleafcd  with  the 
Succefs  of  tiie  Expedition  in  proportion  to  its  Importance, 
difcovered  nofucb  Raptores  of  Exultation  :  They  rejoiced  in- 
deed, but  with  that  Moderation  which  accompanies  true 
Greatnefs  of  Mind  ;  they  praifed  the  Bravery  and  Prudence 
of  yenwn,  but  without  exalting  him  above  all  his  Prcdccef- 
fors ;  they  thought  that  to  give  \y^y  to  an  Exccfs  of  Praife 
or  Joy  upon  any  ilight  Advamage,  had  a  7>ndency  to  IciTcn 
the  Reputation  of  our  Arms,  as  it  might  be  inferred  by 
Foreigners  that  our  Exultation  was  produced  only  by  cmr 
Fear. 

*  Whatever,  Sir,  were  the  Motives  of  their  Condufl^  it 
«nay  be  imagined  that  in  a  Nation  where  Freedom  is  {q  la- 
viihly  boaikd,  every  Man  might  plead  an  Exemption  from 
the  Neceflity  of  joining  his  Voice  to  Shouts  of  which  he  did 
not  know  the  Rcafon^  or  which  he  thought  too  loud  for  the 
Occafion  which  produced  them  ;  and  that  no  Man  would  ac- 
cufc  him  of  DifafFcilion  to  his  Country,  bccaufe  he  did  not 
evaporate  in  ufelefs  Congratulations,  and  wild  Etfiiiions  of 
Jollity. 

*  But  as  Men  refolv'd  to  ccnfure  can  never  want  a  Fund 
of  Accufation,  no  fooner  were  the  MiniHers  ftigmatized  as 
Enemies  to  Vernon^  than  they  were  difcovered  to  have  form- 
ed a  Plot  for  his  Dcftru^on  in  Concert  with  the  spaniardt 
and  French ;  whofe  Fleets  had  found  an  Opportunity  of  unit- 
ing»  while  our  Admiral  was  cruifing  on  another  Part  of  thr 
CoaA»  and  guarding  a  Fortrefs  of  which  the  Importance  has 
been  formci  ly  one  cf  the  popular  Subje^s  of  Declamation. 
They  indeed  failed  immediately  to  the  ff^ejl  Indies^  before 
there  was  any  Opportunity  of  interrupting  thm  Courfc  ;  bof 
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I'hty  perfcfftK^i,  aiid  how  Qi^mtfaUy  they  rp tarji^^ 
i4fv|ftf  k&^vMQ.

But  wliat  Defence  can  be  made  of  the  Condu£l  of  the 

'  t^]ini(ler,  wiien  it  is  urged  tliat  the  French  arc  now,  in  Op* 

I  iK^fiuon  to  a!l  the  Faith  of  Treaties, biify  in  the  Reparation  of 

•liie  Port  of  Dunkirk',  and  that  they  are  eltablifhing  an  Afylum 

for  Privateers,  and  preparing  to  diTpute  the  Command  of 

'the  Channel?  What,  but  that  by  con fcffing  that  they   adl 

•in  Coniradidion  to  Treaties,  it  is  granted  that  the  Minillry 

'  js  to  be  acquitted  ;  for  let  me  once  more  remif^d  thofe  who 

'  Jnay  be  inclined  to  p^tronife  the  Motion,  that  no  Man  is  to 

be  puniJlu^d  for  the  DiOionedy  of  another.

As  it  is  never  grateful  to  my  Difpofition,  to  think  or 
I  ^psfink  with  Contempt  of  any  Mani  X  am  not  wichoiat  fome 
I  fldoubt  whether  I  Jhould  not  pufs  over  the  Excife  in  Silence  ;  for 

Sho  can  icitrain  his  Imagination  from  fome  Sallies  of  fatincat 
[errimiUit,  when  he  fees  Men  refolved  to  accufe  without  any 
Subjcd  of  Accufation  ;  and  linds  Malice  reduced  to  the  Ne- 
jceiiLy  of  gratifying  itfclf  with  Dreams  of  imaginary  Hard* 
\\^  and  mere  FoiEbilities  of  Guilt. 

JLet  us  Hate  the  Queilion  fo  far  as  it  relates  to  the  Excife 

ipith  Cgoluefs  and  llnpartiality.     About  eight  Years  ago  the 

I  Bight  Hod.  Gentltman  was  /aid  lo  have  formed  a  Scheme 

which  waA  proved  to  be  advantageous  to  the  Revenue,  znd/aid 

[►^10  be  detrimental  lo  the  People.     This  Scheme  was  laid  be- 

I  fofc  thisHouie,    and  approved  by  the  greater  Number,  but 

was  thrown   afidc  by  him  to  gratify  the  People  j  and  it  is 

\{  now  moved  that  the  fuppofed  Author  of  this  Scheme  iliould 

be  for  ever  excluded  from  his  MajeAy's  Cour^fela. 

*  Such,  Sir,  is  the  Crime,  and  fuch  is  the  Punifhment.  A 
Ferfon  difljnguilhcd  for  his  Abilities  aftd  famous  for  his  Ar- 
dour for  Liberty,  long  honoured  with  the  Favour  of  his  So ' 
vercigo,  and  long  intruflcd  with  the  molt  imporiant  Employ- 
» jtients,  is  to  be  branded  with  Infaipy  and  deprWed  of  Trull ; 
,.  for  Kaviog  been   fuppos'd  to  form   Meafures  which   were 
fufpcded  of  a  pernicious  Tendency,  and  from   which  that 
>n  induced  him  to  defiH. 
roL.  XilL  ^d.  ^  Had 
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'  Had  the  Scheme  been  really  pcrnicious»  and  really  reduc- 
ed to  Pradice,  i:  might  have  been  imagined  that  the  Appro- 
bation of  the  Parliament  would  have  exempted  him  from  Pro- 
fecution  i  but  this  Approbation,  it  feems,  is  now  no  longer 
to  be  pleaded,  becaufc  the  Parliament  is  no  longer  the  Re- 
prefentaiive  of  the  People  ;  this  Hoafe  is  only  a  Herd  of 
Slaves  hired  to  drudge  for  their  Mailer,  and  to  give  up  to  his 
Difpofal  the  Rights^  the  Properties,  and  Lives  of  their  Fel- 
loW'Subjedls. 

*  That  this  Charge,  Sir,  Is  known  by  the  greater  Part  of 
this  Houfe  to  be  faife  may  eafily  be  conceived  ;  but  it  will 
appear  an  AlTertion  fomewhat  daring  to  declare  that  it  is 
known  to  be  falfe  by  thofe  that  produce  it;  and  yet  why  elfe 
do  they  produce  it,  much  more  why  do  they  produce  it  here  ? 
Can  they  expe£l  that  any  Man  (hould  concur  in  his  own  Ruin ; 
that  a  Houfe  of  which  the  Majority  vote  far  Pay,  wilt  de- 
te^\  or  punifh  that  Corruption  by  which  they  are  influenced  i 
or  that  any  Man  who  has  received  a  Bribe  will  inform 
againll  the  Hand  that  gave  it  ? 

*  When  they  apply  lo  this  Houfe  for  the  DetefUon  or  Pu- 
nifhment  of  Bribery,  they  mull  believe  that  the  greateft  Num- 
ber is  not  ir.Huenced  by  Money  $  and  yet  if  chat  be  their  Opi* 
aion,  they  mult  rctraft  iheir  Charge. 

*  It  has  been  urged  in  J  unification  of  the  Motion,  that  whe- 
ther Mifcarriages  in  publick  Affairs  arife  from  Error  or  from 
Defign,  they  equally  prove  the  NeceiTity  of  removing  him,  by 
whom  they  were  tranfaded,  from  Places  of  Truft  ;  becaufe  the 
Publick  may  be  equally  injured  by  Incapacity  or  Treachery. 
Will  it  not  in  the  fame  Manner  appear,  that  thofe  who  have 
produced  this  Charge  ought  to  be  excluded  from  the  Manage- 
ment of  publick  AifaJrs,  whether  it  be  true  or  falfe  ;  iince  if 
it  be  true,  their  Condud  can  be  the  EfTcft  only  of  Madnefs, 
and  if  it  be  falfe,  of  Wicked nefs. 

*  But  whatever  be  at  length  determined  with  regard  to  the 
Pads  which  have  been  fo  often  examined,  whether  the  Treaty 
of  Hantrvcir  was  beneficial  or  detrimental  to  the  Nation,  whe- 
ther the  Spantards  have  been  oppofed  or  fupported  in  their 
Infoience,  whether  the  Trtnch  have  incited  or  retrained  them, 
whether  the  Excife  was  a  Scheme  of  Oppreffion,  or  a  rational 
Method  of  preventing  Abufes,  and  whether  the  Parliament 
be  corrupt  or  honett,  how  can  the  Propriety  of  the  Motion  be 
be  evinced  ?  Why  is  it  direded  againfl  this  Perfon  ?  And 
why  are  not  others  included  in  the  fame  Ccnfure  ? 

*  The  only  Rcafon  of  this  Motion  which  can  be  openly 
avowed,  muft  be  the  Defire  of  pumfhing  the  Author  of  the 
publick  Miferies,  and  deterring  others  from  the  fame  Crimes 
by  an  Example  of  Juftice  and  Severity.  But  it  has  in  all 
former  Tim^^  btm  iho^i^ht  neccflTary  to  prove  Guilt  before  it

lannccefiary  Army,  and  loaded  with  Taxes,  of  which  it  does 
Dt  appear  how  they  can  be  employed  but  to  corrupt  the  Par- 
liament; and  it  11  demanded  therefore,  not  that  the  Enquiries 
"hoiild  be  made  into  the  State  of  the  Publick,  not  that  the 
'  Army  fhouM  be  difb^nded,  or  that  our  Taxes  fhould  be  re- 
Id  uced,  but  Thai  Sir  Robert  Walpole  he  nmaiidfr^m  his  Ma- 
fifiys  Pre  fence  and  Counfeh. 

'  Such  a  Propofal  coo  Id  be  didated  only  by  the  Rage  of 
Jjfappoiated  Oppofition,  which  has  at  length  colle£led  all  its 
iForce,  and  exerted  all  its  Malice  m  one  defperate  Effort  ;  and 
Iwhich  is  now  too  much  irritated  to  obferve  any  longer  the 
►  Kulefl  of  Decency »  or  to  pretend  any  longer  a  Zeal  for  pub- 
lliclv  Happinefs,  an  Ardour  for  Liberty,  or  Tendernefs  for  the, 
t'ople. 

*  Had  this  Motion,  Sir,  been  produced  by  laudable  Dc- 
fligns,  it  would  have  been  recommended   oi  her  wife  than  by 

vehement  Invcdives  and  general  AfTertions  ;  for  as  the  End 
'i,  fuch  generally  are  the  Means  :  And  it  >s  not  cafily  that 
ra  wife  Man  is  perfuaded  of  the  Jullice  of  that  Intention, 
Mfvhich  he  fees  promoted  either  by  Violence  or  Fallacy. 

*  The  Fallacy  of  the  Argument  ufed  on  this  Occafion  I* 
loo  grofs  not  to  be  difcovered,  and  too  contemptible  not  t<i 

)e  derided,  were  not  the  End  propofcd  by  it  fo  atrocious  as 
not  to  admit  of  the  Prevalence  of  any  Parfion  but  Horror  and 
/eceftation.  The  Fallacy,  Sir,  gonfifts  in  fuppofing,  what; 
Bs  principally  to  be  proved,  that  the  Right  Honourable  Per- 
ion  on  whom  the  Cenfure  is  to  fall,  has  been  for  twenty 
fears  not  only  che  Chief  but  the  Sole  Direftor  of  all  Foreign 
^nd  Domellic  Aifairs  ;  that  he  has  at  once  levied  Armies  and 
faifed  Taxes,  enacted  Laws  and  ratified  Treaties,  and  go- 
(ferned  at  the  fame  Time  the  Council  and  the  Parliament. 

*  If,  Sir,  the  Right  Honourable  Gentleman  has  not  beea 
!the  chief  Advifer  and  Direftor  of  all  National  Affairs,  the 

lotion  mull  be  without  the  leaft  Degree  of  Jullice  or  Pro- 
brie  ty  ;  becaufc  it  will  tend  to  fix  an  unjull  Cenfure,  and  to 
punifh  one  Man  with  perpetual  Infamy  for  the  Crimes  of 
Inother-  It  will  tend  co  harden  the  principal  Agent,  who- 
ever he  may  be,  in  the  Continuance  of  his  wicked  Practices ; 
Snce  he  will  fuppofe  the  publick  Vengeance  already  fatis£ed^ 
knd  will  find  that  he  n  fafe  from  Panifhmcnt,  by  being  free 
from  Sufpicion. 

l^  the  Right  Honourable  Gentleman  be  not  the  Sole  Aa- 
|ior  of  ihcfc  fatal  Meafure?,  it  is  evident  that  the  Motion 
tarifen  not  from  publick  Spirit,  not  from  a  vinuous  De- 
ri d  2  \s&a.* 
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f^Afltiofi  of  corrupt  Condo£>,  nbc  from  a  Dffire  of  reformmg 
Abufcs,  and  rcftoring  to  the  BrUifi  Name  its  anciem  Digni- 
ty >  bat  from  narrow  Views,  and  felfifti  Dcfigns,  fiom  iordid 
interell,  or  virolcnt  Malevolence.  For  why  is  one  N4an 
finglcd  out  for  Vengeance  axnoog  fo  many  Ailbciatet  in  the 
fame  Cflmes  ?  Why  is  noi  the  Paniflimem  propfortioned  to 
the  Guilt  ?  and  why  is  publick  Jullice  defrauded  or  ob- 
ftruded  ? 

'  Of  fuch  Procedure,  Sir,  no  other  Account  can  be  gi^TH, 
than  that  one  Man  is  more  feared  or  hated  than  the  reft  \ 
Bor  can  this  Fear  or  DeielUtion  be  imputed  to  any  other 
Caofe  than  th«  Number  of  his  Friends,  or  the  Superiority  of 
his  Abilities  \  for  fir.ce  his  Wickednefs  appears  not  loof^ 
enormous  than  that  of  others,  he  mud  be  ddtinguifhed  from 
the  Crowd  by  fome  other  Qifalities, 

*  Happy  would  the  Briti(h  Nation  bc>  if  this  Ardour  of 
Profccution,  proceeded  from  any  other  Caofe  j  if  the  Pt/foits, 
who  have  fo  long  declared  t he mfelves  Enemies  to  the  Right 
Honourable  Gentleman,  were  not  incited  againll  him  on'y 
by  his  Importance  to  the  Stale,  by  the  Vigour  of  his  Under* 
ilanding,  and  the  Extent  of  his  Knowledge  ;  that  Undcr- 
flanding  which  has  enabled  him  to  difcover  and  drfconcert 
all  the  Schemes,  by  which  they  have  Hitherto  endeavoared 
to  rife  upon  his  Ruin  \  and  that  Knowledge  which  has  be«ri 
fo  fuccefs fully  employed,  in  defending  theMeafures  of  the 
Govemraent^  and  demonftniting  the  trae  Iniereft  pf  the 
People. 

*  They  have  long  difcovered,  or  imagined  theitifelves  Co 
have  difcovered,  that  they  arc  hindered  from  fuccecding  in 
their  Defigns  only  by  hts  Indultry,  [nRoence,  and  Capacity  \ 
and  have  therefore  determined  at  any  Rate  to  procure  his 
Removal.

4j>iicoxiteiit|  whlcti  has  always  animiitcd  theix  Harapgues,  by 
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I  ji  pontemp!  of  Order  and  Government,  and  at  length  by  Ah 

I  publick  Dcfcrtion  of  Equky  and  Reafon. 

•  The  Motion  I  cannot  b^t  cooiider  as  the  otmofl  Effort 
of  Malice,  the  expiring  Struggle  of  Faftlon  wearied  and  ex- 

1  Jiauikd  with   fruitlcfs  Endeavours  to  dillurb   tkt  Happinei* 
I  and  corrupt  the  Loy&hy  of  the  People  :  And  tho*  there  is  a 
[  Degree  of  Wicked ncfs  of  which  it  is  fcaree  reafooable  to 
I  hope  for  a  Reiormatiofi,  yet  1  cannot  but  flatter  myiclf  that 
i  thcfc  Gentlemen,  after  having  feen  their  iail  Expedient  ba- 
^ed,  and  their  moft  vtgoroiis  Aflfnult}  born  with  Patleace^ 
find   repulfcd  with  £afe,  will  at  kogth  defill  for  their  owzi 
Sakes  from  Lippofing  what  chey  cannot  prevent,  and  from 
encountering  thofe  by  whom  tiiey  are  certain  to  be  over- 
come, 

«  I  cannot  but  hope,  Sir,  that  they  may  be  prevailed  on 
by  the  Confideracion  of  their  own  Eafe,  to  concur  with  the

of  the  Sathfa^ion  of  Virtue,  and  the  Peace  of  Loyalty,  they 

I  may  be  induced  to  perfevere  with  Sincerity  in  that  Condu6t»

*  This  at  leall  I  will  pronnifc  them,  that  they  will  more

Iiuuch  Adour  at  lead  as  the  Intertll  of  thdr  Country  ;  aad

I  find^  Six,  the  fuppofcd  Guilt  of  all  tliefc  fuppofed  Mif- 

carriagsa 
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^.rriages  accumulated  upon  one  Man^  without  the  leall  Eo- 

[  deavour  to  prove  that  he  was  more  criminaJ,  with  regard 

to  Tome,  than  any  other  Member  of  the  Council ;  or  with  Re* 

fped  to  others,  than  any  Member  of  Farliaioenc  by  whom 

fbey  were  approved, 

*  I  caiily  forcfec»  that  if  this  Motion  be  admitted,  the  Ju- 
Hicc  of  Parliamentary  CenfureSjand  by  Confequcnce  their  Au- 
thority and  Efficacy  is  at  an  End  ;  fince  it  will  at  any  Tinac 
be  in  the  Power  of  a  Majority,  inflamed  by  f  a£lion  or  Re- 
lentmenty  to  punifli  thofe  whom  no  Evidence  is  produced 
to  convift ;  and  therefore^  I  declare,  that  I  ihall  vote  agaio^ 
this  Motion,  and  any  other  of  the  fame  Kind. 

Then  Mr  Pin  fpoke  to  the  EfFed  following : 
Sir, 

Air  Pitt.  *  As  it  has  been  obferved  that  thofe,  who  have  formerI)f« 

approved  the  Meafures  of  the  Gentleman  into  whofe  Con< 
dud  we  are  now  inquiring,  cannot  be  cxpeded  to  difavow 
their  former  Decifions*  unlefs  new  Arguments  are  produced 
of  greater  Force  than  thofe  which  have  formerly  been  of- 
fered J  fo  the  fame  Stead inefs  mult  be  excufed  in  thofe  who. 
have  oppofed  them»  unlefs  they  can  now  hear  them  better 
defended. 

*  It  is  an  eftabliftied  Maxim,  Sir,  that  as  Time  is  the 
Tcft  of  Opinions,  Falf<;hood  grows  every  Day  weaker,  and 
Truth  gains  upon  Mankind*  This  is  more  eminently  juft 
in  political  AiTcrtions,  which  often  refpeft  future  Events^. 
and  the  remote  Confequences  of  Tran  fad  ions ;  and  there- 
fore never  fail  to  be,  by  Time,  incontcftably  veriiicd  or  un- 
deniably confuted.  On  many  Occafions  it  is  impoHible  to 
determine  the  Expediency  of  Meafures,  otherwife  than  by 
ConjeOure ;  becaufe  almoU  every  Step  that  can  be  taken 
may  have  a  Tendency  to  a  good  as  well  a^  to  a  bad  End  ; 
And  as  he  that  propofes,  and  thofe  that  promote  it^may  coo* 
ceal  their  Intentions,  till  they  are  ripened  into  Execudon, 
Time  only  can  difcover  the  Motives  of  their  JDcmaods,,  and 
the  Principles  of  their  Condufl:. 

*  For  this  Reafon,  Sir,  it  may  eafily  be  cxpeded  that  bad 
Meafures  will  be  condemned  by  Men  of  Integrity  when  their 
Confequences  are  folly  difcovered  ;  tho'  when  they  were  pro- 
pofed,  they  might  by  plaufible  Declarations  and  ipecious 
Appearances,  obtain  their  Approbation  or  Applaufe.  Thofe, 
ivhofe  Purity  of  Intention,  and  Simplicity  of  Morals,  ex* 
pofed  them  to  Credulity  and  impliclce  Confidence,  mull  re- 
fent  the  Arts  by  which  they  were  deluded  into  a  Concur- 
rence with  Projeds  decritnental  to  their  Country  ;   but  gf 
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wbich  the  Confeqaeiiccs  were  artfully  concealed  from  thcmj 
or  the  real  Intention  ileadiiy  denied. 

*  With  Regard  to  fuch  Gentlemen  whofc  Negleft  o£ 
political  Studies,  had  not  qualified  them  to  judge  of  the  Qae^ 

I  ilions  when  they  were  firil  debated  j  and  who,  in  giving 
their  SufFiages  were  not  fo  much  di reded  by  their  own 
Convidlionj  as  by  the  Authority  of  Men  whofe  Experience 
and  Knowledge  they  knew  to  be  great,  and  whofe  Integrity 
they  had   hitherto  found  no  Reafon  to  diftruH,  it  may  be 

'  naturally  cxpedled  that,  when  they  fee  thofc  Meafures  which 
were  recommended,  as  neceffary  to  Peace  and  Happinefs,  pro- 
ductive only  of  Confufion,  Oppreifion,  and  Dilhefs^  they 
ihould  acknowledge  their  Error  and  forfake  their  Guides, 
whom  they  mull  now  difcover  to  have  been  either  ignorant, 
or  treacherous ;  and  by  an  open  Recantation  of  their  former 
Decifions,  endeavour  to  repair  the  Calamities,  which  they 
have  contributed  to  bring  upon  their  Country. 

*  The  Extent  and  Complication  of  political  Queilions  h 
fuch,  that  no  Man  can  jullly  be  alhamcd  of  having  been 
fometimes  midaken  in  his  Determinations ;  and  the  Propeo* 
£ty  of  the  human  Mind  to  Confidence  and  Friendfhip  is  fo 
great,  that  every  Man,  however  cautious,  however  fagaci-* 
ous,  or  however  experienced,  is  expofed  fometimes  to  the 
Artifices  of  Intereil,  and  the  Deluiions  of  Hypocrify  ;  but 
it  is  the  Duty,  and  ought  to  be  the  Honour,  of  every  Man 
to  own  his  Mi  flake,  whenever  he  difcovers  it,  and  to  warn 

.  others  agaioft  thofe  Frauds  which  have  been  too  focccfsfully 
praftifed  upon  himfelf 

*  I  am  therefore,  Sir>  inclined  to  hope  that  every  Man 
will  not  be  equally  pre  determined  in  the  prefent  Debate, 
and  that  as  I  fhall  be  ready  to  declare  my  Approbation  of 
Integrity  and  Wifdom,  though  they  ihould  be  found  where 
I  have  long  fufpe^ed  Ignorance  and  Corruption  j  fo  others 
will  with  equal  Juiljce  cenfure  Wicked ncfs  and  Error,  though 
they  (hould  be  detc^ed  in  thatPerfon,  whom  they  have  long 
been  taught  to  reverence  as  the  Oracle  of  Knowledge,  and 
the  Pattern  of  Virtue. 

*  In  political  Debates  Time  always  produces  new  Lights  ; 
Time  can  in  thefe  Enqafries  never  be  ncutraJ,  but  mufl  al- 

'  ways  acquit  or  condemn.  Time  indeed  may  not  always 
produce  new  Arguments  again  ft  bad  Condud,  becaufc  all 
its  Confequences  might  be  originally  forefeen  and  expofed  ; 
i  but  it  muft  always  confirm  them,  and  ripen  Conje^ur^s 
tinto  Certainty.  Though  it  fhould  therefore  be  truly  aifer- 
^tcd,  that  nothing  is  urged  in  this  Debate  which  was  not  be- 
kfore  mentioned  and  rejcded,  it  will  not  prove  that  becaufc

*  Btit  if  Time  has  prodaced  no  VindicatioD  of  thofc  M^^ 
tares,  wliich  were  once  fufpcded  of  Jmprudcncc  or  of  Tint* 
cheiy  ;  it  moft  be  at  length  a'-knowledged  that  thole  Sti(pk* 
cioR9  were  jtill,  and  that  what  ought  then  to  have  bMii 
f  ejected  ought  now  to  be  puntihed. 

<  This,  Sir,  U  for  the  moll  Part  the  State  of  the  pi«^ 
fcnt  Qucftion.  Thofe  Meafures  which  were  once  defended 
by  fophiftical  Reafonings,  or  palliated  by  warm  Declarations 
of  Sincerity  and  difinterelled  Zeal  for  the  pubiick  Happt- 
ncfs^  arc  found  to  be  fuch  as  they  were  reprefentjcd  by  thofe 
who  oppofcd  them.  It  is  now  difir^vered,  that  the  Treaty 
of  Hano'ver  was  calculated  only  for  the  Advancement  of  the 
Houfe  ofBourbani  that  our  Armiei  arc  kept  up  only  to 
multiply  Dependence,  and  to  awe  the  Nation  from  the  £s- 
ertian  of  its  Rights  j  that  Spain  has  been  courted  only  to 
the  Rtiin  of  our  Trade ;  and  that  the  Convention  was  littJc 
more  than  an  Artifice,  to  amufe  the  People  with  an  ii^ 
Appearance  of  a  Keconciliationj  which  our  Eaemles  aevei 
intended. 

*  Of  the  Stipulation  which  prodnced  the  meoiorable 
Treaty  of  Han9'ver^  the  Improbability  was  often  nrged;  but 
the  abfolute  Falfehood  could  not  be  proved  but  by  the  De- 
claration of  bhe  of  the  Parties.  This  Declaration  was  a: 
length  produced  by  Time,  which  was  never  favourable  to 
the  Meafures  of  our  Minifter  ;  for  the  Ejnpcror  of  Germany  * 
affcrted  with  the  utmoil  Solemnity  that  no  (uch  Article  was 
ever  propofcd,  and  that  his  Engagements  with  Spain  had  no 
Tendency  to  produce  any  Change  in  the  GovernmeniCjQf 
this  Kingdom, 

*  Thus  it  IS  evident.  Sir,  that  all  the  Terrors,  which  the 
Apprehenfion  of  this  Alliance  produced,  were  merely  the 
Operations  of  Fraud  upon  Cowardice ;  and  that  they  wvre 
only  raifed  by  the  artful  French^  to  difunite  us  from  the 
only  Power,  with  which  it  is  our  Interefl  to  cultivate  an 
infeparable  FriendOiip,  This  Dlfcinion  thcreibre  mtiY  jull- 
]y  be  charged  upon  tbe  Miniiler,  who  has  weakened  the 
Jntereft  of  this  Country,  and  endangered  the  Ltbertiet  of 
Europe. 

*  If  it  be  aiked.  Sir,  how  he  could  have  difcovered  ^ 
Falfhood  of  the  Report,  before  it  wa^  confuted  by  tie 
late  Emperor?  it  may  be  eafily  anfwered,  that  he  mieht 
have  difcovered  it  by  the  fame  Tokens  which  betray *d  it 


^  See  the  Memorial  of  M.  dc  Palm,  ttie  Iniperial .  ReGdtnf) 
Purpofei  ia  the  Appendix  toChoA^kr's  Hidor^i  V|l,  Vlll« 
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^  to  hh  Opponents,  the  ImpoiHbifitx  of  putting  it  In  Execu- 
I  Cutioft,  For  it  muft  be  confcfied,  that  his  French  Jnformcfa^ 
Ivrell  acquainted  with  his  Dipoficion  to  panic  Fears,  hiLcL 
J  lifcd  no  elation  in  the  Contrivance  of  their  Impoflofc,  nor 
lleeni  to  have  had  any  other  View*  than  to  add  one  Terror 
r  Id  another,  to  fink  his  Reafon  with  Alarms,  and  to  overbear 
I  liini  with  AHonifhnieot.  When  they  found  that  he  began 
I  to  be  difordered  at  the  Danger  of  our  Trade,  from  Ene- 
I  mies  without  Naval  Forces ;  they  cafily  difcovered,  that  to 
j  mike  him  the  Sbvc  of  France^  nothing  more  was  neceflary 
j  than  to  add,  that  thefe  bloody  Confederates  had  projected 
Vmx  Invafion^  that  they  intended  io  add  Slavery  to  Poverty, 
[and  to  place  the  Pretender  upon  the  Throne. 

To  be  alarmed,  Sir,  into  Vigilance,  had  been  not  un- 
[' worthy  of  the  firm  ell  and  moll  iagaciotts  Minilkr ;  but  to 
I  be  frighted  by  foch  Reports  into  Meafures,  which  even  an 
rinvafion  could  fcarcely  have  jullified,  waa  at  lead  a  Proof 
Lcf  a  Capacity  not  formed  by  Nature  for  the  Adminillration. 
pf  Government  \  and  which  it  is  therefore  the  Intent  of  this 
lotion  to  reduce  to  its  proper  Sphere^  and  to  level  witk 
Ifhe  reft  of  the  Community. 

If  it  be  en<3uir*d  what  Advantage  w^as  granted  by  this 
[>eaty  to  the  French^  and  to  what  Inconveniences  it  has 
Mubjeaed  this  Nation  ?  An  Anfwcr  may  vtry  juftly  be  re- 
iJFufed,  till  the  Minister  or  his  Apologills  ftiall  explain  his 
.  Conduft  in  the  bit  War  with  Spaitj  ;  and  inform  us  why 
be  Plate  Fleet  was  fpared,  our  Ships  facrificcd  to  ihe  Worms, 
ind  our  Admiral  and  his  Sailors  poifoned  in  an  unhealthy 
lOimate  ?  Why  the  Spanianis  in  full  Security  laugh'd  at  our 
t Armaments,  and  triumphed  in  our  Cahmities  ? 

TheLivesof //e?s:/>r  and  his  Forces,  which  were  fqtiandcr^ 
f^  by  Compliance  with  France^  arc  now  julHy  to  be  demand- 
Led  from  this  Man  ;  he  is  now  to  be  charged  with  the  Murder 
^  thofe  unhappy  Men,  whom  hecxpofcd  to  Mifery  and  Con- 
ftgion,  to  pacify,  on  one  hand,  the  Brtttms  who  called 
at  for  War,  and  to  gratify,  on  the  other,  the  French  who 
[iofifted  that  the  Spamp  Treafuret  fliould  not  be  feizcd, 

*  The  Minifter  who  neglefts  any  juft  Opportunity  of  pro- 
noting  the  Power,  or  encreafing  the  Wealth  of  his  Country^ 
:  to  be  confidered  as  an  Enemy  to  his  Fellow- Subjects  ;  but 
^what  Cenfure  is  to  be  pafied  upon  him  who  betrays  that 
Army  to  a  Defeat,  by  which  Viftory  might  be  obtained  ; 
Umpoveriflies  the  Natron,  whofe  Affairs  he  is  intruded  to  tranf- 
Ri^  by  thofe  Expeditions  which  might  enrich  it  i  who  levies 
rArmies  only  to  be  expo  fed  to  Pcftilcnce,  and  compels  them 
10  peri(h  in  Sight  of  their  Enemies  without  molcfting  them  ? 
It  cannot  furely  be  denied  chat  fudi  Condad  may  julUy 
VoL.XIH.  cc  prO' 
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produce  a  Cenfare,  more  fcrere  than  thtt  which  b  intended 
by  this  Motion  ;  and  that  he  who  has  doomed  Thoafanda  to 
the  Gravc>  who  hos  co  operated  with  foreign  Powers  againft 
his  Country,  who  has  protefted  its  Enemies  and  difliottoured 
its  Arms,  Ihould  be  deprived  not  only  of  his  Honours  but  of 
hta  Life  i  that  he  Ihould  be  at  leall  ftripp'd  of  thofe  Riches 
which  he  has  ainafFcd  during  a  long  Series  of  profperous 
Wicked  nefs ;  and  not  barely  be  hindered  from  making  new 
AcquiJitions,  and  encreafrng  his  Wealth  by  multiplying  his 
Crimej. 

*  But  no  fucb  Penalties,  Sir,  are  now  required ;  thofe,  who 
have  long  ftood  up  in  Opj^-  Ikion  to  him,  give  a  Proof  by 
this  iVlotion,  that  they  were  not  incited  by  perfonal  Ma* 
lice ;  fmce  they  are  oot  provoked  to  propofe  any  arbitrary 
Cenfure,  nor  have  recommended,  what  might  be  authorifcd 
by  his  own  Pradlice,  an  Ad  of  Attainder,  or  a  Bill  of  Pains 
and  Penalties.  They  defire  nothing  farther  than  that  the 
Security  of  the  Nation  may  be  reflored,  and  the  DifcootenC 
of  the  People  pacified,  by  his  Removal  from  that  Troii  which 
he  has  fo  long  abus'd. 

'  The  Difcontent  of  the  People  is  id  itfelf  a  Reafon  for 
agreeing  to  this  Motion,  which  no  Rhetorical  Vindicator  of 
his  Condoft  will  be  able  to  countcrbal lance  ;  for  fincc  it  h 
ncceflkry  to  the  Profperity  of  the  Government,  that  the  Peo*- 
ple  ihould  believe  their  Intereil  favoured,  and  their  Libertie* 
proteded  ;  fince  to  imagine  themfelves  negleded,  and  to  be' 
ireglefled,  in  reality  inuii  produce  in  them  the  fame  Sufpicignt^ 
and  the  fame  Diihuil,  it  is  the  Duty  of  every  faithful  Sab-* 
jtfft  whom  his  Station  qualifies  to  offer  Advice  to  hisSove-^ 
reign,  toperfuade  him  for  the  Prefervation  of  his  ownHonocrr' 
and  the  Affection  of  his  Subjeds,  to  remove  from  his  Coun*' 
fels  that  *Vfan,  whom  they  have  long  confidered  as  the  Aadior 
of  pernicious  Meafures,  and  a  Favourer  of  arbitrary  Power,  -  * 

Mr  H&we  anfwered  in  Subftance  as  follows. 

Sir, 

*  Whatever  Opinion  I  may  have  formed,  by  long  Obferva^' 
tion  and  Experience,  of  the  Moderation  of  the  Party  by  which 
this  Motion  is  fupported,  I  could  not  have  prevailed  upon 
myfelf  to  expqfl  that  they  would  have  mentioned  it  as  a  Proof 
of  their  Lenity  and  Forbearance  ;  or  that  while  they  were  en- 
deavoyring  to  punifh  without  the  leail  Evidence  of  a  Crime, 
tiiey  would  have  added  Infults  to  their  Cruelty,  and  have  ri- 
diculed him,  whom  they  were  perfecuting,  with  Panegyrick) 
on  their  own  Mercy. 

*  That  they  are    now  endeavouring,    that  Funiffiment 
may  precede  Convi£lioii«  is  eTident,  Uncc  they  have  oot  prov- 
ed 
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ed  tbat  any  of  the  Meafures,  which  they  iiaire  beeA  pleafed  to 

leprefent  as  Pernkioas  and  Dishonourable,  were  advjfed  by 

!  the  Perfgri  againil  whom   they  dirctl  their  Malice  ;  nor  do 

I  they  appear  foticicous  to  difcover  the  CrimmaJ,  fo  cbey  may 

I  be  permicted  to  dcUroy  aD  Adverfary. 

For  this  Porpofe,  Sir,  ihcy  have  for  many  Years  loaded 
I  him  with  Accafations,  and  reprerented  him  as  the  Author  of 
I  thofe  Miferies»  which  were  entailed  upon  the  Nation  in  the 
I  lall  Reign,  by  a  long  War  and  a  diihonourable  Peace  ;  they 
I  have  charged  him  with  exalting,  by  the  7>caty  of  Hans^er, 
'  that  Houfe  which  owes  the  Continuance  of  its  Power  to  the 
Peace  of  Utrecht  ;  and  have  taugbt  the  Nation  to  believe  that 
f  thofe  Debts,  which  it  has  been  bis  conllant  Endeavour  to  al- 
[  leviate,  were  encreas*d  by  his  Profyfion  or  continued  by  his 
Artifices. 

'  Having,  by  a  continual  Series  of  fubtle  Calumnies^  aliena- 
ted the  People  from  the  Government,  and  filled  the  Nation 
I  with  Diftrull,  Sufpicion,  and  Rcfcntmcnt ;  having  exalted  the 
[Rights  of  the  Subjedt,  till  every  Borough  imagines  itfelf  in- 
I  titled  to  didate  to  the  Parliamenc ;  and  fo  long  imputed  every 
Calamity  to  the  MiniHry,  that  they  are  now  charged  with 
r^very  Inconvenience  that  is  felt  or  imagined  to  be  felt  by  the 
Nation^  whatever  Caufe  may  produce  it  »  they  ac  kH  throw 
.aiide  their  Difguife,  and  difcover  for  what  End  they  have  fo 
1  long  flattered  the  Paffions  and  corrupted  the  Opinions  of  the 
[people,  by  declaring  that  the  Difcontent  which  ihey  have 
railed,  is  a  fufhcient  Reafon  for  this  Motion  ;  and  that  the 
^Man  whom  chey  have  fo  long  accufed  ouglit  to  be  doomed 
to  Infamy  and  Obfcurity,  becaufe   he  is  at  la  ft  fnfpedled  by 
I  thofe,  who  have  no  Opportunity  of  knowing  his  Charader,  or 
I  of  examining  his  Conduct. 

The  BLilinefs,  Sir,  of  the  Parliament  is  to  hold  the  Bal 
I  lance  between  the  Court  and  the  People,  and  to  preferve  at 
once  the  Dignity  of  the  Crown,  and  the  Rtghts  of  the  Na- 
tion ;  nor  are  we  to  fulFer  the  Servants  of  the  King   to   be 
\  torn  from  him  by  popular  Fury,  any  more  than  the  Liberties 
'  of  the  People  to  be  facrificcd  to  the  Ambition  of  a  Miniftcr. 
*  That  the  People  arc  generally  difcontented,  may  per- 
haps be  true  ;  but  what  is  more  common  than  popular  Cbm- 
plaints  without  Caufe,  or    for  Evils,  which  could  not   have 
been  prevented.  That  they  are  enraged  againll  this  Genileman 
though  it  has  not  been  proved,  I  (hall  not  at  prcfcnt  deny  i  be- 
caufe it  is  flcceiTary  that  before  their  Rcfentment  is  gratified  it 
ihould  be  proved  to  be  jull,  and  till  fuch  Proof  is  produced^ 
,  1  fliall  oppofe  the  Motion. 
JO.  e  e  z  Mr 
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Mr  ^tathcitte  rcply'd  lo  ihe  following  El!«a  : 
Sir, 

*  Can  it  then  be  aiked  in  this  Hoafe,  why  the  People  aVe 
cxafpeiated  againll  this  Pcrfon,  and  whether  they  have  had 
any  Provocations  to  Rcfcntroent  ?  Can  Proof  be  required  of 
the  Ardour,  with  which  the  whole  Nation  wifhes  for  his  Dif- 
charge  ?  And  can  it  be  doubced^  whether  his  Continuance  in 
Power  is  inconfilknt  with  the  Security  and  Happinefs  of  the 
Kingdom*  the  Prefervation  of  Peace^  and  the  Promotion  of 
Loyalty  ? 

*  To  conceal  in  judicial  Enquiries,  what  is  known  to  thoie 
who  profefs  to  declare  their  Sentiments,  is  at  leaft  not  t9 
Jpmk  the  njohde  Truth,  and  may  be  cenfured  as  a  Proof  of 

Partiality  :  To  afteft  Ignorance  of  publick  Fafts,  in  hopes  that 
their  Opponents  may  happen  to  forget  them,  is  not  more 
difingfenuous  than  contemptible,  when  they  are  fo  recent* 
that  they  cannot  bur  be  rememberedj  or  fq  atrocious  that  they 
cannot  be  forgiven. 

*  To   litde  Parpofe,  Sir,  therefore,  has   the  Gentleman, 
who  has  fo  zealouily  attempted »  with  whatever  Intention,  tO' 
fecure  the  Favour  of  the  Minifter,  appeared  ignorant  of  the 
open  Declarations  of  the  People  in  all  Parts  of  the  Kingdom,  ^ 
when  the  execrable  Scheme  of  Excife  was  lately  defeated:  A-| 
Time  which  the  Enemies  of  Liberty  do  not  willingly  recol-'. 
left,  but  which  will  always  be  celebrated  as  the  ^ra  of  our 
RefcDC  from  Slavery,  by  thofe  who  know  the  Importance  of 
Gommerce,  or  the  Bleflings  of  Freedom,  • 

*  At  that  Time  this  worthy  Miniller,  this  amiable  Bene- 
faftor  ol  Mankind,  was  ftigmatized  with  the  higheil  Degree 
ojf  Infamy,  which  the  People  cou'd  exprefs ;  he  was  dragged'  I 
along  the  Streets  in  Effigy  through  the  Shouts  of  tnnnmera-i| 
b!e  Ciouds,  with   the    univerfal  Triumph  ofalJ   Ranks  and 
Orders  of  Men,  and  was  thrown  into  the  Fires  kindled  m' 
every  Town  to  celebrate  the  Deliverance.  '^ 

*  If  therefore.  Sir,  it  be  granted,  that  the  general  Hatred !  1 
of  the  People  is  fofficient  to  jullify  an  Addrefs  for  the  Remo- 
val of  a   Mimilcr,  this  Motion   can  admit  of  no  longer   De- 
bate ;  for  he  who  doubts  whether  this    Perfon   be  generally 
tletefled  j  he  who  does  not  know  that  his  Name  is  never  men- 
tioned, but    by  his  V'aiTals,    without  Execrations ;  that    hiss| 
Counfels  arc  cLnfidcred  by  every  honcil  Man  as  the   Caofes  ( 
of  our  Mifery  and  all  our  Di  (grace ;  and  that  the  Time  of  his  i 
Begradniion  or  DeUruftion  woald  be  «dded  to  thofcFeftival  ' 
Days  on   which  the  Overthrow  of  arbitrary  and  republican 
Schemes  are  annually  commemorated,  mufl  live  in  utter  Ig- 
norance of  the  State  of  his  Country  ;  and  mutt  have  paft  hia 
Days  without  Inquiry,    and   without  Obfervation,    cither 
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clouded  by  the  Obfcurity  of  a  Village,  or  dazzled  by  the 

I  Glitter  of  a  Court, 
*  For  fliy  Part  it  has  coil  ixie  no  laborious  Searches  to 
ioiow  what  is  daily  to  be  heard  in  every  Place  of  publick 
Rcfort  *  that  he  is  looked  upon  as  a  general  Enemy,  whom 
it  is  every  Man's  Duty  to  purfue,  and  Id ce reft  to  dcflroy. 
And  fince  it  cannot  be  expe^ed  that  his  Majefly  ihoutd  long 
retain  the  AJFedions  of  his  People,  white  a  Man  like  this  is 
lielicved  to  enjoy  his  Confidence  and  irfiuence  his  Counfels, 
I  think  it  impoffible  to  give  a  more  important  Proof  of  my 
Loyalty,  Ihan  by  agreeing  to  the  prefent  Motion.

^ftcn  this  Occafion,  could  not  but  raife  Eileem  in  thofe  who  are 

^K  moft  zealous  for  the  Caufe  which  he  has  undertaken  Co  op-  | 

^H  pofe,  did  he  not  employ  it  to  conceal  Fafls  too  evident  for 

^B  Difguife,  and  to  palliate  Meafures  in  Defence  of  which^   the 

^B  moS  artful  Eloquence  mutt  be  exhnuiled  in  vain. 

*  That  thcfc  Meafures  are  really  not  eafJy  to  be  vindi- 
cated, he  has  indeed  implicitely  confeffed,  by  thinking  it 
neccflary  to  deny,  that  his  Friend  can  be  properly  confidered 
as  the  Author  of  them  5  and  by  requiring  Proof  to  Day,  of 
what  every  Man  in  the  Nation  knew  Ycflerday,  and  will 
know  to  Morrow,  that  he  has  been  for  twenty  Years  the 
chief  Diredor  of  all  Foreign  and  Domeftick  Meafures. 

*  Surely  that  Caufe  mull  be  defperate  that  c^n  require  a 
Defence  like  this  ;  furely  he  can  have  little  Confidence  in  the 
Integrity  of  that  Man,  whom  he  endeavours  to  ftiehcr  from 
Examination,  by  denying  what  he  isconfcious  that  every  Man 
knows  and  almoft  every  Man  can  prove. 

*  The  prefent  Motion  is  only  for  an  Addrefs  to  his  Ma- 
jelly,  not  that  any  Criminal  fhould  be  punifhed,  but  that  a 
Man  fafpeded  of  Crimes  Ihould  be  removed  from  Trull :  And 
therefore  this  Addrefs  may  juftly  be  promoted  by  every  Man, 
whom  his  own  Obfervation  or  the  Afiercions  of  others  have  in- 
duced to  form  fuch  Sufpicions,  even  though  they  (hould  noc 
be  confirmed  by  fach  Evidence  as  might  be  required  in  the 
lower  Courts.

,/  Tt^  Peace  of  t//r£f^/,  and  all  the  othei- Kcgoiiatiijos 
which  were  carried  on  dunng  the  Admiuiftratioa  of  the  Earl 
of  Oicfsrd^  arc  well  ktiawn  to  have  beeo  confidcrcd  in  the 
Parii^oiieiit,  and  co  hiive  been  ratiiied  after  long  Debates  b/ 
a  \ZTy  great  Majority^  a  Majority  which  the  Mioiller  couJd 
not  be  charged  with  gaining  by  Bribes,  or  retaining  by  Pen- 
fwns  :  A  Majority  of  i\iember5€k£ted  without  pecuniary  la- 
fluencc^  and  votbg  witliout  any  other  apparent  Dire£kion 
than  their  own  Opinions  »  and  who,  though  they  are  now

'  Yet  was  not  this  Sandion  fufficient  to  fecure  the   noble 
Lord  in  the  next  Reign,  from  the  Violence  of  Prorccotiott 
and  the  Rigours  of  Imprifonment :  Profecutions  incited  by  this 
Gentleman's  Malignity,  and  Imprifonment  promoted  by  hii 
Counfels*    In  Defence  of  this  Precedent,  I  ihall  only  urge». 
that  if  fuch  a  Procefs  was  equitable  at  that  Tinne,  it  may, 
fafely  be  imitated ;  and  that  though  it  fhould  be  acknowledg- ,

*  Such  Severities,  however,  are  not  intended  by  the  Ad« 
vocates  for  the  prcfent  Motion,  who  are  content  to  put  ait 
End  to  the  Miferies of  thct  Nation,  without  puniihiqg  him  to. 
whom  they  think  them  juilly  imputed  ;  who  intend  not 
Vengeance  but  Security  ;  and  who  by  removing  the  Mini fter 
from  thePrefcnce  of  his  Sovereign,  from  which  he  has  loog 
driven  every  Man  that  oppofed  him,  and  fjrom  thofe  Couik.

Hereupon   the  Hon,  Mk  Edward  Harlty  flood  up,  and*' 
fpoke  as  in  our  fn.iiififj  Volume,  p.  loo.  and  then  left  tfcr 
Houfe  i  and  was  folio w'u  by  Mr  Robert  HarLy.  ,,^ 

Lord  Cornburj  ipoke  next  in  SubHance  as  follows. 

'  I  doubt  not  but  it  wilt  be  expefled  by  tbofe  who  bar? 
made  and  jaftilied  the  Motion,  that  I  who  Jiave  generally  op-, 
pofed  the  Mcafurcs  of  the  Adminillration,  ftiould  readily 
concur  in  cenfuring  the  Man  to  whofe  Cauafels  they  are  \s^* ^ 
puted,  and  by  whofe  Influence  they  are  fuppofed  to  have  ob*. 
twined  Approbation  ;  and  perhaps  it  mny  ^9^  be  without  in^^j 
cumng  fome  Sufpicion  of  criminal  Ificonfiflcncy,  that  I  dodane 
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my  Bifapprobatloft  of  the  Method  of  ProfccutiGn' which  Jrf 
now  propofed  ;  a  Sufpicioii  which  I  fhall  however  try  to  4- 
vbid,  by  kying  before  the  Houfe  the  Reafons  of  my  Con* 
duft,  and  the  Groanda  of  my  Opinion. 

*  There  has  always  appeared  to  me  a  great  Difference  in 

the  Rules  which  polldcal  and  perfonal  Queilions  require  tO' 

be  obferved.     In  Que  (I  ions  relating  to  the  publick  Affairs,  it 

I  is  rational  to   fuppofe  thofe  Meafyree  wrong  which  are  not 

proved  to  be  right  i  but  in  criminal  Profecutions  it  is  a  Maxim 

itk  the  Law,  that  every  Man  fhall  be  fuppofed  Innocent  til! 

it   is  fhown  by  Evidence  that  he  is  Guilty.     In  oppofing 

-  Meafures  therefore,  I  am  at  Liberty  to  require  Evidence  ;  in 

I  attacking  Ferfonsj  I  am  obliged  to  produce  it ;  nor  does  the 

Man  whom  I  accufe  of  Mifcondudl,  need  to  make  any  other 

Defence  than  that  of  denying  the  Charge. 

'  In  the  prefent  Cafe,  Sir,  a  Right  Honourable  Member 
[  of  this  Houfe  is  accufcd  of  dilhonouring  his  Sovereign,  of  be- 
[traying  his  Trull,  of  weakening  the  Influence,  cmbarraJling 
Ithe  Commerce,  and  obllrufting  the  Arms  of  his  Country  ;  of 
[giving  up  the  Rights  of  the  Nation  by  cowardly  Negotiations, 
and  attacking  its  Liberties  by  an  Attempt  to  introduce  op- 

Scffive  Laws  and  cruel  Exactions.     A  Charge  in  the  higheft 
egree  criminal ,  and  which  ought  therefore  to  be  fupported 
by  the  ftrongeft  Proof* 

But  inJtcad  of  Evidence  prodaced  to  prove  the  particular 
I  Articles  of  this  complicated  Accufation,  we  have  heard  hither- 
I  to  only  florid  Declamations,  which  may  amufe  but  cannot  con- 
f  vlnce^  and  violent  Inveflives  which  may  fire  the  Paffions  for 
;  a  Moment,  but  which  can  have  no  lafting  Effed  upon  th« 
1  Judgment.  Thcfe  have  been  anfwered  by  Rhctorick  equally 
[engaging,  and  AiTcrtions  equally  confxilent ;  but  to  which  the 
Jjftws  have  given  this  Advantage,  that  we  are  obliged  to  ad* 
kmit  them  till  they  are  confuted,  and  by  Confequence  to  rejcft 
I  thofe  of  the  Accufers  till  they  are  proved, 

'  That  thofe,  who  have  hitherto  diftioguifhcd  themfclvcs 
Iby  an  invariable  Oppolition  to  the  miniflerial  Schemes,  fhould 
Trejeft  the  prefent  Motion,  has  been  mentioned  as  an  Jncon- 
liftency  not  to  be  imagined,  as  an  Abfurdity  which  conld 
1  not  be  fuppofed  without  an  Apology.  So  eaiily  do  the  wifcft 
[Men  fuffer  their  Defires  to  influence  their  Reafoi ;  and  fo 
Idiiicult  h  it  for  any  Man,  ihongly  convinced  of  the  Truth  of 
[jiis  Opinion,  to  believe  that  others  can  jultify  themfelves  in 
I  Di Heating  from  it. 

For  my  Part,  Sir,  I  can  eafily  conceive,  that  many  may 
llave  condemned  all  thefe  Traufadions  which  have  been  re- 
Iprefcnted  as  the  Grounds  of  the  prefent  Motion  ;  without 
ithinking  that  the  Motion  defervea  thur  Concurrence,  or  that 
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hy  rtJeSdngit,  they  ihall  forfeit  the  Praife  of  SteaJincfs 
Pcrfcverancc  i  fince  nothing  is  more  evident  than  that  thia 
Motion  may  be  unjuft,  though  the  Oppofition  fliould  be  fup* 
pofcd  hitherto  to  have  adled  under  the  Diredion  of  iafellibic 
GaideSy  and  alt  the  Schemes  and  Meafures  of  the  MiDl^er  to 
liave  been  detrimental  to  the  Nation. 

'  To  juRi fy  Oppofuion  it  is  only  to  be  proved  that  the 
Meafiires  propofcd,  were  improper  or  unjuil  ;  but  to  fup- 
port  this  Motion  it  muil  be  fhewn  that  they  are  the  Pro- 
pofals  of  a  particular  Man.  It  has  been  hitherto  indHFerent 
in  the  Debate,  whether  they  were  Errors  or  Crimes  ;  whether 
the  Authors  of  them  were  deceived  or  corrupted  ;  it  is  now 
nece/Tary  to  prove  them  the  Confequenccs  of  wicked  Inten- 
tions, of  Intentions  To  much  vitiated  as  to  deferve  the  publick 
Cenfurc  of  the  Parliament. 

•  There  remains  one  Objcdion  more,  which  in  my  Opinion 
requires  to  be  anfwered  ;  the  Advocates  for  the  Motion  fccm 
to  endeavour  to  advance  a  Charge  of  accumuiati've  Guilt,  to 
aggravate  one  Crime  by  the  Super-Addition  of  another,  and 
rather  to  intend  a  popular  Cenfure  than  a  legal  Condenma- 
tlon. 

'  I  fuppofe  no  Man  will  fufpcft  that  an  unjml  Partiality  in 
favour  of  the  Gentleman,  whale  Conduft  is  now  the  Subjed 
of  Examination,  influences  me  to  cenfure  this  Method  of  Pro- 
ceeding ;  fince  no  Man  can  want  Rcafons  againft  it  of  the 
greateft  Weight :  Reafons  which  defcrve  the  clofeft  Attention 
from  every  Man  of  Prudence  and  Virtue,  of  every  Man  who 
regards  his  own  Safety,  or  the  Happinefs  of  future  Genera* 
lions.  No  Man  whofe  Judgment  is  not  overborn  by  hit 
Refentmcnt,  and  whofe  Ardour  for  Vengeance  has  not  ex- 
tinguished every  other  Motive  of  Aftiop,  can  refolvc  to  give 
the  Sanation  of  his  Voice  to  a  Method  of  Profccution,  hy 
which  the  Good  and  Bad  are  equally  endangered ;  and  which 
will  make  the  Adminiilration  of  publick  Affairs  deilru^re 
to  the  pureft  Integrity  and  the  higheil  Wifdom. 

*  That  fuch  rouft  be  theConfcquenceof  Charges  like  this 
will  appear  no  longer  a  paradoxical  Airertion,if  it  be  remem- 
bered, that  Humanity  is  a  State  of  Imperfe^lioo  ;  that  the 
Ilriftcft  Virtue  fometimes  declines  from  the  Right,  and  that 
the  moil  confummate  Policy  is  by  falfe  Appearances,  or  acd* 
dental  Inattention  betrayed  into  Error.  For  how  foon  moil 
that  Man  be  deftroyed,  whofe  high  Station  expofes  him  to 
the  continual  Obfcrvation  of  Envy  and  Malevolence,  whofe 
minutell  Errors  are  carefully  remarked,  and  whofe  cafual 
Failings  are  treafurcd  up  as  a  Fund  oF  Accufations.  How 
foon,  if  trivial  Tranfgreljions  {hall  be  accumulated  into  capi- 
tal 
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Crimes,  may  the  beft  Man  coropleat  the  Sum  of  his  Of- 
fences and  be  doom'd  to  Ignoroioy,  to  Exile»  or  to  Deatii  ? 
'  In  criminal  P  ocecdings  parncular  Regard  has  been  had 
to  Precedents  5  and  iurdy  the  Effedls  of  a  former  Accufatjotl 
of  this  Kind,  give  us  no  Encouragement  to  the  Repetition 
of  it.  From  a  Charge  of  accumulative  Treafon,  the  Fac- 
tion of  the  lall  Age  proceeded  to  the  Ufurpation  of  boundlcfs 
Authority,  the  Subverfion  of  our  Conllitution,  and  the  Mur- 
der of  the  King. 

*  I  fhatl  therefore  continue  to  fuppole  every  Man  Inno- 
cent till  he  appears  from  legal  Evidence  to  be  Guilty  ;  and  tof 
rejefl  any  Charge  of  accumulative  Guilt,  upon  the  fame 
Principles  of  Regard  to  Liberty,  to  Virtue^  to  Truth,  and 
to  our  Conllitution,  by  vvhich  I  have  hitherto  regulated  my 
Condud  ;  and  for  the  fame  Reafons,  for  which  I  have  con- 
demned the  Meafures  of  the  Adminiltrationj  I  Ihall  now  op- 
L,pofe  the  prefent  Motion. 

Then  Sir  Robert  Walpk  rofe  up  and  fpoke  to  this  Effe^  :    sir  R,  Walp^Ic, 

'  As  this  Debate  has  been  already  pro  traded  to  an  unnfu- 
al  Length,  I  hope  the  Requell  I  am  going  to  make  will  not 
be  thought  improper  or  uorcafonable.  ,  It  is.

I  Charge  ;  and  Qiew  thofe  whom  a  nearer  Knowledge  of  my 
FConduft  may  have  indac'd  to  think  favourably  of  me,  that 
]  I  am  not  afraid  of  hearing  all  thai  Error  or  Malice  can  fug* 
[gei^  i  that  I  do  not  de£rc  to  Oielter  myfelf  in  Confufion;  and 
rthat  1  do  not  doubt  of  coniirming  their  Seotimenis  by  a  De- 
fence not  to  be  confuted.
